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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - APRIL 1, 1964 


Cool, wet weather during late March and early April limited field activities but eased the extreme moisture shortage 
which had persisted for several months. Reports on April 3 indicated that 10 percent of the State had surplus soil moisture, 
60 percent adequate, and 30 percent was short. March opened with dry, mild weather, but by mid-month sufficient rainfall 
for immediate needs had occurred in southern areas. Generous precipitation was common throughout the State by the end of 
the month. Field activities were hampered during this period and by April 7, only 25 percent of the intended oat acreage had 
been seeded compared to 70 percent a year ago and over SO percent for the 5-year average. Plowing of acreage intended for 
corn and soybeans is slightly over 50 percent completed, however, most of this was done last fall. 


Wheat Production Forecast 34 Percent Above Average: Prospective wheat production in 1964 is indicated at 67.9 million bushels 

compared to 71.4 million bushels produced last year and the 1958-62 
average of 50.8 million bushels, Wheat seeding was completed on about the average date last fall and most of the crop made 
fairly satisfactory progress before entering its dormant period, despite extremely dry conditions. Wheat emerged from the winter 
in fair-to-good condition with little or no heaving or winter kill. Spring rains have given good color to the crop and new growth 
is just beginning. The present forecast of 35 bushels per seeded acres is about four bushels below last year's yield, but five bush- 
els above average. Acreage seeded last fall was five percent greater than that of the previous year. 


Farm Stocks of Corn Down: Farm stocks of corn at 331 million bushels as of April 1, were 5 percent below stocks held on 

farms April 1, 1963, and 1 percent below the April 1, 1958-62 average. A record disappearance 
of 203 million bushels of corn occurred during the past quarter, 18 percent higher than the previous record for this period estab- 
lished one year earlier, Oats stocks at 27,4 million bushels were 3.5 million bushels above a year ago. Disappearances of 
oats the past quarter was the lowest since 1935. 


Soybean Farm Stocks Record High: Soybean stocks on farms amounted to 46.0 million bushels on April 1, 14.3 million bushels 
above a year ago and the largest on record for April 1. 


Wheat Stocks Down: Wheat stocks held on farms April 1 included only 714,000 bushels, compared to 1, 284,000 bushels a year 
ago and 1,574,000 bushels for the 5-year average. 


Farm Labor: Farm workers on Illinois farms numbered 190,000 during the survey week of March 22-28. Some plowing, oat 

seeding and fertilizer spreading was done during early March, but below normal temperatures, snow, and showers 
during the last two to three weeks of March virtually eliminated fieldwork. Family workers were estimated at 158,000 or 83 per- 
cent of all farm workers in March. Family workers were up 10 percent from February, but were down 5 percent from March 1963, 
Hired workers totaled 32,000 in March, up seasonally from February, but down 20 percent from March 1963.

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UNITED STATES: Winter wheat production is forecast at 1,011 million bushels, 12 per- 

cent larger than last year but slightly less than average. The crop, 
while developing slowly, survived the winter in good condition and prospects are favor - 
able. The estimated yield per seeded acre of 23.5 bushels is 2.0 bushels per acre more 
than last year but a half bushel below average. 

Cool weather during much of March throughout most winter grain areas retarded de- 
velopment, but by the end of March winter wheat and other small grains in the Central 
and Southern States were showing new growth. Rainfall was received in March and early 
April over much of the winter grain producing area. Grains in the northern States are 
still mostly in the dormant stage, though some limited greening is developing in local 
areas. Crops are generally in good condition throughout the country and little winterkill 
is evident. Army worms have appeared in winter wheat fields of southwestern Kansas, 
but damage so far has not been extensive. Minor winter wheat losses occurred from 
high winds and dry soils in western Kansas and the Oklahoma Panhandle. Dry soils are 
causing some concern to small grain growers in southeastern Colorado and New Mexico 
with moisture needed soon to prevent serious deterioration. In the northern Corn Belt 
States, sub-soil moisture is still limited, but in most other North Central and North 
Atlantic States, the outlook is favorable following the frequent March rains. In the south- 
ern States, small grains made rapid growth until slowed by the late March freeze, but 
no serious effects are expected. Moisture throughout the South is generally adequate to 
excessive. 

Food grains stocks stored on farms were 23 percent smaller than on April | last year 
and 33 percent smaller than average. Farm holdings of all wheat were 22 percent less 
largely due to smaller durum stocks than a year ago. Rye stocks were less than one- 
half of last year and the average holdings. Soybeans held on farms, 41 percent larger 
than last year, were at a record high level. Flaxseed stocks totaled 4 percent more 
than last year. 

Total tonnage of the four feed grains stored on farms April 1 was 11 percent greater 
than a year earlier and 12 percent above average. Farm holdings of corn at 113 per- 
cent and sorghum at 108 percent of last year were record highs. Oats held on farms 
were 4 percent more than a year earlier while barley stocks were 1 percent smaller. 

Unfavorable weather continued to hamper field activity during March in many areas, 
but land preparation and seeding of spring crops proceeded where possible. Wet fields 
over much of the eastern half of the Nation limited activity, but in the western States 
cooler than normal temperatures, and to some extent dry soils, slowed planting. 

In the southern States, planting and land preparation was 1 to 3 weeks later than usual 
because of wet fields. Top dressing was delayed in some areas but was past the peak in 
others. In the northern regions, below normal temperatures, wet fields, and light snow 
cover in the northernmost areas limited activity largely to routine chores, though some 
planting of oats and grasses and fertilizing were accomplished where conditions per- 
mitted. 

Seeding of spring grains was well along in the Kansas-Oklahoma area and planting of 
cotton and corn in Texas was well advanced. In California planting of sugar beets, corn, 
and sorghums continued, and rice land preparation neared completion. In the Northwest, 
field work progressed slowly in eastern Oregon and Washington because of cold weather 
and light snow cover but pruning, spraying, fertilizing and other activity were more 
nearly on schedule in western parts. 

Pasture conditions on April 1 were the lowest for the date since 1957. In many areas, 
the poor conditions largely reflect the damage from the extended drought last summer 
and fall and from overgrazing. Early pasture growth was generally slowed by the cool 
March weather in all parts of the country. March rainfall improved pastures in the 
South where grasses should respond quickly to warmer weather, but elsewhere prospects 
were below average. Lack of moisture in the West is affecting pastures while in the 
North Central and Northeast Regions poor conditions prevailed from last fall. Pastures 
in the Plains States are short as a result of heavy grazing during the open winter. 
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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - MAY 1, 1964 





Warm weather, coupled with well above normal rainfall except in the southern 
fourth of the State, characterized most of April. Precipitation during March and April 
put an end to many months of deficient moisture. Field activities were hampered many 
days during the past month, and progress ran well behind last year's fast schedule. How- 
ever, by May 1 essentially all the acreage intended for oats had been seeded--several 
days ahead of average. Plowing for corn and soybeans progressed slowly during April 
and by the first of May was only two-thirds completed, almost a week behind normal. 
Plowing picked up considerably during the first week in May. A few scattered fields of 
corn and soybeans were planted by May l. Pasture and hay crops, following a slow start, 
developed rapidly in late April and early May. 


Wheat Prospects Excellent: Prospective winter wheat production for 1964 was indicated 
at 68.0 million bushels on May 1. The current forecast is 
5 percent below last year's record crop, but 34 percent above the 5-year (1958-62) aver- 
age. Yield is forecast at 37.0 bushels, 3 bushels below last year's record yield, but 
6 bushels above average. Acreage for harvest at 1.8 million acres is 3 percent larger 
than that of last year and 12 percent larger than average. Moisture during March and 
April aided the crop and warm temperatures in April encouraged good growth. The early 
end of the crop started heading about May 1 in some extreme southern areas. 


Rye: Condition at 95 percent on May 1 was the same as a year ago and 4 points above 
average. Most of the crop has headed. 





Hay Stocks: Stocks of hay on farms May 1 were 13 percent below a year earlier and 
24 percent below the 1958-62 average. Fifty-four percent of the 1963 hay 
production was consumed during January through April this year. 


Farm Labor: Workers on Illinois farms numbered 224, 000 during the survey week 

April 19-25 up 18 percent from March. Heavy rainfall during much of 
April kept fieldwork at a minimum, but growers managed to finish oat seeding by the 
end of the month. Other general field activities carried out between rains included 
fertilizer spreading, plowing and discing. Family workers estimated at 184,000, com- 
prised 82 percent of all farm workers in April. Family workers were up 16 percent 
from March, but down 7 percentfrom April 1963. Hired workers totaled 40,000 inApril, up 
25 percent from March, but down 22 percent from April 1963.

Winter wheat prospects were about the same on May 1 as a month ago and indications point to a crop 12 percent larger than 
in 1963, General field work lagged across the country because of wet soils and cool weather, Peach prospects were reduced sharply 
by late March freezes and the expected 1964 crop is about one-fourth as large as last year, Citrus production from the 1963 bloom 
is expected to be 3 percent below last year and 20 percent below average, Spring and early summer vegetable and melon crops are 
expected to be smaller than last year but above average, Hay stocks on May 1 were 15 percent below a year earlier and 11 percent 
below average, Hay and pasture condition for the Nation is about average for May 1 but better than last year, 


Expected production of the 1964 winter wheat crop was about the same on May 1 as a month ago and remains above last 
year's crop but slightly below the 1958-62 average, Improved prospects in most of the eastern two-thirds of the Nation offset de~ 
clines in many western States and the Texas and Oklahoma panhandle areas, southwest Kansas, and southeast Colorado, where dry 
weather continued to prevail through April. The indicated production of 1,013 million bushels is 12 percent larger than the 1963 
crop but a little below average, The expected yield is 26,9 bushels per harvested acre compared with the 1963 and average yield 
of 26,1 bushels per acre. By the end of April, the crop was starting to head as far north as southern Kansas, 


Cool weather in the West and frequent April rains over most of the country delayed seedbed preparations and spring seedings, 
The season is 1 to 2 weeks later than usual in the eastern Corn Belt, While the central and southern Corn Belt areas are not far off 
the normal pace, they are behind last year's rapid pace, Most Southern States are running behind schedule awaiting dryer soils, 
Oat seeding in Indiana and Ohio was 70 percent and 55 percent, respectively, complete, In lowa the seeding of oats was virtually 
complete, Minnescta's fieldwork was about two weeks later than usual with field operations most advanced in southern counties but 
just getting started in the Red River Valley, in North Dakota 30 percent of the oats and barley was seeded compared to the normal 
of 40 percent, Montana's progress was only slightly behind last year with 60 percent of the spring wheat seeded, 50 percent of the 
bariey, and 40 percent of the oats seeded, Seeding of spring wheat was nearing completion in South Dakota and about three-fourths

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May 1 farm stocks of hay totaled 20 million tons, 15 percent below a year earlier and 11 percent below average. Stocks 
were below last year in all areas except the North Atlantic region, Supplies at the beginning of the feeding period were about 
normal and the same as a year earlier for the country, but disappearance has been high expecially during the period prior to 
January 1, Disappearance January 1 to May 1 was a little above a year earlier and 2 percent above average. 


May 1 pasture condition averaged 83 percent of normal, 5 percentage points above last year, still 1 point below average 
but up 6 points from a month ago. In the North Atlantic States, pasture feed condition was about average for May 1 but consider- 
ably better than a year earlier, Pasture feed condition was rated good to excellent in the East North Central States although 
pastures were slow to develop after the dry conditions last fall and the cool weather during March. Condition: in the West North 
Central States was much improved from April 1. The excellent pasture condition in the South Atlantic States contrasts with the 
very poor conditions of a year earlier, Conditions improved sharply during April in the South Central States except in Oklahoma 
where rain is needed. Generally, pasture feed condition in the Western States did not improve during April and was below May 
1 last year because of the cool spring, and a lack of moisture in the Pacific Coast States and from Colorado southward on the 
eastern side of the region. 


CORN HARVESTED, HANDLING, AND DRYING METHODS, ILLINOB, 1963 


In the fall of 1963, 65.5 percent of the 8, 849, 000 acres of corn for grain was harvested by mechanical picker, 27.5 per- 
cent by com head on combine, and 7.0 percent by field picker-sheller, as reported by Illinois crop reporters, For the 1962 crop, 
respondents reported that 76,0 percent of the 8,270,000 acres for grain was harvested by mechanical picker, 17,0 percent by corn 
head on combine, and 7.0 percent by field picker-sheller, Less than 0.5 percent of the acreage was husked by hand both years, 
Although the major portion of the 1963 crop was harvested by mechanical picker throughout the State, the corn head on combine 
gained in popularity while the use of the field picker=sheller remained the same as for the 1962 crop, 


Crop respondents reported that 20.0 percent, or 150 million bushels, -of the record 752 million bushels harvested for grain 
in 1963 was marketed directly from the field, while 77,0 percent, or 579 million bushels, was stored on the farm and the remaining 
3.0 percent, or 23 million bushels, was stored off-farm in commercial storage, High-moisture corn stored on farms in gas tight 
or conventional silos accounted for 2,5 percent of the production for grain, Farm storage in crib or bin made up 74.5 percent of 
the production for grain, Reporters also supplied information on drying methods used for the corn stored on farms, These reports 
show that 63,5 percent of the corn harvested for grain was allowed to dry naturally in field or farm storage, 12.5 percent was dried 
artifically on the farm, and 1,5 percent was dried in off-farm driers, Information was not collected on the drying methods used 
for the 20.0 percent of the crop marketed direct from the field since drying of such corn was controlled by the buyer rather than the 
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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - JUNE 1, 1964 


Field activity advanced rapidly during the month of May as weather conditions 
were extremely dry throughout the State. Although more than plentiful rainfall 
occurred during April, all areas of the State received well below normal precipitation 
in May with most of the upper mid-section of the State receiving only 15 to 20 percent 
of normal rainfall. Plowing for corn and soybeans was essentially completed by the 
first of June and over 95 percent of the intended corn acreage was planted--about 10 
days ahead of average. Early plantings of corn developed good stands, but as the 
dry month progressed corn and soybeans germinated unevenly in many areas. Scat- 
tered farmers stopped planting operations, waiting for moisture. Showers in the 
southern areas of the State late in the month allowed planting to be resumed around 
June 1. Some corn acreage was replanted due to damage from cutworms and uneven 
stands. Eighty percent of the soybean acreage was planted by the end of May. Hay 
was ahead of average with 30 percent of the first cutting of alfalfa completed and 20 per- 
cent of red clover cut. The oat crop was 10 percent headed by June 1 and was in fairly 
good condition, although many fields had thin stands and were heading very short. Soil 
moisture reports as of May 29 from crop reporters indicated 57 percent short, 38 per- 
cent adequate, and 5 percent surplus. Moisture was mostly short in the northern half 
of the State and adequate to surplus in most southern areas. 


Wheat Prospects Continue Good: Prospective wheat production on June 1 at 69, 882,000 

bushels is up 3 percentfrom the May 1 forecast. Essen- 
tially all the crop was headed by June 1 and 60 percent was blooming or filling. By the 
10th of June 20 percent of the crop was turning yellow. Armyworms infested small 
grains in late May, primarily in the West Southwest and East Southeast Districts and 
the southern portions of the Central District. Chemical control measures were used 
with severe damage limited to local areas. 


Peach Prospects Very Good: The Illinois peach crop is estimated at 775, 000 bushels 

this year, 675,000 bushels above last year's very poor 
crop and 8 percent below the 1958-62 average. Despite early freeze damage, trees 
carry a heavy set and considerable thinning will be required. 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 266,000 workers during the 

survey week of May 24-30, up 19 percent from April but 6 percent be- 
low May 1963. Planting corn and soybeans, haying, and cultivating corn were the main 
field activities during the survey week. Strawberry picking was virtually completed and 
the asparagus harvest had passed its prime. Family workers at 216,000, comprised 
81 percent of all farm workers in May. Family workers were up 17 percent from April 
but 2 percent below May 1963. Hired workers totaled 50,000 in May, up 25 percent 
from April, but down 18 percent from a year ago.

UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


May temperatures mostly averaged above normal east of the Rocky Mountains, with 
three warm weeks followed by a cold week. Rainfall was light over much of the country 
although showers at the end of May raised monthly totals to near normal levels in many 
areas. Warm days and strong winds dried soils swiftly following the heavy March and 
April rainfall. Farmers were able to make up for earlier delays and progress of field 
work was about normal by the end of May. Surface soils were drying and difficult to 
work over much of the Nation until showers near the end of the month brought needed 
moisture with excessive amounts in local areas. Late May rains in the previously very 
dry areas of Southwestern Kansas, Western Oklahoma, Northern Texas, and Southeastern 
Colorado provided good moisture for late seeding of cotton and sorghums, although too 
late for some winter grains. Further losses of borderline acreage occurred and prospects 
declined for surrounding areas. Another problem area continued in the Pacific Northwest 
where additional losses were reported in crop acreages weakened by continued cool and 
dry weather. Beneficial rains also fell in this area early in June halting further deteriora- 
tion. 

Winter wheat production is forecast at 981 million bushels, 8 percent above last year 
but 4 percent below the 1958-62 average. The June 1 forecast is 33 million bushels-- 

3 percent~--below the forecast a month earlier. Lack of moisture, high temperatures, 

and damaging winds caused a further reduction in production prospects in the area center- 
ing around Southwest Kansas, South- 
east Colorado, and the Texas and 
Oklahoma Panhandles.

Spring planting of grains was delayed by wet soils from April rainfall but farmers 
seeded most of the intended acreage in early May. Warm temperatures brought rapid 
germination and growth, thus June | progress of the small grains was close to normal. 


Preparation of fields for row crops was hampered by wet soils in April and early May, Soil conditions improved by mid-month 
and planting was rushed under nearly ideal weather conditions, Planting progress at the end of May was generally ahead of normal 
in the Corn Belt and only slightly behind the advanced 1963 pace. Around 90 percent of the corn was seeded by June 1 although 
some farmers delayed late May planting as soils were becoming too dry for good germination. In southern areas development of 
early corn fields was slowed somewhat by moisture shortages in May. Rains in late May and early June assured a rapid completion 
of seeding operations and boosted the acreage already growing. Soybean planting also was rapid during May with progress in the 
main Soybelt States slightly behind last year but ahead of normal. In the South Central soybean areas, planting was a little slower 
than last year as farmers awaited rains to improve germination. Most stands are reported good although fields planted after mid- 
May were slow in germinating. 

Based upon conditions about June 1, the Nation's 1964 apple crop is expected to exceed the 1963 output and the 1957-61 
average. In the Eastern States, prospects are somewhat better than average and in the Central States, the crop should be well 
above the relatively short 1963 crop and above average. Total output in the Western States may not be greatly changed from 
1963 although above average. 

The Nation's 1964 peach estimate is 73.3 million bushels, down 1 percert from 1963, 2 percent below average, and the 
smallest crop since 1958, Excluding the California Clingstone crop, which is used mostly for canning, the remainder of the 
U.S. crop forecast is 38,1 million bushels, down 12 percent from 1963 and 22 percent from average. Most of the 1964 decline 
is due to freeze damage in four Southeastern States--the Carolinas, Georgia, and Alabama. 
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Crop Acreage Unchanged From 1963: Illinois farmers expect to harvest 20.1 million acres of crops this season, essentially the 

same as last year's total. Increased acreage for harvest of corn, soybeans, and wheat 
were offset by decreases in oats and hay and most other crops. As of July 1, the yield outlook for essentially all crops was well 
above average. Crop development generally has been ahead of average as dry weather, especially during May, allowed for all 
field activities to proceed very rapidly. 


Corn Crop Forecast 2 Percent Above 1963: The production forecast of corn for grain of 769 million bushels is two percent above 
last year. Growers expect to harvest 8.9 million acres for grain, up one percent. The 

indicated yield as of July 1 is 86 bushels per acre, one bushel above the record yield set in 1963. Although corn height varies 

due to moisture shortages at the time of germination, corn on July 7th averaged over 3 1/2 feet in the State, slightly taller than 

last year at the same date and about a foot taller than average. Approximately, 10 percent of the crop was tasseling by the 

7th of July. 


Soybean Acreage Increases; Growers! intend to harvest 5.7 million acres of soybeans for beans in 1964--3 percent above the 

record acreage harvested last year. Plantings were made in good time this year and although the 
crop is uneven due to dry weather at the time of germination, plant development has been rapid and by the end of the first week 
in July almost one-third of the acreage was blooming. 


Wheat Crop Is a Record: Prospective wheat production at 74,2 million bushels is an all-time record for Illinois, The current 

crop is 4 percent above last year's crop and 46 percent above the five-year (1958-62) average. Yield 
is forecast at 40 bushels, the same as the record 1963 yield. Acreage for harvest is expected at 1.9 million, 4 percent above 
the 1963 crop, and 13 percent above average. Wheat harvest advanced rapidly in late June and early July and by July 10th was 
over 90 percent completed in the State. 


Hay Acreage Lower: Farmers expect to harvest almost 2.0 million acres of hay this year, about 2 percent less than last year. 

Production is expected to be 4,2 million tons, approximately 1 percent below a year earlier. Weather was 
generally ideal in late May and June for curing hay and harvest of red clover has virtually been completed. Over a third of the 
second cutting of alfalfa hay has been completed--about ten days ahead of average. Quality of hay so far this year has been 
excellent, 


Oats Acreage Declines: The prospective oat crop of 64.5 million bushels is down 20 percent from last year and is the smallest 

crop since 1934, The acreage for harvest at 1.2 million acres is 17 percent below a year earlier and is 
the smallest acreage since the 1860's, Yield is indicated at 55 bushels down 2 bushels from last year. Combining is well-advanced 
in lower areas of the State although the crop is just beginning to ripen in the major northern producing areas, 


Farm Stocks of Selected Grain: Total feed grain stocks on farm July 1 were at the lowest level since 1959 and were 21 per- 

cent below July 1, 1963. Corn stocks at 188 million bushels were 22 percent below a year earlier. 
Soybean stocks on farms totaled 16,4 million bushels compared to 7.2 million bushels on this date last year, Farm stocks of old 
wheat represent only half of one percent of the 1963 crop, about the usual fraction carried over. 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 277, 000 workers during the survey week of June 21-27, up four percent from 

May, but 9 percent less than in June 1963. Cultivating corn and soybeans, combining wheat, and haying were the 
major farm activities during the survey week. Family workers totaled 210,000 during June, or 76 percent of all farm workers. 
This compared with 216, 000 family workers in May and 219, 000 in June a year ago. Hired workers numbered 65, 000 in June, 
compared with 50, 000 in May and 85, 000 a year earlier.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - AUGUST 1, 1964 





Illinois' all crop production index computed to 123 as of August 1, the second highest on record. This compares with 
the record of 124 in 1963 and the 1958-62 average of 109. Near record production of corn and soybeans coupled with near 
average or above yields of other crops held the index high. 


Corn Prospects Decline: Production of corn for grain in Illinois was forecast on August 1 at 760 million bushels, down 1 percent 
from the July 1 forecast. This year's forecast is 18 percent above the 1958-62 average. The indicated 
yield of 85 bushels per acre harvested for grain equals last year's record high yield and compares with the average of 73 bushels. 
Throughout the northern half of the State, the corn crop remained in very good condition during July and showed some improve- 
ment in many areas as precipitation was near normal to well above normal. However, deterioration of the crop started in late 
July in the southern areas of the State as conditions became extremely dry throughout much of the four southern crop reporting 
districts. Corn generally is about ten days advanced over average and as of August 11, 20 percent of the crop was denting. 


Soybean Production Slightly Below a Year Ago: Prospective soybean production is estimated at 164 million bushels, less than 

1 percent below the record production last year but 15 percent above the five- 
year average. The indicated yield at 28.5 bushels per acre is a bushel below last year's record and about a bushel above the 
five-year average. Statewide development of the crop is generally a week ahead of average. 


Wheat Production Prospects Decline: The indicated wheat crop of 68.7 million bushels is down from the July 1 forecast and 

is almost 3 million bushels below last year's record production, however, is 35 percent 
above the 1958-62 average. As harvest was completed anticipated yields were not fully realized, especially in the northern 
half of the State. The yield at 37 bushels is 3 bushels below last year's record, however, is 6 bushels above average. 


Oats Production Declines: The oats crop is estimated at 60 million bushels, 7 percent below the July 1 forecast. This year's 
crop is 26 percent below last year's production. Prospects declined during July as harvest conditions 
throughout northern oats area were not ideal and oats stood in the field longer than it normally would. 


Hay Production: Hay production is estimated at 4,2 million tons unchanged from last month's forecast and essentially the 

same as a year ago, however, is about 9 percent below average. The second cutting of alfalfa has virtually 
been completed and the third cutting has started in some extreme southern areas, In many areas in Southern Illinois, it has 
become necessary in recent weeks to feed hay to livestock to supplement pastures. Showers are needed to improve the outlook 
for future cutting of hays. 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 261, 000 persons during the survey week of July 19-25, down 6 percent 
from June and down 5 percent from last year. Principal field activities are haying, baling straw, and cutting 
weeds. Corn detasseling is completed and sweet corn, tomato, and peach harvest has begun.

UNITED STATES 


Above normal July temperatures hastened crop development in the mid-continent, but emphasized the needs for moisture, __ 
Crop prospects continued generally favorable in the Central Com Belt area and improved markedly along the Atlantic and Gulf _ 
Coasts, but showed some deterioration in the Great Plains. States. Some Mississippi Valley areas also were too dry for good 
crop development but conditions were generally favorable in Western areas of the country. 


The all crops production index of 111 on August 1 was 1 point below the record high of 112 for 1963, but 4 points above 
the index of 107 for both 1961 and 1962. Acreage reductions, especially in the feed grains, and lower yields for many crops 
account for the lower production index. The composite index of yield per acre covering 28 leading crops is 115 for August 1, 
compared with 116 for 1963 and 112 for 1962. 
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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - SEPTEMBER 1, 1964 





Illinois' all crop production index computed to 114 as of September 1, down 9 points from August 1 and 10 points 
below the record set in 1963. However, the current index is slightly above the 1958-62 average of 109. The sharp 
decrease in the index from August 1 to September 1 was caused primarily by reduction in prospects for corn and soybeans, 
Prospects for these crops declined rapidly during early August due to 100 degree plus temperatures and moisture shortages 
in the southern half of Illinois, and by mid-month, deterioration had edged its way into northern sections. 


Corn Prospects Decline: Production of corn for grain in Illinois is forecast at 706 million bushels, down 7 percent from 
the August 1 forecast. The present estimate is 6 percent below last year's record crop but is 
10 percent above the 1958-62 average. The indicated yield of 79 bushels per acre harvested for grain is down 6 bushels 
from the August 1 forecast and is 6 bushels below last year's record high yield, but is 6 bushels above the 1958-62 average. 
Deterioration of the corn crop, which started in southern areas of the State in late July was hastened by temperatures of 
100 degrees plus and no precipitation the first few days of August. Extremely dry conditions continued during the first 
three weeks of August, although the heat wave was alleviated by cooler temperatures, The corn crop continues to run a 
week to ten days ahead of average progress and by September 8 over four-fifths of the crop was dented and a third was 
mature. Early picking has been reported in a few scattered areas, 


Soybean Prospects Decline: Soybean production is estimated at 141 million bushels, the smallest crop since 1960. The 

current estimate is 14 percent below both the August 1 forecast and last year's record crop, 
and is 1 percent below the 5-year average. Soybean prospects declined more than corn because a larger share of the 
soybean acreage is included in the area most affected by the extreme heat and dry weather. Harvest was getting started 
by the end of the first week of September and on September 8, five percent of the acreage had been harvested. Develop- 
ment of the crop is about a week ahead of average. 


Hay Production Down: Production of hay is estimated at 4,0 million tons compared with 4,2 million tons produced last 
year and the 5-year average of 4.6 million tons. Prospects declined during August as late cuttings 
of legume hays were generally lighter than had been anticipated. About 85 percent of the third crop alfalfa has been cut. 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 230,000 persons during the survey week of August 23-29, down seasonally 

nearly 12 percent from July but virtually the same as August 1963, Major farm activities are plowing, cutting 
silage, and haying. Soybean harvest will begin in earnest this week. Peach, sweet corn, and lima bean harvest is com- 
pleted and apple and late tomato harvest has begun. Approximately, 70 percent of the acreage intended for wheat this fall 
has been plowed.

UNITED STATES 


Corn and soybean prospects were lowered by above normal 
temperatures early in August and moisture shortages until late in 
the month over most of the Corn Belt. Crops improved during the 
month in most of the South Atlantic and South Central States but 
dry conditions plagued the Northeast. Crop prospects held their own 
or improved in most of the Western States, 


Tke all crops production index decreased 2 percent during 
August. The September 1 index of 109 is 3 percent below the 1963 
level of 112. The composite yield index of yield per acre covering 
28 major crops was 113 on September1. This is 2 percent below the 
index of 115 a month ago and 3 percent less than last year's high of 
116. 

The expected production of the four feed grains in 1964 is 
139 million tons--a decrease of 4 percent from the August 1 fore- 
cast. This total is 11 percent less than the 1963 production of nearly 
156 million tons and 5 percent less than average. Most of the de- 
cline from a month earlier was because of lower corn production as 
the crop did not maintain earlier expectations especially in the impor-

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tant North Central region, The indicated corm production of 3, 64 billion bushels is 6 percent smaller than last month and 

11 percent less than last year. Sorghum grain prospects improved 5 percent during August as higher yields were indicated 

in Texas, Kansas, and Nebraska. The expected production of 497 million bushels is still 15 percent less than last year. The 
September 1 estimate of barley production, 388 million bushels, is slightly larger than a month earlier but 3 percent less than 
last year, Oat production estimates declined 2 percent during August and the expected 893 million bushels is 9 percent less 


than the 1963 total. 


Feed crop prospects, as rated by crop reporters across the Nation, are shown on the map. The Southern Plains States 
have generally poor feed prospects, Poor prospects also stretch northward and circle the Central Corn Belt on the west and 
north. Another area extends eastward along the Ohio River, crosses the Appalachians through northern Virginia then up the 
Atlantic coast into New England, Prospects are variable but mostly fair to good in the Central Corn Belt, In the southeast and 


the western areas crops are generally good to excellent. 


Estimates of total oilseed production declined 4 percent during August as a reduction in soybean prospects more than off- 
set increases in other oilseed crops, Soybean yield indications dropped sharply in the Central Soybelt but improved in south- 
central growing areas, The September 1 estimate of 704 million bushels, although 6 percent less than a month earlier, is still 


slightly larger than last year's record crop of 701 million bushels, 
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IWinois' all-crop production index computed to 113 as of October 1, down 1 point from September 1. The current 
index is 11 points below last year's record but is 4 points above the 1958-62 average. Decrease in corn production prospects 
were the main contributing factor to the decrease from a month earlier, Field activities progressed rapidly during September 
as precipitation was generally below normal, September rains caused only slight delays in fall work. As of October 6, 50 per- 
cent of the winter wheat had been seeded, Pasture condition reported at 66 percent on October 1 was up 8 points from September 
1, but was the lowest condition for October 1 since 1955, 


Corn Prospects Declines The 1964 Illinois corn crop is estimated at 697 million bushels, 1 percent less than last month. The 
current forecast is 7 percent less than the record crop last year, but is 8 percent above the 1958-62 
average. Yield at 78 bushels per acre is down 1 bushel from the September 1 forecast and is 7 bushels below last year's record 
yield of 85 bushels per acre. Over 90 percent of the crop was mature by October 6 and about 15 percent of the crop has been 
harvested --ten days ahead of average and 5 days ahead of last year. Harvest is most advanced in the southern half of the State. 


Soybean Production Remains Unchanged: Soybean production in Illinois is estimated at 141 million bushels, 14 percent less 

than the record 1963 crop. The current estimate is unchanged from the September 1 
forecast and is 1 percent less than the 1958-62 average. Estimated yield at 24.5 bushels per acre is 5 bushels below last year's 
record yield and almost 3 bushels below the five-year average yield. About 60 percent of the crop was harvested by October 6, 
slightly behind last year and near average for this date. Combining was delayed occasionally by showers during September but 
progressed at a fairly good rate. 


Hay Production Increases: Hay prospects improved slightly during September as late cuttings yielded better than had been 
anticipated earlier. The estimated 4.1 million tons, however, is about 2 percent below last year's 
production. 


Feed Grain Stocks Lower: Total feed grain stocks on farms on October 1 were 1.6 million tons, 4 percent lower than a year ago 

and 26 percent below average for October 1, Increased corn stocks from a year ago were more than 
offset by a decrease in oats. Corn stocks on October 1 totaled 33.8 million bushels, about 6.5 million bushels larger than a 
year earlier, while oat stocks at 41 million bushels were down about 15 million bushels from the previous year. 


Soybean Stocks Higher: Soybean stocks on farms at 1, 480,000 bushels on October 1 were up sharply from the 794, 000 bushels 
held on October 1 a year earlier and the five-year average of 947,000 bushels. 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois' farms totaled 223,000 persons during the survey week of September 26, down 3 percent 

from August and 14 percent from September 1963, Wages per month averaged $219 with house furnished and 
$165 with board and room, up $3.00 in each instance from a year earlier. Daily rates were reported at $8.20 with board and 
room and $10.10 without board and room, up 20 cents and 10 cents respectively. Average pay per hour was $1.21 compared 
with $1.17 in September 1963, Farm wage rates vary considerably in different areas of Illinois.

UNITED STATES: Crop prospects generally held or improved during September except in the East North Central and North 
Atlantic States. Prospective production of feed grains fell off during the month as declines were indicated _ 
for both corn and sorghum. Soybean production declined about 1 percent, but cotton and peanut prospects improved. The all crops 
production index of 109 is the same as a month earlier, The October 1 index is 3 percent below the 1963 level of 112, The com- 
posite index of yield per acre covering 28 major crops also held last month's level of 113, and is 3 percent less than the 1963 high 
of 116, Production of the four feed grains in 1964 is now expected to total 137 million tons, The October 1 estimate is 2 percent 
less than a month ago, 12 percent smaller than the 1963 total of 156 million tons and 6 percent less than average. September rain- 
fall was too little and too late to maintain corn prospects especially in the East North Central and North Atlantic States, Corn 
production is now expected to total 3,564 million bushels-- 2 percent less than last month's forecast and 13 percent smaller than 
the record 4,082 million bushels produced last year, Sorghum grain yields declined in Nebraska and Kansas lowering the October 1 
estimate 2 percent under a month ago, The current estimate of 487 million bushels is 16 percent less than last year and 11 percent 
smaller than average. New estimates of oats and barley production are not made on October 1, Estimates a month ago indicated 
a 1964 barley crop 3 percent smaller and oats production 9 percent less than last year. Total oilseed production held about steady 
during September as declines in soybeans and flaxseed prospects were about offset by increases in cottonseed and peanuts, Soybean 
prospects declined less than 1 percent during the month, In the Soybelt, yields declined in Indiana and Ohio but did not change 
greatly in other States, An improvement in the expected yield of soybeans in Arkansas practically offset changes in other States in 
the South Central area, 
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Illinois' all crop production index computed to 114 as of November 1, up one point from a month earlier, Better than 
expected soybean yields accounted for the increase, The current index is 10 points below last year's record, but is 5 points above 
the 1958-62 average. Harvest of fall crops moved very rapidly during October as there were essentially no delays resulting from 
weather, October was the driest on record and many areas of the State received no measurable precipitation. Normal precipitation 
for October is near three inches throughout the State. Wheat seeding was essentially completed by November 1 and much of the 
crop had germinated, All wheat areas of the State are in need of moisture. 


CORN PRODUCTION UNCHANGED: The 1964 Illinois corn crop is estimated at 697 million bushels, 7 percent less than the 

record crop of last year, but is 8 percent above the 1958-62 average. Yield at 78 bushels 
per acre is unchanged from the October 1 forecast and is 7 bushels below last year's record yield of 85 bushels per acre. Over 
60 percent of the corn crop was harvested during October, as conditions remained generally ideal for harvest. By November 10, 
ninety percent of the crop had been harvested compared to an average for that date of 70 percent. 


SOYBEAN OUTPUT INCREASES: Soybean production in Illinois is estimated at 144 million bushels, up 2 percent from the 

October 1 forecast. The. current forecast is 13 percent below the record crop of last year, but 
is 1 percent above average. Yield estimated at 25 bushels is 4.5 bushels below last year's record yield and is almost 2.5 bushels 
below average. Harvest was essentially completed by November 1, some two weeks ahead of average. 


FARM LABOR: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 235,000 persons during the survey week ending October 24, This was an 

increase of 5 percent from September of this year but was 14 percent below the October 1963 figure, Nearly 
7 days were favorable for fieldwork during the survey week and the major farm activities were picking corn, combining beans, 
plowing, and wheat seeding. About 25 percent of the land intended for 1965 corn and soybean crops had been plowed by 
November 1,

Tonnage of the four feed grains is expected to 
total 136 million tons--1 million less than last month's 
estimate, The 1964 total is 13 percent less than the 
1963 output of 156 million tons and 7 percent less than 
average, Harvest progress was a little behind the early 
1963 season, but was equal or ahead of the usual pace. 
Yields were variable and did not fulfill earlier expecta- 
tions in some areas, Corn production is expected to total 
3,541 million bushels--nearly 1 percent less than last 
month's forecast and 13 percent less than the record 
4,082 million bushels in 1963. Lower sorghum yields

Total oilseed prospects increased during October because soybean, cotton, and peanut prospects improved, The November 
estimate of 702 million bushels of soybeans is about the same as the 1963 crop and compares with 699 million forecast last month. 
Better than expected yields in the North Central area increased the soybean estimate. The expected yield of 22,7 bushels per acre 
is less than last year's 24,5 bushels, but an expansion in acreage will offset the lower yield. 


- OVER - 
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Seeding of winter wheat was very active in the major producing States following favorable rains late in September, Most 
of the fields show good germination and early fields are up to a good stand, Later fields show poor growth and all fields need rain 
to stimulate rooting and growth before winter sets in. A soil moisture survey in Kansas shows the lowest moisture reserve in eight 
years, Fields are holding up well despite the dryness as cool weather has lowered the strain on the plants. Little wheat pasture 
is available in Kansas but some pasturing of early fields where stands permit is reported in Oklahoma and Texas. Late fields 
need rain and the Panhandle area of both States is very dry, This dry condition stretches northward through eastern Colorado, 
Wyoming, and Montana, Wheat growers are hoping for general rains soon to provide fall growth and soil cover to prevent wind 
erosion during the winter season.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - JANUARY 1, 1964 


January 1 stocks of feed grain on Illinois farms were 3 percent larger than the 
January 1, 1963 total. Combined stocks of corn, oats, barley, and sorghum grain 
amounted to 15.8 million tons, compared with 15.4 million tons on January | last year 
and the 5-year (1958-62) average of 14.5 million tons. Corn stocks, which account for 
95 percent of the feed grain supply, were at record level and 2 percent above those of 
a year ago. Soybean stocks were the second largest on record for this date. Hay stocks 
were 5 percent below a year ago and 12 percent below the 5-year average. 

Growers held 534 million bushels of corn as of January 1, compared with 522 mil- 
lion bushels a year ago and the 5-year average of 480 million bushels. Stocks were 
11 million bushels above the previous record in January 1, 1961 and were 71 percent of 
the record 1963 corn production. Farm disappearance of corn the past quarter also 
was the highest on record. Oat stocks amounted to 49 million bushels, 6 percent above 
a year ago, but 24 percent below the 5-year average. 

Wheat stocks at 4.6 million bushels were 51 percent above last year, but 5 per- 
cent below average. Rye stocks amounting to 106,000 bushels were 2 percent above a 
year ago, but 37 percent below average. 

A total of 64 million bushels of soybeans was held on farms on January 1, 6 per- 
cent above a year ago and slightly below the record holdings of 64.5 million bushels on 
January 1, 1961. Disappearance the past quarter was the highest on record.

Illinois Employment and Wage Rates 


Employment on Illinois farms during December set a new low for that month. The 
farm labor force during the survey week of December 22-28 totaled 178 thousand workers, 
down 19 percent from November and 9 percent from December 1962. Family workers 
were estimated at 155 thousand or 87 percent of all farm workers in December. Family 
workers dropped 16 percent from November and 9 percent from December 1962. Hired 
workers numbered 23 thousand in December, down 36 percent from November and 12 
percent below December 1962. 

Total farm employment during 1963 averaged 235 thousand workers compared with 
241 thousand in 1962. Family workers averaged 187 thousand compared with 191 thou- 
sand in 1962 and hired workers averaged 48 thousand, down from 50 thousand reported 
in 1962. 

Monthly farm wages in December averaged $214 with a house furnished, and $162 
with room and board. Daily wages were reported at $7.80 with roo Toa gefiiend 
$9.60 without room and board. Hourly rates were $1. 18 without role Rr Farm 
wage rates vary considerably in different areas of Illinois. JAN 15 1964

Farmers were able to finish harvesting the bumper 1963 crops before mid-December storms restricted activities to 
winter chores, Temperatures dropped to zero as far south as northern Oklahoma and Tennessee and freezing levels reached to the 
Gulf and Central Florida areas, Damage to crops was limited with some leaf burn of tender vegetables and freezing back of top- 
growth of winter grain and pasture crops, Above normal precipitation in the Southeast helped relieve soil moisture shortages, In 
the Plains and North Central States, snow protected crops from low temperatures, but was not sufficient to add greatly to soil 
moisture reserves. Heavy feeding of livestock was necessary in most areas east of the Rocky Mountains accentuating the short rough- 
age supplies especially in the southeast, 


January 1 farm stocks of the four feed grains totaled 111.1 million tons, 7 percent more than the 104.2 million tons 
held a year earlier, The January 1964 total was 9 percent more than average, and 2 percent greater than the record high of 108.6 
million tons for January 1961. Corn stored on farms set a new high, 8 percent more than a year earlier, 14 percent greater than 
average and 6 percent more than the previous record farm stocks on January 1, 1961. Disappearance of corn from farms during the 
October-December 1963 quarter was at a record rate, 12 percent more than for the same period a year earlier and 5 percent greater 
than the previous record for the quarter in 1960, Oats held on farms totaled 1 percent less than last year and 13 percent less than 
average. Farm stocks of barley were also lower, 7 percent less than January 1963 and 3 percent smaller than average. Sorghum 
grain held on farms was 7 percent more than a year earlier and about equal to the 5-year average. Disappearance during the Oc- 
tober-December quarter was a record high - one-fifth greater than the same quarter a year earlier. 


Farm holdings of wheat and rye totaled S percent less than on January 1, 1963 and 18 percent smaller than average. 
Wheat stored on farms was 2 percent less than a year earlier and 17 percent less than average. Farm stocks of rye were 59 percent 
less than last year and the smallest January 1 holdings since 1953. Soybean stocks on farms were at a record level, 16 percent 
larger than a year earlier, 28 percent more than average, and 1 percent greater than the previous high in January 1962. Disap- 
pearance from farms during the October - December quarter was 3 percent less than a year earlier, Flaxseed stored on farms was 
7 percent less than a year earlier, but 14 percent more than average. 


January 1 stocks of hay on farms were 3 percent less than last year and 1 percent smaller than average. Hay pro- 
duction in 1963 was 4 percent smaller than in 1962, but a larger carryover of old hay brought supplies for the 1963 feeding 
season to about the same level as a year earlier and the third highest of record, Although the national total was favorable, hay 
supplies were limited in some areas, January 1 hay stocks were lowest in the South Atlantic States, 15 percent less than last year 
and 25 percent less than average, following two drought lowered hay production years. 


The use of corn and other crop residues for livestock was limitedduring December because of cold and snow over the 
northern half of the Nation and most livestock were being fed full winter rations, The absence of deep snow or severe storm per- 
mitted the use of ranges in the mountain States from Wyoming southward and limited supplemental feeding was required in this 
area. Winter grains and pasture crops showed some improvement early in December in southeastern areas, but later cold and snow 
limited grazing and forced farmers to draw on short roughage supplies to maintain livestock in good condition.

January 1 stocks of feed grains on Illinois farms were 13 percent below those 
held on January 1, 1964. Combined stocks of corn, oats, barley and sorghum grain 
amounted to 13.7 million tons compared with 15.7 million tons on January 1 last year 
and the five-year (1959-63) average of 15.0 million tons. Corn stocks which account 
for 96 percent of the feed grain supply were 12 percent below those of a year earlier. 
Soybean stocks were the lowest on farms since 1961, Hay stocks were 1 percent below 
a year ago and 14 percent below the five-year average. 

Growers held 469 million bushels of corn as of January 1 compared with 534 mil- 
lion bushels a year ago and the five-year average of 501 million bushels. Stocks held 
were the lowest since 1959 and were 66 percent of last year's production, which was 
the second highest on record. Farm disappearance of corn the past quarter was the 
highest on record. Oats stocks amounted to 35 million bushels, 28 percent below a 
year ago and 43 percent below the five-year average. 

Wheat stocks at 5.7 million bushels were 26 percent above last year and 19 per- 
cent above average. Rye stocks amounting to 49,000 bushels were down from the 
93,000 bushels held on January 1, 1964. 

A total of 46 million bushels of soybeans was held on farms on January 1, down 
28 percent from a year ago and 16 percent below the five-year average. Disappearance 
the past quarter was the second highest on record.

Employment on [llinois farms during December set a new low for that month. 
The farm labor force during the survey week of December 20-26 totaled 165 thousand 
workers, down 17 percent from November and 7 percent from December 1963. Family 
workers were estimated at 145 thousand or 88 percent of all farm workers in December. 
Family workers dropped 16 percent from November and 6 percent from December 1963. 
Hired workers numbered 20 thousand in December, down 20 percent from November. 
and 13 percent below December 1963. 

Total farm employment during 1964 averaged 216 thousand workers compared with 
235 thousand in 1963. Family workers averaged 176 thousand compared with 187 thousand 
in 1963 and hired workers averaged 40 thousand, down from 48 thousand reported in 1963. 

Monthly farm wages in December averaged $220 with a house furnished, and $168 
with room and board. Daily wages were reported at $8. 10 with room and board, and 
$10. 10 without room and board. Hourly rates were $1.20 without room and board. Farm 
wage rates vary considerably in different areas of Illinois but are above last year through-

December weather brought welcome moisture to the Eastern half of the Nation, but interfered with the wind-up of the 
1964 crop harvest. Blizard conditions in the Northern Plains and extreme flooding in parts of the Pacific Northwest marred the 
generally favorable weather picture for the month. Central and Southern Plains States received limited precipitation and fall 
seeded grain prospects remain doubtful in some areas, Heavy feeding of livestock was required, especially ia the Northern Plains 
and Mountain States, where snowcover kept cattle off ranges, 


Precipitation during December was above normal over most of the Nation from the Great Plains eastward and in the 
Pacific Northwest. Much of the rain fell on unfrozen soils and run-off was light. Surface soil moisture was replenished afte 
the dry summer and fall and subsoil reserves were improved. Soft fields in the Gulf Coastal areas slowed machine harvest of 
cotton. In the Oklahoms-~Texas cotton area, showers hampered harvest work and lowered the quality of late picked cotton. 
Heavy snows followed by excessive warm rains, caused serious flooding in the Pacific Northwest in late December, Damage to 
1964 crops was negligible but erosion and flooding may cause problems for 1965 crops in local areas, 


Fall seeded grains improved in the Com Belt and South Central areas under favorable moisture and temperature condi- 
tions. Texas and Oklahoma wheat fields received beneficial moisture early in the month and much of the acreage is providing 
pasture for livestock, Lack of moisture continues to plague the area from the northern Panhandle of Texas northward through 
eastern Colorado, western Kansas and Nebraska into South Dakota, Limited growth makes wheat in this area susceptible to winter 
losses from: low temperatures and soil blowing unless moisture and snowcover are favorable through the winter. In wheat areas of 
the Pacific Northwest, some fields were damaged by flooding and erosion and reseeding will be necessary. 


Farm stocks of the feed grains on January { were 14 percent less than a year earlier with lower totaJs for each crop, 
Stocks of wheat on farms were 26 percent larger than last year and 4 percent more than average. Soybeans held on farms were 
27 percent jess than last year and 10 percent under average. 


Corn on farms Jamary 1 totaled 2, 784 million bushels, 14 percent less than a year earlier and the smallest for this 
date since 1959, Stocks were 5 perceut smaller than the 5-year average of 2,931 million bushels, Nearly 86 percent of the 
Nation's stocks were held in the Com Belt States (North Central Region except Michigan and North Dakota}, but all of these 
States had smaller stocks than a year earlier, Disappearance of corn, at 1,419 million bushels during the October-December 
1964 period, was the largest since records began in 1927, In the same period of 1963 disappearance totaled 1, 358 million. 
The 5-year average is 1,193 million bushels, 


Soybeans on farms January 1 are estimated at 191 million bushels, 27 percent below the record large January 1, 1964 
farm holdings and 10 percent below average. Stocks were 27,3 percent of the 1964 production compared with 37. 4 percent a 
year earlier and the average of 34.9 percent, January 1 farm stocks were lower than last year in all areas with the North 
Central region accounting for most of the decreases. The North Central States, where 85 percent of the total U. S. farm 
stocks were located, had 28 percent smaller stocks than a year earlier. Mlinois had the largest stocks with 46 million bushels 
followed by lowa with 44 million and Minnesota with 23 million bushels, The October 1, 1964 farm supply totaled 715 million 
bushels (1964 production of 700 million bushels plus 15 million bushels in farm carryover). From this supply the indicated 
movement from farms for the October-December quarter amounted to a record high 524 million bushels or 73 percent of begin~ 
ning supplies. During the same quarier a year earlier disappearance was 442 million bushels and the average disappearance for 
the quarter is 400 million bushels, 

January 1 farm stocks of hay are estimated to be 77.5 million tons, down 5 percent from a year earlier and 7 percent 
less than average. The feeding season started with hay supplies 2 percent smaller than the previous year because of lower May 1 
carryover of old hay- 1964 production was about the same as in 1963, The disappearance of 58,5 million tons of hay from May 1, 
1964 to January 1, 1965 was above both last year and the average, mainly because of increased supplemental hay feeding in the 
Northern range and North Atlantic areas where dry fall weather stunted forage growth. December storms in the Northern range 
country further increased extra bay needs in that area.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - APRIL 1, 1965 


Cold, wet weather throughout March limited spring field activities. However, moisture prospects continued to improve. 
Reports as of April 2 included 14 percent, indicating that soil moisture was in surplus supply, 74 percent said adequate, and 
12 percent reported short. Although field work was underway in widely scattered localities in early April, it has continued to 
be limited in many areas by recurring showers, As of April 6, less than 10 percent of the intended oat acreage had been seeded 
compared to the 5-year average of about 35 percent. Virtually no oats had been sown by April 6 in the northern half of the 
State. Plowing of acreage intended for corm and soybeans is about half completed, however, the greater part of this was done 
last fall. Pasture condition at 78 percent was four points below a year earlier and nine points below the 5-year average. 





Wheat Production Forecast 17 Percent Above Average: Prospective wheat production in 1965 is indicated at 63,0 million 

bushels compared to 66.8 million bushels produced last year and the 
1959-63 average of 54.0 million bushels, Winter wheat came through the winter with little or no winter kill or damage from 
heaving. Top growth was short at the first of April. However, stands are generally good and the crop is adding growth rapidly 
with the availability of sufficient moisture and warmer temperatures since April 1. 


Farm Stocks of Feed Grains Down: Total farm stocks of all feed grains on April 1 were down 19 percent from a year earlier 

and were 23 percent lower than the April 1, 5-year (1959-63) average. Farm corn stocks 
were at the lowest level since 1956, while oat stocks were at their lowest level for April 1 since records began in 1927,Com 
and oats comprise essentially 100 percent of the total feed grain stocks, Corn stocks at 270 million bushels were 18 percent 
below April 1, 1964, while oats were down 25 percent. 


Soybean Farm Stocks Lowest Since 1961: Soybean stocks on farms amounted to 18.8 million bushels on April 1, 27,2 million 
bushels less than-a year ago. 


Wheat Stocks Highest Since 1959: Wheat stocks held on farms April 1 were 2,673,000 bushels, compared to 695,000 bushels 
a year earlier and 1,539,000 bushels for the 5-year average. 


Farm Labor: Farm workers on Illinois farms numbered 166,000 during the survey week of March 21-27, Field work was gener- 

ally limited to the southern areas of the State where some plowing and oat seeding was undertaken, Farming 
activities in northern areas of the State were limited to caring for livestock as cold temperatures and snow covered the area 
during much of the month. Family workers were estimated at 141,000 or 85 percent of all farm workers in March, Family 
workers were up 6 percent from February, but were down 11 percent from March 1964, Hired workers totaled 25,000 in 
March, up seasonally from February, but down 22 percent from March 1964,

Winter Grain Prospects Generally Favorable: Winter wheat production is now expecied to total 1,037 million bushels, 1 percent 
more than last year and 7 percent above average, The estimated yield per seeded 
acre of 23,0 bushels compares with 23.7 last year and the 1959-63 average of 22.9 bushels, 


Winter grains were either snow covered or dormant in the Northern Plains areas during March, The condition of the crop 
is questionable until spring growth starts because the crop entered the winter with limited fall growth, Fall seeded grains had 
an average winter in Kansas; central and eastern areas have had adequate moisture, but dry counties near Colorado need rain, 
Eastern Colorado and the Panhandles of Oklahoma and Texas received only limited moisture in March. Wheat has been able 
to hang on. Winds were generally lighter than usual and the dry soils blew less than anticipated, Outside of the dry Western 
areas, Oklahoma and Texas wheat prospects are promising, Winter barley and oats suffered more losses than wheat and size- 
able acreage losses are expected. 


In the Corn Belt, wheat had not started to grow except in southern areas, Improved moisture conditions offer good pros- 
pects with the coming of warm weather. Small grains came through in good shape in the South Central and South Atlantic areas, 
Growth has been about normal but wet soils have hampered topdressing. Grain crops are in need of moisture in the Pacific North- 
west to improve stooling and strengthen the stands, An exceptionally large acreage has been reworked and reseeded in areas 
eroded by winter floods, 


Farm Stocks of Feed Grains and Oilseeds Down--Food Grains Up: Total tonnage of the four feed grains stored on farms April 1 
was 16 percent less than a year earlier and 7 percent below 


average. Corn declined 17 percent and sorghum 11 percent from the record high farm holdings of a year earlier, 


Farm stocks of food grains were 74 percent more than last year and 15 percent above average. Stocks of all wheat on 
farms were 72 percent larger because of increases in both durum and other wheat. Rye stocks were nearly three times last 
year's low level, Oilseed stocks on farms were down sharply mostiy because of a 49 percent drop in soybeans and 15 percent 
in flaxseed. 


Pastures Develop Slowly: Reported pasture condition for the Nation on April 1 was 76 percent of normal, This was 1 point 

below last year and 6 points less than average. The open fall in 1964 permitted livestock to graze 
pasture crops closely. Cold weather in March and limited moisture in some areas held back the early spring recovery, Wheat 
pastures furnished some forage in March, but supplemental feeding has continued in most areas. Warmer weather improved 
range prospects in Northern Plains and Mountain areas, but Southern areas are dependent on spring rains, 


Livestock are in generally good condition in all areas of the Nation. Hay and roughage shortages are reported locally 
but are not widespread in spite of extended supplemental feeding. Cold and wet weather has required more care of young 
animals to prevent heavy losses, Mud and cold, stormy weather lowered March gains in feed lots. 


WEED CONTROLS USED BY ILLINOIS FARMERS, 1964 


In 1964, 98.5 percent of the 9, 465,000 acres planted to corn was cultivated with a shovel or sweep cultivator an average 
of 2.0 times, as reported by Illinois crop reporters, Respondents further reported that 57.5 percent of the planted acreage had 
been cultivated 1.2 times with a rotary hce and 20.0 percent of the dcreage had been covered 1.2 times with a harrow. 

Rotary hoe was used most commonly in south-central areas of the State and on larger farms, The rotary hoe was used on over 
75 percent of the planted acreage in the East, West Southwest, and East Southeast Districts, Of the 5,879, 000 acres of soybeans 
planted in 1964, 97.0 percent was cultivated an average of 2.2 times with a shovel or sweep cultivator. A rotary hoe was used 
an average of 1,3 times on 74.5 percent of the acreage while a harrow was used 1,1 times on 10.0 percent of the acreage. Use 
of the rotary hoe was most common in the main soybean producing areas of the State.

Herbicides were used on either part or all of the corn and soybean acreage grown, by 63.5 percent of the operators or on 
approximately 91,000 farms, Of the 9.5 million acres of corn planted in the spring of 1964, reporters indicated that 60.0 per- 
cent or 5.7 million acres received some form of chemical treatment for weed control. It was further indicated that 26.5 per- 
cent of the planted acreage was given preemergence treatment and that 40.0 percent was treated postemergence. Preemer- 
gence Cease: on corn was more commonly used in southern areas of the State while postemergence was more commonly used 
in northern areas, 


Of the 5.9 million acres of soybeans planted in 1964 reporters indicated that 24,0 percent or 1.4 million acres were 
treated by chemical means, Essentially all the treatment for soybeans was preemergence with less than 30, 000 acres receiving 
postemergence treatment, 


Crop reporters indicated that 13.5 percent of the planted corn acreage was given preemergence treatment with band 
application using a dry chemical. Nine percent of the planted acreage received preemergence band application in liquid form. 
Broadcast preemergence application accounted for 4.0 percent of the planted acreage--0.5 percent dry form and 3.5 percent 
liquid form. Postemergence treatment of com included 14.0 percent of the planted acreage given band application and 26.0 
percent broadcast. 


The most commonly used preemergence on corn was atrazine, which was applied to 9.5 percent of the planted acreage, 
while CDAA was applied to 9.0 percent, For postemergence 2, 4-D low volatile ester and 2,4-D amine were commonly used, 
each accounting for 16 percent of the total planted acreage, 


Soybeans receiving preemergence band application of dry chemical accounted for 14.5 percent of the acres planted 
while a liquid was used on 8.0 percent of the acreage. Broadcast application using liquid was applied to 1.0 percent. The 
most commonly used herbicide applied to soybeans was amiben accounting for 12.0 percent of the planted acreage. CDAA 
accounted for 6 percent of the planted acreage. 
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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - MAY 1, 1965 


Field activities were hampered during much of April,as well above normal amounts of 
rainfall fell across the northern two-thirds of the State and floods ravaged the Mississippi 
River bottomlands from East Dubuque to well below Quincy. Oats seeding progressed 
quite slowly during the month and by May 4 was only 80 percent complete, some two weeks 
behind average. Plowing for corn and soybeans advanced slowly but was 70 percent com- 
pleted by May 4, about a week behind average. A few scattered fields of corn were 
planted in southern areas the last few days of April. Pastures and hay crops, which were 
slow developing, were making satisfactory progress by the first of May. Pasture condi- 
tion at 84 percent on May 1, was five points less than a year ago. Many old stands of 
alfalfa hay showed evidence of winter killing in the extreme northern counties of the State. 


Winter Wheat: Prospective winter wheat production for 1965 was indicated at over 58.1 

million bushels on May 1, The current forecast is 13 percent below last 
year's crop, but still 8 percent above the five-year (1959-63) average. Yield is forecast 
at 37.0 bushels per acre, the sameas last year's yield, but fourbushels above the five-year 
average. Acreage for harvest at just under 1.6 million acres is 13 percent below that of 
last year and 4 percent below the five-year average. Maturity is about normal for this 
date over the State, although growth has been slow in the northern districts. Abandonment 
of wheat appears to be larger than anticipated earlier. In addition to winter kill in northern 
counties, where relatively little wheat is grown, it is now evident that overflow of bottom- 
lands and plowup of subnormal stands has significantly reducedthis year's acreage for har- 
vest in other areas. 


Rye: Condition at 89 percent on May 1 was six points less than a year ago and three 
points below average. Much of the crop was headed or in the boot by May l. 





Hay Stocks: Stocks of hay on farms May 1 were 5 percent below a year earlier and 29 per- 
cent below the 1959-63 average. Fifty-four percent of the 1964 hay produc- 
tion was consumed during January through April this year. 


Farm Labor: Workers on Illinois farms numbered 209 thousand during the survey week 

of April 18-24, up 26 percent from March. Heavy rainfall during much 
of April kept fieldwork at a minimum; however, near the end of April field activities 
picked up throughout the State. Family workers estimated at 175,000 comprised 84 per- 
cent of all farm workers in April. Family workers were up 24 percent from March but 
down 5 percent from April 1964. Hired workers totaled 34,000 in April, up 36 percent 
from March but down 15 percent from April 1964.

Winter wheat prospects dropped off during April, but 1965 production is still expected to be above average. General field- 
work lagged across the northern half of the Nation as wet soils and cool temperatures prevailed, Harvest of the citrus crop made 
good progress with production more than one-fifth larger than last year. Spring vegetable production is expected to be lower than 
last year, but spring potato production will be up sharply from last year's smal! crep, Pasture and hay crops are starting slowly in 
northern areas, but show good progress in the South. 


Expected production of winter wheat declined during April and the 1965 crop is now expected to be 5 percent smaller than 
last year, but one percent larger than average. Critical moisture shortages continued and acreage abandonment was heavy in 
eastern Colorado. Most of the wheat continued to hang on in the Panhandle areas of Oklahoma and Texas, Western Kansas, and 
into Nebraska, but stands were thinned and yield prospects lowered. Greater winterkill losses than expected earlier were evident 
in many North Central States as wheat came out of the dormant stage during April, Prospects continue favorable in most other 
winter wheat producing areas, The expected yield of 26.1 bushels per harvested acre compares with 27.2 bushels for 1964. 


April rainfall varied widely from area to area. In genera! the area west of the Continental Divide was wetter than usual. 
Below normal precipitation was reported in the Plains States, ‘There was also less than usual rainfall in April in an area along the 
Gulf Coast, and up the Atlantic Coast States. Much of the Central Com Belt received above normal April rainfall with excessively 
wet areas stretching from North Dakota to Northern [linois, The critically dry area centering in Eastern Colorado and extending 
from the Panhandle areas of Oklahoma and Texas north to Western Nebraska received only limited rains--mostly in early April. 
Crops continued to deteriorate in this area and acreage losses of wiuter grains are extensive, This area will need much more rain- 
fall to provide moisture for later seedings of sorghums or other crops, Precipitation was light in Southeastern Oklahoma, most of 
Texas and Gulf areas extending in to Alabama where high temperatures and rapid plant growth drew heavily on limited reserves. 
Dry top soils also slowed germination of spring crops seeded in late April and May rains will be needed for maximum crop develop- 


ment. 

Progress of fieldwork is one to two weeks behind

Fieldwork also was late in the North Atlantic U. 8. DEPARTMENT OF ABHICULTUNE NEG. SRS B24-08 CHP STATISTICAL REPORTING SERVICE 
States, but most farmers welcomed the frequent April 
showers. South Atlantic States reported rapid advances in fieldwork during April following delays from excessive rains in March. 
Progress was at about the usual pace and was ahead of last year. Cool weather and wet soils held back early April work in the South 
Central area from Kentucky southward to Central Alabama and Mississippi, Planters were rolling at the end of the month and the 
pace can be rapidly back to normal, In the Texas-Oklahoma area, fieldwork has made rapid progress, Crops are generally doing 
well although top soil moisture is becoming short, Spring work is about normal in the Northwest, but has been delayed in the South- 
west, 

Reported pasture condition on May 1 averaged 80 percent of normhl compared with 83 percent a year earlier, The average 
May 1 condition is 82 percent. The condition of hay crops.on May 1 was reported at 81 percent of normal, down 5 points from a 
year earlier and 4 points below average, In the North Central States, accounting for more than half of the Nation's hay acreage, 
growth has been slow because of generally cool, wet weather and May 1 condition is down 10 points from last year and well below 
average, Hay stocks on farms May i, totaled 16,2 million tons, 17 percent less than a year earlier and 24 percent below average. 
The smalier May 1 stocks mostly resulted from lower feeding-season supplies, 


CORN FOR GRAIN--HARVESTING, HANDLING, AND DRYING METHODS, ILLINOIS, 1964 

In the fall of 1964, 55.0 percent of the 9, 114,000 acres of corn for grain was harvested by mechanical picker, 38.0 percent 
by corn head on combine, and 7.0 percent by field picker-sheller, as reported by Mlinois crop reporters. For the 1963 crop, respon- 
dents reported that 65.5 percent of the 8, 849,000 acres for grain was harvested by mechanical picker, 27.5 percent by com head on > 
combine, and 7,0 percent by field picker-sheller, Less than 0.5 percent of the acreage was husked by hand both years. The combine 
with com head has gained rapidly in popularity and was used on the majority of the acreage in the southern four crop reporting dis- 
tricts of mr In 1964, 45.0 percent of the acreage was harvested as shelled com compared to 34,5 percent in 1963, and 24.0 
percent in 1962, 

Crop respondents reported that 24.0 percent of the 711 million bushels harvested for grain in 1964 was marketed directly from 
the field, while 72.0 percent was stored on the farm and the remaining 4,0 percent was stored off-farm in commercial storage. The 
72.0 percent of the production stored on the farm was made up of 2,5 percent of the production stored as high moisture corn in gas- 
tight or conventional silos, and 69,5 percent stored in crib or bin, Information on drying methods, used for corn not immediately 
sold or stored in silos showed that 56.0 percent of the 1964 corn production was allowed to dry naturally in the field or in farm stor- 
age, 14,5 percent was dried artificially on the farm, and 3.0 percent was dried in off-farm driers. Information was not collected 
on the drying methods used for the portion of the crop marketed direct from the field, since drying of such corn was controlled by

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - JUNE 1, 1965 





Field activity advanced rapidly during the month of May, as weather conditions 
were fairly favorable throughout the State. Activities were limited by excessive 
amounts of moisture during April, but showers were lighter during May and above 
normal temperatures prevailed during much of the month. Plowing for corn and soy- 
beans was essentially completed by the first of June and over 90 percent of the intended 
corn acreage was planted, nearly a week ahead of average. Generally early plantings 
of corn developed good stands, however, there was poor germination because of dry 
soils in some localized areas. Cutworm activity has occurred in scattered areas 
throughout much of central and south-central Illinois. A late season frost the morning 
of May 29 nipped corn and vegetable crops throughout the northern third of the State, 
however, in most cases corn has recovered. Soybean planting was more than 70 per- 
cent complete by June 1, nearly the same as last year and a few days ahead of average. 


About 25 percent of the first cutting of alfalfa and 20 percent of the red clover 
had been harvested. Winter wheat was maturing at nearly the same rate as last year 
and a few days ahead of average, with about 95 percent of the crop headed. Oat seed- 
ings were in good condition, though maturity will be delayed in most areas since 
planting was retarded by the wet weather. Crop reporters" appraisals of soil moisture 
as of May 28 included 16 percent short, 69 percent adequate, and 15 percent surplus. 
Pasture condition at 89 percent was 3 points above June 1 the previous year. Pastures 
were in good condition and were furnishing more than 90 percent of livestock roughage 
requirements. 

Wheat Prospects Remain Unchanged: Prospective wheat production on June 1 at 
iil sailegas 56,127,000.bushels, was unchanged from the 

May 1 forecast. Essentially all the crop was headed by June 1 and 55 percent was 
blooming or filling. By the 8th of June about 50 percent of the wheat was turning yellow. 


Peach Prospects Short: The Illinois peach crop is estimated at 230,000 bushels this 
year, almost 600, 000 bushels below last year's excellent 
crop. Peach buds were widely killed last winter by very low temperatures. 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 239,000 workers during the survey 
— week of May 23-29, up 14 percent from April, but 10 percent below 

May 1964, Planting corn and soybeans, cultivating crops and haying were the main 
field activities during the survey week. Extreme labor shortages were encountered 

by strawberry growers as harvest peaked during the week. Asparagus harvest contin- 
ued with no apparent labor shortage. Family workers at 192,000 comprised 80 percent 
of all farm workers during May. Family workers were up 10 percent from April but 
were 11 percent below May 1964. Hired workers totaled 47,000 in May, up 38 percent 
from April, but down 6 percent from a year ago.

May was very similar toa year earlier with average temperatures. generally above 
normal east of the Rocky Mountains. The western third of the Nation had below normal 
temperatures with a cold first and last week of the month. Freezing temperatures in 
early May damaged crops in the Pacific Northwest and less severe frosts covered this 
area and spread into the northern Plains during the last week of May. 

Preparation of fields for row crops was slowed by wet fields in April, but progress 
was rapid in early May--much the same pattern as last year. Corn planting was ahead 
of normal by the end of May in most of the Corn Belt except from northern Wisconsin to 
the Dakotas. About nine-tenths of the corn was planted in the central and eastern Corn 
Belt and most of the earlier plantings were up to good stands. In the Southern States, 
seeding was nearly complete, although some farmers were waiting for rain in the dry 
area along the Gulf coast. Early corn fields were showing the strain of moisture short- 
age from southern Mississippi to Florida, 

Soybean planting also made rapid progress in May with more than half the acreage 
seeded by June 1 in the important central soybean producing States. Planting of early 
soybeans has also progressed favorably in the southern Mississippi Valley and soil mois- 
ture was generally adequate at the end of May. Heavy rains have caused some washing 
and some reseeding may be necessary. Planting has lagged in the Southeast as farmers 
await moisture to assure good germination. Farmers pushed sorghum seeding following 
the rains in the latter half of May which brought moisture to dryland areas of the central 
and southern Plains, Progress —

harvest from central Texas to Arkansas. Late May rains improved forage crop prospects 
in the previously dry Plains areas. Much of the western range area had adequate moisture, 
but plant growth was slowed by generally below normal temperatures. 

Timely May rains throughout the Plains States boosted winter wheat yield prospects 
sharply in this area. The rains came during a critical period of development and provided 
nearly ideal conditions for filling of heads. Yield prospects on non-irrigated acreage in 
the western Plains, which survived the prolonged drought, also improved sharply. Maturity 
of the Plains crops was about average with harvest extended into central Oklahoma by June l. 
Combining was expected to start in south central Kansas about June 10. 

Warm May weather stimulated growth of the Corn Belt wheat and by June 1 most of the 
crop was headed. Fields with thin stands have overcome part of the early poor prospects 
by extensive tillering. However, weeds are a problem in thinly populated wheat fields. 
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Crop Acreage Unchanged From 1964: Illinois farmers expect to harvest 20,2 million acres of crops this season, essentially the 
same as last year's total. Increases in corn and soybeans have been offset by decreases in 
all other crops except sorghum which remains unchanged. The yield outlook as of July 1 is above average for most crops. Crop 
development generally has been ahead of average, despite wet weather delays in early field activities, but slightly behind last 
year. 
Corn Crop Forecast 13 Percent Above 1964: The production forecast of corn for grain, 806 million bushels, is 13 percent above 
last year. Growers expect to harvest 9.5 million acres for grain--up 4 percent from 
1964. The indicated yield as of July 1 is 85 bushels per acre-- equalling the 1963 record yield and seven bushels above last year's 
yield. As of July 7, corn averaged 45 inches in height and about 10 percent had tasseled, the same as a year ago.

Soybean Acreage Increases: Growers intend to harvest 6.0 million acres of soybeans for beans this year, 4 percent above the 
record acreage harvested in 1964, Planting was completed about the same time as last year and 
slightly ahead of average. About 20 percent of the crop had started to bloom, as of July 7. 


Wheat Crop 10 Percent Below 1964: Prospective wheat production, at 60.4 million bushels, is 10 percent below last year. 

Indicated yield at 38.0 bushels per acre is two bushels below the record yield of 1963, 
but one bushel above last year. Acreage for harvest is expected to be 1.6 million acres this year--compared to 1.8 million 
acres in 1964 and the 1959-63 average of 1.6 million acres, Statewide, 95 percent of the wheat is ripe and about 60 percent 
was combined as of July 7. 


Hay Acreage Lower: Farmers expect to harvest 1.8 million acres of hay in 1965, almost 5 percent less than last year and 13 per- 

cent below the 1959-63 average. Production is expected to be 3.9 million tons, 4 percent below a year ago. 
Yield is expected to be 2.15 tons per acre--above both average and last year's estimate. Harvest of the second cutting of alfalfa 
hay is well underway and red clover harvest is nearing completion. 


Oats Acreage Record Low: Farmers expect to harvest only 0.9 million acres of oats this year--the lowest acreage in almost a 

century. The oat crop this year is expected to be 48.8 million bushels, the lowest production since 
1934 when yield was only 13 bushels per acre. Yield in 1965 is indicated to be 55 bushels per acre--5 bushels higher than last 
year. Harvest is just getting started, mostly in the southern areas. 


Farm Stocks of Selected Grains: Total stocks of feed grain on farms July 1 were at the lowest level since 1952, and were 25 per- 

cent below last year. Corn stocks at 142 million bushels were 24 percent below a year earlier. 
Soybean stocks on farms totaled 3.6 million bushels compared to 16.4 million bushels on July 1, 1964, Farm stocks of old wheat 
represent only half of one percent of the 1964 crop, about the usual fraction carried over. 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 246,000 workers during the survey week of June 20-26, up 3 percent from May, 

but 11 percent less than in June 1963, Cultivating corn and soybeans, combining wheat, and haying were the major 
farm activities during the survey week. Family workers totaled 188,000 during June, or 76 percent of all farm workers, This 
compared with 192,000 family workers in May and 210,000 in June 1964, Hired workers numbered 58,000 in June, compared 
with 47,000 in May and 67,000 a year ago.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - AUGUST 1, 1965 


Illinois' all crop production index computed to 129 as of August 1, the highest level of the sixteen years for which the index 
has been computed, This compares with 115 for 1964 and the 1959-63 average of 112. Record production prospects for corn 
and soybeans were primarily responsible for the increase from last year, Lower production of small grains and hay were partially 
offsetting. 


Corn Prospects Improved: Production of corn for grain in Illinois is forecast at 834 million bushels, up 4 percent from the July 1 

forecast. This year's forecast is 17 percent above last year's crop and 23 percent above the 1959-63 
average. The indicated yield of 88.0 bushels per acre harvested for grain exceeds the previous record of 85.0 bushels realized 
in 1963 and compares with 78.0 in 1964 and the five-year average of 76.0 bushels. Corn made good progress during July as 
favorable growing weather persisted most of the month. The crop is a few days more advanced than average and by August 10, 
almost 25 percent was denting. 


Soybean Prospects Above Last Year: Prospective soybean production is estimated at 175 million bushels, 21 percent above last 

year's production and 19 percent above the five-year average. The indicated yield at 29.0 
bushels per acre is four bushels above last year's yield and more than a bushel above the five-year average. Statewide develop- 
ment of the crop is generally five days ahead of average. 


Wheat Production Declines: Indicated wheat production, at 56.4 million bushels, represents a decline from the July 1 forecast 

and is 10.4 million bushels short of the 1964 crop. The 1959-63 average production is 54 million 
bushels, Yields were disappointing in the northern one-half of the State. Indicated yield is 35.5 bushels per acre, off 1.5 bushels 
from last year but 2.8 bushels above average. 


Oat Yield Near Record High: Production of oats is estimated at fifty million bushels, 2 percent above the July 1 forecast. This 

year's crop is 12 percent below last year and 43 percent below average. A record low acreage 
was responsible for the lower production. The yield at 56.0 bushels per acre compares with 50.0 bushels last year and the 
1959-63 average of 51,6 bushels per acre. Harvest was virtually complete by August 10. 


Hay Production: Hay production, estimated at 3.9 million tons is unchanged from the previous month's forecast. The estimate 

is down slightly from the 4,1 million tons produced last year and 12 percent below the five-year average. 
Harvest of the second alfalfa cutting is more than 90 percent completed. In general, hay quality has been good although yield 
of the second cutting of alfalfa was reduced slightly by dry weather. 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 235,000 persons during the survey week of July 18-24, down 4 percent from 

June and down 10 percent from last year. Principal field activities were combining oats, cutting and baling hay 
and cutting weeds. Corn detasseling had neared completion and sweet corn and tomato harvest was underway. Family workers 
totaled 182,000 during July or 77 percent of all farm workers. This compared with 188, 000 family workers in June and 194, 000 
in July 1964, Hired workers at 53,000 in July compared with 58,000 in June and 67, 000 in July last year.

The all crop production index,of 116 on August 1 is a new high--4 points.(4 percent) above the previous high in 1963 and. > 
7 points (6 percent) above last year. A record feed grain tonnage is in prospect with record yields per acre for each crop. The 
composite index of yield per acre covering 28 leading crops is 122 for August 1, 7 percent above last year's index of 114 and 
S percent above the previous high of 116 in 1963, 
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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - SEPTEMBER 1, 1965 


Illinois’ all crop production index computed to 133 as of September 1. This is the highest level of the sixteen 
years for which the index has been computed. The current index is up 4 points from a month earlier, up 18 points from 
1964 and 21 points above the 1959-63 average. The increase in the index from August 1 is primarily due to improved 
prospects for corn and hay. 





Corn Prospects Improve: Production of corn for grain in Illinois is forecast at 872 million bushels, up 5 percent from the 

August 1 forecast. The September 1 estimate is 23 percent above last year's crop and 28 percent 
more than the 1959-63 average. The expected average yield of 92 bushels per acre is 7 bushels above the previous record 
high set in 1963 and compares with 78 bushels per acre last year and the five-year average of 76 bushels. Prospects were 
improved during August by favorable temperatures and precipitation, although partially offset by storm damage in some 
northern districts. Progress of development and maturity is a few days ahead of average Statewide. As of September 7, 
about 75 percent of the acreage was in or beyond the dent stage and 30 percent mature. The crop is most advanced in the 
two southernmost districts where over 90 percent is in or beyond dent stage. About two-fifths of the acreage is in or beyond 
dent stage in the two northernmost districts. Only a small amount has been picked to date. 


Soybean Prospects Hold: Soybean production is estimated at 175 million bushels, the same as last month but 21 percent 

above last year's production and 19 percent above the five-year average. The indicated yield at 
29.0 bushels per acre is four bushels above last year's yield and more than a bushel above the five-year average. Harvest 
had begun in scattered southern areas of the State by the first week of September. Statewide development of the crop is 
about average for this date, although maturity is somewhat behind last year in many areas. 


Farm Soybean Stocks: Stocks of old crop soybeans on farms September 1 were 724, 750 bushels, down from 3,6 million 
bushels on July 1 this year. The September 1 estimate was initiated this year to facilitate estimating 
old crop stocks prior to current harvest. 


Hay Production: Production of all hay is estimated at 4.1 million tons, up 5 percent from the August 1 forecast. This esti- 

mate compares with 4.1 million tons produced last year and the five-year average of 4.4 million tons. 
Prospects improved during August as a result of favorable precipitation. Although harvest of the third cutting of alfalfa hay 
was retarded by shower activity, harvest is about 75 percent complete--a few days ahead of average. 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 218,000 persons during the survey week of August 22-28, down seasonally 

nearly 7 percent from July and 9 percent below August 1964. August farm employment consisted of 175, 000 
family workers and 43, 000 hired workers. The main farm activities were haying, silo filling, and plowing for winter wheat. 
The sweet corn pack is nearly complete and tomato harvest is well along in many areas despite critical labor shortage.

This is 5 points (4 percent) ty Jay 
higher than the previous record in 1963 and 8 points (7 percent) Ce 
above last year, Feed grain prospects continue at record levels, 3 
Soybeans, rice and peanuts are armong the other crops setting 
new production levels in 1965. The composite index of yield 
per acre covering 28 leading crops climbed to 123 on 
September 1--an increase of 1 point during the past month, 
The present level is 6 percent above the previous high of 116 BEB Very poor 
in 1963. 
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Tonnage of the four feed grains in 1965 is now expected 
to total 160 million tons--an increase of 2 percent during August. 
The indicated 1965 total is 2 percent greater than the previous 
high of 156 million tons produced in 1963. Record yields per acre were estimated a month ago and August weather added to 
the yield prospects for each crop (Corn, oats, barley and sorghum grain). Acreage for harvest is 1 percent less than last year 
and 13 percent below average. 


Feed crop prospects, as rated by crop reporters, are shown on the map. The Northeast has mostly fair prospects with 
some scattered poor areas, Areas of fair prospects are scattered through the West South Central States. Dry spots in the West 
North Central States show poor to fair prospects. However, compared with a year ago, feed crop prospects are considerably 
improved, especially in the Central and Southern Plains regions, 


Oilseed production is expected to total nearly one-fifth larger than last year. Soybeans continue to lead the expansion 
in oilseeds setting a new record 24 percent greater than the 1964 high. Flaxseed prospects received a healthy boost during 
August and current prospects indicate a crop 25 percent above average,

Illinois’ all crop production index computed to 135 as of October 1, the highest level of the sixteen years for which the 
index has been computed. This compares with last year's index of 115 and the 1959-63 average of 112. Record production 
prospects for corn and soybeans were primarily responsible for the increase from last year. Field activities were limited during 
September by extremely heavy precipitation. As of October 11, almost 45 percent of the wheat had been seeded, nearly a week 
behind last year's progress to this date. Pasture condition is excellent in nearly all areas of the State. 


Corn Prospects Improve: The 1965 Mlinois corn crop is forecast at 891 million bushels, up 2 percent from the September 1 

estimate. The forecast is 25 percent above last year's production and 30 percent above the 1959-63 
average. The indicated average yield of 94 bushels per acre compares with 78 bushels last year and the previous record high 
of 85 bushels in 1963. The 1959-63 average yield is 76 bushels. Most of the acreage is mature and about 10 percent has been 
picked. This is near average for this date but almost a week behind last year. Harvest will be difficult in many areas due to 
lodging. Precipitation the past month was more than twice the normal for September. Stalks and leaves remained green longer 
than usual and there was little or no premature ripening of grain. 


Soybean Prospects Decline: Soybean production in []linois is estimated at 172 million bushels, 19 percent above the 1964 crop 

and 17 percent above the 1959-63 average. However, current estimate is two percent below the 
September 1 forecast. Estimated yield at 28.5 bushels per acre is down half a bushel from last month's forecast, but is 3.5 bushels 
above last year's yield and nearly one bushel above the five-year average yield. About 40 percent of the acreage was harvested 
by October 11, compared with 75 percent by that date last year and the five-year average of 70 percent. Cool, wet weather 
persisted during much of September throughout the State. 


Hay Production: Production of all hay is estimated at 4,4 million tons, up 7 percent from the September 1 forecast. This 

estimate compares with 4.1 million tons produced last year and the five-year average of 4.4 million tons. 
Although the production outlook improved, quality was reduced as much of the third cutting of alfalfa was damaged by heavy 
rains during the month, 


Feed Grain Stocks Lower: Total feed grain stocks on farms on October 1 are estimated at 1.3 million tons, 21 percent less than 

a year earlier and 39 percent below the five-year average for October 1. Corn stocks on October 1 
totaled 24,9 million bushels compared with 33.8 million bushels a year earlier. Oat stocks at 34,3 million bushels compares 
with 39.3 million bushels on October 1 last year. 


Farm Labor and Wage Rates: Employment on IIlinois' farms totaled 201,000 persons during the survey week of September 19-25, 

down 8 percent from August and 10 percent from September 1964, The 201,000 persons employed 
consisted of 169,000 family workers and 32,000 hired workers, Hired workers' wages per month averaged $235 with house furnished 
and $180 with board and room, up $16 and $15 respectively from last year. Daily rates were reported at $8.90 with board and 
room and $10.80 without board and room, up 70 cents in each instance from a year earlier, Average pay per hour was $1.25 
compared with $1,21 in September 1964, Farm wage rates vary considerably in different areas of Illinois.

UNITED STATES: September, generally cool and wet slowed development of crops in northern areas, but provided plentiful 

moisture for crop growth. Frosts in late September lowered prospects for late fields especially in the 
Minnesota-Dakota area and hurricane "Betsy" reduced yields of some crops in the lower Mississippi Valley. However, continu- 
ing favorable conditions in most other areas about offset these losses, The all crop production index of 117 is the same as a 
month earlier, This is 5 points (4 percent) more than the 1963 previous high and 8 points (7 percent) above last year. Despite 
minor setbacks from frost and hurricane damage, record crop prospects continue for several crops among which are the feed 
grains, soybeans, rice, and peanuts, The composite index of yield per acre, covering 28 leading crops, increased one point 
to 124 on October 1, which is 7 percent more than the previous high of 116 in 1963, Feed grain production in 1965 is expected 
to total 161 million tons--an increase of 1 million tons from the September 1 forecast. The 1965 total is 3 percent more than 
the previous record of 156 million tons produced in 1963,. Prospects for corn increased about 1 percent during September, but 
sorghum grain production dropped off. Barley and oats production are not estimated on October 1, but last month's estimates 
indicated record levels of yields for both of these crops, Farm stocks of feed grains on October 1 were 2 percent less than last 
year but 7 percent above average. Farm holdings of sorghum grain were at record levels, Farm stocks of wheat and rye were 
12 percent larger than a year earlier and 24 percent above average. Oil seed production prospects declined slightly during 
September but the 1965 total is expected to be 18 percent more than last year.

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - NOVEMBER 1, 1965 


Illinois' all crop production index computed to 136 as of November 1, up 1 point from a month earlier, The current 
index is the highest level of the sixteen years for which it has been computed and compares with 115 last year and the 1959-63 
average of 112. Harvest of corn and soybeans progressed rapidly during October as cool, dry weather favored field operations, 
Winter wheat seeding is nearing completion, Pastures are in good to excellent condition and furnishing about two-thirds of 
current livestock roughage requirements. 


Corn Productiom Unchanged: The 1965 Illinois corn crop is estimated at 891 million bushels, 25 percent more than last year's 
production and 30 percent above the 1959-63 average. The average yield of 94 bushels per acre 

is unchanged from the October 1 forecast and compares with 78 bushels last year and the previous record high of 85 bushels in 

1963. The five-year average yield per acre is 76 bushels. Harvest progressed rapidly the last half of October under almost ideal 

weather conditions, By November 10, picking was about two-thirds completed, slightly behind average for this date. Last year's 

early harvest, however, was 90 percent completed by this date. 


Soybean Production Increases: Soybean production in Illinois is estimatéd at 175 million bushels, up slightly from the October 

forecast of 172 million bushels. The current production estimate is 21 percent above the 1964 
crop and 19 percent above the 1959-63 average. The estimated yield at 29.0 bushels per acie is a half bushel larger than the 
last month's forecast, 4.0 bushels above last year's yield and nearly 1.5 bushels above the five-year average yield. Harvest 
was virttally complete by November 10 as favorable weather prevailed during late October and early November. 


Farm Labor: A total of 224,000 persons was employed on Illinois farms during the survey week ending October 30. This was 

an increase of 11 percent from September of this year, but was 5 percent below the October 1964 figure. The 
224, 000 persons employed consisted of 182,000 family workers and 42,000 hired workers, Main field activities were harvest 
of both soybeans and corn. Other fieldwork being done included seeding of small grains and fall plowing.

Total oilseed prospects declined during October as an increase in peanuts was more than offset by declines in soybeans 
and cottonseed. The November 1 soybean production estimate of 853 million bushels is 1 percent less than prospects on October 1, 
but still 22 percent greater than the previous high recorded last year. 


- OVER - 


Winter wheat seeding progressed very rapidly in the Central Plains areas after soils dried from earlier excessive rainfall. 
Seeding was virtually completed and most of the acreage was up to a good stand. Growth is good but the crop is late for pasturing 
from Kansas northward, Pasturing of early acreages is starting in Oklahoma and Texas, Seeding of wheat lagged in the Com Belt 
States because of delayed harvest, but rapid progress was made late in October. In the Southeasttrm States, seeding of winter 
grain and pasture crops made good progress but moisture is generally needed for desired fall growth. Early sceded wheat acreage 
in the Pacific Northwest has made a good start. By late October, soils were becoming too dry for good seed bed preparation and 
germination. Some growers are postponing seeding until more moisture is received.

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Stocks of the four feed grains on Illinois farms as of January 1, were 21 percent 
larger than a year earlier. Combined stocks of corn, oats, grain sorghum and barley 
totaled 16.8 million tons, compared with 13.8 million tons on January 1, 1965 and the 
January | five-year (1960-64) average of 15.4 million tons. Corn stocks, which accoun- 
ted for nearly 97 percent of the feed grain supply, were at a record high level and 23 
percent larger than a year earlier. Soybean stocks were the third largest on record 
for this date. Hay stocks on farms were 7 percent larger than a year ago but 3 percent 
below the five-year average. 

Farmers held 580 million bushels of corn on January 1, compared with 473 million 
bushels a year earlier and the five-year average of 519 million bushels. Farm disap- 
pearance of corn the past quarter was the largest on record. Farm stocks of oats 
totaled 32 million bushels, 8 percent below a year ago and 41 percent below the five-year 
average. 

Farm stocks of wheat at 4.6 million bushels were 21 percent below a year earlier 
but 2 percent more than the five-year average. Rye stocks at 78,000 bushels compared 
with 44,000 bushels on January 1, 1965, 

Soybeans on farms January | are estimated at 63 million bushels, up 37 percent 
from a year ago and 10 percent above the five-year average. The September 1, 1965 
farm supply totaled 175 million bushels (1965 production of 174.6 million bushels plus 
a carryover of .7 million). From this supply, the indicated movement from farm for 
September -December amounted to 112 million bushels or 64 percent of beginning sup- 
plies.

Illinois Employment and Wage Rates 


Employment on Illinois farms during December set a new low for that month. The 
farm labor force during the survey week of December 19-25 totaled 155 thousand work- 
ers, down 23 percent from November and 6 percent below December 1964. Family 
workers were estimated at 136 thousand or 88 percent of all farm workers in December. 
Numbers of family workers declined 19 percent from a month earlier and 6 percent from 
a year earlier. Hired workers numbered 19 thousand in December, down 44 percent 
from November and 5 percent below December 1964. 

Total farm employment during 1965 averaged 200 thousand workers per month com- 
pared with the average of 217 thousand in 1964, Family workers averaged 164 thousand 
per month compared with 177 thousand in 1964 and hired workers averaged 36 thousand 
monthly, down from 40 thousand in 1964, 

Monthly farm wages in December averaged $239 with house furnished, and $183 with 
room and board. Daily wages were reported at $8.90 with room and board, and $10.80 
without room and board. Hourly rates were $1.28 without room and board. Farm wage 
rates vary considerably in different areas of Illinois, but are generally 6 to 10 percent 
above last year throughout the State.

UNITED STATES CROP SUMMARY 


Mild December weather favored the wind-up of the 1965 harvest over most of the Nation, Heavy rains caused flooding 
in the extreme Southwest, but early winter precipitation missed the dry eastern coast, Livestock were reported in good condition 
and were making good use of crop residues and pastures. Supplemental feeding was below normal especially in the Plains States. 


Precipitation during December was below normal in the East except for an area in North Florida and South Georgia, Rain- 
fall in the drought area along the Middle and North Atlantic coast fell farther behind normal and subsoil moisture reserves for 
next year's crops need to be replenished. In South Atlantic areas, favorable moisture supplies of September have dwindled, and 
dry topsoils are limiting growth of winter grains and pastures, 


Fall seeded grains maintained the earlier good conditions in the Northern Plains, Top growth provided good protection 
against wind erosion, but more snow cover will be welcomed. Rains added to development of wheat fields in Kansas and 
Oklahoma and firmed dry soils around the plants, Showers missed dryland wheat areas in Texas and New Mexico and the crop 
needs a good soaking. The mild December weather permitted wheat plants to get established in the Corn Belt area, where 
seeding was delayed by late harvest of corn and soybeans, In the Pacific Northwest wheat continued to develop favorably until 
colder weather arrived about mid-December, 


Farm stocks of the four feed grains on January 1 were 12 percent more than a year earlier and 3 percent above average. 
Stocks of all wheat on farms were 5 percent larger than last year, Soybeans held on farms were at record levels--48 percent 
more than last year, 28 percent above average, and 9 percent above the previous high on January 1, 1964, Farm stocks of hay 
were at near record levels, 13 percent more than last year but 1 percent less than the previous high in 1959, 


Corn on farms January 1 totaled 3, 142 million bushels, 11 percent above the 2,818 million held on farms a year earlier, 
and 3 percent above the 3, 052-million-bushel five-year average for the date, Only the January 1, 1964 record high of 3, 248 
million bushels exceeded corn stocks on January 1, 1966, 


Stocks on Corn Belt farms (North Central region less Michigan and North Dakota), totaled 2, 719 million bushels and 
account for over 87 percent of the national total. 


October-December 1965 farm disappearance of corn, at 1,633 million bushels, is record large for the period. Disap- 
pearance during the same period in 1964 totaled 1,437 million bushels, and the five-year average is 1,252 million bushels, 


farm holdings and 28 percent above average. Stocks were 33.7 percent of the 1965 production compared 
with 27,3 percent a year earlier and the average of 35.4 percent. 


Soybeans on farms January 1 are estimated at 284 million bushels, a record high. Current stocks are 48 percent above 
January I, 1965 


January 1 farm stocks were above last year in all areas and reflect the record 1965 crop, The North Central States, 
where 86 percent of the total U. S, farm stocks were located, had 50 percent more stocks than a year earlier. Lowa had the 
largest stocks with 64 million bushels, followed by Illinois with 63 million, then Minnesota with 33 million. 


The September 1, 1965 farm supply totaled 852 million bushels (1965 production of 844 million bushels plus a carry- 
over of 8 million). From this supply the indicated movement from farms for September-December amounted to 567 million 
bushels or 66.6 percent of beginning supplies, 


January 1 farm stocks of hay are estimated to be 87.3 million tons, up 13 percent from last year, 7 percent from 
average and highest since 1959, The season started last May 1 with the lowest hay carryover in 10 years, but production was 
record high, so hay supplies for the current feeding season were up 2 percent from average. Hay needs up to January a, 
however, have been less than usual because late fall weather was favorable, pasture growth continued and open grazing 
extended through December across most of the country, Hay disappearance from May to January was 53 million tons, lowest 
since 1960 and 7 percent below average, leaving present hay stocks on farms at a near record high,

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March weather was warmer than normal except for a brief period of cold weather at the end of the month. Rainfall was 
above average in the North, but short in the South, Soil moisture as of April 8 was reported short by 45 percent of the weekly respon- 
dents, mostly in the South, adequate by 53 percent, and surplus by 2 percent. Fieldwork advanced rapidly in southern and central 
sections until interrupted by this week's showers, Plowing intended for corn and soybeans is three-fourths completed, much of it 
having been done last fall. Oat seeding is nearly two-thirds finished, compared with an average of less than one-half on this date. 
Pasture condition as of April 1 at 90 percent is 12 points above last year and 4 points above the five-year average, 


Wheat Production 10 Percent Below Last Year: Prospective wheat production in 1966 is estimated at 51,0 million bushels compared 

with 56.9 million bushels last year and the 1960-64 . average of 59.0 million bushels, 
Winter wheat generally came through the winter in good condition, with little or no heaving, Lack of rainfall in southern areas, how- 
ever, is slowing early spring growth, 


Farm Stocks of Feed Grains Up: Total farm stocks of all feed grains on April 1 were up 26 percent from a year earlier but were 

4 percent lower than the April 1, S-year (1960-64) average. Farm corn stocks at 348 million bushels 
were 28 percent above April 1, 1965. Oat stocks at their lowest level for April 1 since records began in » were down 13 percent 
from a year earlier. Cor and oats comprise essentially 100 percent of the total feed grain stocks, 


Soybean Farm Stocks Up: Soybean stocks on farms amounted to 29.7 million bushels on April 1, 11,0 million bushels more than a 


year ago, 


Wheat Stocks Down: Wheat stocks on farms April 1 were 854,000 bushels, compared with 2, 726,000 bushels a year earlier and the 
five-year average of 1,038,000 bushels, 


Farm Labor: Farm workers on Illinois farms numbered 167,000 during the survey week of March 21-27, Fieldwork was fairly uniform 
over the State as spring plowing, stalk discing, oat seeding, and fertilizing were the main activities, Family workers 

were estimated at 140,000 or 84 percent of all farm workers in March. Family workers were up 8 percent from February, but were 

down 1 percent from March 1965, Hired workers totaled 27,000 in March, up seasonally from February and up 8 percent from March

Winter Wheat Crop Up 8 Percent: The April 1 forecast of winter wheat production is 1, 110 million bushels-- 

8 percent more than last year and 12 percent above average. The indicated 
yield per seeded acre of 26,3 bushels compared with 22,8 in 1965 and the average of 23,5 bushels. Rye condition 
on April 1 was 5 points above average. 


In the Plains areas grain acreage went into the winter with good growth. In the Northern Plains, the crop is just 
emerging, but little winter damage is evident. In Central and Southern Plains, grain acreages came through the 
winter in good condition and spring growth started unusually early. March winds caused some erosion on sandy soils 
but there was limited damage because of good ground cover from earlier growth. Continued lack of rainfall has 
reduced surface moisture and a good rain is needed, especially in New Mexico and the Panhandle of Texas. 


In the Corn Belt, wheat fall growth was limited because of late seeding, Stands improved during winter and 
current prospects are very good. Farmers in the South Atlantic States report winter grains in generally good condition, 
but rain and warmer weather are needed to promote growth. Small grains, and winter grazing crops made excellent 
growth in the South Central regions until slowed by low temperatures late in March, No permanent damage was 
reported from the low temperatures, Rye was heading along the Gulf Coast. Grain crops in the Pacific Northwest 
are in good condition. March snow added moisture in Washington but some areas in Oregon are in need of surface 
moisture for the start of spring growth. 


Farm Stocks of Feed Grains and Oilseeds Up--Wheat Lower: Tonnage of the four feed grains stored on farms on 
April 1 totaled 13 percent more than a year earlier 


and 3 percent above average. Farm stocks of sorghum grain were 36 percent larger than last year and 22 percent 
above the previous high of April 1, 1964, Farm held corn was 12 percent larger and oats, 15 percent larger than 
last year, but farm stocks of barley were 1 percent less. 


Farm stocks of food grains were 3 percent less than last year, but one-fourth above average. Stocks of all 
wheat were 3 percent less than last year, but durum wheat stocks were 20 percent above the previous record on 
April 1, 1963. 


Stocks of soybeans on farms on April 1 were 53 percent larger than the low April 1965 total, and 6 percent 
above average. 


Fieldwork Ahead of Schedule: Progress in the early season is well ahead of last year and is normal in most areas of 
the Nation, Farmers were able to do an unusual amount of preseason work last fall 

and during the winter, In Indiana plowing of land intended for corn and soybeans was 35 percent completed by 

April 1 compared with 15 percent last year and the average of 5 percent. Seeding of spring oats was 28 percent com- 

pleted in Ohio and 40 percent in Indiana compared with merely beginning a year earlier, Spring planting also is off 

to a fast start in the Central Plains areas with 80 percent of intended spring oats and 64 percent of spring barley seeded 

in Kansas, far ahead of last year and moderately ahead of average. 


Fieldwork has progressed rapidly in the South Atlantic area, but some soils were too dry to work in late March, 
Farmers from Eastern Texas to Georgia had to limit fieldwork early in March because of wet soil but rapid progress was 
made later and work is about back to normal, In the western part of the Nation soil preparation and planting was 
rapid in the later half of March, 


In the Northern Pacific Coastal areas planting operations were hampered by frequent rains and are slightly behind 
schedule. 


Pastures Improved: Reported pasture condition for the 30 States surveyed on April 1 was 81 percent of normal, This 

was 8 percentage points above last year and 3 points above average. Pastures started growth with 
warm temperatures early in March, but growth was slowed by below normal readings late in the month. More moisture 
is needed for April pasture growth in most southern areas, Range feed condition improved from a month ago in most 
Western States. 


Livestock are reported in generally good condition across the Nation. Calving and lambing has been progressing 
under generally favorable conditions, Livestock deaths during the two March blizzards were locally severe with greatest 
losses reported in South Dakota, Some reports were received of higher death rate of newborn calves due to weakening 
of stock during the storm. Feed supplies have been generally adequate for winter needs in all areas of the country, 
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May ll, 


ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - MAY 1, 1966 


April rains brought much above normal precipitation to Illinois after an unusually dry 
winter. Temperatures were considerably cooler than usual during April. Early on May 10, 
record low temperatures were established over most of the State north of the St. Louis area 
as the mercury fell to 25 to 32 degrees. Scattered newly emerged corn fields may have 
been damaged by the sub-freezing temperatures, but ample time remains for replanting, 
should it prove necessary. Production of wheat and other small grains are not expected 
to be significantly affected. Strawberries may have been moderately damaged. Oat seed- 
ing progressed rapidly during the first half of April and by April 26 was virtually com- 
pleted. Germination was good but warmer weather is needed. Plowing for corn and soy- 
beans is nearly 95 percent completed, about ten days ahead of last year. Corn planting 
had started in all districts of the State by May 3, but was soon halted by rain. As of May 10 
planting was 15 to 20 percent complete compared with 25 percent a year earlier. Pastures 
have made satisfactory growth and currently are supplying about 70 percent of livestock 
roughage requirements. 

Winter Wheat: Prospective winter wheat production for 1966 was indicated at 55.4 million 

bushels as of May 1. The current forecast is 3 percent below last year's 
crop and 6 percent below the 1960-64 average. Yield is forecast at 38.0 bushels per har- 
vested acre--2,5 bushels above last year and 3 bushels above the five-year average. Acre- 
age for harvest, estimated at 1.5 million acres, is 9 percent lower than last year and the 
lowest acreage for harvest since 1950. Winter wheat is dark green and stands are good in 
most areas. Scattered fields in southern areas are beginning to head. The effect of freez- 
ing temperatures on May 9th and 10th cannot be assessed with certainty, but it is thought 
unlikely that the output of wheat will be appreciably affected. 


Rye: The condition of rye on May 1 was reported at 96 percent of normal--up 7 points 
from a year earlier and 2 points above average. 





Hay Stocks: Hay stocks on Illinois farms May 1 were 45 percent above a year earlier and 
13 percent above the 1960-64 average. Disappearance of hay from January 1 
to May 1 this year amounted to 51 percent of last year's production. 


Farm Labor: Farm workers on Illinois farms numbered 189,000 during the survey week 

of April 25-May 2, Fieldwork was greatly handicapped during the last half 
of April as rain was prevalent over most of the State. Family workers, estimated at 
160,000 or 85 percent of all farm workers in April, were up 14 percent from March, but 
9 percent below April 1965. Hired workers totaled 29,000 in April, up seasonally from 
March but 15 percent below April 1965,

Winter wheat prospects declined slightly during April, but the 1966 crop is expected to be larger than both last year and 
average. Spring work slowed in late April, but progressed ahead of a year earlier in most of the important North Central Region, 
Rainfall in late April drenched parts of the South Central Region, but brought welcome surface moisture to the Atlantic Coastal 
States. Peach prospects are below last year in the Southern States. Harvest of a large citrus crop is progressing favorably. Pastures 
and hay crops are developing slowly, but May 1 prospects are better than last year in the North Atlantic and North Central States, 
April milk production was 4 percent less than last year and egg production was slightly below a year earlier, 


Indicated production of winter wheat declined last month, but the 1966 crop is still expected to be 7 percent larger than last 
year and 10 percent above average. Moisture shortages were critical in a limited area centering in the Texas Panhandle, but 
beneficial rains fell in other wheat areas of the Southern Plains. Subnormal April rainfall and cool weather slowed development in 
Central and Northern Plains wheat areas, but subsoil reserves favor rapid growth, Freezing temperatures in late April were severe 
enough to burn wheat leaves in areas from Texas northward, The crop developed slowly, but actual losses were limited to an area 
in southwestern Kansas, southeastern Colorado and the Oklahoma Panhandle. In this area, fields that were heading when the frost 
came were damaged to some extent--depending on the location, variety and stage of development. Wheat prospects continue 
favorable in the Corn Belt and most other areas, The prospective yield of 28. 4 bushels per harvested acre compares with 27. 3 bush- 
els estimated for 1965, 


April temperatures averaged below normal over most of the Nation except the Far West and Gulf Coastal Areas, The eastern 
half of the Nation had below normal temperatures for the first half of the month, but warmed up in the last half. In contrast, the 
westerm and central areas were unusually cold late in the month, Cold waves about April 20 and 28 brought freezing temperatures 
as far south as northern Texas. Rainfall was generally below normal until late in April, and the last two weeks brought drenching 
rains to northeastern Texas. Above normal amounts of rain also covered an area from Texas to northern Illinois and from the 
mouth of the Mississippi to eastern Pennsylvania. Parts 
of the Dakotas and western Minnesota also had above nor- 
mal precipitation, April showers brought beneficial 
moisture for current needs to most of the Nation except 
an area ¢entering in the Texas Panhandle. 








PASTURE FEED CONDITIONS* 
May 1, 1966 


The first half of April was relatively cool and dry 
in the central and eastern Corn Belt--good for fieldwork 
but not too good for vegetative growth. The last half of 
the month was warmer and wetter--good for crop develop- 
ment but poor for fieldwork, Early April progress and an 
unusual amount of fall and winter work brought the prog- 
ress of fieldwork on May 1 well ahead of last year, and 
generally ahead of normal, in these areas. Spring work 
lagged along the northern edge of the Corn Belt from 
Michigan west to North Dakota. Cold and rainy April 
weather held back both fieldwork and crop growth, 
Farmers were somewhat pessimistic and reported progress 
lagging one to two weeks. The lag can be overcome 
rapidly with modem machinery as soon as the weather 
breaks, Along the western side of the Corn Belt, from 
South Dakota to Kansas, April weather favored spring work 
and seeding is ahead of normal, Cool temperatures and 
dry topsoil slowed growth. Late April frosts nipped leaves 
on grain and hay crops in parts of this area causing tempo- 
rary setbacks, Subsoil moisture is adequate to promote 
good crop development when temperatures warm up in May.

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Late March and early April weather favored early season fieldwork along the eastern seaboard, By mid-month, topsoils 
were drying, but "morale boosting" rains came late in the month. Although moisture was adequate for current crop needs, little 
was added to subsoil reserves. Cool weather slowed growth in the South Atlantic States, but it sped up after rains and warmer 
temperatures in late April. Progress of spring work was normal or earlier in Georgia and Alabama, but lagged in most other South 
Central States. Cool and dry weather early in April held down soil temperatures and delayed seeding. Heavy and frequent rains 
in the last ten days of the month stopped almost all fieldwork, Some replanting will be necessary because of local damage from 
flooding and washing. Farmers in this area would welcome a period of fair weather. Crop prospects are generally favorable in the 
West although development was slowed by low temperatures, except in Arizona and California. Light April rainfall resulted in dry 
topsoils and more rain will be needed to assure crop progress, Reserves of irrigation water are adequate for systems depending on 
storage supplies. However, late season supplies may be short where water comes from current stream flow. 


The reported condition of hay crops on May 1 averaged 4 percentage points above last year and the same as average. Prospects 
are better than last year in the North Atlantic and the important North Central Regions, Slight declines are indicated in other areas, 
Pasture condition averaged 83 percent of normal for May 1--3 percentage points above last year and 1 point above average, Pastures 
were reported better than last year in the North Central and Northeastern States. In South Atlantic and South-Central areas, pastures 
developed slowly and condition was below last year but above average. Western pastures and ranges are generally good, although 
growth was retarded by cool temperatures in northern areas and hot, dry conditions in Arizona and California. Supplemental feeding 
of roughage continued in most areas until late in April, but hay supplies were adequate. Stocks of hay on farms on May 1 were 
38 percent more than last year and 11 percent above average. The increased May 1 carryover results from both a larger 1965 hay 
crop and smaller feeding needs during the winter. 
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1966 


Planting of row crops was slowed by cool weather and wet soils during May. The 
month was extremely cool and generally wet. New record low temperatures for so 
late in the season were established on the 10th over much of Illinois. Most of the 
State had above normal precipitation in May. Planting of corn and soybeans advanced 
rapidly in early June with generally favorable weather prevailing. Corn planting is 
nearing completion, with about 90 percent of the intended acreage planted by June 7-- 
near average for this date. Replanting has been reported in many northern areas due 
to crusting and poor germination of early planted fields. Soybean planting was over 
two-thirds complete by June 7--about five days behind average. Wheat developed 
rapidly in early June and was over 90 percent headed by June 7--near average. Oats 
were 15 to 20 percent headed, slightly behind average. Rye suffered considerable 
damage from the May 10 freeze in the Tazewell, Cass and Mason County area. About 
30 percent of the first cutting of alfalfa hay and 25 percent of the red clover hay has 
been cut. Pasture condition at 92 percent on June 1 was three points above a year 
earlier and three points above average, Pastures are presently furnishing over 90 per- 
cent of livestock roughage requirements. Soil moisture as of June 3 was reported 
adequate by 85 percent of the crop-weather respondents, short by 10 percent, and sur- 
plus by 5 percent. 


Wheat Prospects Up: Prospective wheat production on June 1 at 56,901,000 bushels 

was 3 percent above the May | forecast and about the same asthe 
1965 production. Yield per harvested acre is now indicated at 39 bushels--up 3.5 bush- 
els from last year and 4. 1 bushels above the 1960-64 average. As of June 7, wheat was 
over 90 percent headed,’ which was near average, 


Peach Prospects Above Average: The Illinois peach crop is estimated at 710,000 bush- 

els, about 440,000 bushels above last year's short 
crop and 71,000 bushels above the 1960-64 average. Freezing temperatures on May 9-10 
did little damage in the southern one-third of the State where nearly 50 percent of the 
peach crop is produced. Growers in Southwestern and Central Illinois report spotty 
damage to peaches in some areas. 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 218,000 workers during the survey 
——————s week of May 22-28, up 15 percent from April, but 9 percent below May 
1965. Family workers at 175,000 were up 9 percent from April but were 9 percent 
below May 1965, Hired workers totaled 43,000 in May, up 48 percent from a month 
earlier but down 9 percent from a year ago. Asparagus and strawberry harvest did 
not require a large number of laborers in May, although corn and soybean planting was 
in full swing the last week of May.

Frequent showers hampered fieldwork in most of the eastern half of the Nation early in May. Monthly totals were twice 
normal or more from South Texas along much of the Gulf and Atlantic Coastal areas to Southern Virginia. Above normal rainfall 
also covered the lower Mississippi Valley and southern Appalachians, At the end of May, soils were becoming dry in Eastern Ohio, 
West Virginia, and Western New York and Pennsylvania. The Coastal areas of the North Atlantic States received heavy May rains 
to provide the best early season supplies of moisture in recent years, 


The western half of the Nation received less than half of the usual amount of May rain, except for scattered areas. Topsoils 
in much of this area were becoming too dry for optimum crop development. Crops drew deeply on subsoil reserves and heavy 
applications of water were required in irrigated areas. Summer rains could revive crop potentials in most areas except for losses of 
wheat production in an area centering in Western Kansas, 


Temperatures were generally above normal in the western part of the country--adding to crop stresses from limited moisture, 
May was a cold month in eastern areas with frosts extending as far south as the Carolinas and into northern areas of the Gulf States 
about May 10. Scattered frosts also caused some damage in northern areas about the end of the month, 


1966 winter wheat crop prospects declined sharply during May as prospects were lowered in the important Central Plains 
areas, Moisture shortages accentuated damage by April and May frosts causing a sharp reduction in yield and some loss of acreage. 
Dry weather also lowered potential wheat production in the Pacific Northwest. Losses in these areas were partly offset by improved 
prospects in the Corn Belt and most other eastern areas, 


Spring wheat seeding was practically complete except for delays caused by wet fields in the Red River area of North Dakota 
and Minnesota. Most acreage survived earlier freezes with little damage and is progressing well. May rainfall was less than normal 
over much of the spring wheat area and good June rains are needed to stimulate crop development, 


Corn planting lagged during May in the North Central States east of the Mississippi River. By the end of the third week of 
May progress was a week to ten days behind both last year and normal. Sunny weather at the end of the month accelerated field- 
work and farmers were rapidly catching up 
with the end of planting in sight for early 
June. Corn Belt States west of the Mississippi 
have had fewer interruptions from storms and 
planting progress has generally been ahead of | 2 CROP PROSPECTS* 
the usual pattern, Most acreage in this area Sag ge 
was planted before the end of May. In Ree Po June 1, 1966 
south-central areas, corn planting progressed 
favorably in April but has been hampered by 
rains in May.

Soybean planting was also delayed 
in the central soybean producing states, The 
first real progress was during the last week 
of May.

Frequent 
interruption from showers held back soybean 
planting in southern producing States, but

Sorghum planting was more advanced than last year in the important Central and Southern Plains States, Progress ranged 
from one-half of the sorghum acreage seeded in South Dakota to over 80 percent in Texas. 


Reported condition of the Nation's pastures on June 1 was 82 percent of normal--the same as a year earlier, but 1 percent- 
age point above average, Pastures improved during May in the eastern half of the Nation, but declined in the western half, 


Hay crop condition averaged 80 percent of normal, 2 percentage points under last year and 4 points below average. Hay 


prospects improved during May in most South Central and South Atlantic States but declined in other areas. Condition of all hay 
in the important north-central region was 6 points below average on June 1, 
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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - AUGUST 1, 1966 


Iinois' all crop production index computed to 125 as of August 1, down 10 points from the record high last year. This 
compares with the 1960-64 average of 115, Declines in prospective corn, soybean, and hay production are primarily responsible 
for the sharp drop in the index. July rainfall was below normal in all except the Northeast District. The southern half of 
Iinois averaged less than half the normal rainfall, Pastures deteriorated rapidly during July as a result of heat and drought. 


Corn Prospects Decline: Production of corn for grain in Illinois is forecast at 842 million bushels, down 9 percent from the 

July forecast. Indicated production is 6 percent below last year's crop but 22 percent above the 
1960-64 average. The indicated yield of 82.0 bushels per acre for grain compares with last year's record high of 92.0 bushels 
per acre and the five-year average of 78,2 bushels. Corn deteriorated during July in Central and Southern Illinois as a result 
of hot, dry weather. The crop is short and uneven in the four southern districts and in some local areas in the central districts. 
Condition in the two northern districts is average or better, The crop was over 90 percent tasseled as of August 9,ncar average 
for this date. 


Soybean Production Below Last Year: Prospective soybean production at 151 million bushels is 14 percent less than last year's 
crop but near the five-year average, The indicated yield at 25,0 bushels per acre is 

4 bushels below last year's near record high yield and compares with the five-year average of 27.5 bushels. Development 

of the crop is almost two wecks behind last year and five days behind average. Just under 65 percent of the soybeans have 

podded, compared with 85 percent podded last year by the same date. 


Wheat Production Up: Wheat production is estimated at 58.5 million bushels, 3 percent above the 1965 crop but 1 percent 

less than the 1960-64 average. Yields in the southern half of Illinois were at a record high while in 
the northern half they were slightly above average. The estimated State yield is 41 bushels per acre, one bushel above the 
previous record high set in 1963 and 5.5 bushels larger than last year's yield, 


Oat Yield Record High: Production of oats is estimated at 56 million bushels, 3 percent below the July 1 forecast. This year's 

production is 8 percent above last year's crop but 30 percent below average. The yield at 60.0 bushels 
per acre is a record high and compares with 57,0 bushels per acre in 1965 and the five-year average of 53.4 bushels, Oat harvest 
is virtually completed with good quality reported. 


Hay Production: Hay production is estimated at 3.3 million tons, 7 percent below the previous month's forecast. This year's 

crop is 19 percent below the 4.1 million tons produced last year and 23 percent below the five-year average. 
Second cutting of alfalfa hay was 80 percent harvested as of August 9. Yields and quality of the first cuttings were good, but 
second cuttings are light due to the dry weather, 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 214,000 persons during the survey week of July 24-30, down 4 percent from 

June and down 9 percent from July 1965, Principal farm activities during the survey week included combining 
oats, cutting and baling hay, and cutting weeds. Family workers totaled 166,000 during July or 78 percent of all farm workers. 
This compared with 175,000 family workers in June and 182,000 in July 1965, The estimate of hired workers, at 48,000 in July, 
was unchanged from June and compared with 53, 000 in July last year,

UNITED STATES 


Production of early harvested small grains exceeded earlier expectations but hot, dry July weather reduced prospects for 
most late-maturing crops. Crop development, although variable, is near normal in most Central and Northern areas but is 
lagging a little behind usual over Southeastern and South Central United States. 


The all crops production index on August 1 at 109 is 8 points (7 percent) below the record high 1965, but the same as in 
1964, The composite index of yield per acre covering 28 leading crops is 117 for August 1, exceeded only by last year's record 


of 123, 
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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - SEPTEMBER 1, 1966 


Iinois' all crop production index computed to 126 as of September 1, up one point from last month but nine points 
below the record high last year. This month's index compares with the 1960-64 average of 115. Improved prospects for 
soybeans and hay are primarily responsible for the slight increase in the index. August precipitation was normal or slightly 
above in all of the State except the Northern Districts where it was only about one-third of normal for the month. Pastures 
showed moderate improvement from a month earlier but remained in well below average condition. 


Corn Prospects Down: Production of corn for grain in Illinois is forecast at 822 million bushels, down 2 percent from the 

August forecast, reflecting a small downward adjustment in acreage to be harvested for grain. Indi- 
cated production is 8 percent below last year's record high crop but 19 percent above the 1960-64 average. The indicated 
yield of 80.0 bushels per acre for grain compares with last year's record high yield of 92 bushels per acre and the five-year 
average of 78,2 bushels. Early planted corn and particularly the high population fields suffered severely during the hot and 
dry July weather. This resulted in many ears not being filled to the tip and left some completely barren. The later planted 
fields are expected to make surprisingly good yields having benefited from the August rains, Development is slightly behind 
average and almost a week behind last year. As of September 6, slightly over 90 percent of the acreage was in or beyond the 
dough stage, and a little more than 60 percent was in the dent stage. 


Soybean Prospects Brighter: Prospective soybean production at 163 million bushels is 7 percent less than last year's crop, The 
indicated yield at 27.0 bushels per acre is 2 bushels larger than forecast a month earlier, but 

2 bushels below last year's near record high yield and a half bushel less than the five-year average. Cool, moderate weather 

with near-normal precipitation in August helped the crop to make some recovery over the State, and especially in the southern 

half, where much of the acreage was still green at the end of the month, Nearly 30 percent of the beans were all yellow and a 

few scattered fields have been harvested. 


Farm Soybean Stocks: Stocks of old crop soybeans on farms September 1 are estimated at 349,000 bushels, down from 1.7 million 
bushels on July 1 this year. This compares with September 1, 1965 stocks of 717,000 bushels. 


Hay Production: Hay production is estimated at 3,4 million tons, up 4 percent from the August 1 forecast, This year's crop 

compares with 4, 1 million tons produced last year and the five-year average of 4,3 million tons. Yields of the 
second and third cuttings of alfalfa were generally reported light. Harvest of the third cutting of alfalfa is about three-fourths 
completed--less than a week behind average. 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 198,000 persons during the survey week of August 21-27, down 7 percent 

from July and 9 percent below August 1965. Farm employees consisted of 159,000 family workers and 39, 000 
hired workers. Both categories were 9 percent below last year's number, Main farm activities were haying, cutting weeds and 
plowing for winter wheat. Sweet corn harvest was in full swing, but tomato harvest had been delayed by cool weather slowing 
maturity.

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Feed crop prospects, rated by crop reporters across the Nation, are shown on the map. An area of poor to very poor prospects 
extends from West Virginia and Northern Virginia through Southern New York. Prospects are generally good to excellent through 
most of the central and northern Cornbelt and an area extending into Kentucky, Tennessee, and South Carolina. The Southwest 
also has generally good to excellent prospects. Elsewhere prospects range from poor to fair. 


Oilseed production is expected to total 2 percent above 1965 and nearly one-fourth more than average. Favorable weather 
pushed outlook for cotton, soybeans, and peanuts well above the August 1 estimates, Production of soybeans is forecast 10 percent 
above last year's record high. Outlook for peanuts, though not record, is second only to last year's record,

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - OCTOBER 1, 1966 


[llinois' all crop production index computed to 124 as of October 1, down 2 points from a month earlier and 11 points 
below the record high last year. The five-year average is 115. Slight declines in corn and soybean prospects were primarily 
responsible for the two-point decline in the index. Winter wheat seeding was about one -half completed as of October 11, com- 
pared with 40 percent last year and an average of two-thirds seeded by this date. Pasture condition is slightly below average. 


Corn Prospects Down Slightly: The 1966 [llinois corn crop is forecast at 812 million bushels, down 1 percent from the September 1 

forecast. The forecast is 9 percent below last year's record high production but 17 percent above 
the 1960-64 average. The indicated yield of 79.0 bushels per acre for grain compares with last year's record high yield of 92.0 
bushels and the five-year average of 78.2 bushels. About 90 percent of the acreage is mature and 5 to 10 percent has been picked. 
Progress of harvest to date is a few days behind average. Drying was slow during September due to damp, cool weather. 


Soybean Prospects Decline: Soybean production in [[linois is forecast at 160 million bushels, 9 percent below the 1965 crop but 

6 percent above the 1960-64 average. The estimated yield at 26.5 bushels per acre is down one-half 
bushel from last month's forecast, 2.5 bushels from last year's yield and is one bushel below the five-year average. About 55 per- 
cent of the acreage was harvested by October 11, compared with 40 percent by the same date last year and the five-year average 
of 75 percent. Damp, cool weather during September slowed combining. 


Hay Production: Production of all hay is estimated at 3.5 million tons, up 2 percent from the September i forecast. This year's 
crop compares with 4.1 million tons produced last year and the five-year average of 4,3 million tons. The 

third cutting of alfalfa is virtually completed with a generally light crop harvested. 

Feed Grain Stocks: Total feed grain stocks on farms on October 1 are estimated at 1.7 million tons, 36 percent more than a 

year earlier but 14 percent below the October 1 five-year average. Corn stocks on October 1 totaled 40.1 

million bushels compared with 25.1 million bushels a year earlier. Oat stocks estimated at 38,2 million bushels compared with 

35.8 million bushels on October 1 last year. 


Farm Labor and Wage Rates: Employment on I}linois' farms totaled 186,000 persons during the survey week of September 18-24, 

down 6 percent from August and 7 percent below September 1965, The 186,000 persons employed 
consisted of 155,000 family workers and 31,000 hired workers, Hired workers' wages per month averaged $270 with house furnished 
and $195 with board and room, up $35 and $15 respectively from last year. Daily rates were reported at $9.40 with board and 
room and $11, 30 without board and room, up 50 cents in each instance from a year earlier, Average pay per hour was $1.35 
compared with $1.25 in September 1965, Farm wage rates vary considerably in different areas of Illinois.

UNITED STATES: Total crop production edged upward in September because of small gains in prospects for many major fall 
harvested crops. Generally cool, damp weather slowed development in all but Western States. However, 
favorable moisture supplies boosted yields of late fields. Crop prospects generally held or improved in most areas except the 

South Atlantic and South Central States. Fall seedings progressed well during the month, In September, killing frosts, a threat 

in northern areas, held off until late in the month, thus assuring minimum loss from freeze damage. The "all crops" production 
index rose .4 of a point during September and at 112 was 5 points (4 percent) below last year's record high and equal to the second 
highest record index. The composite index of "yield per acre, " covering 28 leading crops, at 120, is also the second highest of 
record, Feed grain production in 1966 is expected to total 158 million tons, one -half million more than a month earlier but 2 per- 
cent less than last year's record production, The October 1 forecast of corn production is 4,097 million bushels, Prospects for corn 
improved slightly in September and sorghum grain increased 2 percent. Prospective production of corn is expected to be the second 
highest and sorghum grain the largest of record. Farm stocks of feed grains are 10 percent below a year earlier and 8 percent below 
average. Of the 4 feed grains, only sorghum grain stocks are above last year, or average. 


Outlook for oilseeds declined slightly in September due to declines in cottonseed and flaxseed that more than offset gains in 
soybeans and peanuts, Oilseed production is now expected to total 34,1 million tons, 1 percent above a year earlier and nearly 
one-fourth above average. Soybean production is forecast at 927 million bushels based on October 1 crop conditions. This is 
10 percent above last year's record and 40 percent above average. 
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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - NOVEMBER 1, 1966 


Iinois' all crop production index computed to 123 as of November 1, down 1 point from a month earlier and 12 points 
below the record high last year. The five-year average is 115. A slight decline in corn prospects was responsible for the { point 
drop in the index. Harvest of corn and soybeans progressed rapidly during October as weather conditions generally favored field 
operations. Winter wheat seeding is virtually finished. Plowing for 1967 corn and soybean crops is slightly over 35 percent com- 
pleted, about a week ahead of average. Pastures are furnishing about one-half of current livestock roughage requirements com - 
pared with two-thirds at this date last year. 


Corn Production Down Slightly: Prospective corn production in Illinois is 801 million bushels down 1 percent from last month's 

forecast and 10 percent below last year's record high production, but 16 percent above the 
1960-64 average. The expected average yield of 78.0 bushels per acre for grain compares with last year's record high yield of 
92.0 bushels and the five-year average of 78.2 bushels. October weather was generally favorable for harvest although excess 
corn moisture caused moderate delays in southem districts, Harvest is about two-thirds finished, a few days behind average for 
this date. 


Soybean Production Unchanged: Soybean production in Illinois is estimated at 160 million bushels, the same as the October fore- 
cast. This is 9 percent below the 1965 crop but 6 percent above the 1960-64 average. The esti- 

mated yield at 26.5 bushels per acre is the same as last month's forecast, 2.5 bushels below last year's yield and one bushel below 

the five-year average yield. Harvest was virtually complete by November 1 as favorable weather prevailed during late October, 


Farm Labor; A total of 203,000 persons was employed on Illinois farms during the survey week ending October 29, This was an 

increase of 9 percent from September of this year, but 9 percent below the October 1965 figure. The 203,000 
persons employed consisted of 165,000 family workers and 38, 000 hired workers, Main field activities were harvest of soybeans 
and corn, Other fieldwork included seeding of small grains and fall plowing.

Winter wheat seeding progressed rapidly during October and was virtually complete in the Central Plains by the end of 
the month. Most of the wheat has emerged and early seedings show good stands. However, dry weather and wind erosion caused 
some spotty stands in late seeded fields, Soil moisture is short to very short in parts of Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma, and in the 
High Plains of Texas. In most areas, wheat has furnished relatively little pasture.

Winter wheat seeding in Corn Belt States is about nine-tenths complete, slightly behind schedule because of delayed 
fall crop harvest, Early planted fields are up to good stands although additional moisture is,needed in western portions of the 
Corn Belt. In Atlantic Coast and South-central States, seeding of winter wheat and pasture crops was deJayed by wet soils in 
some areas and by late harvest of fall crops. Some early plantings are furnishing good grazing. Seeding of winter wheat has 
been slowed in the Northwest by dry soils. Some stands are spotty. Scattered showers in Washington the last week of October 
will help, but more rain is needed,

Illinois Employment and Wage Rates 

Employment on Illinois farms during December set a new low for that month. The 
farm labor force during the survey week of December 18-24 totaled 152 thousand workers, 
down 20 percent from November and 2 percent below December 1965, Family workers 
were estimated at 132 thousand or 87 percent of all farm workers in December. Numbers 
of family workers declined 17 percent from a month earlier and 3 percent from a year 
earlier. Hired workers numbered 20 thousand in December, down 35 percent from 
November, but 5 percent above December 1965, 

Total farm employment during 1966 averaged 185 thousand workers per month, 
compared with the average of 199 thousand in 1965. Family workers averaged 153 thou- 
sand per month compared with 164 thousand in 1965 and hired workers averaged 32 thou- 
sand monthly, down from 35 thousand in 1965. 

Monthly farm wages in December averaged $275 with house furnished, and $205 with 
board and room. Daily wages were reported at $9.60 with board and room, and $11.80 
without board or room. Hourly rates were $1.38 without board or room. Farm wage 
rates vary considerably in different areas of Illinois, but are generally 7 to 15 percent 
above last year throughout the State.

UNTTED STATES CROP SUMMARY 


December weather brought adequate to excessive moisture to most of the country east of the Mississippi River and the 
Far West but only limited precipitation to the dry areas in the Central and Southern Great Plains, Heavy rains and snow delayed 
wind-up of corn harvest in southeastern portions of the Corn Belt and caused losses of corn in some fields, Livestock were 
reported in good condition. Grazing was limited the latter part of the month by snow cover over much of the northern half of the 
country, but cattle had made good use of pastures and crop residues early in the month. 


Farm stocks of the four feed grains on January 1 were 6 percent below a year earlier. Stocks of all wheat on farms were 
1 percent above a year earlier and soybean stocks were at record levels--22 percent more than last year's record high stocks. 
Farm stocks of hay were down 4 percent from january 1, 1966 and all regions except the North Atlantic had lower hay supplies. 


Fall seeded grains east of the Mississippi River and in the Northern Plains generally held earlier good conditions. In the 
Pacific Coast States ample moisture and mild temperatures favored development and condition of small grains improved. Late- 
seeded grains are now well established. However, some fields were damaged by local floods and reseeding will be necessary. 
Small grains in the central and northern Mountain States also received beneficial moisture in December. Lack of moisture con- 
tinued to plague the Central and Southern Plains States. Dry weather since wheat emerged has retarded root and plant growth and 
wheat in the area is particularly susceptible to winter hazards. Rain and snow the last week of December provided some relief but 
additional moisture is needed. Snow cover over the Northern Plains and central and northern Mountain States at the end of the 
month bencfited small grains and gave added protection from the cold temperatures, 


CORN ON FARMS: January 1, 1967 stocks of corn on farms totaled 2, 885 million bushels, 6 percent below a year earlier, and 

the lowest since January 1, 1965. This equals some 70 percent of the 1966 production, Stocks on North 
Central region farms totaled 2,641 million bushels. This important corn producing area accounted for about 92 percent of total 
U. S. farm stocks, 


Farm disappearance of com during October-December, at 1,748 million bushels, is a record high. Relatively strong 
corn prices since harvest, and increased harvest by picker-sheller and combine, leads to the sale of corn directly from the field 
. and has resulted in more movement of corn off farms soon after harvest. Needs for livestock feed have also caused a steady drain 
on farm-stored corn. 


SOYBEANS ON FARMS: Soybeans on farms January 1 are estimated at 347 million bushels, a record high. Current stocks are 
22 percent above January 1, 1966 farm holdings. Stocks were 37.3 percent of the 1966 production com- 
pared with 33.6 percent a year earlier. 


Except the small producing North Atlantic Region, January 1 farm stocks were above last year in all areas because of the 
record 1966 crop. The North Central States, where 84 percent of the total U. S. farm stocks were located, had 19 percent more 
on hand than a year earlier, Iowa had the largest stocks, at 86 million bushels, followed by Illinois, 65 million, and Minnesota, 
48 million. 


The September 1, 1966 farm supply totaled 936 million bushels (1966 production of 932 million bushels plus a carryover 
of 4 million). From this supply the indicated movement from farms for September-December amounted to 589 million bushels 
or 62.9 percent of beginning supplies. This compares with 569 million bushels farm disappearance for the same period a year 
earlier, 


HAY STOCKS ON FARMS: January 1 farm stocks of hay are estimated at 84.8 million tons, down 4 percent from a year earlier 
when stocks were near the record high set in 1959, The feeding season started last May 1 with carry- 
over stocks of 22.7 million tons, Production in 1966, at 120.9 million tons was 4 percent below a year earlier, but 2 percent 
above average. Dry weather in the Mountain States during most of the growing season limited the growth of range grasses and 
resulted in the feeding of more than the usual quantities of supplemental feed. Most of the Nation had generally mild, open 
weather in late fall which permitted grazing and gleaning of fields. However, the dry Western areas had only limited quantities 
of range feed available. Disappearance from May 1 to January 1, at 58.8 million tons, is above the same period a year ago. 
Hay stocks on January 1 were below last year in all regions except the North Atlantic.

Wheat Production Up 24 Percent From Last Year: Prospective wheat production in 1967 is estimated at 72,2 million bushels 

compared with 58.4 million bushels last year and the 1961-65 average of 
61.8 million bushels. Wheat wintered well with very little ice damage or heaving. Above hormal temperatures in late 
March promoted good growth and fields have a good green appearance throughout the State. 


March temperatures were near normal the first half of the month but dropped to four to six degrees below normal 
during the third week. The fourth week was warm with the mercury climbing four to ten degrees above normal, Total 
precipitation for March was about average. Soil moisture as of April 7 was reported short by 10 percent of the weekly crop 
respondents, adequate by 77 percent and surplus by 13 percent. Progress of fieldwork is a few days behind average because 
of wet fields. Plowing for corn and soybeans is slightly over three-fifths completed with half of the intended acreage having 
been plowed last fall. Oat seeding is about one-third completed compared with 70 percent last year at this date and the 
five-year average of 50 percent. Pasture feed condition averaged 89 percent on April 1, compared with 90 percent a year 
earlier and 85 percent, average for the date. 


Farm Stocks of Feed Grains Down: Total farm stocks of all feed grains on April 1 were down 4 percent from a year earlier 

and 3 percent below the April 1 five-year (1961-65) average, Com stocks on farms at 
343 million bushels were 4 percent less than a year earlier, Oat stocks at 17 million bushels were I percent below April 1, 
1966, Corn and oats comprise essentially 100 percent of the total feed grain stocks. 


Soybean Farm Stocks Up: eee stocks on farms as of April 1 are estimated at 36.6 million bushels, not quite a fourth 
of last year's crop, but 6,4 million bushels larger than comparable stocks a year earlier. 


Wheat Stocks Up: Wheat stocks on farms have been largely depleted in accord with the usual seasonal pattern. As of 
April 1, growers held on farms 2.5 percent of their 1966 crop or 1, 460, 000 bushels, compared with 
852, 000 bushels a year earlier and the five-year average of 1,424, 000 bushels, 


Farm Labor; Farm workers on [Illinois farms numbered 154, 000 during the survey week of March 19-25, Principal activities 

consisted of spring plowing for corn and soybeans, seedbed preparation and seeding of small grains, spreading 
fertilizer and maintenance of farm machinery. Family workers were estimated at 133,000 or 86 percent of all farm workers 
in March, Family workers were up 12 percent from February, but were down 5 percent from March 1966, Hired workers 
totaled 21,000 in March, up seasonally from February but down 22 percent from March 1966,

Winter Wheat Crop 10 Percent Above Last Year: The April 1 forecast of winter wheat production is 1, 162 million bushels-- 
10 percent more than last year, and 20 percent above average. The indi- 


cated yield per seeded acre is 21.5 bushels compared with 24.6 in 1966 and the average of 22.7 bushels. Rye condition on 
April 1 was 8 points below a year earlier, 


Winter grains entered winter in generally good to excellent condition across the Nation, except the important Central 
and Southern Plains, In this area, an extremely dry fall restricted root development and plant growth, permitting some winter 
damage from wind erosion. Continued lack of moisture through March, except in parts of Texas, Eastern Oklahoma, and 
Eastern Kansas, caused some loss of wheat acreage. Further, much non-irrigated wheat, missed by the showers, is very poor, 
and good rains are needed to prevent further losses. In the Northern Plains, inadequate snow cover permitted some wind 
erosion, although small grains are generally in good condition. Additional moisture is needed as wheat begins to grow. 


Small grains wintered with relatively light losses in the Central and Eastern Corn Belt and current prospects are good. 
Soil moisture is generally adequate, Small grains also wintered well in the South Atlantic and Eastern South Central States 
with about normal spring growth. A mild winter and ample moisture favored small grains in the Pacific Northwest, where 
prospects are generally good to excellent. 


Farm Stocks of Feed Grains and Wheat Lower - Oilseeds Up: Tonnage of the four feed grains stored on farms on April 1 


totaled 5 percent less than a year earlier and 2 percent below 
average. Farm stocks of corn were down 4 percent from April 1, 1966 and oats 21 percent. Record high stocks of sorghum 
grain were 2 percent higher, and barley stocks 15 percent higher than a year earlier, 


Farm stocks of food grains were 6 percent less than a year earlier but 11 percent above average. Stocks of all wheat 
were down 6 percent, and durum wheat 41 percent, from April 1, 1966, 


Record soybean stocks on farms April 1 were 46 percent more than a year earlier and 66 percent above average. 
Flaxseed stocks on farms were down 48 percent from last year. 


Fieldwork Progressing Well: March weather and soil conditions in the southern half of the Nation from Eastern Oklahoma 

and Texas to the Atlantic permitted good progress with land preparation and spring planting. 
in nearly all States in this area some corm was planted--over half the intended acreage was planted in Texas and one-third 
in Louisiana. Plowing for spring planting was 70 percent complete in Tennessee--two weeks faster than usual, and 65 per- 
cent in Mississippi--slightly ahead of last year, 


In the North Central States, fieldwork made generally less than usual progress in eastern areas, but was about on 
schedule in western portions, Wet soils delayed land preparation and seeding in Ohio and Indiana, In Illinois approximately 
60 percent of land intended for corn and soybeans had been plowed by April 1, Land preparation and seeding got off to an 
early start in most western areas of the North Central States, although dry soils limited some seeding in Kansas and Nebraska. 


Little fieldwork was possible in March in the North Atlantic States because of snow and wet fields. In the western 
part of the Nation, preparation of spring seedbeds had just begun in Northern Mountain States, but planting was progressing 
well in Southern Mountain and Pacific Coast States. 


Pastures Poor in the Plains: Reported pasture condition for the 30 States surveyed on April 1 was 74 percent of normal-- 

7 percentage points below a year earlier and 4 points below average, The declines were due 
largely to poor pastures in the Great Plains from Kansas and Colorado southward. In the remaining areas pastures generally 
are in good condition, Recent showers improved pastures in Eastern Kansas and Oklahoma and parts of Texas, but more 
moisture is needed. 


Livestock are generally in good condition in all areas of the Nation, Supplies of hay and roughage are adequate 
despite scattered reports of local shortages. Conditions generally have favored calving and lambing. 
‘ 
March Weather Generally Mild and Dry: March temperatures averaged above normal over most of the U.S. except in the 
Northeast from Virginia and Ohio through New England, and in most States along 
the northern border and Pacific Coast. Severe cold pushed into the Southeast March 17 and 18, seriously damaging the peach 
crop in the Carolinas and parts of Georgia. 


March precipitation varied greatly but was below normal over much of the South, the Central and Southern Rocky 
Mountain States, and across the North--from the Dakotas to Northern New England. Parts of the critically dry Central and 
Southern Plains received the first significant precipitation in months, Locally heavy showers the third week of March in 
parts of Central Texas, Eastern Oklahoma and Kansas provided some relief from the extreme dryness, but missed much of 
the heavy wheat area. Moisture supplies were short in parts of the Northern Plains, particularly Nebraska, but not critical. 
However, more moisture is needed for spring planting and growth of small grains, : 


In most of the Central and Eastem Corn Belt States, soil moisture was generally adequate, In Missouri and Iowa, 
topsoil moisture is considered adequate over more than half of each State but reserves are generally short, March precipitation 
was below normal throughout much of New York and Northern New England but well above average in the rest of the North 
Atlantic area, 


In the South Atlantic and Eastern South Central States, March precipitation, highly variable, generally was above 
normal in northern areas and below in southern portions, 


In the West, precipitation was below normal except in Montana, Idaho, and the Pacific Coast States. Irrigation water 
supplies for 1967 are expected to be adequate for most areas. Reservoir storage is near average for most irrigated areas, but 
much below average streamflow is expected in New Mexico and Arizona.

Fieldwork was hampered during much of April by frequent rains, Oat seeding was 
delayed in the North but only a limited acreage was expected to be seeded after May l. 
Oats are emerging well, but warmer weather is needed. Plowing for corn and soybeans 
was nearly 85 percent complete by May 9, only slightly behind average but nearly three 
weeks behind last year. Corn planting started in southern areas in late April and a 
modest beginning is now evident in most areas, but progress has been slowed by cool, 
damp weather. Pastures are in excellent condition and currently are supplying about 
75 percent of livestock roughage requirements. Alfalfa and red clover made rapid growth 
the past month. Alfalfa weevil populations are reported high in some fields in the south- 
ern third of the State. 


Winter Wheat: Prospective 1967 winter wheat production is forecast at 74 million bushels. 
— This is 27 percent above last year and 20 percent above the 1961-65 aver- 
age. Yield is forecast at 40.0 bushels per acre, one bushel below last year's record 
high of 41,0, but four bushels above the five-year average of 36.0 bushels. Acreage 
intended for harvest is estimated at 1,851,000 acres, 30 percent above last year and 

8 percent above average. Persistently cool weather over the State slowed development 
from its early start in March, but maturity is still well advanced in the southern part of 
the State. Excess moisture has caused some yellowing of the lower leaves but flooding 
or damage seems limited. 


Rye: The condition of rye on May 1 was reported at 94 percent of normal--down two 
points from a year earlier, but one point above average. 





Hay Stocks: Hay stocks on Illinois farms May 1 were 21 percent below a year earlier 
and 4 percent below the 1961-65 average. Disappearance of hay from 
January 1 to May 1 this year amounted to 53 percent of last year's production. 


Farm Labor: Workers on Illinois farms numbered 170,000 during the survey week of 
— April 23-29, Fieldwork was hampered greatly by rains during the survey 
period. Family workers estimated at 145,000 comprised 85 percent of ail farm workers 
in April, Family workers were up 9 percent from March but down 9 percent from April 
1966. Hired workers totaled 25,000 in April, up seasonally from March but down 

14 percent from a year earlier.

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UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


Winter wheat prospects improved slightly during April and the 1967 crop is expected to be larger than last year, and 
average. Spring fieldwork is lagging across the Northern and Wester parts of the country where wet soils and cool temperatures 
have slowed progress. Widespread rains April 11-13 over much of the critically dry Central and Southern Great Plains halted 
deterioration of winter wheat and late April rains relieved the immediate threat of serious drought over most of the Southeast. 
Peach prospects are sharply below last year in the Southern States, Pasture and hay crop prospects are slightly below a year earlier, 
These should improve when warmer weather arrives because topsoil moisture supplies are generally favorable. April milk produc- 
tion was about the same as a year earlier, but egg production was 6 percent above April 1966, 


Prospective production of winter wheat increased slightly during April and the 1967 crop is now expected to be 13 percent 
larger than last year and 23 percent above average. Widespread rains April 11-13 in the critically dry Central and Southern Great 
Plains halted deterioration and improved prospects in Kansas, Oklahoma, and parts of Texas, However, for many fields, the rains 
came too late, Moisture supplies, especially in the subsoil, are stil) critically short in parts of western Kansas, western Oklahoma, 
eastern Colorado, and New Mexico, On April 21 to 24 sub-freezing temperatures in the Central Great Plains caused some damage 
to winter wheat in parts of Kansas and Colorado. Prospects in other winter wheat producing areas, except the Southeast, continue 
good to excellent. The expected yield is 26.8 bushels per harvested acre, compared with 27.4 bushels in 1966. 


April temperatures averaged well below normal in New England, the Northern border States west of the Great Lakes, and 
in most Wester States. California, particularly, had a cold month. Elsewhere, despite coolness during the last week of April, 
temperatures averaged from slightly above normal in the Northern United States to well above in the South Atlantic and South 
Central States. The last week of April brought freezing temperatures as far south as northern Oklahoma and Arkansas. A late 
season blizzard hit parts of Montana, the Dakotas, and 
Nebraska on April 30, Snowfall also occurred in most 
Central and Northern Rocky Mountain States the last week 
of the month. Snowpack over the western mountains ; PASTURE FEED CONDITIONS* 
exceeded previous records for this time of year, Rainfall Fie el May 1, 1967 
was near to above normal over a large part of the country. 24 
A major exception was the Atlantic and Gulf Coast States 
from New York to Louisiana, Precipitation in this area, 
particularly the Carolinas, Georgia, Florida, and Alabama, 
was very light from mid-March to mid-April, Showers the 
last half of April gave temporary relief from the prolonged 
dry spell except in Florida, southern Georgia, and southern 
Alabama, Widespread rains hit much of the dry Central 
and Southern Great Plains April 11-13, halting deterioration 
of winter wheat.

the month, development in this group of States is about normal, In the Central Corn Belt States and along the western side, from 
South Dakota to Kansas, April weather favored fieldwork and seeding of spring grains has progressed at the usual pace, Planting 
of corn was just beginning in Nebraska, Iowa, and Illinois, In Kansas, 22 percent of the corn had been planted, and in Missouri, 
15 percent--about normal for both States but slightly behind a year earlier, 
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Progress of spring work was normal or earlier in most South Atlantic and South Central States early in April, However, a 
prolonged period of light rainfall which began in March continued through the first three weeks of April delaying planting and crop 
growth, Considerable tobacco was irrigated, Rains over most of the area during the last ten days of April eliminated the immedi-. 
ate threat of heavy damage from droughty conditions which were becoming acute, Cool temperatures at the end of April slowed 
crop growth and germination. Some replanting has been done and more will be necessary. Little spring fieldwork has been accom- 
plished in the North Atlantic States because of continued cool, wet weather. Soil moisture supplies generally are adequate. 
Excessive rains in all but desert areas brought fieldwork to a virtual standstill in California. Farmers are two to four weeks behind 
usual in land preparation and planting. Cool, wet weather also disrupted spring fieldwork in Central and Northern Rocky Mountain 
States, slowing crop development, Moisture supplies, including prospects for irrigation water, improved, Arizona and New Mexico 
continued very dry. 


The reported condition of hay crops on May 1 averaged two percentage points below a year earlier and one point below aver- 
age. Prospects are equal to or better than last year in many States in the North Central and South Central regions, a few States in 
the North Atlantic region and in the Pacific Northwest. Elsewhere prospects are poorer and sharpest declines are expected in the 
South Atlantic States, Pasture condition on May 1 averaged 81 percent of normal--two percentage points below a year earlier but 
the same as average. Pastures developed slowly in most Central and Northern Rocky Mountain States as continued cold weather 
delayed growth. Growth of pastures was also restricted by dry soils over much of the Central and Southern Great Plains. In the 
South Atlantic States, a prolonged dry spell which began in mid-March and continued to April 22 severely damaged pastures, How- 
ever, on May 1, topsoil moisture was generally adequate throughout most of the country, except parts of the Central and Southern 
Great Plains and Florida. Pastures should develop rapidly when the weather warms, Farmers in northern areas were still feeding 
some hay on May 1, particularly in areas hit by the late-April blizzard and dry areas in the Southern Plains. Stocks of hay on farms 
on May 1 were 3 percent less than a year earlier but 9 percent above average,

Corn and soybean planting lagged during much of May as frequent storms 
interrupted fieldwork. However, during the latter part of the month planting was 
active and by June 6, corn planting was over 90 percent completed. This compares 
with the five-year average of over 95 percent completed by the same date. Replanting 
has been reported in several central and south-central areas, due to crusting and 
poor germination of early planted fields. Soybean planting was about 70 percent 
completed by June 6 compared with the five-year average of 85 percent for this date. 
Progress is more advanced in the northern half of the State. Wheat generally is in 
excellent condition, Nearly all of the acreage has headed, over three-fifths has 
filled and one-fourth is turning yellow. Stage of development is close to last year 
and average. About 15 percent of the oats have headed, slightly behind average. 

Rye is reported in excellent condition. About one-fourth of the first crop of alfalfa 
hay and one-fifth of the red clover hay have been cut, mostly in the southern half of 
the State. Haying is just starting in Northern Illinois. Pastures are in excellent con- 
dition, presently supplying over 90 percent of livestock roughage requirements.

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UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


May was cool with temperatures averaging well beiow normal over most of the country. This continued the below average 
temperatures of the latter part of April and gave many areas five to six weeks of continuous below normal weekly averages. 
Damaging frosts and freezing weather pushed south into the Great Plains as far as Northern Texas early in May with temperatures in 
the low 20's in Northwest Kansas. And, although most southern areas of the Nation generally escaped frost damage, the prolonged 
period of subnormal temperatures was detrimental to some growing crops. 


East of the Mississippi River, May precipitation was generally near or well above normal except in parts of Southeast 
Georgia, Central and Southern Florida, upper portions of Indiana and IJlinois, and most of Michigan and Wisconsin, Frequent 
showers throughout much of this area hampered fieldwork, particularly from the lower Mississippi Valley northeastward to 
New England, However, rainfall continued very light in Florida through mid-May. Moderate to locally heavy showers the last 
two wecks of May partially relieved the severe moisture shortage but additional moisture is badly needed, 


May precipitation was very light in the western Corn Belt and the Great Plains, except Missouri and parts of Eastern Kansas, 
Okiahoma and Texas, until the final few days of the month. Topsoil moisture was becoming too dry for optimum crop develop- 
ment. However, scattered showers beginning around May 26 and continuing into June replenished topsoil moisture over much of 
the area except Minnesota where soils are still dry. Rainfall in the West was highly variable, generally above normal in the 
central Rocky Mountain States and below normal elsewhere, Very little precipitation in New Mexico gave the State seven con-~- 
secutive dry months, 


1967 winter wheat prospects improved during May as cool weather and timely moisture in most areas more than offset 
early May freeze damage in the Central Great Plains, Wheat in Montana, the Pacific Northwest, and the Corn Belt continued 
to make excellent progress, Dry weather and freeze damage reduced yield prospects in Texas, New Mexico, and South Dakota. 
In the East and South, prospects changed only slightly during May. The June 1 indicated production of 1,237 million bushels of 
winter wheat is 4 percent above the forecast of a month earlier, 17 percent more than the 1966 total, and 28 percent above 
average. 


Spring wheat seeding was practically complete in spite of delays caused by wet fields and cool temperatures. Early growth 
has been slow because of generally cold, wet weather, although soils are dry in parts of Minnesota and South Dakota. The fore- 
cast for 1967 production of all spring wheat 
is 313 million bushels, 23 percent more 
than last year and 28 percent above average, 


Wet soils hampered corn planting CROP PROSPECTS* 
during May in most East North Central ¢ > June 1, 1967 
States. Sunny weather the last week to 
ten days accelerated fieldwork, but by ty pe bee : 


the end of the month planting was still 
slightly behind normal in Illinois and 
Wisconsin, and well behind the usual 

pace in Ohio and Indiana. West North 
Central States have experienced fewer 
delays and planting progress has gener- 
ally been ahead of the usual pattern over 
most of this area. By the end of May, 
planting was nearing completion in Iowa 
and South Dakota. In South Central areas, 
corm planting progressed well in April, but 
frequent rains during May hampered prog- 
ress across most of the area. Some fields 
in Kentucky and Tennessee were completely 
wiped out by floods and will need to be

About half of the Illinois acreage was 
planted by the end of May compared 
with 40 percent last year and the normal 
of 70 percent planted, Planting in other Central States was behind both last year and average. Frequent interruption from 
showers held back soybean planting in most Southem States and progress was generally behind last year. Stands of cotton in 
many Southern States are poor because of adverse weather conditions, and reports of plow-up and replanting to soybeans are 
common. 
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Dry soils delayed sorghum planting in most of the important Central and Souther Plains States and progress is behind a 
year earlier, Progress ranged from about a third planted in South Dakota and Kansas to nearly 70 percent in Nebraska and Texas. 
Seeding should pick up rapidly following recent rains in most of the area. 


Reported condition of the Nation's pastures on June 1 averaged 76 percent of normal--6 percentage points below a year 
earlier and 4 points below average. Pastures improved during May in most South Atlantic, South Central, and Western States 
but declined in most North Central and North Atlantic States. 


Hay crop condition averaged 77 percent of normal, 3 percentage points under June 1, 1966 and 6 points below average. 
Hay prospects declined substantially during May in most North Atlantic and North Central States but improved in most south 
central and western regions, 
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July 13, 1967 


Total Crop Acreage Up: Illinois farmers expect to harvest 21.5 million acres of crops in 1967, up 4 percent from the 20.7 million 
acres harvested last year. Larger acreages of corn and wheat are responsible for the increase in total 
acreage. Declines in soybean, hay, and oat acreages were only partially offsetting. 


Over-all yield prospects as of July 1, were above average, despite delayed crop development. Soil moisture as of July 7 was 
reported short by 26 percent of the crop respondents, adequate by 68 percent, and surplus by 6 percent. 


Corn Crop Forecast 19 Percent Above 1966: The production forecast of corn for grain at 996 million bushels is 19 percent above 

the 1966 production and 8 percent above the record high produced in 1965, Growers 
expect to harvest 11.1 million acres for grain--up 6 percent from last year. The indicated yield based on conditions on July tst 
is 90 bushels per acre--10 bushels above last year and 5 bushels above the five-year average. Development of the crop is a few 
days behind average, but about the same as a year earlier. As of July 11, corn averaged 43 inches high and 10 percent had 
tasseled, compared with 40 inches high and 7 percent tasseled a year earlier. 


Soybean Acreage Down: Farmers intend to harvest 5.8 million acres of soybeans for beans this year--one percent less than last 

year. Planting was virtually completed by June 20, about the same as a year earlier, About 35 percent 
of the crop had started to bloom by July 11, compared with 40 percent a year ago. Most areas of the State received needed mois- 
ture the second week of July. 


Wheat Crop 30 Percent Above 1966: Prospective wheat production, at 75.9 million bushels, is 30 percent above last year's produc- 
tion. Indicated yield at 41.0 bushels per acre is the same as last year's record yield. Farmers 

expect to harvest 1,851, 000 acres this year, compared with 1, 424, 000 acres in 1966 and the 1961-65 average of 1, 713, 000 acres, 

Statewide, about 70 percent of the wheat was combined as of July 11, compared with the five-year average of 80 percent. 


Oat Acreage Down: illinois farmers expect to harvest 780, 000 acres of oats in 1967, down 14 percent from 1966. The crop this 

year is forecast at 47.6 million bushels, 13 percent below last year and 34 percent below the five-year 
average. Yield is indicated at 61,0 bushels per acre, one bushel above the record high last year. Development of the crop is 
approximately one week behind average. About 55 percent of the crop is turning yellow and 15 percent is ripe. 


Hay Acreage Down: Growers expect to harvest 1.5 million acres of hay in 1967, 6 percent less than last year and 22 percent 

below the 1961-65 average. Production is estimated at 3.6 million tons, 6 percent below a year earlier. 
Yield is expected to be 2.37 tons per acre this year, the same as the previous year. Harvest of the second cutting of alfalfa hay 
is 45 percent completed and red clover harvest is 90 percent completed. 


Farm Stocks of Selected Grains: Total farm stocks of all feed grains on July 1 were up 5 percent from a year earlier but were 

15 percent less than the July 1 five-year average. Corn stocks on farms at 192 million bushels 
were up 5 percent from a year earlier, Soybean stocks on farms totaled 9.6 million bushels, compared with 1.8 million bushels 
on July 1, 1966. Oat stocks were up 19 percent from a year earlier, 


Farm Labor Employment on Illinois farms totaled 205, 000 workers during the survey week of June 18-24, down 6 percent from 

219,000 persons in May and down 7 percent from 221, 000 workers in June a year ago, Combining wheat, cultivating 
corn and soybeans, and haying were the main farm activities during the survey period, Family workers totaled 162, 000 during 
June, or 79 percent of all farm workers. This is below the 171,000 in May and the 174,000 in June 1966. Hired workers totaled 
43, 000 in June, compared with 48,000 in May and 47,000 a year ago.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - AUGUST 1, 1967 


Illinois' all crop production index computed to 153 as of August 1, the highest level of the eighteen years for which 
the index has been computed. This is 14 points above the previous record high in 1965, 26 points higher than last year's 
index and 31 points over the 1961-65 average. Record production prospects for corn and wheat and a near record outlook 
for soybeans are responsible for the sharp increase in the index. 


Corn Prospects Improve: The production forecast of corn for grain at 1,063 million bushels is 7 percent above the July forecast. 

Indicated production is 16 percent above the previous record high produced in 1965 and 41 percent 
above the 1961-65 average. The indicated yield of 96.0 bushels per acre compares with 80.0 bushels last year and the five- 
year average of 85.0 bushels. Although lodging due to earlicr windstorms is still evident in scattered localities, very little 
breakage of stalks has occurred and the crop is in excellent condition generally. Well over 90 percent of the acreage had 
tasseled as of August 8. 


Soybean Production Above Last Year: Prospective soybean production, at 175 million bushels, is 10 percent larger than last 

year's crop of 159 million bushels, which was near average. The indicated yield at 
30.0 bushels per acre is a half bushel higher than the previous record high of 29,5 bushels in 1965 and three bushels above last 
year's yield of 27.0 bushels. Soybean development is running a week to ten days behind average, but nearly the same as last 
year, Advancement across mid-State is moderately ahead of other areas, 


Wheat Production Record High: Near record yields on a sharply increased acreage have produced a record wheat crop of 

74.0 million bushels. The current production estimate is up 27 percent from last year and 
20 percent above the 1961-65 average. The indicated yield of 40.0 bushels per acre is one bushel below last year's record 
high, but four bushels above the five-year average. 


Oat Production Down: Production of oats is estimated at 46.0 million bushels, 3 percent below the July forecast and 15 per- 

cent less than last year. This year's crop is 36 percent below the 1961-65 average, reflecting a continu- 
ing downward trend in acreage, The yield at 59.0 bushels per acre is one bushel below last year's record high yield but four 
bushels above average. Oat harvest has been delayed by heavy rains and high humidity in some areas. As of August 8, about 
85 percent of the acreage had been harvested, about a week to ten days behind average. 


Hay Production: Hay production is estimated at 3.6 million tons. This is 2 percent above the previous month's forecast, 

although 4 percent below the 3.8 million tons produced last year and 15 percent below the five-year average. 
Second cutting of alfalfa hay was 80 percent harvested as of August 8, Weather conditions continue to promote good growth 
throughout the State, but have created problems in curing. 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 194,000 persons during the survey week of July 23-29, down 5 percent 
from June and down 9 percent from July 1966, Principal farm activities during the survey week included 

cultivating and spraying soybeans and late com, combining oats, cutting and baling hay and mowing weeds, Family workers 

totaled 154,000 during July or 79 percent of all farm workers, This compared with 162,000 family workers in June and 

166,000 in July 1966. The estimate of hired workers at 40,000 in July compares with 43,000 in June and 48,000 in july 

last year.

UNITED STATES 


Production of most small grains dropped below earlier expectations because of adverse harvesting conditions in some areas 
and dry weather in the Northern Plains and the Pacific Northwest. However, prospects for many late maturing crops improved 
due to adequate soil moisture supplies in most areas, 


The all crops production index of 117 on August 1 is a record high--5 points (4 percent) above last year and 2 points 
(2 percent) above 1965. A record high feed grain tonnage is in prospect while food grains and oilseeds are well above last year. 


Total production of the four feed grains is expected to be 174 million tons--11 percent more than last year and 20 percent 
above average. Acreage of corn for grain is up 8 percent from last year and the yield per acre is expected to be a record-- 
2.1 bushels above the previous high. 


Food grain production is expected to be 14 percent more than last year and 24 percent above average. The current forecast, 
however, is S percent below a month earlier. Prospects for winter and spring wheat and rye declined during July because of 
adverse harvesting conditions in some areas, Popcorn acreage is down 18 percent. 
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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - SEPTEMBER 1, 1967 





Mlinois' all crop production index computed to 159 as of September 1, up six points from last month and the highest level 
of the eighteen years for which the index has been computed, This month's index is twenty points above the previous record high 
in 1965, 32 points higher than last year and 37 points above the 1961-65 average. Record production prospects for corn, soybeans 
and wheat are responsible for the sharp increase in the index, 


Com Prospects Up: Prospective production of corn for grain in Illinois, on September 1, is forecast at 1, 118’ million bushels--five 

percent more than was indicated on August 1, Prospective production this year is 22 percent larger than the 
record 919 million bushels produced in 1965 and 48 percent larger than the 1961-65 average of 756 million bushels. The indicated 
yield of 101.0 bushels per acre is 7.0 bushels above the previous record and 16.0 bushels above the five-year average. Favorable 
growing weather continued during August, boosting prospects substantially. Development to date is a few days behind last year and 
slightly more than a week Jater than average. Lush growth is expected to maximize translocation of dry matter from plant to grain, 
but normal fall weather will be needed to minimize possible frost damage. 


Soybean Prospects Brighter: Prospective soybean production at 181 million bushels is 14 percent above last year's crop, The indi- 

cated yield at 31.0 bushels per acre is one bushel larger than forecast a month earlier, 1.5 bushels 
higher than the previous record of 29.5 bushels, and 2.8 bushels above the five-year average, Development remains a few days 
behind last year and a week behind average. A few early fields have been harvested. 


Farm Soybean Stocks: Stocks of old crop soybeans on farms September i are estimated at 2.4 million bushels, down from 9.6 million 
bushels on July 1 this year, but up sharply from September 1, 1966 stocks of 355, 000 bushels, 


Hay Production: Hay production is estimated at 3.8 million tons, up 5 percent from the August 1 forecast, and the same as last 

year's crop, but well below the five ~year average of 4,3 million tons. Yields of second and third cuttings of 
alfalfa were high, but quality was lowered by wet, cool weather, Harvest of the third cutting of alfalfa is well advanced, although 
slightly behind average progress to this date, 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 186, 000 persons during the survey week of August 20-26, down four percent from 

July and six percent below August 1966, Farm employees consisted of 149,000 family workers and 37, 000 hired 
workers. This compares with late July figures of 159, 000 family workers and 39, 000 hired workers, Main farm activities were 
baling hay and straw, cutting weeds, repairing equipment, and plowing for winter wheat. Sweet corn and lima bean harvests were 
in full swing; however, tomato harvest was just beginning due to slowness of ripening.

Total crop prospects improved during August, although dry 
spots reduced output in some areas, Cool weather across the 
eastern two-thirds of the country further delayed crop progress 
already behind normal in most northern areas. The northwestern 
portions of the Corn Belt and the Southern Great Plains were 
generally dry. 


FEED CROP PROSPECTS* 


The "all crops" production index rose one point during August 
to a record 118-56 points (S percent) above last year and 3 points 
(3 percent) above 1965. Total feed grain prospects continue at 
record levels, Wheat, rice, peanuts, and sugarcane are among 
other crops setting new production levels in 1967. The composite 
index of yield per acre covering 28 leading crops also rose 1 point 
and, at 123, is one point above last year,

Tonnage of the four grains in 1967 is expected to total 175 mil- mapper 
lion tons--up 1 percent from the August 1 forecast. The indicated 
total is 12 percent more than last year and 21 percent above average.

to more than offset below average crops of oats and barley. Prospects 
improved during August for com, oats, and barley but expected production of sorghum grain declined.

Feed crop prospects, as rated by crop reporters across the country, are shown on the map, Prospects are generally good to 
excellent except in portions of the Great Plains and several adjoining States, and scattered areas in the lower Mississippi Valley, 
the Pacific Northwest, Northern Arizona, and near the Great Lakes. Two large areas--one in central and southern Texas and one 
in Northern Montana and North Dakota--have poor to very poor prospects. Between these areas, prospects are fair to excellent, 
Scattered areas showing only fair prospects are also located near the Great Lakes, in the lower Mississippi Valley, Northern Arizona, 
and the Pacific Northwest. 


The Nation expects its first billion-bushel soybean crop, Prospective yields per acre, as of September 1, are above a month 
earlier despite some dry weather damage in parts of the North Central region. Production of oilseeds, expected to total 35,3 mil- 
lion tons, is one-fifth more than average and 4 percent above last year, Outlook for peanuts and flaxseed also improved during 
August, but adverse weather in the Southeast and Delta States lowered prospective cotton production.

[inois' all crop production index computed to 162 as of October 1, up three points from a month earlier and 23 points 
above the previous record high in 1965. This month's index is forty points above the five-year (1961-65) average. Record high 
production prospects for corn, soybeans, and wheat are responsible for the sharp increase in the index, 


Winter wheat seeding was slightly over one-half completed as of October 10, about the same as last year but slightly behind 
average. Pastures generally are in good to excellent condition, 


Com Prospects Higher: The 1967 Illinois corn crop is forecast at 1,140 million bushels, up 2 percent from the September 1 fore - 
cast. Prospective production is 24 percent greater than the record 1965 crop of 919 million bushels and 
51 percent larger than the five-year average of 756 million bushels, The indicated yield of 103 bushels per acre is up two bushels 
from a month earlier, nine bushels larger than the previous record high and eighteen bushels above the 1961-65 average. Develop- 
ment has been rapid the past two weeks but maturity still lags about a week behind average. As of October 10, virtually all of the 
crop was in or beyond dent stage and about 85 percent was safe from frost. Very little acreage would now be materially affected 
by low temperatures short of a sustained freeze. Harvest for grain has begun in a few scattered fields, most commonly in the two 
southernmost districts. 


Soybean Prospects Unchanged: Soybean production in Illinois is forecast at 181 million bushels, the same as on September 1, 

although 14 percent above the 1966 crop and 13 percent above the 1961-65 average. The esti- 
mated yield at 31,0 bushels per acre. is the same as last month's forecast, 4,0 bushels above last year's yield and 2,8 bushels above 
the five-year average. About 55 percent of the crop was harvested by October 10, the same as last year, but well behind the aver- 
age of two-thirds completed. Harvest is most advanced in the Central (C) and East (E) Districts, 


Hay Production: Production of all hay is estimated at 4.0 million tons, up S percent from the September 1 forecast. This year's 
crop compares with 3.8 million tons produced last year and the five-year average of 4,3 million tons, Yields 
of the third cutting of alfalfa, which is virtually complete, were high. 


Grain Stocks on Farms: Feed grain stocks on Mlinois farms on October 1 are estimated at 1,4 million tons, 18 percent less than a 

year earlier and 23 percent below the October 1 five-year average, Corn stocks on October 1 totaled 33.4 
million bushels compared with 41.4 million bushels a year earlier, Oat stocks estimated at 30.8 million bushels compared with 
37.0 million bushels on October 1, 1966. 


Wheat stocks on October 1 totaled 10.4 million bushels compared with 9.3 million bushels a year earlier, 


Farm Labor and Wage Rates: A total of 181,000 persons were employed on Illinois farms during the survey week of Septem- 

ber 17-23, down 3 percent from both last month and a year ago, The 181,000 persons employed 
consisted of 147,000 family workers and 34,000 hired workers, Hired workers’ wages per month averaged $284 with house, fur- 
nished and $214 with board and room, up $14 and $19 respectively from last year. Daily rates were reported at $9.90 with board 
and room and $12.20 without board and room, up 50 and 90 cents respectively from a year earlier, Average pay per hour was 
$1.44 compared with $1.35 in September 1966, Farm wage rates vary considerably in different areas of Illinois,

UNITED STATES: Total crop prospects declined slightly in September because dry soils and freezing temperatures lowered pros- 
pective yields for late fields in some northwest parts of the Corn Belt and hurricane "Beulah" reduced crop 

prospects in Southern Texas, September temperatures averaged below normal over much of the country, further delaying crop 

progress, The all crops production index declined one point in September but, at 117, was still a record high--5 points (4 percent) 

above last year and 2 points (2 percent) above 1965. Despite frost and hurricane damage, record crop prospects continue for feed 

grains, soybeans, wheat, rice, peanuts and sugarcane. The composite index of yield per acre for 28 leading crops is the same as 

a month earlier and, at 123, is 1 point above last year's index, 


Feed grain production in 1967 is expected to total 176 million tons--up slightly from a month earlier and 12 percent more 
than last year. Prospects for corn improved about 1 percent during September. Lack of moisture and freeze damage reduced 
prospects in northwest portions of the Corn Belt but improvement in a number of other North Central States more than offset the 
loss, Total production 15 percent above 1966, is expected to be a record, Sorghum grain prospects declined slightly as cool 
weather in the heavy producing Great Plains slowed maturity, On October 1 a number of fields were still green to just turning 
color, Much of this late acreage will need a late frost to permit maturity without damage, Barley and oats are not estimated 
on October 1, but last month's estimate was below average for both crops. Farm stocks of feed grains on October 1 were 0,4 
percent more than last year but 10 percent below average. 


Oilseed production prospects declined slightly in September, but the 1967 total is expected to be 4 percent more than last 
year and 19 percent above average. Indicated production of soybeans dropped 1 percent in September because of dry soils and 
frost damage in parts of the west North Central Region. However, the 1967 crop will exceed last year's record production by 
7 percent, 
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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - NOVEMBER Lo G7, 


The "all crops" production index for [linois computed to 160 as of November 1, down two points from a month earlier, 
This month's index is 21 points above the previous record high in 1965 and 38 points above the five-year (1961-65) average, 
A two percent decline in prospective corn production is responsible for the drop in the index. Harvest progress was hampered 
during October by wet weather, Approximately 85 percent of the winter wheat has been sown, about ten days behind last 
year. Plowing for 1968 corn and soybeans is less than one-fourth completed, compared with one-third last year, Pastures are 
supplying about 75 percent of the roughage requirements for livestock. 


Corn Production Down Slightly: Illinois' 1967 prospective corn production is 1,118 million bushels, down 2 percent from last 

month's forecast, Prospective production is 22 percent more than the record 1965 crop of 919 
million bushels and 48 percent more than the five-year average of 756 million bushels. The indicated yield of 101 bushels 
per acre is two bushels less than a month earlier, but seven bushels larger than the previous record high yield and sixteen 
bushels above average, Harvest progress during October was hampered by wet fields, high moisture content and later than 
usual maturity of the crop. Very little progress has been made since mid-October, but development of a clearing trend affords 
hope of substantial progress in the next few days. As of November 7, harvest was about 15 percent completed, over two weeks 
behind last year and almost four weeks behind average, 


Soybean Production Up Slightly: Soybean production in IUinois is estimated at 184 million bushels, up 2 percent from the 

October forecast, This is 16 percent above the 1966 crop and 15 percent above the 1961-65 
average, The estimated yield at 31,5 bushels per acre is a half bushel higher than Last month's forecast, 4,5 bushels above 
last year's yield and 3.3 bushels above average. Harvest was 85 percent complete as of November 1, five days behind last 
year and ten days behind average, 


Farm Labor: A total of 183, 000 persons was employed on IHinois farms during the survey week ending October 28, This was 
an increase of one percent from September of this year, but 10 percent below the October 1966 figure, due to 

weather unfavorable for fieldwork. The 183,000 persons employed consisted of 154,000 family workers and 29, 000 hired 

workers, To the extent possible, farm labor was directed to harvest of soybeans and corn, sowing wheat, and fall plowing.

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - JANUARY 1, 1968 


Stocks of the four feed grains on Illinois farms as of January 1 totaled 19.0 million 
tons, 30 percent more than the 14.6 million tons held a year earlier. The January 1968 
total was 21 percent above the five-year (1962-66) average of 15.8 million tons. Corn 
stocks, which accounted for 97.9 percent of the feed grain supply, were 11 percent 
above the previous record high level on January 1, 1966. 
Soybean stocks on farms were the largest on record and 4 percent above a year 
earlier. Hay stocks were 7 percent above January 1, 1967. 
Corn Stocks on Farms: Illinois farmers held 666 million bushels of corn on January l, 
compared with 505 million bushels a year earlier and the five- 
year average of 538 million bushels. A portion of the stocks held on farms was still 
unharvested. Despite above average holdings on farms January 1, farm disappearance 
of corn the past quarter was the largest on record and 26 percent above the previous 
record high of 364 million bushels for the period October-December 1966. 
Oats Stocks on Farms: ‘Farm stocks of oats on January 1, totaled 25 million bushels, 
22 percent less than a year earlier and 45 percent below the 
five-year average. 
Wheat Stocks on Farms: Stocks of wheat on farms at 9.2 million bushels compared 
with 7.3 million bushels a year earlier and the five-year 
average of 5.0 million bushels. 
Rye Stocks on Farms: Rye stocks at 53, 000 bushels compared with 91, 000 bushels on 
January 1, 1967 and the average of 104, 000 bushels. 
Soybean Stocks on Farms: Soybean stocks on farms January 1 totaled a record high 
68 million bushels, 4 percent above last year and 14 per- 
cent above average. The September 1, 1967 farm supply totaled 186.6 million bushels 
(1967 production of 184.2 million bushels plus a carryover of 2.4 million). From this 
supply, the indicated movement from farm for September-December amounted to 118 
million bushels or 63 percent of beginning supplies. This compares with the move- 
ment of 95 million bushels for the corresponding period in 1966.

The farm labor force during the survey week of December 24-30 totaled 152 
thousand workers, same as last year, but 22 percent below last month. Family workers 
were estimated at 135 thousand or 89 percent of all farm workers in December. Num- 
bers of family workers declined 17 percent from a month earlier, but increased 2 per- 
cent from a year earlier. Hired workers numbered 17 thousand in December, down 
48 percent from November, and down 15 percent from December 1966. 

Total farm employment during 1967 averaged 175 thousand workers compared 
with the average of 184 thousand in 1966. Family workers averaged 145 thousand com- 
pared with 152 thousand in 1966 and hired workers averaged 30 thousand, down from 
32 thousand in 1966. 

Monthly farm wages in December averaged $288 with house furnished, and $216 
with board or room. Daily wages were $9.80 with board and room, and $12 without 
board or room. Hourly rates were $1.45 without board or room. Farm wage rates 
vary considerably in different areas of Illinois, but are generally 2 to 5 percent,above 
last year throughout the State. 
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UNITED STATES CROP SUMMARY 


Mild December weather and frequent precipitation further delayed the late corn harvest in Missouri and eastern Corn 
Belt States. Based on the percent harvested as reported by Weather-Crop reporters in 7 Corn Belt States where harvest has 
lagged most, about if percent of the 1967 production in these States remained to be harvested on January Sth, Precipitation 
in December averaged near to above normal over much of the country, but was seasonally light over much of the western half 
of the Nation. Livestock were generally in good condition, Supplemental feeding increased sharply at the end of the month 
because of low temperatures. 


Farm stocks of the four feed grains totaled 113 million tons on January 1, 12 percent more than a year earlier and 9 per~ 
cent above average. Stocks of all wheat on farms were a record 505 million bushels, 23 percent above last year and 42 pereent 
above average. Soybeans held on farms also were at record levels--2 percent above a year earlier, Farm stocks of hay were 
5 percent more than a year earlier and 7 percent above average. 


Fall-seeded grains improved in most South Atlantic and eastern South Central States under favorable moisture and tempera~- 
ture conditions, although growth slowed at the end of the month from below normal temperatures, Winter wheat remained in 
fair to good condition throughout the Corn Belt. In eastern parts of the Central and Southem Great Plains moisture has been 
plentiful and conditions are much better than a year earlier. Snow cover at the end of month was light in portions of the 
Northern Plains, particularly parts of Nebraska, South Dakota, and Montana where sub-zero temperatures brought stress to unpro- 
tected fields, Small grains are developing well in the Pacific Northwest except in some summer fallow counties of Oregon's 
Columbia Basin, In this area, earlier dry weather had caused spotty stands, 


CORN-ON FARMS: January 1, 1968 stocks of corn on farms totaled 3, 353 million bushels, 16 percent more than a year 

earlier, and 12 percent above the 1962-66 average. This equals 71,0 percent of the 1967 production. 
Stocks on North Central Region farms, at 2,948 million bushels, accounted for 88 percent of total U. S. farm stocks. January 1 
stocks include the corn not yet harvested. Disappearance of com from farms in the final 1967 quarter is a record high, 1,939 
million bushels, High moisture in corn impeding farm storage, plus increased use of field shelling equipment contributed to 
increased movement from farms at harvest. This was the sixth consecutive year of increasing disappearance, 


SOYBEANS ON FARMS: Soybeans on farms January 1 are estimated at near 350 million bushels, a record high, Current farm 
stocks are two percent above year-earlier stocks, January 1, 1968 stocks equaled 36.0 percent of 
total 1967 production compared with 37.1 percent a year earlier, 


January 1 farm stocks were above a year earlier in the South Atlantic and South Central regions, where production gains 
were highest in 1967. The North Central States, where 81 percent of the total U. S, farm stocks of soybeans were located, 
had one percent less than a year earlier. Iowa had the largest stocks, at 87 million bushels, followed by Mlinois with 68 million, 
and Minnesota with 47 million. 


The September 1, 1967 farm supply totaled 1,015 million bushels (1967 production of 973 million bushels plus a carryover 
of 42 million), The indicated movement from farms during the September-December period amounted to 665 million bushels-- 
65.5 percent of beginning supplies, A year earlier farm disappearance totaled 588 million bushels, 


HAY STOCKS ON FARMS: January 1 stocks of hay on farms, estimated at 89.2 million tons, were 5 percent more than the 

84.8 million tons a year earlier, Carryover stocks of 21,9 million tons on May 1, 1967 were 
nearly a million tons less than a year earlier, Production of all kinds of hay in 1967 totaled 126 million tons, 4 percent above 
1966. Stocks are sharply higher than a year earlier in all Regions except the North Central. Although fall weather was favor- 
able for grazing in the North Central Region, hay stocks are only slightly larger than a year earlier because of markedly 
decreased production of alfalfa hay in many States. Disappearance of 59,1 million tons from May 1 to January 1 is slightly 
above a year earlier,

Wheat Production Down 23 Percent From Last Year: Prospective wheat production in 1968 is estimated at 59.3 million bushels 

compared with 76.6 million bushels last year and the 1962-66 average of 
62. 0 million bushels. Competition of harvest operations for the restricted time suitable for fieldwork and the delay in combining 
soybeans on ground previously intended for wheat caused a substantial amount of ground to remain unsown. Moderate losses of 
wheat iced over on flooded bottom lands occurred. 


March temperatures were above normal, and during the final week ranged twelve to eighteen degrees above normal. Total 
precipitation for March was below normal as it had been for the first two months of 1968, However, soil moisture as of April 9 
was reported short by only 6 percent of the weekly crop respondents, adequate by 52 percent and surplus by 42 percent. Progress 
of fieldwork is a few days ahead of average because of recent favorable weather, Plowing for corn and soybeans is nearly three- 
fifths completed with one-third of the intended acreage having been plowed last fall, Oat seeding is nearly four-fifths completed 
compared with about one-third last year at this date and the five-year average of two-fifths, Pasture condition averaged 87 per- 
cent on April 1, compared with 89 percent a year earlier and 84 percent, average for this date. 


Farm Stocks of Feed Grains Up: Total farm stocks of all feed grains on April 1 were up 21 percent from a year earlier and 18 per- 

cent above the April 1 five-year (1962-66) average. Corn stocks on farms at 415 million bushels 
were 22 percent more than a year earlier, although oat stocks at 13 million bushels were 26 percent below April 1, 1967. Corn 
and oats comprise essentially 100 percent of the total feed grain stocks. 


Soybean Farm Stocks Up: Soybean stocks on farms as of April 1 are estimated at 46.0 million bushels, one-fourth of last year's 
crop and 9,1 million bushels larger than comparable stocks a year earlier, 


Wheat Stocks Up: Wheat stocks on farms have been largely depleted in accord with the usual seasonal pattern, As of April 1, 
growers held on farms 3,0 percent of their 1967 crop or 2.3 million bushels, compared with 1.5 million bushels 
a year earlier and the five-year average of 1,4 million bushels. 


Farm Labor: Farm workers on Illinois farms numbered 156, 000 during the survey week of March 24-30, Principal activities 
consisted of shredding stalks, spring plowing for corn and soybeans, discing, spreading fertilizer and sowing oats. 

Family workers were estimated at 134, 000 or 86 percent of all farm workers in March, Family workers were up 12 percent 

from February, and were identical to those in March 1967, Hired workers totaled 22,000 in March, up seasonally from February 

and also were identical to those in March 1967,

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UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


Winter Wheat Crop improves: The April 1 forecast of winter wheat production is 1, 219 million bushels--1 percent more than 
last year and 26 percent above average. The indicated yield per seeded acre is 24,5 bushels 
compared with 22,3 in 1967 and the average of 22.7 bushels, Rye condition on April 1 was one point above average. 


Dry weather in the fall and winter limited growth and development of winter wheat in Central and Northern Great Plains. 
Snow cover, light at times during the winter, seemed sufficient to protect the crop from severe cold. However, in March 
short growth and continuing dry soils permitted some damage from wind erosion in parts of Colorado, Kansas, Nebraska, and 
South Dakota. Rain and snow during the first few days of April partly relieved the exceptionally dry conditions over much 
of the area, except western Kansas and eastern Colorado. However, subsoil moisture is short, and more moisture soon will be 
needed, Small grains were in good to excellent condition in the Southern Great Plains, because moisture supplies have been 
adequate to surplus in most areas, except the Oklahoma Panhandle. 


Seeding of winter wheat last fall was prolonged over much of the Corn Belt during the late fall harvest. Late seeded 
fields made very little growth before winter set in, A lack of snow cover in February and below normal temperatures caused 
some damage to late seedings. Below normal temperatures in the winter limited growth and development of small grains in 
the South Atlantic and eastern South Central States. However, because of warmer weather during the last part of March and 
ample moisture, small grains were showing considerable improvement. Parts of Georgia and South Carolina were dry, and 
rain is needed before there can be much growth. A mild winter favored wheat in the Pacific Northwest, and small grains, 
except dryland wheat in north central Oregon, were developing well. 


Farm Stocks of Feed Grains, Wheat, Oilseeds, Up: Tonnage of the four feed grains stored on farms April 1 totaled 14 percent 

more than a year earlier and 12 percent above average. Stocks of corn 
were up 16 percent from a year earlier, and sorghum grain, up 10 percent. Barley stocks were 11 percent higher than a year 
earlier and oats 1 percent. 


Farm stocks of food grains were 49 percent more than a year earlier and 65 percent above average. Stocks of all wheat 
were up 51 percent, but stocks of rye were down 10 percent. 


Record soybean stocks on farms April 1 were 8 percent more than a year earlier and 60 percent above average. Flaxseed 
stocks on farms were down 22 percent from a year earlier. 


Field Work Lags Some Areas: Field work increased in tempo the last half of March but on April i lagged behind usual progress 

in many sections of the country. Planting of corn, cotton, and sorghums was underway across 
the southem third of the Nation. However, wet soils and continued cool weather slowed land preparation and spring planting 
in most South Central States in March. In Texas, planting corn, cotton, sorghums, and rice was well behind year-earlier 
progress, Spring plowing in Mississippi was 40 percent complete--behind the 65 percent a year earlier. Land preparation 
progressed well in Georgia and South Carolina during March but dry soils in some areas delayed planting. 


Field work in March progressed rapidly in western North Central States and land preparation and seeding of small grains 
generally were ahead of a year earlier, In Iowa, 25 percent of the oats was seeded. The average is 5 percent. Seeding oats 
and barley also was well ahead of normal in Kansas, where 80 percent of the oats and 60 percent of spring barley were planted, 
The average for oats is 54 and for barley, 44 percent. Wet soils delayed field work until late March over most of the East 
North Central States. In Llinois about 40 percent of the land intended for corn «2d soybeans was plowed, compared with 60 per- 
cent a year earlier, 


in the West, field work generally made good progress during March, except in New Mexico where wet soils hampered 
land preparation, 


Pastures Improved: Reported pasture condition for the 30 States surveyed on April 1 was 80 percent of normal--6 percentage 
points above a year earlier and 3 points above average. The improvement over April 1967 was mostly 

because of sharply better pasture condition in the Great Plains and moderate improvement over much of the West. Although 

in March range feed condition improved in the western States, additional moisture and warmer temperatures are needed to 

hasten growth of range grasses over much of the area, Pasture condition in most of the South Atlantic and eastern South Central 

States is below a year earlier, Growth has been slow because of continuing below-normal temperatures and lack of moisture in 

parts of South Carolina, Georgia, and Florida, 


Livestock generally are in good condition in all areas of the Nation, Supplies of hay and roughage were adequate for 
winter needs. 


Mild March Weather: March temperatures were variable but averaged above normal over much of the country except in 

Georgia, Florida, and most of the South Central States, Generally, the greatest upward departures 
occurred in the North Central States because of unusually mild weather the first and last weeks of March. In the East, from 
the Carolinas northward, mild weather the last half of March reversed the pattern of below normal temperatures that had 
persisted since Christmas, Temperatures in the West have averaged above normal since mid-January. 


Because precipitation in much of the Central and Northern Great Plains was well below normal, this area continued very 
dry through March, Although light to moderate rain and snow in the first few days of April provided some relief, additional 
rain is badly needed. March precipitation was also below normal in the Corn Belt except in a strip along the southern edge from 
Missouri to Ohio, Soil moisture supplies were very short over much of Iowa, Wisconsin, and Minnesota, although early April 
precipitation provided some relief, 


Moisture supplies generally were adequate in most of the Atlantic and South Central States, because moderate to heavy 
March precipitation relieved moisture shortages. However, parts of South Carolina, Georgia, and Florida remain dry, Moisture 
conditions in Texas were the best in years, Oklahoma moisture supplies were adequate to excessive except in the extreme 
Northwest. In the West, March precipitation was highly variable, ranging from well above normal in New Mexico, parts of 
Arizona, and the central Rocky Mountain States to less than half-normal in eastern Washington and Oregon, 
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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - MAY 1, 1968 


Fieldwork advanced rapidly in the northern two-thirds of the State during April, 
but was slower getting started in the South where the soil was too wet. Oat seeding 
was virtually complete by April 23, several days ahead of average. Plowing for corn 
and soybeans was nearly 95 percent complete by May 7, two weeks ahead of average 
and nearly three weeks ahead of last year. However, many fields still remain to be 
plowed in the southern third of the State where wet fields delayed progress earlier in 
the spring. Corn planting has begun in all districts with over one-third completed 
for the State--nearly a week ahead of average. Planting progressed most rapidly in 
central areas. There have been scattered reports of soybean planting, especially in 
the West Southwest District. Pastures are in excellent condition and currently are 
supplying about 80 percent of the roughage requirements for livestock. Alfalfa and 
red clover are making excellent growth. Soil moisture as of May 3 was reported 
short by 36 percent of the crop-weather respondents, adequate by 62 percent, and 
surplus by 2 percent. Topsoil was becoming very dry in some areas during the first 
week of May, but generally there were still adequate reserves of subsoil moisture. 


Winter Wheat: Winter wheat production is forecast at 60 million bushels. This is 

22 percent below last year's crop and 4 percent below the 1962-66 
average. Yield is forecast at 39.0 bushels per acre--the same as last year, 
and 2.0 bushel above the five-year average. Acreage intended for harvest is esti- 
mated at 1,532,000 acres, 22 percent less than was harvested last year and 9 percent 
below average. Favorable weather during April has resulted in good top growth and 
color. Earlier precipitation established adequate subsoil moisture, while above- 
average March and early April temperatures favored early development. Occasional 
ragged stands have stooled heavily. Stages of development range from prejoint in the 
North to boot in the South. 


Rye: The condition of rye on May 1 was reported at 95 percent of normal--up one 
point from a year earlier, and two points above average. The crop is heading 
as far north as mid-State. 


Hay Stocks: Hay stocks on Illinois farms May | were 23 percent above a year earlier 
and 17 percent above the 1962-66 average. Disappearance of hay from 
January 1 to May 1 this year amounted to 51 percent of last year's production. 


Farm Labor: Workers on Illinois farms numbered 181, 000 during the survey week 
April 21-27. Plowing was two weeks ahead of last year, during the 

survey period, with weather conditions generally favorable for seedbed preparation 

and planting. Family workers were estimated at 148, 000 or 82 percent of all farm 

workers in April. Family workers were up 10 percent in number from March and 

1 percent above those in April 1967. Hired workers totaled 33,000 in April, up sea- 

sonally from March and 32 percent above the number employed a year earlier, when 

wet, cool weather hampered field activity.

Winter wheat prospects declined slightly during April, The 1968 crop is now expected to total 2 percent below last year's 
record crop but nearly a fourth above average. Spring fieldwork progressed rapidly in the important North Central States and 
much of the East but slowly in the South Central States. April rainfall was generally heavy in the West North Central and South 
Central Regions, Relatively dry weather in most other regions left scattered areas of deficient soil moisture. Southern peach 
prospects are much improved over last year. Pear and cherry crops in Washington and Oregon have been damaged by cold weather 
and frosts. Pasture and hay crop prospects are slightly better than a year earlier. April milk production was 3 percent less than a 
year earlier, but egg production was up slightly. Production of spring vegetables and potatoes will likely total less than last year. 


Winter Wheat: Expected production of winter wheat declined during April, and the 1968 crop is now expected to be 2 percent 

smaller than last year's record crop but 23 percent above average. Moisture shortages were critical in Western 
Kansas, Easter Colorado, Northwestern Oklahoma, and portions of the Texas High Plains, reducing yield prospects and causing 
some acreage losses, Prospects also declined slightly in Montana because of moisture shortage. Below normal temperatures in 
the West slowed growth. Adequate moisture and above normal temperatures improved prospects over much of the central and 
eastern portions of the Com Belt. The prospective yield of 27.9 bushels per harvested acre compares with 26.6 bushels last year 
and the average of 26.4 bushels, 


April Weather: Despite coolness late in the month, April temperatures averaged above normal in the eastern half of the Nation 

except North Carolina and Tennessee. The cooler weather ended a warm spell which had lasted eight weeks from 
Minnesota to Michigan and about five weeks further east. in contrast, below normal temperatures generally prevailed from the 
Great Plains westward, with the average as much as four degrees to six degrees below normal for much of the Great Basin and the 
central and southern Rocky Mountains, Frost and freezing temperatures caused varying damage to fruit and tender plants. 


Precipitation during April was generally below 
normal in the eastern and westerm thirds of the Nation 
but above normal over much of the central. Heavy 
rains and snow in the Western Corn Belt, except parts 
of North Dakota, Kansas, and Missouri, replenished top- 
soil moisture. Subsoil moisture, however, is still short 
over much of the area. April rains missed western 
Kansas where soils are critically dry. In the Eastern 
Corn Belt, generally below normal precipitation main- 
tained near-adequate soil moisture, although some areas 
were becoming dry at the end of the month. Moderate 
to heavy rains the last week of April partially relieved 
soil moisture shortages developing in the Atlantic States, 
However, more moisture is needed for good crop develop- 
ment. Florida is still very dry; most of the peninsula 
received less than one inch of rain last month, April 
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precipitation in the South Central States was near to well Of HORMAL “

Fieldwork: Fieldwork in the Eastern Corn Belt moved ahead rapidly in April, as warm and relatively dry weather prevailed, Land 

preparation and seeding of spring grains by May 1 was well ahead of last year and generally ahead of normal, Farmers 
in the Western Corn Belt, with an early start in March, registered progress in farm work ranging from near normal in Missouri to 
well ahead in North Dakota, despite some delays from wet topsoils in April. Corn planting was underway in most Corn Belt States 
except extreme northern areas. In Kansas, 20 percent of the intended acreage was planted, compared with 15 percent in Missouri, 
and 10 percent in Ohio. Corn planting in Ohio began unusually early, the third week of April. Good rains in most western areas 
brought much of the Corn Belt's fallseeded grains, pastures, and hay crops to about normal growth rates, 


Hay and Pasture: The reported condition for both hay and pasture on May 1 was above last year and average. Improvement was 
general; only in the Northwest, in western Kansas, and in a few other localized areas were both hay and pasture 
condition below a year earlier. 


Pasture condition averaged 85 percent, compared with 81 percent for both last year and the average. For the eastern half 
of the Nation, above normal temperatures during April combined with generally adequate soil moisture to give pastures a good 
start. Pasture condition was much better than last year in the Southern Plains and the Southwest as early-season precipitation 
encouraged growth, Pastures have developed slowly in the Northwest and upper Northern Plains, where more rain and warmer 
weather are needed, Pastures are poor in Florida, in parts of western Kansas, and in eastern Colorado. 


Condition of hay crops on May 1 was 86 percent. This was three points above a year earlier and two points above average. 
Hay prospects generally equal or exceed last year's prospects. Hay stocks on farms on May 1 were 15 percent above a year earlier 
and 26 percent above average, although feeding to supplement pastures was still necessary in northern areas,

Wet soils hampered corn and soybean planting during May, especially in the 
southern third of the State. However, sunny weather the past week accelerated field- 
work and by June 10, corn planting was about 92 percent completed. This compares 
with 96 percent last year and the five-year average of 98 percent on this date. Soggy 
fields during late May not only interrupted fieldwork, but also created the need for 
extensive replanting. Only 70 percent of the intended soybean acreage has been planted 
compared with 83 percent last year on this date and the average of 89 percent. In the 
East Southeast and Southeast districts only 40 percent of the soybean acreage has been 
planted. Winter wheat generally is in good to excellent condition. About three-fourths 
is in or beyond the filling stage, slightly later than average. Oats stands are generally 
good with nearly a third heading or headed compared with 16 percent a year earlier and 
the average of 36 percent as of this date. Grasses and legumes are in excellent condi- 
tion. Two-fifths of the first crop of alfalfa and more than a fourth of first crop clover 
have been cut. Soil moisture as of June 7 was reported short by 12 percent of the 
respondents, adequate by 67 percent, and surplus by 21 percent. 


Wheat Prospects Unchanged: Winter wheat production in Illinois is forecast at 60 mil- 

lion bushels, unchanged from the May 1 forecast. This 
is 22 percent below last year's production and 4 percent below average. Yield per har- 
vested acre is forecast at 39.0 bushels--the same as last year and 2.0 bushels above 
average. 


Peach Prospects Below Average: ‘The peach crop is forecast at 19.5 million pounds, 
30 percent below last year and 8 percent below aver- 
age. The decrease is a result of freeze damage to buds in most areas outside of the 
Jackson-Union County area. Calhoun and Jersey counties, the State's second most 
important peach producing area, were moderately hit by the freeze. 
Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 174, 000 workers during the survey 
week of May 19-25 down 4 percent from April and 21 percent below May 
1967. Family workers at 146,000 were down one percent from April and 15 percent 
below May 1967. Hired workers totaled 28, 000 in May down 15 percent from a month 
earlier and down 42 percent froma year ago. Fieldwork was hampered greatly by rains 
during the survey week.

Precipitation during May was unusually heavy over a large area from eastern Texas and southeastern Oklahoma northeastward 
to southem New England, Rainfall was highly variable elsewhere, ranging in many instances from well below to above normal 
within individual States. 


Heavy rains the last half of May replenished soil moisture supplies in the eastern Corn Belt but caused widespread flooding in 
central, and southern Ohio and local flooding in parts of central Indiana and central Mlinois. In the western Corn Belt, May precipi- 
tation generally was below normal except in eastern Minnesota, much of Missouri, and in southern Kansas. The extremely dry 
portions of western Kansas received beneficial moisture the second week of May, and for the month, rainfall was near to slightly 
above normal, However, the rains came too late for some wheat fields. By the first of June, much of the upper western Corn Belt 
was short on reserve moisture, and more rain was needed. 


Frequent and sometimes heavy rains kept soils saturated across the South from the Southern Great Plains to the Appalachians, 
Exceptions were in North Florida and the coastal areas of Alabama, Mississippi, and Louisiana. Although rains the last week of 
May afforded some relief, soils were still dry in this area at the end of the month. Torrential rains the second and third weeks 
caused local flooding in Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, northern Louisiana, northern Mississippi, and parts of western Kentucky, 


Production of winter wheat is estimated at a record-high 1.2 billion bushels, This is 3 percent above prospects of a month 
earlier, 2 percent more than produced in 1967, and 27 percent above average. Winter wheat prospects improved during May as 
cool weather and timely showers halted deterioration in the previously very dry portions of the Central Great Plains, The rains 
came too late for a considerable acreage in far western Kansas, southeastern Colorado, the western Panhandle of Oklahoma, and 
extreme northern High Plains of Texas. However, prospects on the acreage remaining for harvest improved materially, Else- 
where in the Great Plains, prospects are generally good. Cool, wet weather delayed maturity but provided excellent filling condi- 
tions, In the East and South, prospects remained good to excellent despite some lodging and flood damage. Winter wheat in 
Idaho was generally in good condition. A lack of moisture continued to plague wheat in Washington and Oregon. Light showers 
the last half of May provided some relief, but dryland wheat was under moderate to severe moisture stress on the first of June. 


Com planting started early in the North Central States and progressed rapidly. In most eastern Corn Belt States, however, 
heavy rains slowed fieldwork after mid-May. Until then, planting had been generally ahead of the usual pace despite much spring 
plowing. Heavy rains the last half of May slowed land preparation and seeding. By June 1, corn planting lagged from Ohio to 
Hlinois, Widespread flooding in central and southern Ohio and parts of central Indiana and [linois will require considerable 
replanting.

National pasture conditions on June 1 
averaged 86 percent. This was 1 point above U. S$. DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE NEG. SRS 213-68(6) STATISTICAL REPORTING SERVICE 
a month earlier, 10 points above a year earlier, and 6 points above average. Adequate to abundant rain in much of the eastern 
half of the country enabled grasses to make good to excellent growth, pointing to a very generous feed supply from pasture. Cool 
weather has slowed development of pasture grass in the North Central Region, and portions of the Central and Northern Plains need 
rain. Moisture shortages prevail in many Western States, and June rains are needed to assure adequate grazing. 





Condition of all hay averaged 84 percent, 7 points above a year earlier and 2 points above average. Hay condition and pro- 
duction prospects follow a pattern similar to pasture condition. Heavy rains in the eastern Corn Belt, Appalachian, North Atlantic 
and South Central Regions promoted lush growth but hindered harvesting activity. The abundant moisture supply will be beneficial 
for subsequent cuttings of hay. Hay development was slow in northern areas, Lack of moisture was a limiting factor in the Western 
States, 


Production of spring vegetables is expected to total 4 percent less than last year but 3 percent above average. Larger spring 
crops than last year are in prospect for snap beans, asparagus, broccoli, carrots, cauliflower, lettuce, and spinach, Less production 
is expected for cabbage, celery, cucumbers, green peppers, onions, sweet corn, and tomatoes. 


Early spring potato production totaled 76 percent more than last year's short crop, but the late spring potato crop is expected 
to be 16 percent below 1967, Early summer potato production is forecast slightly below the 1967 crop,

Total Crop Acreage Declines: Farmers in Iflinois expect to harvest 20,7 million acves of crops in 1968, down 3 percent from the 
24.4 million acres harvested in 1967, Smaller acreages of com, wheat, and hay were only 
partly offset by Langer acreages of soybeans and oats. 


Prospects for "atl crops" as reported by farmers for their localities, as of July 1, were rated good to excellent, Soil moisture 
as of July 5 was reported short by 16 percent of the crop respondents, adequate by 80 percent, and surplus by 4 percent. 


Corn Production Forecast 6 Percent Below 1967: The production forecast of com for grain at 1,026 million bushels is 6 percent 
below the record high production last year, Growers expect to harvest [0,3 mil- 

lion acres for grain--down 6 percent from 1967, The indicated yield based on conditions on July 1st 1s 100 bushels per acre-- 

same as the record high yield last year, Development of the crop is slightly ahead of 1967 but a few days behind average, As 

of July 8, corn height averaged about 40 inches compared with 38 inches a year earlier and the average of 44 inches. A small 

fraction of the acreage had to be replanted due to flood damage, but the odds favor its reaching maturity, 


Soybean Acreage Up: Farmers intend to harvest 6.4 million acres of soybeans for beans this year--up 8 percent from last year. 
Planting was virtually completed by June 25--a few days behind average. Twenty-five percent of the 
acreage was blooming by July 8, compared with 20 percent a year ago. Stands are generally good throughout the State. 


Wheat Crop 22 Percent Below Record High 1967: Prospective wheat production at 59.7 million bushels is 22 percent below last 

year's record crop, Although the indicated yield at 39 bushels per acre is the 
same as last year's yield, this year's acreage is down sharply, Farmers expect to harvest 1, 532,000 acres this year, compared 
with 1,964,000 acres in 1967 and the average of 1,676,000 acres. Statewide, about 70 percent of the wheat was combined as 
of July 8, compared with the five-year average of 75 percent. 


Oat Acreage Up: Illinois farmers plan to harvest 802, 000 acres of oats in 1968, up 4 percent from 1967, The production is 
forecast at 49.7 million bushels, 11 percent more than last year's crop but 23 percent below average. The 

yield is indicated at 62.0 bushels per acre, two bushels above the record high in 1966. The crop generally is in excellent condi- 

tion and development is slightly ahead of last year, About three-fourths of the crop has tumed yellow, {5 percent is ripe, and 

5S percent has been harvested. 


Hay Acreage Down: Growers expect to harvest 1.3 million acres of hay in 1968, 8 percent less than last year and 28 percent 

below average. Production is forecast at 3.2 million tons, 16 percent below a year earlier. The yield is 
expected to average 2.45 tons per acre compared with 2.68 tons in 1967 and the average of 2.29 tons. The second cutting of 
alfalfa hay is about one-third completed and 90 percent of the first cutting of red clover hay has been harvested. 


Farm Stocks of Selected Grains: Total farm stocks of all feed grains on July 1 were 30 percent larger than those of a year earlier 

and 17 percent larger than the July 1 average. Corn stocks on farms at 251 million bushels 
were up 32 percent from July 1 last year. Soybean stocks on farms totaled 15.7 million bushels, compared with 9.6 million 
bushels a year earlier, Oat stocks were down 36 percent from a year earlier, 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 190,000 during the survey week of June 23-29, up 9 percent from 174, 000 

persons in May, but down 8 percent from 207,000 workers in June a year ago. Cultivating and spraying corn and 
soybeans, combining wheat, and haying were the main farm activities during the survey period, Family workers totaled 158, 000 
during June, or 83 percent of all farm workers, This is above the 146,000 in May, but below the 164,000 in June 1967, Hired 
workers totaled 32,000 in June, compared with 28, 000 in May and 43, 000 a year earlier,

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - JULY 1, 1966 


Crop Acreage Up Slightly From 1965: Illinois farmers expect to harvest 20,7 million acres of crops this season, slightly more 
than the 20.4 million acres harvested last year. Increases in corn and oats have been 
largely offset by decreases in hay and wheat. Soybean acreage is expected to be about the same as last year. 


Over-all yield prospects as of July 1 are above average, despite delayed crop development and growing shortages of rainfall. 
Soil moisture as of July 8 was reported short by 62 percent of the crop respondents and adequate by 38 percent. 


Corn Crop Forecast 4 Percent Above 1965: The production forecast of corn for grain at 925 million bushels is 4 percent above 

the record high produced in 1965. Growers expect to harvest 10,3 million acres 
for grain--up 6 percent from last year. The indicated yield as of July 1 is 90 bushels per acre--down 2 bushels from a year 
earlier, but 12 bushels above the five-year average. As of July 12, corn averaged 42 inches in height and 10 percent had 
tasseled. This compares with an average height of 54 inches at this date last year and 25 percent tasseled. 


Soybean Acreage Unchanged: Farmers intend to harvest 6,0 million acres of soybeans for beans this year, the same as a year 

earlier, Planting was virtually completed by June 21, slightly behind last year. About 40 percent 
of the crop had started to bloom by July 12, compared with 75 percent a year earlier, Most of the acreage is coping satisfactorily 
with growing moisture shortages, but scattered late plantings have germinated poorly in southern areas, 


Wheat Crop 2 Percent Below 1965: Prospective wheat production at 55.7 million bushels is 2 percent below last year's production, 

Indicated yield at 39.0 bushels per acre isthree and one-half bushels above last year's yield 
and only one bushel below the record yield of forty bushels in 1963, Farmers expect to harvest 1.4 million acres this year com- 
pared with 1.6 million acres in 1965 and the 1960-64 average of 1.7 million acres. Statewide, about 80 percent of the wheat 
was combined as of July 12, about average for this date, 


Hay Acreage Down: Farmers expect to harvest 1.6 million acres of hay in 1966, 8 percent less than last year and 21 percent 

below the 1960-64 average, Production is estimated at 3,6 million tons, 13 percent below a year earlier, 
Yield is expected to be 2.22 tons per acre this year, compared with 2, 35 tons per acre last year. Harvest of the second cutting 
of alfalfa hay is 30 percent completed and red clover harvest is virtually complete. 


Oats Acreage Up Slightly: Growers expect to harvest 0.9 million acres of oats this year--up 3 percent from 1965, The crop this 
year is expected to be 58.1 million bushels, up 12 percent from last year but 28 percent below the 

five-year average. Yield is indicated at 62 bushels per acre this year--five bushels above the record high realized in both 1963 

and 1965, This year's crop is approximately a week later than average, About 80 percent of the crop is turning yellow and 

20 percent is ripe, compared with the 1960-64 average of 50 percent ripe, : 


Farm Stocks of Selected Grains: Total farm stocks of all feed grains on July 1 were up 24 percent from last year, but were 

25 percent lower than the July 1 five-year average. Corn stocks on farms at 178 million 
bushels were 25 percent above July 1, 1965. Soybean stocks on farms totaled 1.7 million bushels , compared with 3.6 million 
bushels a year earlier, Oat stocks were up 6 percent from a year earlier, : 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 223, 000 workers during the survey week of June 19-25, up 2 percent from 

218,000 persons in May, but down 9 percent from 246, 000 workers in June a year ago, Combining wheat, culti- 
vating corn and soybeans, and haying were the main farm activities during the survey period. Family workers numbered 175, 000 
during June, or 78 percent of all farm workers, This is the same number as in May, although below the 188, 000 in June 1965, 
Hired workers totaled 48, 000 in June, compared with 43,000 in May and 58, 000 a year ago.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - AUGUST 1, 1968 


Illinois' All-Crop Production Index as of August 1, computed to 153 percent of its 1957-59 base value. This is 5 points 
below last year's record high, but 28 points above the 1962-66 average. Record production prospects for soybeans partly 
offset declines from last year in corn, wheat, and hay production. 


Com Prospects Improve: Production of com for grain is forecast at 1,057 million bushels--up 3 percent from a month earlier 

but 3 percent below the record high production last year. The indicated record yield of 103.0 
bushels per acre is 3.0 bushels above the 1967 yield. Frequent July showers and favorable temperatures boosted prospects 
significantly in the northern two-thirds of the State, Late July rains were beneficial in the southern third of the State where 
some moisture shortages existed. As of August 9, about 95 percent of the acreage was tasseled, 


Soybean Production Above Last Year: The long up-trend in soybeans has continued this year, with prospective production, 
at 199 million bushels--8 percent larger than last year's record crop. The indicated 

yield of 31.0 bushels per acre is the same as that of last year, but 3,1 bushels above the 1962-66 average. Development is 

more than a week behind average, but about the same as last year's progress, About three-fifths of the crop is podding. 


Wheat Production Down: Production of wheat is estimated at 55.2 million bushels, 8 percent below the July forecast, 

28 percent below last year's record crop, and 11 percent below the 1962-66 average. This year's 
acreage was down sharply from last year, The indicated yield of 36.0 bushels per acre is three bushels below last year and 
one bushel below the five-year average. Harvest was virtually complete at the end of the third week of July. 


Oat Yield Record High: Production of oats is estimated at 51.3 million bushels, 3 percent more than the July 1 forecast 
and 15 percent more than last year. The estimated record yield of 64,0 bushels per acre is 2.0 

bushels larger than was indicated a month earlier and is 4,0 bushels above the previous record high yield in 1966, July 

weather conditions favored final development of oats, Harvest is approaching completion, a week ahead of last year. 


Hay Production: Hay production is estimated at 3.3 million tons, This is 2 percent above the previous month's forecast, 

although 14 percent below the 3.9 million tons produced last year and 21 percent below the five-year 
average. Second cutting of alfalfa hay is over four-fifths completed, Weather conditions have promoted good growth in 
most areas. 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 193,000 during the survey week of July 21-27, up 2 percent from 

190, 000 persons in June, but down 3 percent from 198, 000 workers in July a year ago. Baling hay and straw, 
combining oats, cutting and spraying weeds, and cultivating were the main farm activities during the survey period, Family 
workers totaled 153, 000 during July, or 79 percent of all farm workers, This compares with 158, 000 in both June this year 
and July 1967, Hired workers totaled 40,000 in July, compared with 32,000 in June and 40,000 a year earlier,

UNITED STATES 


Prospects for most major crops improved during July because moisture was favorable in most areas. Crop development is 
ahead of last year in the important North Central States. The August 1 All Crops Production Index of 121 is 4 points (3 percent) 
above last year's record high. Food grains and oilseeds are above last year and feed grain tonnage is expected to be nearly as 
large as a year ago. The August 1 composite index of yield per acre covering 28 leading crops is 129, a record high, and 
5 points above last year's index of 124. 


Production of the four feed grains is expected to total 174 million tons, slightly below last year's record-high tonnage, but 
17 percent above average. Production of each feed grain except corn is expected to be above last year, Record-high yields per 
acre are indicated for corn and oats, Feed grain acreage for harvest is 3 percent less than last year. 


Food grain production is expected to be up 7 percent from last year--a i percent increase from last month. Prospects for 
winter wheat declined slightly, but indicated production of durum wheat and other spring wheat rose sharply. Popcorn acreage 
for harvest is up 10 percent from a year earlier. 


A 44-percent increase in cottonseed and a record soybean crop boosted the indicated production of oilseeds 13 percent above 
last year, Cotton acreage is up sharply from a year ago because of less acreage diverted and a more favorable planting season. 
Soybean yields on an expanded acreage are expected to be well above last year.

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - SEPTEMBER 1, 1968 


Iinois' All-Crop Production Index as of September 1, computed to 154 percent of its 1957-59 base value. This is 
down 4 points from last year's record high, but up 29 points from the 1962-66 average. Record production prospects for soybeans 
partly offset declines from last year in corn, wheat and hay. 


Com Prospects Unchanged: Production of com for grain is forecast at 1,057 million bushels, unchanged from a month earlier, 

The forecast is 3 percent below last year's record high production, but 33 percent larger than the 
1962-66 average of 792 million bushels. The indicated record yield of 103.0 bushels per acre is 3,0 bushels above the 1967 
yield. Development is slightly ahead of average and nearly two weeks ahead of last year. As of September 9, over 85 percent 
of the acreage was in or beyond the dent stage and 30 percent was mature, Moisture shortages during the latter part of August 
appear to have caused some premature ripening, principally in sandy areas. However, stalks and leaves generally have remained 
green as the ears began to ripen and the bulk of the acreage should accomplish complete translocation of dry matter with existing 
soil moisture. 


Soybean Yield Record High: Production of soybeans is forecast at 205 million bushels--11 percent larger than last year's record crop, 

The indicated record yield of 32.0 bushels per acre is one bushel larger than forecast a month earlier, 
one bushel higher than the previous record, and 4, 1 bushels above the five-year average, Development is a few days ahead of last 
year but about two days behind average. Harvest began this past week in a few scattered fields, 


Farm Soybean Stocks: Stocks of old crop soybeans on farms September 1 are estimated at 3.7 million bushels, down from 15,7 
million bushels on July 1 this year, but up slightly from September 1, 1967 stocks of 2.4 million bushels. 


Hay Production: Hay production is estimated at 3,4 million tons, up 2 percent from the August 1 forecast, but down 12 percent 
from last year and 19 percent below the five-year average of 4,2 million tons, Yields of second and third 
cuttings of alfalfa were good. Harvest of the third cutting of alfalfa is about a week ahead of both last year and average. 


Farm Labor: Employment on [linois farms totaled 180,000 persons during the survey week of August 18-24, down seasonally 

from 193,000 persons in July and four percent below the 187,000 workers in late August a year ago. Baling hay 
and straw, cutting weeds and repairing equipment were the main general farm activities during the survey period, Tomato 
picking was in full swing and harvest of sweet com and lima bean for processing was progressing normally, Family workers 
totaled 148,000 during August, or 82 percent of all farm workers, This compares with 153,000 in July this year and 150, 000 
in August 1967, Hired workers totaled 32,000 in August compared with 40, 000 in July and 37,000 a year earlier,

Feed crop prospects, as rated by crop reporters across the country, are shown on the map. Most of the Corn Belt has good to 
excellent prospects, Prospects are fair with scattered poor areas in parts of the Southeast, Central and Northern Plains and the 
Pacific Northwest. 


Oilseed production is expected to be 14 percent above last year and more than a fourth above average. Soybeans, the most 
important oilseed crop, continue to lead the expansion in oilseed tonnage, although indicated production of cottonseed is up 47 
percent from last year, Oilseed prospects are for a total of 39.0 million tons--2 percent more than a month earlier, Favorable 
weather in August advanced soybean prospects in the North Central and some South Central States. Indicated production of 
peanuts, flaxseed and cottonseed also increased during August. 
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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - OCTOBER 1, 1968 


Illinois' All Crop Production Index as of October 1, computed to 152 percent of its 1957-59 base value, This is three points 
below a month earlier and six points less than last year's record high, but 26 points above the 1962-66 average. Declines from 
a year earlicr in corn, wheat and hay production were partly offset by record high production prospects for soybeans, 


Winter wheat seeding was over 40 percent completed as of October 7, about the same as last year, but slightly behind 
average. Pastures generally are in good to excellent condition, 


Com Prospects‘Down: Production of com for grain is forecast at 1,026 million bushels, dowh 3 percent from a month earlier, 

The forecast is 6 percent below last year's record high production, but 30 percent larger than the 1962-66 
average of 792 million bushels, The indicated yield of 100 bushels per acre is down three bushels from a month earlier, and 
equals last year's record high. The rate of development is near average and over 90 percent of the acreage is safe from frost, 
As of October 7, about 7 percent of the crop had been harvested compared with 2 percent last year and the average of 7 percent 
for this date, Harvest is farthest along in the Central District. 


Soybean Prospects Unchanged: Soybean production in Mlinois is forecast at 205 million bushels, the same as on September 1, 

but 11 percent above the 1967 crop and 28 percent above the 1962-66 average. The estimated 
yield at 32.0 bushels per acre is the same as last month's forecast, 1.0 bushel above last year's record yield and 4,1 bushels above 
the five-year average. About 60 percent of the crop was harvested by October 7, nearly the same as last year, but well behind 
the average of slightly over two-thirds completed. Harvest is well advanced in all areas, 


Hay Production: Production of all hay is estimated at 3.6 million tons, up 5 percent from the September 1 forecast. This year's 
crop compares with 3,9 million tons produced last year and the five-year average of 4.2 million tons, The 
third cutting of alfalfa was virtually complete by October 1 with excellent yields reported. 


Grain Stocks on Farms: _ Feed grain stocks on Illinois farms on October 1 are estimated at 2.1 million tons, 49 percent more 

than a year earlier and 25 percent above the October 1 five-year average. Corn stocks totaled 54.6 
million bushels compared with 33.1 million bushels a year earlier, Oat stocks estimated at 35.9 million bushels compared with 
30.0 million bushels October 1, 1967. 


Wheat stocks on October 1 totaled 9,9 million bushels compared with 10.7 million bushels a year earlier, 


Farm Labor and Wage Rates: A total of 174,000 persons were employed on Mlinois farms during the survey week of Septem - 

ber 22-28, down 3 percent from 180,000 persons in August and 4 percent below the 182,000 
workers in September 1967, Family workers totaled 149,000 during September, or 86 percent of all farm workers, This com- 
pares with 148, 000 for both last month and a year ago. Hired workers totaled 25, 000 in September compared with 32, 000 in 
August and 34,000 a year earlier, Hired workers wages per month averaged $300 with house furnished and $224 with board and 
room, up $16 and $10 respectively from last year. Daily rates were reported at $10.20 with board and room and $12.80 without 
board and room, up 30 and 60 cents respectively from a year earlier, Average pay per hour was $1.55 compared with $1, 44 in 
September 1967, Farm wage rates vary considerably in different areas of Illinois,

UNITED STATES: Total crop prospects declined slightly in September because dry weather in most Atlantic States lowered 
prospective yields for late fields. Continuing favorable conditions in most other areas nearly offset these 
losses, Fall seedings progressed well during the month, Killing frosts, always a threat in northem areas during September, held 
off until after October 1, assuring minimum losses from freeze damage to late maturing crops, The "all crops" production index 
declined 1 point during September to 121, a record high, and 4 points (3 percent) above the previous high last year. Although 
down slightly from a month earlier, prospective production of feed grains, food grains, and oilseeds continues at record-high 
levels, The composite yield per acre covering 28 leading crops at 130 was a record high, the same as a month earlier, and 
6 points (5 percent) above last year, 


Feed grain production in 1968 is expected to total 175 million tons--a decline of 2 million tons from the September 1 
forecast. The current estimate is slightly above last year's record and 18 percent above average. Prospects for corn declined 
because of dry weather in the Atlantic States and a slight drop in yield prospects in the Com Belt. Expected production of 
sorghum grain declined 2 percent. Yields in Oklahoma and Texas are lower than expected, Barley and oats production are not 
estimated on October i, but last month's estimates indicated above average production for both of these crops, Farm stocks of 
feed grains on October 1 were 29 percent more than last year and 19 percent above average. Farm holdings of sorghum grain 
were at record levels, 


The oilseed outlook declined slightly during September, but the 1968 total is expected to be 13 percent more than last 
year. Indicated production of soybeans dropped i percent during the month because dry weather in the South Atlantic and some 
South Central States damaged late soybeans. However, the 1968 crop is expected to exceed last year's record crop by 10 percent.

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - NOVEMBER 1, 1968 


A marked reduction in prospective corn production is responsible for a nine-point decline in the "all crops" production 
index for Illinois, which computed to 143 as of November 1, This month's index is 15 points below last year's record high, but 
18 points above the five-year (1962-66) average. 


Virtually all of the acreage intended for winter wheat was sown by early November. Plowing for 1969 corn and soy- 
beans is nearly 45 percent completed, far ahead of last year on this date when only 22 percent was completed, Pastures are 
supplying about two-thirds of the roughage requirements for livestock. 


Com Production Down: Illinois! 1968 prospective corn production is 934 million bushels, down 9 percent from last month's 
forecast. Prospective production is 14 percent less than last year's crop but 18 percent more than aver- 
age. The indicated yield of 91 bushels per acre is 9 bushels less than that of a year earlier, but six bushels above the 1962-66 
average. Many Illinois farmers were disappointed with their yields as harvest gained momentum during October. Some special- 
ists theorize that the long period of cloudy weather at ear-setting time may have resulted in a reduction of metabolic products 
within the plant. Others speculate that poor early development of the root system may have interfered with nutrient absorption, 
Harvest advanced rapidly during October and is nearly 85 percent completed as of November 12, This compares with 
25 percent harvested to this date last year and the average of 80 percent. 


Soybean Production Unchanged: Soybean production in Iinois is estimated at 205 million bushels, unchanged from the October 
forecast. This is 11 percent above the 1967 crop and 28 percent above the 1962-66 average. 

The estimated yield at 32.0 bushels per acre is the same as last month's forecast, 1.0 bushel above last year's yield and 4, 1 

bushels above average. Harvest was virtually complete as of November 4,, with only a few late-maturing fields still standing. 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 196,000 during the survey week of October 20-26, up 13 percent from 

174, 000 persons in September and 6 percent above the 185, 000 workers in October 1967, Picking corn, combining 
soybeans and plowing were the main farm activities during the survey period, Family workers totaled 164, 000 during October, 
or 84 percent of all farm workers. This compares with 149,000 in September this year and 156, 000 in October 1967, Hired 
workers totaled 32,000 in October compared with 25,000 in September and 29, 000 a year earlier,

The soybean production estimate of 1,079 million bushels is 1 percent more than a month earlier, and 11 percent above 
the 1967 record high. 


Seeding of winter wheat for harvest in 1969 neared completion in major producing States by November 1. Sceding of wheat 
in the Corn Belt proceeded normally and ahead of last year's pace, Crop condition was good except for some late seedings that 
had not yet emerged, Dry soils delayed seeding in the Southeast. However, heavy rains from Hurricane Gladys broke the 10-week 
drought in the South Atlantic States, enabling planting to proceed.

Wheat Production Down 1 Percent From Last Year: Prospective wheat production in 1969 is estimated at 52.6 million bushels 

compared with 53.1 million bushels last year and 72,0 million bushels in 
1967. Wheat is in good condition generally, although scattered instances of winter damage are reported to have occurred in 
the southern third of the State. Color of the crop is good but growth has been retarded. Future conditions throughout the 
remainder of the growing period will control, to a large extent, the final production. 


Grasses and fall sown grains have remained semi-dormant a bit longer than usual, March temperatures were near 
normal early in the month, well below normal at mid-month, averaged six to ten degrees above normal the third week and 
dipped to near or below record lows the last three days of the month, Precipitation was very light during the first three weeks 
of March, but averaged one to two inches over the State during the last ten days of the month. However, soil moisture as of 
April 7 was reported surplus by 32 percent of the weekly crop respondents, adequate by 61 percent and short by 7 percent. 
Seeding of oats is nearly one-half completed, well behind the three-quarters completed at this time last year, but near normal 
progress to this date. Plowing for corn and soybeans has not resumed to any degree from the winter break and remains at the 
fall level of 55 percent complete. This is still ahead of last year, Pastures are coming late but reported in fair to good condi- 
tion. The reported condition as of April 1, averaged 88 percent compared with 87 percent a year earlier. 


Farm Labor: A total of 147,000 farm workers was employed on Illinois farms during the survey week of March 23-29. Stalk 
shredding, plowing, discing, spreading fertilizer and routine farm chores, were the main activities. Family 

workers were estimated at 125,000 or 85 percent of all farm workers in March. The number of family workers was up 13 per- 

cent from February, but 7 percent below March 1968, Hired workers totaled 22,000 in March, up seasonally from February 


and identical to March 1968.

Winter Wheat Crop Down 7 Percent from 1968: Winter wheat production is now expected to be 7 percent below last year. 

The April 1 forecast is 1,140 million bushels, 89 million less than 1968 and 
67 million bushels below 1967 production, Indicated yield per seeded acre is 26.5 bushels, but was 24.9 bushels in 1968 and 
22.3 bushels in 1967. 


Except for Colorado, winter wheat in the central and southern Great Plains wintered well, Rains in late February and 
March greatly improved prospects in dry areas of western Kansas, western Oklahoma, and the High Plains of Texas, Surface 
moisture supplies are adequate for spring growth, but more rain will be needed to maintain good prospects. Light precipitation 
in eastern Colorado came too late for some acreage. 


Winter grains were either snow-covered or dormant in the Northern Plains during March, Runoff from melting snow and 
ice cover can have caused damage in parts of Nebraska and Montana. 


In the southern areas of central and eastern Corn Belt, growth of wheat has started. A lack of snow cover has caused 
concem over some possible winter-kill, Cool March temperatures slowed growth and development in the eastern South Central 
and South Atlantic States. Improved moisture conditions offer good prospects with the onset of warm weather. 


Fieldwork Generally Behind Schedule: Winter clung to the northern Plains and much of the central and northern Rocky Mountain 

States in March and much was still snow covered on April 1, Thus little spring fieldwork 
has been done. Land preparation and planting of spring-seeded small grains lagged in much of the Central and Southern Great 
Plains. Oats seeding is about complete in Texas and Oklahoma, but far behind usual from Kansas northward. Only 27 percent 
of intended oat acreage and 15 percent of intended barley acreage had been seeded in Kansas by April 1, Planting corn, cotton 
and sorghums was underway in southern Texas. Cotton planting was slightly ahead of a year earlier, but corn and sorghum plant- 
ing was behind. 


Seedbed preparations got off to a good start last fall in Mlinois, Indiana and Ohio, and on April 1 were ahead of a year 
earlier, Cool temperatures and wet soils delayed fieldwork in most of the South Central and South Atlantic States during March. 
Warmer weather the third week of the month favored fieldwork and farmers were able to make good progress prior to weekend 
rains, Limited planting of corn had started in extreme southern areas, 


By April 1, in the Pacific Northwest land preparation and spring planting were underway, as was cotton planting in 
California and Arizona. Irrigation water is expected to be plentiful throughout much of the West. 


Pasture Prospects Good: Pasture condition for the 30 States surveyed on April 1 was 76 percent. Year-earlier condition was 

80 percent, and was 74 percent in 1967, Cold temperatures during March limited growth of early 
season grasses, Monthly temperatures averaged 2° to 10° below normal across most of the Nation. Cool days and freezing 
nights prevailed east of the Rocky Mountains until the end of March, A warming trend and showers the first week of April 
greened grass and will hasten new growth. Soil moisture is generally adequate as much of the country had above normal pre= 
cipitation from October 1968 through March 1969. 


Livestock are in generally satisfactory condition, Calving is active, near midway in many areas. Newborn losses have 
been above average in some areas, because of the hard winter and cold, damp March. Muddy feedlots have caused some prob- 
lems especially in the North Central States. But feed supplies are generally sufficient as needs begin to lessen. 


March Weather Generally Cold and Dry: March temperatures generally averaged below normal across the Nation except for 

parts of the Pacific Northwest. Temperatures were mild in the third week but well 
below average the rest of the month. Precipitation, generally below normal, was above average in the Southern Great Plains, 
along the Gulf Coast, and in the Carolinas and southern Virginia. Despite below-normal precipitation, surface moisture was 
generally adequate on April 1, 


Winter precipitation was unusually light in parts of the Atlantic States. central and southern Rocky Mountains, and the 
westem edge of the Central Great Plains, Spring rains are needed from West Virginia to southern New England because of low 
moisture reserves, and moisture supplies are very short in eastern Colorado and much of New Mexico, Late February and March 
rains benefited dry areas of western Kansas, the Oklahoma Panhandle, and High Plains of Texas, but soil moisture reserves are 
still low in these areas.

Fieldwork progressed slowly during April as frequent showers and heavy rains 
at mid-month kept soils too wet for work. Plowing for corn and soybeans was well 
ahead of all recent years at the end of the fall plowing season, but fell about two weeks 
behind last year's pace by the end of April. Oat seeding was nearing completion by 
May 1, about two weeks behind last year's early completion date. Plowing for row 
crops was about 80 percent completed by May 5 compared with 95 percent at the same 
date last year. Fieldwork progressed rapidly during the first week of May with sunny, 
warm weather prevailing. As of May 5, corn planting was about 20 percent complete 
compared with 35 percent a year earlier. Planting has progressed most rapidly in 
central areas. There have been scattered reports of soybean planting, mostly in 
northern areas. Pastures are in fair to good condition and currently are supplying 
about 70 percent of livestock roughage needs. Soil moisture as of May 5 was reported 
adequate by 66 percent of the crop-weather respondents, short by 16 percent, and sur- 
plus by 18 percent. 


Winter Wheat: Wheat production in Illinois is forecast at 53 million bushels. This is 

about the same as produced last year on 8 percent fewer acres but is 
down 26 percent from 1967. Yield is forecast at 39.0 bushels per acre--up 3 bushels 
from 1968 and the same as 1967. Acreage intended for harvest is estimated at 
1,358,000 acres. This compares with l, 476, 000 acres harvested in 1968 and 1,845,000 
acres in 1967. Ample moisture and warmer temperatures during April aided top growth 
and tillering. Ice caused some winterkill in scattered areas in the two northernmost 
districts. As of May 1, the stage of development ranged from prejoint to joint in the 
South to mostly prejoint in the northern areas and is well behind last year. 


Rye: The condition of rye on May 1 was reported at 93 percent of normal--down two 
points from a year earlier and one point below 1967. 


Hay Stocks: Hay stocks on Illinois farms May 1 were 13 percent below a year ago, but 
5 percent above May 1, 1967. Disappearance of hay from January 1| to 
May 1 this year amounted to 55 percent of last year's production. 


Farm Labor: A total of 182,000 workers were employed on Illinois farms during the 
survey week April 20-26. There were 151,000 family workers, up 

21 percent from the previous month and up 2 percent from the previous year. Hired 

workers were estimated at 31,000 during the survey week. This is 41 percent above 

the previous month, but down 6 percent from the previous year.

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Prospective production of winter wheat declined 1 percent in April to 8 percent below last year, and 7 percent less than 
in 1967, General field work lagged in most areas because frequent showers, melting snow, and poor drying weather kept soils wet. 
Above normal temperatures and adequate moisture favored growth of pastures, hay crops, and small grains, Peach prospects are 
4 percent below last year in the 9 Southern States, but the 1968-69 orange crop is now expected to be record high. Pasture and 
hay prospects are slightly above a year earlier, but spring production of fresh vegetables is expected to be slightly below last year. 
Indicated spring potato output is 6 percent above last year. April milk production was 2 percent less than a year earlier and the 
smallest for April since 1952, Egg production was down 2 percent from a year earlier, 


Winter Wheat: Winter wheat production is forecast at 1,127 million bushels, 8 percent below a year earlier and 7 percent below 
two years ago. Prospective production is 12 million bushels less than a month earlier mainly because of reductions 

in Nebraska, Oklahoma, Texas and Washington, Changes in the production estimate between May 1 and harvest have averaged 

40 million bushels for the past decade--ranging from 8 million to 119 million bushels, The indicated yield per harvested acre 

is a record 30,4 bushels, 1.5 bushels above last year's record. Acreage expected for grain harvest is 37.1 million, 13 percent 

less than harvested last year and the lowest acreage since 1963, Indicated acreage for grain harvest is 86,3 percent of the planted 

acreage. This compares with 86.0 percent for the 1968 crop and 83.9 percent in 1967. Acres of all wheat diverted for payment 

under the 1969 Government Wheat Program totaled 5.0 million. This is the first program for wheat diversion since the 1966 crop. 


April Weather Generally Favorable: A warming trend continuing through the second week in April brought the warmest weather of 
the season to much of the Nation, But cooler weather later in the month brought snow to parts 


of the Rocky Mountains and the northern Great Plains.

Despite cooler weather, April temperatures 


averaged above normal except in parts of the Far West--a welcome change from an unseasonably cool March. 


April precipitation varied widely from area to 
area. East of the Mississippi River two areas were be- 
coming dry by the end of the month, One area centering 
in northern Virginia extended into parts of nearby States. 
Soil moisture was short in much of the area and topsoils 
were dry in northern Virginia, In the Southeast, southern 
Georgia, northern Florida, and parts of South Carolina 
and Alabama were very dry. Some tobacco was being 
irrigatedin Georgia. Elsewhere, east of the Mississippi 
River, soil moisture was generally adequate, and surplus 
in some areas. 


West of the River, rainfall continued very light 
in eastern Colorado and moisture supplies were critically 
short on May 1, Parts of western Nebraska, western 
South Dakota and the Northern High Plains of Texas also 
needed moisture. April precipitation was generally below 
normal in the northern Great Plains, However, melting 
snow about the first 10 days of the month provided ample 
to excessive moisture, causing extensive flooding in parts 
of the Dakotas, Minnesota, and Iowa. Many low-lying

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Spring Work Lags in Corn Belt: Frequent showers and poor drying weather kept soils wet most of April in eastern and southern 
parts of the Corn Belt, Severe flooding in western Minnesota, northwest Iowa and eastern parts 
of the Dakotas delayed the start of spring field work, 


At the end of April, plowing for corn andsoybeans, and seeding spring grains were well behind a year earlier, Field work 
in Ohio, Indiana and Illinois was further along than in most other Cor Belt States because farmers were able to do considerable 
plowing last fall, In areas of heavy snowmelt, very little field work was accomplished until after mid-month, Corn planting 
was just beginning in most States by May 1, Throughout the Corn Belt pastures, hay crops, and small grains were generally 
growing well because of ample moisture and above normal temperatures, 


Hay and Pasture Prospects Bright: Hay and pasture conditions were the highest for May 1 since 1958, Spring and summer grazing 
prospects are favorable, because of adequate soil moisture in most of the Nation. Irrigation 
water is generally ample, Cool weather delayed early growth of grasses and legumes in some Northern States, 


Hay condition at 88 percent was 2 points above last year, with sharpest increases in the North Central and Western States. 
Both hay and pasture crops suffered from lack of moisture in eastern Colorado and New Mexico, U. S, pasture condition at 87 
percent compared with 85 percent a year earlier and 81 percent on May 1, 1967, 


Hay Stocks on Farms: Hay stocks on farms May 1 totaled 23.9 million tons, 5 percent below a year earlier, Stocks were below 

last year's level throughout much of the Northern and Western U. S, areas, mostly because severe winter 
weather caused heavy feeding. Also 1968 production was smaller in many Northern and Western States. Hay stocks in the East 
North Central States were generally above a year earlier, due to their larger 1968 production, 


Disappearance from farms was 3 percent greater during the 1968-69 feeding season than a year earlier, totaling 126.7 
million tons compared to 123, 1 million tons last season, 
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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - JUNE 1, 1969 


Planting of corn and soybeans began in earnest, during early May and progressed 
rapidly after a delayed completion of plowing. Corn planting is virtually finished except 
in the two southernmost districts where it is. about 90 percent completed. Progress is 
a week ahead of last year, but near normal for this date. Cool weather retarded early 
growth slightly; however, recent sunshine and warm temperatures have promoted rapid 
growth. Planting of soybeans was 85-90 percent completed by June 9. This is about a 
week ahead of a year ago when planting was interrupted by heavy rains. Wheat gener- 
ally is in excellent condition with 75 percent in or beyond bloom stage including about 
one-fourth of the crop beginning to turn. Stage of development is near average. About 
25 percent of the oats have headed, near average despite late planting in most areas. 
About half of the first cutting of alfalfa hay has been cut and a third of the red clover hay 
has been harvested. Pastures, despite winter killed blank spots in many areas, are 
generally in good to excellent condition and presently supplying 90 percent of livestock 
roughage requirements. Soil moisture as of June 6 was reported short by 25 percent 
of the crop-weather respondents, adequate by 63 percent, and surplus by 12 percent. 


Wheat Prospects Up: Winter wheat production in Illinois is forecast at 54.3 million 

bushels, up 3 percent from the May 1 forecast. This is 2 per- 
cent above last year's production but 25 percent below the 1967 production. Yield per 
harvested acre is forecast at 40.0 bushels--up one bushel from a month earlier and 4.0 
bushels above last year's yield. 


Peach Prospects Above Last Year: The peach crop is forecast at 26.0 million pounds, 
44 percent above last year but seven percent below 


1967 production. In the main peach growing area of the State, orchardmen report 
heavy sets and little frost, insect, or winterkill damage. In other parts of the State, 
bud failure, winterkill, and some leaf curl and insect damage were reported. 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms was reported at 192,000 workers, 5 per- 

cent above the previous month, and 10 percent above the previous year. 
Corn and soybean planting and haying were the main activities. Fieldwork was slow in 
some areas due to wet weather.

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May temperatures averaged above normal over a large part of the country. Major exceptions were most of the South 
Central and South Atlantic States and a strip across the North, from Michigan to New England. In the North Central States, well 
below normal averages the third week were offset by well above normal temperatures the last week of the month. Most of the 
South Atlantic and South Central States were cool the first half of the month and warm during the last half. Temperatures were 
well above normal most of May in the West. Frosts on several days late in the month caused light damage to early strawberries in 
Minnesota, cherries in Wisconsin and Michigan, and Delicious apples in Michigan. 


Despite below normal precipitation in many areas, soil moisture supplies during most of May were adequate for good crop 
growth except in the Rocky Mountain States, By the first of June topsoils were drying in scattered areas over the country, 


Frequent May showers, following above normal precipitation in April, kept soils wet in most of the North Central States. 
However, northern Nebraska and the western Dakotas needed rain. In addition, topsoils were becoming dry in parts of Illinois and 
Wisconsin, However, heavy rains May 18-20 caused local flooding in northern Ohio and southeastern Illinois, 


Prospective winter wheat production increased 3 percent during May. Output is now forecast at 1, 161 million bushels, 
5 percent below last year's record crop and 4 percent below 1967 production. The expected yield per acre is 31.3 bushels, well 
above both last year and 1967. Prospects improved in the Central and Southern Great Plains as good growing weather boosted 
potential production in dry areas of eastern Colorado, the Oklahoma Panhandle and the Plains areas of Texas. Heavy rains in 
eastern Colorado, although improving prospects sharply, came too late for some acreage in the east-central and southeastern 
areas, Because of ample moisture supplies some wheat in parts of Kansas and Oklahoma grew unusually tall and was lodging. 
Excessive rains caused some damage in local areas in parts of Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas, Winter wheat prospects declined in 
Nebraska, Montana, and South Dakota as soil moisture was short in northwestern Nebraska, western South Dakota and most of 
Montana. Prospects improved slightly in the Pacific Northwest. Timely showers helped maintain adequate surface moisture in dry- 
land wheat areas in Oregon. General rains at the beginning and end of the month benefited Washington, Winter wheat prospects 
continued favorable in the eastern Corn Belt. Harvest had started in the Southeastern States by June 1, Yields are expected to be 
well above a year earlier. 


Planting of corn started slowly in the Com Belt because of wet soils, and very little was planted in April. Progress in May 
was hampered in many areas by frequent showers and poor drying weather until the last week to 10 days. On the first of June plant- 
ing lagged behind both a year earlier and normal in most of the western Com Belt States and in Michigan. However, progress in 
Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio was about normal and 
slightly ahead of last year's slow pace. Progress 
across the Com Belt ranged from two-thirds com- CROP PROSPECTS* 
plete in Missouri to about nine-tenths in Illinois, wt 
Iowa, Nebraska, and South Dakota.

Pastures were unusually good in all areas of the Nation on June 1, The reported U. S. condition averaged 90 percent. It 
was the highest for the date since 1922, and 8 percentage points above the 10-year average. Pastures were above average in all 
States in the North Central and South Central Regions. In the Atlantic States, pasture condition equaled or exceeded average, 
except Maine where the condition was 1 point below average. Pasture and range condition in the West varied considerably, ranging 
from 97 percent in Navada to 74 percent in Wyoming. The condition in most western States was above average. 


The condition of hay crops also was unusually good on June 1, The condition of 89 percent was the highest for the date 
since 1922 and 5 percentage points above a year earlier, Prospects in the important North Central States were generally good to 
excellent, Western sections of South Dakota and the Sand Hills of Nebraska were dry on June 1, Hay crops generally grew well in 
the South Central and Atlantic States. Prospects in most of the West were much better than a year earlier, Irrigation water is 
expected to be adequate in most areas. 


Spring vegetable supplies (excluding melons) are 1 percent less than last year and 4 percent below 1967, Smaller crops 
than a year earlier are expected for asparagus, snap beans, broccoli, cabbage, cauliflower, lettuce, and tomatoes. Larger crops 
than a year earlier are expected for sweetcorn, cucumbers, onions, and celery. 


Spring potato production is expected to be 7 percent above last year with both the early and late spring crops larger than 
a year ago, 
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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - JULY 1, 1969 


Total Crop Acreage Declines: Illinois farmers expect to harvest 20.2 million acres of crops in 1969, down 2 percent from the 

20.5 million acres harvested in 1968, Smaller acreages of corn, wheat, oats and hay were only 
partly offset by a small increase in soybean acreage. Prospects for "all crops" as of July 1, were good to excellent except for 
limited south-central and northeast areas where prospects were termed fair to good. Soil moisture as of July 4 was reported short 
by only 11 percent of the crop respondents, adequate by 49 percent, and surplus by 40 percent. 


Corn Production Forecast Up 3 Percents A corn crop of 933 million bushels was indicated as of ed 1--four percent larger than 

the 1968 crop, but 13 percent smaller than the record 1967 crop. Growers expect to 
harvest 9,8 million acres for grain, a reduction of three percent from last year. The prospective yield, at 95 bushels per acre 
is 6 bushels larger than that of a year earlier, but down 5 bushels from 1967. Most of the acreage was planted near usual dates, 
but it is a few days behind normal development at present, Generally, corn had ample moisture for germination and develop- 
ment. Recently soil moisture has been rated mostly adequate to surplus, Excessive rains have caused spotted damage in widely 
scattered bottomlands and poorly drained uplands,and persistent shower periods continue to interfere with both mechanical and 
chemical weed control. 


Soybean Acreage Up Slightly: Illinois farmers will harvest 6.6 million acres of soybeans for beans this year--one percent more 

than last year, Planting progress was near average and was virtually completed by June 25, 
Initial germination was spotty due to momentary dry spells in some areas, but stands generally are good. About 20 percent of the 
acreage was blooming by July 7, almost the same as a year eatlier, 


Wheat Outlook Declines: Prospective wheat production declined slightly during June to 52.4 million bushels, one percent less 
than was produced in 1968 and 27 percent less than 1967 production, Although the July 1 yield, at 

39 bushels per acre, is a bushel lower than was indicated June 1, it is 3 bushels above the 1968 yield, partially offsetting the 

9 percent decline in harvested acreage. Combining was a little late getting under way and has been further delayed by wet 

weather, Harvest was only a third completed at the end of the first week of July, compared with two-thirds combined on that 

date last year. Prompt clearing is needed to avoid further damage, particularly in fields flooded or lodged as a result of recent 

driving rains, 


Oats Downtrend Continues: Illinois farmers will harvest 733,000 acres of oats for grain, down three percent from last year's 

acreage--a continuation of a downward trend dating from the late forties, when nearly four million 
acres were harvested. A total of 48.4 million bushels is expected to be combined, compared with 49.9 million bushels in 1968, 
Although the crop is moderately late, the inherent danger of heat damage during filling appears to be largely gone. More lodging 
than usual has occurred, but the yield outlook is generally bright. As of July 1st the Statewide yield was expected to equal last 
year's record high of 66 bushels per acre. 


Hay Acreage Declines: Farmers expect to harvest 1,3 million acres of hay--down two percent from a year ago, Production is 
expected to be 3.4 million tons, down 4 percent from last year's production, Yield is expected to 

average 2.70 tons per acre off .03 tons from last year's average yield. The second cutting of alfalfa is about one-fourth har- 

vested and about 85 percent of the first cutting of red clover is harvested. Haying has been difficult because of wet weather, 


Farm Labor: A total of 182,000 workers were employed on Illinois farms during the survey week of June 22 through 28. Of this 

total, 30,000 were hired workers, 4 percent below last year and 12 percent below last month. The average hourly 
pay for a hired worker, without board or room was $1.66, up 12 cents from last year and 4 cents from previous quarter, The aver- 
age monthly wage with house was $323, up $28 from the previous year, and up $6 from previous quarter, Cultivating, haying, 
and wheat harvest were the main farm activities during the survey week.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - AUGUST 1, 1969 


Illinois’ All-Crop Production Index as of August 1, computed to 142.0 percent of its 1957-59 base value. This is 2.5 
oints above last year but 14.2 points below the record high of 1967. Higher production prospects for corn offset a slight decline 
rom last year in soybean production. 


Corn Prospects Unchanged: Production of corn for grain is forecast at 933 million bushels as of August 1 -- the same as a month 

earlier and up 4 percent from the 1968 crop, but 13 percent smaller than the record 1967 crop. The 
indicated yield of 95.0 bushels per acre is 6.0 bushels above 1968 but 5.0 bushels below the record yield of two years ago. The 
overall outlook for the State is bright. However, prospects vary considerably within some districts. Many spots in fields over a 
wide area of the State were drowned out and in a few counties losses were relatively ey a Much of the crop is shallow rooted 
and additional timely rains will be needed for development of the crop. As of August 11, about 55 percent of the acreage is in 
the dough stage. 


Soybean Production Down Slightly From Last Year: Prospective production at 203 million bushels is virtually the same as the record 
high of 204 million bushels in 1968, but up 9 percent from 1967. The indi- 


cated yield of 31.0 bushels per acre is down 0.5 bushels from 1968 and the same as that of 1967. Development in the past month 
has generally been the same as last year. About two thirds of the crop had started podding as of August 11, Damage due to 
ponding and local flooding is reported to have occurred in varying degree and is serious in some localities. 


Wheat Production Declines: Production of wheat is estimated at 50.4 million bushels, 4 percent below the July forecast, 5 per- 

cent below 1968 and 30 percent below 1967's record crop. This year's acreage was down 9 percent 
from last year. The indicated yield of 37.5 bushels per acre is 1.5 bushels above last year but 1.6 bushels below 1967. Harvest 
was retarded because of rains and high winds, but was virtually complete by the end of July. Yields deteriorated due to lodging 
and delayed combining caused by frequent rains. 


Oat Yield Second Highest On Record: Production of oats is estimated at 45.4 million bushels, 6 py less than the July 1 

forecast and 9 percent below last year. The estimated yield of 62.0 bushels per acre is 
4.0 bushels below the indication of a month earlier and 4.0 bushels below the record high yield of 1968. Harvest was delayed 
by wet weather in the main poune tg northern districts - running three or four days behind last year, Some fields became so 
weedy that combining was difficult. Further difficulty was caused by lodging. Test weights were reported low and moisture 
content was high in many cases, 


Hay Production: Hay production is estimated at 3.4 million tons. This is unchanged from the previous month's forecast, al- 

though 3 percent below the 3.6 million tons produced last year and 9 percent below 1967. Nearly 90 percent 
of the second cutting of alfalfa has been harvested. At times rains retarded harvest and some hay lay wet in windrows too long 
and went out of condition. 


Farm Labor: A total of 200, 000 workers were employed on Illinois farms during the survey week of July 20 through 26, This is 

10 percent above the previous month, and 4 ipyes| above the previous year. Of the total number of workers, 
44, 000 were hired, up 47 percent from the previous month, and up 10 percent from the previous year. Family workers made 
up the remaining 156, 000 workers. This is 3 percent above the previous month, and 2 percent above the previous year. Main 
farm activities for July were rogueing corn and soybeans, combining oats and wheat, and haying.

Record total crop production was in prospect on August 1. Heavy July rains caused considerable damage to crops in parts of 
the important North Central States, but the added moisture could offset the losses. Dry weather continued in the South Central 
States. Crop development lagged behind normal in much of the Corn Belt but was about on schedule in other areas, 
The August 1 "all crops" production index is a record 121, 2 points (2 percent) above last year's high. Oilseed production is 
about the same as last year. Feed grains are down slightly, and food grain production is down sharply because of reduced acreage. 
The August 1 composite index of yield per acre covering 28 leading crops is 131 - - also record high. 


Production of the four feed grains (corn, oats, barley and sorghum grain) is expected to total 167 million tons, 1 percent below 
1968, and 5 percent below the record 1967 tonnage. Corn prospects improved despite damage in low spots from excessive moisture 
in most Corn Belt States. However, corn production is still expected to be below last year. 


Food grain production is expected to total nearly 50 million tons, 2 percent above a month earlier but 7 percent below last 
year's record output. 

Rye output is expected to be 38 percent above last year. Indicated yield per acre is a record high and acreage harvested for 
grain is up sharply. 

Popcorn acreage for harvest is down 2 percent from a year earlier. 

Soybeans have gotten off to a poor start because of too much rain in parts of the North Central States and a lack of moisture in 


some South Central States. As a result, production is expected to be 2 percent below last year. Production of other oilseed crops 
is expected to be larger than last year, and the total oilseed output, at 39 million tons, is almost the same as 1968. 
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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - SEPTEMBER 1, 1969 


ILlinois' All-Crop Production Index as of September 1, computed to 142 percent of its 1957-59 base value. This is 3.0 
points above last year but 13.8 points below the record high of 1967. Higher production prospects for corn offset a slight decline 
from last year in soybean, wheat, and oat production. 


Corn Prospects Improve Slightly: Production of corn for grain is forecast at 943 million bushels, up one percent from a month 
earlier, The forecast is five percent above last year's production, but 13 percent smaller than 
the record 1967 crop. 

The indicated yield of 96.0 bushels per acre is 7.0 bushels above the 1968 yield, but 4.0 bushels below the 1967 yield. 
Marked variation is apparent in many communities. However, modest improvement in over-all outlook in most of the heavy 
producing central and northem areas has been partially offset by declining prospects in southern areas, As of September 8, 
7S percent of the corn had dented and about 13 percent of the crop was mature. Although July tasseling progress followed the 
same pattern reported a year ago, this year's crop now appears to be running a little behind 1968 development as it approaches 
maturity. 


Soybean Production Down Slightly From Last Year: Production of soybeans is forecast at 203 million bushels--slightly below the 


record high of 204 million bushels produced in 1968, but nine percent larger 
than the 1967 crop. The indicated yield of 31.0 bushels per acre is unchanged from the August forecast and the same as in 1967, 
but one-half bushel lower than last year's record yield, The crop has been disappointing to scattered growers in many areas but 
only the Southeast District has shown a net decline in yield prospects during the past month. Two-thirds of the soybeans were 
turning yellow or had turned, as of September 8, slightly behind progress to that date last year. A few early fields have been 
harvested. 


Hay Production: Hay production is estimated at 3,4 million tons, unchanged from the August 1 forecast, but 3 percent below 

last year and 9 percent below 1967. Yields and quality of second and third cuttings of alfalfa were good, 
Harvest of third cutting alfalfa is 80 percent complete. Some areas report that no third cutting will be harvested due to delays 
in earlier cuttings. 


Farm Labor Employment on Illinois farms during the survey week of August 24-30 totaled 173, 000 workers, down 14 percent 

from the previous month and down four percent from the previous year, Hired workers during August numbered 
30,000, as compared to 44, 000 in July and 32,000 a year ago. There were 143,000 family workers on Illinois farms, compared 
to 156,000 in July and 148, 000 in August last year. Vegetable and fruit harvests were in progress, Sweet com harvest was being 
completed in many areas, Haying, weed cutting, silo filling, and equipment maintenance were other activities.

Food grain production is expected to total 49.2 million tons, 1 percent below a month earlier, and 7 percent below last 
year's record output. Winter wheat yields in late States are turning out better than expected but hot, dry weather reduced spring 
wheat yields in some areas. As a result, the indicated production of winter and spring wheat is forecast essentially the same as a 
month earlier, but 7 percent below the record high 1968 output. Rye production is expected to be 38 percent above last year. 


Oilseed production at 38.6 million tons is down 1 percent from 1968 but is nearly 13 percent above the 1967 total, Produc- 
tion of soybeans, the most important oilseed crop, is below last year. The decline was partly offset by increases in flaxseed, 
cottonseed, and peanuts, Oilseed prospects are down 1 percent from a month earlier, Reduced prospects for soybeans and cotton 
were only partly offset by improved prospects for peanuts and flaxseed. Cottonseed, the major contributor to the decline, was 
down 6 percent from August 1 because of excessive rain in the Southeast, inadequate soil moisture in the Delta States and high 


temperatures in Texas and the far western areas, Soybean prospects declined during August chiefly because of unfavorable weather 
in several South Central States and in the northwestern Soy Belt.

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - OCTOBER i, 1969 


Illinois’ All Crop Production Index as of October 1, computed to 144 percent of its 1957-59 base value. This is up two 
points from a month earlier and five points above last year, but 12 points below the record high of 1967, Increases from a year 
earlier in corn and soybean production were partly offset by declines in wheat, oats, and hay production, 


Corn Prospects Up: Production of corn for grain is forecast at 953 million bushels as of October 1--up 1 percent from a month 

earlier, The forecast is 6 percent above last year's crop, but 12 percent smaller than the record 1967 crop, 
The indicated yield of 97 bushels per acre is up one bushel from a month earlier and 8 bushels above 1968, but 3 bushels below 
the 1967 record high. Although the overall corn outlook is bright, prospects vary considerably within some localized areas. 
Development of the crop is slightly ahead of a year earlier with over 90 percent of the crop safe from frost. As of October 6, 
about one-tenth of the crop had been harvested, with the greatest progress reported in the Southwest District. 


Soybean Production Forecast Record High: Soybean production in Illinois is forecast at a record 210 million bushels--3 percent 

above the previous record high set last year and 13 percent above 1967. The esti- 
mated yield at 32.0 bushels per acre is 1,0 bushel above last month's forecast and 0.5 bushel above last year's record yield. 
Nearly 55 percent of the crop had been harvested by October 6, compared with almost 60 percent harvested on that date last 
year, Virtually all of the acreage not yet harvested has shed its leaves. Heavy weed population and green stalks are causing 
harvest problems in many areas. 


Hay Production: Production of all-hay is estimated at 3.4 million tons, down slightly from the September 1 forecast. This 
year's crop compares with 3.6 million tons produced last year and 3.8 million tons produced in 1967. Harvest 
of third cutting of alfalfa was virtually completed by October 1. 


Farm Labor and Wage Rates: During the survey week of September 21-27, 147,000 family workers were employed on Illinois 

farms, compared to 143, 000 the previous month, and 149,000 last year in September, Hired 
workers on Illinois farms numbered 28,000 workers, down from 30,000 for the previous month, but up from 25, 000 for the 
previous year. Total employment at 175,000 workers is up from i73, 000 for the previous month, and up from 174,000 for the 
previous year. Corn and soybean harvest, silo filling, along with tomato, sweet corn, and apple harvesting were the main 
activities for the survey week. An average of $1.70 per hour was paid to hired workers receiving an hourly wage only. This is 
15 cents above the same quarter last year and 4 cents above the previous quarter of this year. Farm workers with house furnished 
were receiving an average of $324 per month this quarter. This is $24.00 above the same quarter last year and $1.00 above the 
previous quarter this year. : .

September weather favored development of corn and soybeans in the important North Central States. Seeding 


of fall grains progressed well during the month but progress on October 1 was slightly behind a year earlier. 
The "all crops" production index was unchanged from a month earlier and at 120 was record high. The composite index of yield 
per acre declined 1 point but at 129 remained at a record high. Expected production of b oth feed grains and oilseeds increased 
1 percent in September. However, total food grain prospects were virtually unchanged from last month. 

Production of the 4 feed grains is expected to total 168 million tons--1 percent more than forecast a month earlier, and 
slightly above last year. The current forecast is still 4 percent below the 1967 record output. September weather favored corn 
in most of the important North Central States boosting yields 1 percent during the month, Sorghum grain prospects also improved 
in September, and production is now expected to be 1 percent more than forecast last month. Barley and oats production are 


near 1968 levels. 


Production of food grains is expected to total 49.1 million tons, down slightly from a month earlier, and 7 percent below 


last year's record high production, 


Oilseed prospects improved slightly in September, Total production is now expected to total 38.9 million tons, 1 percent 
more than forecast a month earlier, but slightly below last year's output. The indicated production of soybeans increased 1 percent 
during the month. September weather favored development in most of the major producing States and production is now expected 


to be just under last year's record crop.

[llinois’ All Crop Production Index as of November 1, computed to 145 percent of its 1957-59 base value. This is up one 
point from a month earlier and five points above last year, but 11 points below the record high of 1967. Increases from a year 
earlier in corn and soybean production are mainly responsible for the overall gain in crop production. 


Wheat seeding was virtually completed by November 10. .Plowing for 1970 corn and soybeans was nearly one-third com- 
pleted compared with almost 45 percent as of November 10 a year earlier. 


Corn Prospects Unchanged: Illinois! 1969 prospective corn production is 953 million bushels, unchanged from last month's fore- 
cast. Prospective production is 6 percent above last year's crop, but 12 percent smaller than the 

record 1967 crop. The indicated yield of 97 bushels per acre (unchanged from a month earlier) is 8 bushels above 1968, but 

3 bushels below the 1967 record high. 


Prospective production increases from the previous month for the Northwest, Northeast, Central, and East Districts have 
been offset by reduced prospects in the remaining districts. Adverse weather earlier in the season coupled with corn borer and 
stalk rot damage is mainly responsible for the lower prospects in the latter areas. Harvest, almost 70 percent completed as of 
November 10, is about one week behind last year but nearly three weeks in advance of 1967 when wet weather seriously delayed 
harvest. 


Soybean Production Record High: Soybean production in Illinois is estimated at 213 million bushels--4 percent above the 

previous record high set last year and 14 percent above 1967, The estimated yield at 32.5 
bushels per acre is 0.5 bushel above last month's forecast and 1.0 bushel above last year's record yield. Harvest was virtually 
complete as of November 10, except for scattered, wet fields in the northern districts. 


Farm Labor: A total of 186,000 persons was employed on Illinois farms during the survey week of October 19-25, up 6 percent 

from the previous month but down 5 percent from 196, 000 of the previous year. Family workers totaled 154, 000, 
up 5 percent from the previous month, but down 6 percent from the 164, 000 in October 1968. Hired farm workers totaled 32, 000, 
up 14 percent from the previous month, and virtually the same as the previous year. Corn harvest, some soybean combining, 
wheat seeding, plowing and fertilizer application, were the main activities during the survey week.

Soybean yields are parnive out better than expected in several important soybean producing States, As a result, output 
now promises to be record high, 1 percent more than last year's previous record. 


Precipitation in October was well above normal from Texas to the Northern Plains and from the Rocky Mountains to the 
eastern Corn Belt, Ample soil moisture in the main winter wheat area resulted in excellent germination, and condition of winter 
wheat is very favorable, Cool temperatures, averaging 3 to 12 degrees below normal during October, limited growth--especially 
in northern areas, Seeding winter wheat for harvest in 1970 neared completion in most major producing States by November 1, 
Although wet fields delayed seeding in Texas, about 89 percent of the intended acreage was seeded. Kansas and Oklahoma wheat 
seeding is essentially complete, except in a few places where reseeding was necessary due to flooding or insect damage. 


Some late planting continued in the Pacific Northwest after November 1. Montana wheat is in fair condition, although 
planting was considerably later than usual, Small grain seeding continues in the South Atlantic and South Central States. Early 
seedings are in fair condition but most States were showing some deterioration from dry condition during October. Corn Belt 
winter wheat is mostly seeded, and is growing satisfactorily with ample soil moisture.

Illinois 


CORN in all storage positions in Illinois on January 1, totaled 786 million 
bushels. This was 3 percent more than a year earlier but 10 percent less than 
in 1968. The on-farm portion of the January 1, 1969 stocks were estimated for 
all commodities from historical data in the absence of the regular quarterly 
survey. Stocks held in off-farm storage at 231 million bushels were 2 percent 
larger than the 226 million bushels held a year earlier. Farm stocks at 555 mil- 
lion bushels compare with the 539 million bushel interpolation for January 1, 1969. 


SOYBEAN stocks in all positions on January 1, 1970 totaled 211 million bush- 
els. This record high total was 20 percent more than a year earlier. Of the 
total, 133 million were in off-farm storage. 


OAT stocks in all positions, at 32 million bushels, compare with 34 million 
bushels a year earlier. Oats held in farm storages totaled 25 million bushels, 
accounting for nearly 80 percent of the total. 


WHEAT stocks in all positions at 25 million bushels, compare with 28 mil- 
lion bushels a year earlier. Wheat stocks in off-farm storages account for 
85 percent of the total stocks.

Stocks of the four feed grains (corn, oats, barley, and sorghum stain on January 1, 1970 totaled 164.4 million tons 
compared with 160.9 million a year earlier and 157.4 million on January 1, 1968. Sorghum holdings were below a year 
earlier, but the decline was more than offset by increases for corn, oats, and barley. Total stocks of wheat and rye are 
46.6 million tons--up 14 percent from a year earlier. All wheat stocks were the highest for the date since 1964. Oilseed 
stocks (soybeans and flaxseed) totaled 32.3 million tons--up 10 percent from January 1, 1969. Soybean stocks are record 


high for the date. -over- 


All wheat in storage on January 1, 1970 totaled 1,527 million bushels, 13 percent above a year earlier and the largest 
for the date since 1964. Disappearance from all storage positions during the 1969 October-December quarter is indicated at 
344 million bushels compared with 339 million a year earlier, 


Rye stocks in all positions on January 1 totaled 29.6 million bushels, compared to 24,3 million a year ago and 38.3 mil- 
lion on October 1, 1969. Total disappearance during the October-December quarter was 8.6 million bushels compared with 
7.4 million a year earlier. 


Corn stocks in all storage positions on January 1, 1970 totaled 4, 313 million bushels--up 2 percent from a year earlier. 
Indicated disappearance from all positions during the past 3 months (October-December) was 1,378 million bushels. 


Oat stocks in all positions on January 1, 1970 totaled 884 million bushels--13 percent above a year earlier and 35 percent 
above January 1, 1968, Disappearance from October through December totaled 140 million bushels compared with 153 million 
a year earlier. 


Barley in storage January 1, 1970 totaled 419 million bushels, 13 percent above a year earlier, and the largest January 
stocks on record. Disappearance from all storage positions October through December was 78 million bushels, 5 million 
bushels below a year earlier. 


Soybean stocks in all storage positions on January i, 1970 totaled a record 1,048 million bushels, 9 percent above a year 
earlier. Stocks on January 1, 1970 indicate a disappearance during the 1969 September-December period of 394 million bushels 
from a beginning supply of 1,441 million bushels (carryover of 324 million bushels plus 1969 production of 1, 117 million bushels), 
During the past four months, approximately 236 million bushels were processed for oil and about 160 million bushels were exported.

Wheat Production Down 17 Percent From Last Year: Prospective wheat production in 1970 is estimated at 39.7 million bushels 

compared with 48.1 million bushels last year and 49,8 million bushels in 
1968. Wheat is generally in good condition, Snow cover during periods of abnormally low temperatures helped bring the 
crop through the winter with no significant ice or heaving damage. Future condition throughout the remainder of the growing 
period will control, to a large extent, the final production. 


March temperatures were well above normal the first week ranging from six to ten degrees above normal over the State, 
Temperatures the rest of March were well below normal as average temperatures for the month ranged from one degree below 
normal in the North to over three below in the South. Precipitation during the month ranged from one to two inches in the 
north half of the State and from two to five and one-half inches south. 


Soil moisture as of April 10 was reported surplus by 9 percent of the weekly crop respondents, adequate by 85 percent, 
and short by 6 percent. Oat seeding was about 45 percent completed by April 10, slightly ahead of last year when seeding 
was just over two-fifths completed. As of April 10, plowing for corn and soybeans was nearly two-thirds completed, Pas- 
tures are in fair condition. The reported condition as of April 1 averaged 85 percent, compared with 88 percent of normal a 
year earlier, 


Farm Labor: During the survey week of March 22-28, 121,000 family workers were engaged in farm labor on Illinois farms, 

up 10 percent from the previous month, but down 2 percent from the previous year. Hired workers totaled 
21,000, up 31 percent from the previous month but unchanged from the previous year. Total workers numbered 142, 000, 
compared to 126,000 the previous month and 145, 000 for the previous year, The survey indicated that hired farm labor was 
being paid anaverage of $335 permonthwith house, up $12.00 from the previous quarter and up $18,00 from the previous year, 
An average of $14.60 per day without board was being paid hired workers, up 20 cents from the previous quarter and up $1.10 
from the previous year. The average hourly rate without board was $1.74, up 2 cents from the previous quarter and up 12 cents 
from the previous year. 

UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


Winter Wheat Crop Down 7 Percent from 1969: Winter wheat production is expected to be 7 percent below last year, The 

April 1 forecast is 1,065 million bushels, 83 million less than in 1969 and 170 
million bushels below the 1968 production. Indicated yield per seeded acre is 27,8 bushels compared with 26.6 last year and 
25.1 bushels in 1968, 


Wheat wintered well throughout the Nation. The Great Plains received little precipitation during the winter; however, 
snow and rain the last three weeks of March and early April restored surface moisture to a generally satisfactory level. Condi- 
tions are favorable in the Pacific Northwest but rains are needed in Montana and the Dakotas, Soil moisture is ample in most 
South Central and South Atlantic States. 


Pasture Prospects Good: Pasture condition inthe 30 States reporting on April 1 was better than usual, The condition at 78 per- 

cent of normal was 2 percentage points above a year earlier and 3 points above the 1959-68 average 
for the date. Below normal temperatures over most of the Nation during March delayed spring pasture development. March 
rainfall varied widely but was above normal in most of the South, 


Condition of pastures in the South Atlantic States ranged from 2 to 7 points above a year ago except for West Virginia 
which was down 1 point. 


All South Central States reported condition above average except Tennessee, which was average. Most of these States 
also reported condition better than a year earlier. 


Of the 8 Western States reporting pasture condition, only New Mexico, at 73, failed to reach the 80 percent mark, 
Other state averages ranged from 80 in Arizona to 89 percent in Washington, which was highest of the 30 States reporting. 


Fieldwork Lags in the South: Fieldwork lagged behind the usual schedule on April 1 in most South Atlantic and South Central 

States. Cold weather combined with unusually heavy March precipitation delayed land prepara- 
tion and early spring planting. However, corn planting was underway across the South from South Carolina to Texas. Some 
cotton and sorghums had also been planted in Texas by the end of March. Tobacco transplanting was well along in Florida, 
about one-third complete in Georgia and 10 percent complete in South Carolina, 


Below normal temperatures and wet soils delayed fieldwork in the North Atlantic and most North Central States during 
March. In contrast to delays in much of the Corn Belt, fieldwork progressed well in Kansas and Missouri. Seeding spring oats 
was about three-fourths complete in Kansas and 40 percent in Missouri--well ahead of last year in both States. 


Very little spring fieldwork has been done in the central and northern Rocky Mountain States. Weather conditions were 
generally favorable in the Pacific Northwest during March and land preparation and spring planting were underway April 1, 
Heavy rains delayed land preparation in California in early March but provided needed moisture for dryland crops, 


March Weather Unusually Cool: March temperatures averaged below normal over most of the Country.’ The major excep- 
tions were parts of the Southeast, Maine, Wisconsin and the Far West. 


March was wet in most of the South Central and lower Southeastern States. Heavy rains March 25-26 damaged vege- 
tables across south Florida from Ft. Myers to North Palm Beach and Marion county. Local flooding also occurred the third 
week of March in parts of Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi. Elsewhere east of the Mississippi River, March precipitation 
generally ranged from 2 to 4 inches except in most of INMinois and Wisconsin where 1 to 2 inches were received. Continued 
below normal temperatures and poor drying weather kept topsoils wet. 


Frequent rain and snow the last half of March and early April helped relieve topsoil moisture shortages in much of 
Kansas, Colorado, and parts of Oklahoma and Texas, On April 1 surface moisture supplies were short in parts of the Dakotas 
and north-central Montana. Moisture supplies were generally adequate in the Pacific Northwest and California, The March 1 
outlook for irrigation water was generally satisfactory.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - MAY 1, 1970 


Winter Wheat: Wheat production in Illinois is forecast at 41 million bushels. This is 

15 percent smaller than the 1969 crop and 17 percent smaller than 1968 
production. Yield is forecast at 40.0 bushels per acre--up 3 bushels from 1969 and up 
4 bushels from 1968. Acreage intended for harvest is estimated at 1, 028,000 acres-- 
down 21 percent from 1969 and 26 percent from 1968. Above normal temperatures and 
above normal precipitation resulted in excellent growth of wheat during April. As of 
May 1, the stage of development ranged from prejoint to joint in the South and was 
mostly prejoint in the North--slightly ahead of last year. 


Rye: The condition of rye on May 1 was reported at 92 percent of normal--down one 
point from a year earlier and two points below 1968. 


Hay Stocks: Hay stocks on Illinois farms May 1 were 4 percent below a year ago and 
17 percent below May 1, 1968. Disappearance of hay from January 1 to 
May 1 this year amounted to 52 percent of last year's production. 


Farm Labor: There were 138,000 family workers employed on Illinois farms during 

the survey week of April 19-25, compared to 150,000 during the same 
period a year earlier. Hired workers totaled 25, 000 compared to 30, 000 the previous 
year. Total workers numbered 163,000 compared to 180,000 last year during the same 
period. 


Precipitation was heavy in Southern Illinois during the survey period and moder- 
ate to light in the Central and North. Main activities during the survey week were 
repair work, fertilizing, plowing, and discing, where weather permitted.

UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


Prospective production of winter wheat increased 3 percent in April, but output is expected to be 5 percent below last year, 
and 11 percent less than in 1968. Progress of fieldwork on May 1 in the Corn Belt ranged from moderately behind to well ahead 
of a year earlier, Land preparation and planting were delayed during April in most Atlantic, South Central, and Western States. 
Moisture on May 1 was generally adequate or better except in parts of the Southeast, parts of Texas, and parts of California. 
Peach prospects in the 9 Southern States are 14 percent below last year, The 1969-70 orange crop is expected to be slightly above 
last year. Hay stocks on farms are 1 percent above a year earlier. Both pasture and hay condition on May 1 was slightly below 
last year. Indicated production of both potatoes and spring vegetables for fresh market is less than last year, 


Winter Wheat: Prospective production of winter wheat increased 3 percent during April. The 1970 crop is expected to be 5 per- 

cent less than last year and 11 percent below the 1968 record production. The decline from 1969 results from 
fewer acres for harvest. The yield per acre is expected to be a record 32.5 bushels--1,2 bushels above last year and 3.4 bushels 
above 1968, April precipitation, above normal over most of the Great Plains, improved the outlook for winter wheat, although 
cool weather delayed development, Development in Kansas, considered about normal, was behind a year earlier. Cool weather 
slowed growth of winter wheat in Montana and the Pacific Northwest. Condition was fair in Montana and generally good in the 
Pacific Northwest. Adequate to plentiful moisture and warm weather the last half of April stimulated growth of small grains in 
most of the area east of the Mississippi River. 

- OVER - 
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West Cold--East Wet: April weather was generally cool in the western half of the Nation--especially during the latter part of 
the month when weekly temperatures averaged 3 degrees to 15 degrees below normal. In the East, early 
April was cool, but since mid-month temperatures have been above normal. Summer warmth reached the deep South and the 
Southeast the latter part of April, in contrast to the persistent cold from the Great Plains westward. The warm and somewhat 
drier air allowed rapid fieldwork progress in the Southeast, but land preparation and planting are later than usual in most south 


central States. 


April precipitation varied greatly. Accumu- 
lations were the greatest from Arkansas, Oklahoma, 
northern Mississippi, and Alabama northward through 
eastern Missouri, Tennessee, Kentucky, and extend- 
ing into Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio. In this area 
April totals, between 5 and 10 inches, provided 
ample soil moisture but delayed fieldwork, Soil 
moisture is adequate throughout most of the East, 
except in South Carolina, Georgia, and Florida 
where April precipitation was gencrally below normal. 


In the Northern Plains and part of the Rocky 
Mountain region, considerable snow fell during April. 
Total April precipitation was well above normal in 
the Dakotas and eastern Montana, Replenished top- 
soil moisture supplies improved the outlook for small 
grains. Generous April precipitation in most of Kansas 
and Oklahoma benefited the wheat. The Pacific north- 
west has generally adequate soil moisture, but weather 
was cold and windy most of April. California was warm 
in early April and then turned cool with very little pre- 
cipitation, Rainfall was below normal in much of 
Texas, and crops in a few areas of the State are begin- 
ning to show stress. Irrigation water is regarded at least 
average in most areas of the West.

Soil moisture is adequate in most Corn Belt States, where April precipitation was above normal except in parts of 
Wisconsin, lowa, and some other local areas. As planting begins, soil conditions are favorable, except for surplus moisture in 


low lying areas. 


Progress of Fieldwork Varies in the Corn Belt: 


Planting of small grain and corn on May 1 was behind a year earlier in Illinois, 


Indiana, Ohio, and the Dakotas. Precipitation was unusually heavy in these 
States the latter part of April, Fieldwork was delayed during much of April across the North from Minnesota to Michigan, but 
was very active late in the month and seeding of small grains was ahead of a year earlier. Following an early start, land prepa- 
ration and spring planting was also ahead of a year earlier in Kansas and Missouri. 


Com planting was underway at the end of April across the central and southern portions of the Corn Belt. In Ohio, Iilinois 
and Michigan 5 percent of the intended acreage had been planted by May 4--somewhat behind last year in Ohio and [linois. 
Planting was ahead of a year earlier in lowa, Missouri and Kansas, ranging from 20 percent in Iowa to 27 percent in Kansas, 
About 10 percent of the acreage had been planted in Nebraska. 


Moisture supplies in the Corn Belt were generally adequate on May 1 and with warmer weather the latter part of April 


small grains and pastures were growing rapidly. 


Hay and Pasture Prospects Favorable: 


May 1 condition of hay and pasture was good in most areas of the Nation--each one 


point bclow a year earlier which was the highest for this date since 1958. Cool tempera- 
tures during the latter half of April in the West and North Central States limited growth and kept some northern and Mountain 
area grasses dormant. However, soil moisture is adequate in most States and rapid growth is being made as temperatures warm. 


Pasture condition, at 86 percent, was 4 points above the 1959-68 average. Hay condition, at 87 percent, was 1 point 
below last year, but 1 point above May 1, 1968. A few dry areas are appearing in California, Texas, South Carolina and 
Florida; but for the Nation, the pasture feed and hay supply outlook are promising. : 


Hay Stocks on Farms: Hay stocks on farms May 1 totaled 24,2 million tons, 1 percent more than a year earlier. Stocks were 
above a year ago in Nebraska, Kansas and the Western States, where 1969 production was large. However, 
stocks were below a year ago in eastern and most central States as a late spring and rather severe winter required heavy cattle 


feeding. 


Disappearance of hay from farms during the 1969-70 feeding season at 126.8 million tons was unchanged from the previous 


season.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - JUNE 1, 1970 


Planting of corn and soybeans got off to a slow start in most areas during May 
due to heavy rainfall. As of June 8, however, corn planting was 90 percent complete-- 
a week behind last year's progress but two days ahead of the 1968 progress. Soybean 
planting is 60 percent completed--a week behind 1969 progress. Replanting of corn 
will be necessary in scattered areas of the State due to flooding and ponding of fields. 
Some intended corn acreage will be replanted in soybeans due to the lateness of the 
season. Wheat generally is in excellent condition with 80 percent of the crop filling, 
including 30 percent beginning to turn yellow. Stage of development of the crop is 
near normal. About 20 percent of the oat crop is headed, near average for this date. 
One-fourth of the first crop of alfalfa hay has been cut and one-fifth of the first red 
clover hay crop has been cut. Pastures remain in excellent condition, supplying 
virtually all of the roughage required by livestock. Soil moisture as of June 5 was 
reported surplus by 81 percent of the weather-crop respondents and adequate by 
19 percent. 


Winter Wheat Prospects Unchanged: Winter wheat production in Illinois is forecast 
at 41 million bushels, unchanged from the May 1 
forecast. This is 15 percent below last year's production and 17 percent below the 
1968 harvest. Yield per acre is forecast at 40.0 bushels--unchanged from the May 1 
estimate but 3.0 bushels above last year's yield. Acreage, however, is estimated 
at 1,028, 000 acres--down 21 percent from last year and down 26 percent from 1968. 


Peach Prospects Below Last Year: Peach production is forecast at 18.5 million 

pounds, compared to the 1969 production of 25.2 
million pounds and the 1968 production of 16.0 million pounds. All crop reporting dis- 
tricts in the State reported winterkill. Some southern sections of the State reporta 
light set, attributed to pollination problems and the cool, wet weather the State has 
experienced this spring. 


Farm Labor: All family workers on Illinois farms during the survey week of May 24- 

30, 1970 totaled 153,000, down from the 157, 000 during the same period 
of 1969. All hired workers numbered 32,000 compared to 34,000 last year. Total of 
all workers on Illinois farms was 185,000, down from the 191, 000 for the same time 
last year. 


A Statewide average of over five and one-half days was reported favorable for 
fieldwork during the survey week. Main farm activities reported were planting corn 
and soybeans, spraying corn, cultivating, and haying.

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UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


May temperatures averaged near or above normal over most of the Nation. Major exceptions were the northern part of the 
North Central Region and south central Texas, Greatest departures above normal were from the Central Plains eastward, up to 
6 degrees. For the U. S., May precipitation was highly variable, Much of the Southwest had no measurable rain, but amounts 
were excessive in local areas of the Corn Belt and south Texas, Precipitation was well below normal from the High Plains of 
Texas to southwest Kansas during May and dryland small grains deteriorated throughout this Southern Plains area. Rain at the 
end of the month and in early June relieved much of the Great Plains, halting deterioration of small grains. 


May began cool in the West and warmer than normal east of the Great Plains. However, about May 4 warm, dry air 
moved into the Great Plains and generally prevailed in the Central and Souther Plains through the week ending May 24, 


Heavy rain fell early in the month in Illinois and Missouri and parts of North Dakota and Montana. At mid-month heavy 
rain fell in lowa and eastward across the Corn Belt. The precipitation was welcome, but further delayed late row crop planting 
in Illinois. Most of May was dry from Arkansas and Louisiana eastward to the Carolinas. Soil moisture was becoming short and 
growing crops were beginning to suffer. Rains moved across the area late in May and generally alleviated the dry condition, 
except for some local areas. Showers were frequent early in the month in the Appalachian and Virginia areas, but as of June 1, 
surface moisture was becoming short in part of this area. 


The 1970 winter wheat crop is forecast at 1,076 million bushels, 6 percent below a year earlier and 13 percent below the 
record 1968 crop. The June 1 forecast is 18 million bushels below the forecast a month earlier, largely due to reduced prospects 
in Oklahoma, Texas, Colorado and South Dakota. Indicated yield per harvested acre of 32.0 bushels is record high, 0.7 bushel 
above last year's 31.3, the previous high. Yields are expected to equal or exceed a year earlier except in Oklahoma, Alabama, 
New Mexico, and Oregon. Kansas prospects held during May. Rainfall during the month was below normal with deficiencies 
especially in the Southwest and South-central. Harvest in Oklahoma got underway in late May but damp, rainy weather held 
progress to a minimum. Nebraska wheat developed rapidly during May after a slow early start. In the Pacific Northwest, the 
production forecast was higher than a month earlier as yiéld prospects improved somewhat in Oregon, Winter wheat was begin- 
ning to head in the important growing areas of Oregon. Washington wheat progressed rapidly in May and is mostly in the boot 
stage but some fields have headed. 


Corn planting advanced rapidly in early May--especially in the western Corn Belt. Planting was 80 percent complete in 
lowa and 75 percent complete in Nebraska by May 18--well ahead of last year. However, planting lagged in Illinois because 
wet soils limited field activity--only about one-third of intended acreage had been planted by May 18. By June 1, corn planting 
was nearing completion in much of the major Corn Belt. Nearly all lowa and Nebraska corn had been planted. Planting was about 
85 percent complete in Illinois, Minnesota and Missouri, 
90 percent complete in Ohio and 80 percent complete in 
Indiana. Moisture is adequate with excessive amounts CROP PROSPECTS* 
in some localities. Iowa corn is mostly emerged and ; June 1, 1970 
early prospects are favorable.

Pasture condition was good to excellent in most of SCONDENES OF oe - 


the Nation on June 1. U. S. pasture condition at 85 per- 
cent was down one point from last month, 5 points below 
a year earlier, but 3 points above the 10-year average. 
Pasture feed is plentiful in the North Central and North Atlantic States, but lack of rain slowed pasture growth in the Southeast 

and Southwest. Nonirrigated pastures suffered in California. Pasture condition declined from a month earlier in Oklahoma, Texas, 
and the Southeast, but recent rains should halt deterioration.

Hay crop condition is favorable and, at 89 percent, equals a year earlier--the highest since 1922, The important North 
Central States have a heavy growth being cut from a first crop and adequate soil moisture should favor subsequent cuttings. Com- 
pared with May 1 condition declined in the South Central and South Atlantic Regions due to dryness during much of May. 


Spring fresh vegetable supplies (excluding melons) are 1 percent less than last year and 4 percent below 1968, Smaller crops 
than last year are expected for cabbage, sweet corn, cucumbers, lettuce, onions, tomatoes, asparagus, celery, eggplant, green 
peppers and spinach but larger crops are expected for snap beans, broccoli, cauliflower and carrots. 


Spring potato production is expected to be 8 percent below last year. Both early and late spring crops are smaller. 
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Gorn Production Forecast 2 Percent Above 1969: The production forecast of corn for grain at 974 million bushels is 2 percent above 

last year's production and 8 percent larger than the 1968 crop. Growers expect to 
harvest 10.3 million acres for grain--up 5 percent from 1969. The indicated yield is 95 bushels per acre--3 bushels less than last 
year, but 6 bushels larger than the 1968 yield. 





Wet weather delayed planting in many areas of the State during ta} aot and June. Heavy rains in early June caused ponding on 
flat uplands and flooding of bottomlands in many areas. Considerable yellowing was evident after the water was dissipated, and 
some of the more severely damaged acreage was replanted. Stage of growth varied widely in almost all areas at the end of June. 
ae plantings were tasselling and in rare instances corn was still being planted, Statewide, corn averaged 28 inches in height 
as of July 1. 


Soybean Acreage Up 1 Percent: Ilinois farmers will harvest 6.7 million acres of soybeans for beans this year--one percent more than 
last year. Planting, hindered by wet weather, lagged a week behind last year with a few scattered 
fields just recently planted. About 15 percent of the acreage was blooming on July 6, slightly behind last year. 


Wheat Outlook Declines: Prospective wheat production, at 40.1 million bushels, is off 3 percent from the June 1 estimate, 17 percent 
- below 1969 production, and 20 percent smaller than the 1968 crop. Growers are now expected to harvest 

a total of 1, 054, 000 acres compared with 1, 301, 000 last year. This year's yield of 38 bushels per acre is down two bushels from 

the June 1 forecast, but one bushel larger than the 1969 yield. Combining progressed rapidly during late June and early July. Harvest 
was reported to be three-fourths complete as of Monday, July 6. In the (SW) Southwest and the (SE) Southeast districts, harvest is 
reported to be virtually complete. 





Oat Production Down: Illinois farmers plan to harvest 646, 000 acres of oats in 1970, down 10 percent from 1969--a continuation of 
_ a downward trend dating from the late forties. The production is forecast at 40.7 million bushels, 7 percent 
less than last year's ron and 18 percent below the 1968 crop. The yield is expected to be 63 bushels per acre, 2 bushel more than 
last year, but 3 bushel below the record high of 66 bushels in 1968. The condition of the oat crop was reported uniformly good in 
all areas of the State on July 1. By July 6, three-fifths of the crop was turning yellow including 15 percent whicl) was ripe. 





Hay Acreage Up 1 Percent: Farmers expect to harvest 1.3 million acres of hay--up 1 percent from last year's acreage. Production 

is expected to be 3.6 million tons, up 5 percent from a year ago. Yield is expesicd to average 2.76 
tos per acre compared to 2.66 tons last year. Frequent rains early this spring promoted good growth, but have been a problem in 
harvesting. Recent fair weather has improved harvesting conditions. The second cutting of alfalfa is about one-third harvested and 
about 90 percent of the first crop of red clover has been harvested. 


Farm Labor: Employment on Illinois farms totaled 195, 000 during the survey week of June 21-27. Of this total, 38, 000 were hired 

workers, 8,000 more than last year and 6, 000 more than the previous month. The average hourly pay for a hired 
worker, without board or room was $1.78, up 12 cents from last year and 4 cents from the previous quarter. The average monthly 
wage with house was $336, up $13 from the previous year, and up $1 from the previous quarter. During the survey week, farmers 
most commonly were cultivating corn, making hay, planting soybeans, and in some areas combining wheat.

Illinois' All-Crop Production Index as of August 1, computed to 140,2 percent of its 1957-59 base value. This is 5.9 
points below last year but 0.6 points above 1968, Lower production prospects of all the grain crops largely contributed to the 
decline in the index from a year earlier, ; 


Corn Prospects Below Last Month: Production of corn for grain is forecast at 953 million bushels as of August 1--2 percent 
below the forecast of a month earlier and only slightly below the 1969 corn crop of 957 mil- 
lion bushels. The indicated yield of 93.0 bushels per acre is 5.0 bushels below 1969 but 4 bushels above the yield of two years 
ago. A wide variation exists in the stage of growth of the Illinois corn crop. As of August 10, 50 percent of the crop was in or 
beyond the dough stage. Reports indicate that Southern Leaf Blight is present in many corn fields in Central and Southern 
Illinois. However, potential losses from the blight will be largely determined by weather conditions in the next few weeks, 


Soybean Production Down 10 Percent from Last Year: Prospective production, at 200 million bushels, is down 10 percent from 
the 221 million bushels in 1969, and down 5 percent from 1968, The 

indicated yield of 30.0 bushels per acre is down 3.5 bushels from the record high in 1969 and down 1.5 bushels from 1968. 

Soybeans vary widely in stage of development throughout the State. Slightly over one -half of the crop has started podding as 

of August 10--compared to about two-thirds podding at this time last year. Crop damage and losses due to earlier ponding 

and local flooding are reported in many areas of the State. 


Winter Wheat Production Declines: Estimated wheat production declined in August to 37.9 million bushels, 5 percent below 
the July forecast, 21 percent below 1969 production, and 24 percent below 1968. Acres 
harvested this year was 1,054,000 acres, 19 percent below last year's acreage. Yield per acre is estimated at 36.0 bushels, 
down two bushels from the July forecast and one bushel below the 1969 yield. After a wet spring, field conditions became 
unusually dry during late June and early July; ideal for wheat harvest. Harvest was virtually completed in the State by mid- 


July. 


Oat Production Declines: The State's oat production is estimated at 36.8 million bushels, nearly 10 percent less than the 

July 1 forecast and 16 percent less than the 1969 crop. The 1970 acres harvested, at 646 thousand 
acres, compares with 718 thousand acres last year. This year's estimated yield of 57.0 bushels per acre is 4.0 bushels below 
1969 and 9.0 bushels below the record high yield in 1968, Harvest was nearly 90 percent complete by August 1, about 5 days 
ahead of 1969 while about the same as in 1968. Yields were down considerably from that expected on July 1, as many oat 
fields, principally those seeded late, were light and chaffy. 





Hay Production: Hay production is estimated at 3.6 million tons--down slightly from the previous month's forecast. The 

estimated production is 4 percent above the 3.4 million tons produced last year and slightly above 1968. 
Virtually all of the second cutting alfalfa was harvested by August 10, The lack of moisture over most of the State during 
early summer hindered growth of second cutting alfalfa. Prospects for third crop generally are good, aided by recent heavy 
rains over much of the State. ; 


Farm Labor: A total of 195,000 workers were employed on Illinois farms during the survey week of July 19 through 25. This 

is unchanged from the previous month, but 4,000 workers less than for the same period a year earlier. Of the 
total number of workers, 44,000 were hired, 6,000 more than the previous month, but unchanged from the previous year. 
Family workers made up the remaining 151,000 workers. Main farm activities for July were haying, cultivating row crops, 
and peach harvest in Southern Illinois.

UNITED STATES 


Crop production prospects on August 1 nearly equaled last year's record output. Hot, dry weather the first half of July 
reduced potential yields in much of the Western Corn Belt and Central and Southern Great Plains. 


The August 1 "All Crops" production index at 120.6 was down slightly from last year's 121.3, The August 1 composite 
index of yield per acre covering 28 leading crops was 130--2 points (2 percent) below last year's record high. 


Production of the four feed grains (corn, oats, barley and sorghum grain) is expected to total 175 million tons, 0.3 percent 
above the 174 million tons produced last year. Despite considerable damage from dry weather in the V/estern Corn Belt, output of 
corn is expected to be 3 percent above last year as an increase in acreage for harvest more than offset the lower yield per acre. 
Dry weather in the heavy producing Central and Southern Great Plains in July sharply reduced prospective yields of sorghum grain. 


Food grain production is expected to total nearly 46 million tons, nearly 1 percent above a month earlier but 7 percent 
below last year. 

Popcorn acreage for harvest is down 27 percent from a year earlier. 

With prospective production of soybeans, the major oilseed, about the same as last year, increases in expected output of 


peanuts and cottonseed pushed production of oilseeds 0.4 percent above a year ago. Soybean yields are expected to be down one- 
half bushel from last year, but acreage for harvest for beans is up 2 percent.

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - SEPTEMBER 1, 1970 


Iinois' All-Crop Production Index as of September 1, computed to 134 percent of its 1957-59 base value. This is 12 
points below last year and 22 points below the record high of 1967. Production prospects for corn and soybeans, along with the 
production of each of the other principal grain crops, mainly contributed to the lower index from 1969, Production of many of 
the minor crops are also down, but partially offsetting was higher hay crop prospects. 


Corn Prospects Down Sharply from August 1: Production of com for grain in Illinois is forecast at 871 million bushels, down 

- nearly 9 percent from a month earlier, This month's forecast is 9 percent below 
the 1969 production and 19 percent below the record 1967 corn production. The yield of this year's crop is set at 85.0 bushels 
per acre, down 8.0 bushels from the August 1 forecast. The current forecast is 13.0 bushels below last year and 15.0 bushels 
below the 1967 record yielding crop. 


Condition and development of the Illinois corn crop varies widely over the State. By September 8, nearly 90 percent was 
dented, including slightly over one-third mature--about ten days ahead of a year earlier. The crop was maturing rapidly, in 
many cases prematurely. Harvest had begun in a few scattered fields and is expected to progress ahead of normal this year 
throughout the State. Corn conditions declined considerably during August. Southern leaf blight, as indicated on September 4, 
was reported affecting nearly four-fifths of the cornfields in Illinois. The degree of infestation was reported as none or light by 
Over one-sixth of the reporters, moderate by over one-half and heavy by over one-fourth. Although the blight is present in 
virtually all cornfields, the extent of the eventual damage is still uncertain. 


Soybean Production Down 7 Percent from 1969: Production of soybeans is forecast at 207 million bushels--down 7 percent from 

the record high of 221 million bushels produced in 1969, and 2 percent below 
the 1968 crop. The indicated yield of 31.0 bushels per acre is up one bushel from the August 1 forecast but two and one-half 
bushels lower than last year's record yield and one-half bushel below 1968, Soybeans are generally in good condition throughout 
the State. Early plantings generally have a good pod set and are well filled. Yields from the later plantings, which were still in 
the process of filling, will depend upon the length of the growing season and amount of moisture received the next few days. As 
of September 8, about two-thirds of the soybean acreage was turning yellow, including one-fourth which was all yellow--slightly 
behind last year's progress for this date. 


Hay Production: [llinois' hay production is estimated at 3.6 million tons, unchanged from August 1; but 4 percent more than 
‘the 1969 production. Harvest of third cutting alfalfa hay was nearly 75 percent completed as of September 8, 
slightly ahead of last year. All hay condition was fair to good, slightly below last year and 1968. 


Farm Labor: A total of 174,000 workers in Illinois were engaged in farm employment during the survey week of August 23-29, 

1970. This is down 21,000 or 11 percent from the previous month, but up 2,000 or 1 percent from August 1969. 
Of this total, 33,000 were hired farm workers, down 11,000 from July, but up 3,000 from the previous year. The remaining 
141,000 workers were classed as family workers. Their numbers were down 10,000 from July, and down 1,000 from the previous 
year. Vegetable and fruit harvest, haying, weed-cutting and equipment maintenance were main activities. :

Crop prospects declined from a month earlier because of continued 
dry weather in the Plains and Southern corn leaf blight damage to corn. 


FEED CROP PROSPECTS 
September 1, 1970 


The "all crops" production index declined 2 points to 119, 2 points 
(2 percent) below last year's record. Feed grain prospects declined 
during the month but food grain and oilseed prospects improved. The 
composite index of yield per acre covering 28 leading crops declined 
3 points during August and at 127 was 5 points (4 percent) below last 
year's record high. 


Production of the four feed grains (corn, oats, barley and sorghum 
grain) is expected to total 167 million tons, 5 percent below a month 
earlier, and 4 percent below last year. Prospects for the feed grains, 
except sorghum grain, declined during August. Lower corn production 
accounted for most of the decline. Corn prospects dropped 6 percent 
from a month earlier caused by continued dry weather in western 
portions of the Corn Belt and damage from Southern leaf blight in the 
South Atlantic States and some of the South Central and Corn Belt States. 
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Barley and oat prospects declined slightly during August, due mainly to hot, dry weather in northern growing areas, 


Food grain production (wheat, rye, and rice) is expected to total 46 million tons, up slightly from a month earlier, but 6 per- 
cent below 1969. 


Oilseed production at 40.7 million tons is 2 percent above 1969. Production of soybeans, the major oilseed, is up 1 percent. 
Cottonseed is up 7 percent from 1969, peanuts up 9 percent, but flaxseed is down 18 percent. Favorable conditions in the major 
soybean producing States improved prospects during August. 


Indicated production of all hay declined 1 percent in August to 124.9 million tons, two percent below last year but only slightly 
below 1968. 


Supplies of summer fresh vegetables (excluding melons) are expected to be 2 percent above a year earlier, The fall potato crop 
is forecast 2 percent more than in 1969 and 10 percent above 1968. Production prospects for the major deciduous fruit crops declined 
from a month ag0, and the total tonnage for seven crops (grapes, peaches, apples, pears, prunes, plums, and cranberries) is now 
expected to be 13 percent below last year.

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - OCTOBER 1, 1970 


Illinois' All Crop Production Index as of October 1, computed to 127 percent of its 1957-59 base value. This is down 
7 points from a month earlier, down 19 points from last year, and 29 points below the record high of 1967. Decreases from a 
year earlier in corn, soybeans, wheat, and oats were only partially offset by a slight increase in hay production. 


Corn Prospects Down 18 Percent from July 1 Initial Estimate: Production prospects continued to decline, with corn for grain as 
of October 1 forecast at 800 million bushels--down 8 percent from 
September 1, 18 percent from July 1, and 16 percent from the 1969 production. The October 1 indicated yield, at 78 bushels 
per acre, compares with 85 bushels in September, 95 bushels in July, and 98 bushels in 1969, 





Corn conditions declined steadily during September, principally the result of the Southern leaf blight. About 90 percent of the 
cornfields was reported affected by the blight. Harvesting of the crop poses a serious problem because of weakened plant condi- 
tions. Some problems showing up with this year's crop are light test weights, chaffy corn, and mold on kernels. By October 12 
about one-third of the acreage was harvested. Virtually all of the crop is mature and harvest is progréssing as rapidly as weather 
permits, 


Soybean Production Down 7 Percent from 1969: Soybean production in Illinois is forecast at 207 million bushels--down 7 percent 


from the record high of 221 million bushels produced in 1969, and 2 percent 
below the 1968 crop. The estimated yield of 31.0 bushels per acre is the same as last month's forecast but two and one-half 
bushels lower than last year's record yield and one-half bushel below 1968. As of October 12, two-thirds of the crop had been 
harvested, slightly behind the same date last year. Virtually all remaining acreage for harvest has shed its leaves. 


Hay Production: Production of all hay is estimated at 3.6 million tons, up slightly from the September 1 forecast. This year's 
crop compares with 3, 4 million tons produced last year and 3.6 million tons produced in 1968. Harvest of third 
cutting alfalfa was virtually completed by October 1, 


Farm Labor and Wage Rates: During the survey week of September 20-26, 140,000 family workers were employed on Illinois 
farms, compared to 141,000 the previous month, and 146,000 last year in September. Hired 
workers on Illinois farms numbered 24,000 workers, down from 33,000 for the previous month, and down from 29,000 for the 
previous year, Total employment at 164,000 workers is down from 174,000 for the previous month, and down from 175,000 
for the previous year. Corn and soybean harvest, silo filling, and plowing were the main activities for the survey week, An 
average of $1.80 per hour was paid to hired workers receiving an hourly wage only. This is 10 cents above the same quarter 
last year and 2 cents above the previous quarter of this year, Farm workers with house furnished were receiving an average of 
$335 per month this quarter. This is $11.00 above the same quarter last year, but $1.00 below the previous quarter this year.

UNITED STATES: Prospects for the 1970 corn crop continued to decline in September. Despite wet fields and damage from 

Southern corn leaf blight, corn harvest is ahead of normal in the Corn Belt. The "all crops" production index 
at 118 on October 1 was down 1 point from a month earlier. A decline in feed grain prospects more than offset slight gains in food 
grains and oilseed prospects. 

Production of the four feed grains (corn, oats, barley and sorghum grain) is expected to total 161 million tons--3 percent less 
than forecast on September 1, and 8 percent below last year. Com production dropped 5 percent in September, because of drought 
and Southern corn leaf blight. Sorghum grain prospects improved in September, and production is now expected to be 2 percent 
more than forecast last month. Barley and oats production are both lower than in 1969, 

Production of food grains (wheat, rye and rice) is expected to total 46.1 million tons, up slightly from September 1 but 6 per- 
cent below 1969, Harvest of spring wheat was virtually completed during September, Output of all wheat--winter and spring~-is 
expected to total 7 percent less than 1969 and 14 percent less than the record large 1968 crop, 

The oilseed outlook improved slightly during September. Total oilseed production is expected to be up 2 percent from a year 
earlier, Soybean production increased 1.4 million bushels during September and is expected to be 2 percent above the 1969 crop, 
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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - NOVEMBER 1, 1970 


Illinois' November 1 All Production Index computes to 124 percent of its 1957-59 base value. This is down 3 points 
from a month earlier and down 22 points from 1969. This year's index is the lowest since 1964. The decrease from last year 
for corn production is mainly responsible for the overall decline in crop production. 


Wheat seeding was 87 percent completed by November 9, Plowing for 1971 corn and soybeans was 35 percent com- 
pleted, slightly ahead of last year. 


Com Prospects Continue to Decline: Illinois' 1970 prospective corn production is estimated at 769 million bushels. This pro- 

duction is down 4 percent from October 1, down 21 percent from July 1, and down 20 per- 
cent from the 1969 production. The November 1 indicated yield, at 75 bushels per acre, compares with 78 bushels on October 1; 
95 bushels on July 1 and 98 bushels for the 1969 crop. 


Corn prospects showed further declines during October, Lodging caused harvesting problems in some areas because of 
weak stalks resulting primarily from Southern leaf blight. Harvest was frequently delayed by rains which caused fields to be 
too soft to support machinery. Quality of corn varies greatly over the State with test weights averaging below normal. As of 
November 9, 80 percent of the State's corn acreage was harvested, compared with 67 percent a year earlier, 


Soybean Production Down 7 Percent from 1969: Soybean production in Illinois is forecast at 207 million bushels--down 
7 percent from the record high of 221 million bushels produced in 1969 


and 2 percent below the 1968 crop. The estimated yield at 31.0 bushels per acre is the same as last month's forecast, but 
two and one-half bushels lower than last year's record yield and one-half bushel below 1968. Harvest was about 85 percent 
complete as of November 9. This is twelve days behind last year on this date. Concern over corn harvest and soft fields has 
caused soybean harvest to lag behind last year's pace, 


Farm Labor: Total Illinois farm employment for the survey week October 19-25 was 182,000 persons, up 11 percent from 

the previous month, but down 2 percent from the same period last year. Total family workers were 150, 000 
persons, compared to 140,000 persons the previous month and 154,000 persons the previous year. Hired workers totaled 32, 000 
persons, up 8,000 from the previous month, and the same as the previous year. Corn and soybean harvest, plowing, and winter 
wheat seeding were the main farm activities.

Corn and soybean harvest- 
ing was hampered the rest of October by frequent rains and poor drying conditions. In spite of wet weather, corn picking made 
good progress and on November 1 harvest was 1 to 2 weeks ahead of last year. Farmers pushed corn harvest in an effort to 
minimize the detrimental effects of Southern corn leaf blight. Picking was limited where wet fields could not support harvest- 


ing equipment. Combining of soybeans has not fared as well as corn and progress on November 1 was behind last year in most 
States.

CORN in all storage positions in Illinois on January 1, totaled 633 million bushels, This was 19 percent less than a year 
earlier and 17 percent less than in 1969, The on-farm portion of the January 1, 1969 stocks were estimated for all commodities 
from historical data in the absence of the regular quarterly survey. Stocks held in off-farm storage at 230 million bushels were 
slightly less than the 231 million bushels held a year earlier, Farm stocks at 402 million bushels compare with the 551 million 
bushels a year earlier. 


SOYBEAN stocks in all positions on January 1, 1971 totaled 195 million bushels, 8 percent less than the record high 
total of a year earlier. Of the total, 110 million were in off-farm storage. 


OAT stocks in all positions, at 31 million bushels, compare with 32 million bushels a year earlier, Oats held in farm 
storages totaled 19 million bushels, accounting for nearly 60 percent of the total. 


WHEAT stocks in all positions at 20 million bushels, compare with 25 million bushels a year earlier, Wheat stocks in 
off-farm storages account for 82 percent of the total stocks.

Stocks of the four feed grains (corn, oats, barley and sorghum) on January 1, 1971, totaled 145.7 million tons, This is 
12 percent less than the 164.7 million tons a year earlier, and lowest for the date since 1967, Oats showed a slight increase 
from last year, but other feed grains were down sharply. Total stocks of wheat were 8 percent less than a year earlier, with 
durum stocks 19 percent less. Holdings of soybeans were down 10 percent from last year, Rye stocks were up 37 percent and 
flaxseed slightly more than a fourth larger than a year earlier, 


All wheat in storage January 1, 1971, totaled 1,417 million bushels, 8 percent less than a year earlier, but 5 percent 
above the January 1, 1969 stocks, Disappearance from all storage positions October through December is indicated at 380 mil- 
lion bushels, compared with 341 million a year earlier.

Soybeans in storage on January 1, 1971 totaled 949 million bushels, 10 percent less than a year earlier. Stocks on | 
January 1, 1971 indicate a disappearance during the 1970 September-December period of 416 million bushels from a supply 
of 1,366 million bushels (carryover of 230 million bushels plus 1970 production of 1,136 million bushels), compared with a 
disappearance of 396 million bushels a year earlier.

ILLINOIS 
CORN in all storage positions in Illinois on April 1, totaled 383 million bushels. This was 20 percent less than a year 
earlier and 26 percent less than in 1969. Stocks held in off-farm storage at 144 million bushels compares with 167 million 
bushels held a year earlier. Farm stocks at 238 million bushels compare with the 314 million bushels April 1, 1970. 


SOYBEAN stocks in all positions on April 1, 1971 totaled 122 million bushels, 16 percent less than the record high 
total of a year earlier, Of the total, 73 million were in off-farm storage and 49 million in farm storage.

Total stocks of the four feed grains (corn, oats, barley and sorghum) on April 1, 1971, amounted to 98.4 million tons-- 
16 percent less than the 116.7 million tons a year earlier. Large declines in corn, sorghum and barley were only partially 
offset by a small increase in oats. 


Stocks of all wheat were 11 percent smaller and durum wheat stocks 21 percent under a year earlier. Soybean holdings 
on April 1 were 16 percent below a year earlier. However, rye stocks were up 41 percent and flaxseed stocks up 23 percent 
from April 1, 1970.

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - MAY 1, 1971 


Winter Wheat: Winter wheat production in Illinois is forecast at 37 million bushels. 

This is 4 percent above the 1970 crop, but 21 percent smaller than 
the 1969 production. Yield is forecast at 38.0 bushels per acre--up 2 bushels from 
1970 and up 1 bushel from 1969. Acreage intended for harvest is estimated at 
983,000 acres--1 percent below last year and 23 percent below 1969. Winter wheat 
was in mostly good condition across the State. Adverse winter weather and dry soils 
this spring caused some plant losses, particularly in the northern areas of the State. 
Most of the acreage in the southern one-third of Illinois is in good to excellent condi- 
tion. Rains at the end of April and early May benefited the crop over virtually the 
entire State. 


Hay Stocks: Hay stocks on Illinois farms on May 1 was 22 percent of the 1970 total 

crop production, compared with 25 percent for this date in both 1970 
and 1969. The quantity of hay on hand May 1 totaled 743,000 tons, down 11 percent 
from 1970 and down 16 percent from 1969. 


Farm Labor: There were 152,000 family workers employed on Illinois farms during 

the survey week of April 18-24, compared to 138, 000 during the same 
period a year earlier. Hired workers totaled 28,000, compared to 25, 000 the previ- 
ous year. Total workers numbered 180,000 compared to 163, 000 last year during 
the same period.

UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


Prospective production of winter wheat is expected to be 9 percent below last year and 11 percent less than in 1969, Field- 
work was making excellent headway in the Corn Belt on May 1. The 1971 com crop was being planted in record time in many 
States. April was extremely dry in the Com Belt and rain will be needed in May to get the crop off to a good start. By May 1, 
soybean planting was underway. Land preparation and planting were delayed during April in most Atlantic, Southern and 
Western States, but progress was near normal, Moisture on May 1 was generally short, except in the northern Rockies, northern 
Great Plains, and Southeast. Peach prospects in the 9 Southern States were 8 percent below last year. The record high 1970-71 
orange crop was expected to be 5 percent greater than output last season. Hay stocks on farms were 8 percent below a year 
earlier, Pasture condition on May 1, at 74 percent of normal, was the lowest reported for the date since 1956, Growth of hay 
at slowed by dry, cool weather. Indicated production of both potatoes and spring vegetables for fresh market was less than 

ast year. 


Winter Wheat: The 1971 winter wheat crop is expected to be 9 percent less than last year and 11 percent below the crop of 

1969. The decline from 1970 is the combined result of lower yields and fewer acres harvested for grain. Pros- 
pective output is 2 percent below last December's forecast. Kansas prospects are good to excellent; however, poorer conditions 
exist in southwest counties, Nonirrigated wheat continued to suffer in western Oklahoma, Texas, and the Southwest. Cool 
weather slowed growth in Montana and the Pacific Northwest. Moisture is adequate and May 1 crop prospects appear good, 
Cool, dry weather retarded small grain development east of the Mississippi River. Grain fields were starting to ripen in the 
Deep South, with limited combining underway in early fields,

April Cold and Dry: Much of the Nation endured another cold, dry month during April, Temperatures were mostly 
2 degrees to 4 degrees below normal, except in the North Central States, eastern Florida and 

central Texas. The traditional April showers were few and far between. April was dry in the Nation's eastern half 

with precipitation generally less than 75 percent of normal. Moisture was extremely scarce from Missouri and Iowa 

eastward into Pennsylvania. However, this enabled corn planting to get off to a fast start. Precipitation was above 

normal in the West but much of the Southwest 

received little moisture.

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Areas hard hit by southern corn leaf blight in 1970 are pushing corn planting in hopes of beating the disease in 1971, 


Planting would be farther along but some corn growers in colder areas are waiting for the end of the frost damage 
period. Lack of rain also caused a slowdown in some regions as soils were too dry to cultivate. 


Early planted fields are starting to emerge. Rain and warmer temperatures are needed to speed germination and 
plant growth. For the second straight month, rain was under 50 percent of normal for much of the Corn Belt, In Iowa, 
the Nation's leading corn producer in two of the last three years, March-April rainfall was the lowest since 1934 and 1936, 


Missouri farmers had 61 percent of the crop planted by May 1. Ohio and Illinois growers had 45 and 35 percent of 
their respective acreages in, lowa and Indiana had 20 percent of the crop planted. 


Pastures Continue Poor: Condition of pastures continued poor during April. At 74 percent of normal, condition is 12 
points below May 1, 1970 and 9 points under the 1960-69 May 1 average. East of the Mississippi 
River, below normal temperatures coupled with below normal precipitation accounted for the reduced prospects. 


Hay growth generally lagged behind normal in most areas with much of the crop needing more precipitation and 
warmer weather, Some first cuttings of hay were getting underway in the southern tier of States. No major insect damage 
has been noted, 


Hay Stocks on Farms:_ May 1 stocks totaled 22.3 million tons, 8 percent less than a year earlier. Stocks were below a 
year ago throughout most of the Nation, However, Missouri and North Dakota in the North 

Central region and most States in the South Central region had stocks above the previous year. Other States showing 

increases were Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, California, New Hampshire, Rhode Island, New York and Connecticut. 


Disappearance of hay from farms during the 1970-71 feeding season, at 129.9 million tons, compares with 127.2 
million tons for the same period a year earlier.

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - JUNE 1, 1971 


Corn planting this spring has generally progressed ahead of normal and by June 7 
was virtually complete in all areas of the State. Corn is reported in good to excellent 
condition over most of the State, but the cool temperatures during May has slowed 

growth. About 90 percent of the soybean acreage was planted by June 7, compared to 
60 percent last year on this date. The crop is in mostly good to excellent condition. 
Wheat conditions are good to excellent over most of the State. By June 7, nearly all 
of the acreage had headed, with 75 percent reaching the filling stage and 10 percent 
turning yellow--a little behind last year. Oatsare also in mostly good to excellent 
condition, with about 30 percent of the acreage headed--about the same as last year. 
Crop conditions for alfalfa hayand red clover hay are generally good to excellent. 
Pastures made good growth during May, benefiting from frequent rains. On June 4, 
soil moisture supplies over the State were reported as mostly adequate to surplus. 











Winter Wheat Forecast Unchanged: Winter wheat production in Illinois is forecast at 

37 million bushels, unchanged from May 1. This 
year's estimate is 4 percent above the 1970 crop, but 21 percent below the 1969 produc- 
tion. Yield, at 38.0 bushels per acre, is 2 bushels above 1970 and 1 bushel above 1969. 
Acreage intended for harvest is estimated at 983,000 acres--1 percent below 1970 and 
23 percent below 1969. 


Peach Prospects Above Last Year: Peach production is forecast at 25.0 million pounds, 

compared to the 1970 production of 19.5 million 
pounds and the 25.2 million pounds produced in 1969. A good crop is in prospect in 
most areas. The main producing areas experienced no significant winter kill or frost 
damage. Many areas have reported extremely heavy fruit set. 


Farm Labor: An average of 150,000 family workers were engaged in farm labor on 

Illinois farms during the survey period May 23-29, down from the 
153,000 farm workers during the comparable period last year. Hired workers on 
Illinois farms totaled 28, 000 down 4, 000 workers from the comparable period last year. 
The total of 178,000 workers this year is down 7,000 from the comparable period last 
year and down 2,000 from last month. Reductions are attributed mainly to the earlier 
planting season this year, and wet field conditions during the survey period in some 
sections of Southern Illinois. Planting soybeans, cultivating corn, haying, pesticide 
application, and numerous other routine spring farm chores including early vegetable 
harvest were the main activities.

A cool May resulted in a slow start for spring planted crops. By June 1 growth and development was late in all areas of the 
Nation. Cotton growers in the South had to replant considerable acreage as record low May temperatures damaged early planted 
fields. Drought continues to delay planting and crop growth in Texas, By June 1, corn planting was nearing completion in the 
Corn Belt, and soybeans planting was progressing rapidly in major producing States. Sorghum grain planting is off to a slow start 
in the Great Plains. Pasture feed condition on June 1 was below both last year and average but showed improvement since May 1. 
Hay prospects are fair to good over the Nation. Peach production is forecast 3 percent below last year. Citrus production for the 
1970-71 season is expected to be 7 percent above last season. The production forecast of both spring vegetables and spring potatoes 
is below 1970. 


The 1971 winter wheat crop is forecast at 1,048 million bushels, 6 percent below a year earlier and 9 percent below the 1969 
crop. The June 1 forecast is 28 million bushels above a month earlier largely as a result of improved prospects in Nebraska, 
Colorado, South Dakota, the Pacific Northwest and eastern Com Belt States. Changes in production forecasts between June 1 and 
harvest have averaged 35 million bushels for the past decade--ranging from negligible to 87 million bushels. Indicated yield‘per 
harvested acre of 32.1 bushels is second to last year's record high of 33.4 bushels and is 0.9 bushels above 1969. Kansas wheat 
prospects during May continued excellent except for hail damaged fields and the dry areas of the southwestern part. Wheat pros- 
pects improved slightly in Texas but declined in Oklahoma during May. In Oklahoma, wheat remained poor in the western one- 
third where much acreage was abandoned. Nebraska wheat made rapid development during the month and the crop was in excellent 
condition except for locally severe hail damage in the Panhandle and southwestern counties. Production prospects in Missouri and 
the eastern Corn Belt improved during May. Illinois wheat was in excellent condition in most areas. 


CORN: Reflecting the early season, corn planting was nearing completion in most Corn Belt States. Planting was over 95 percent 

complete in Iowa by the third week of May and by June 1 was virtually over in all but the southem part of Illinois, 95 per~ 
cent complete in Ohio, Indiana and Michigan; 98 percent in Minnesota; and 90 percent in Kansas and Nebraska. Some crusting 
occurred in Nebraska and earlier heavy rains had necessitated some replanting. Dry, cool weather slowed planting in Wisconsin 
and progress was only 75 percent complete. Cool weather throughout most of the State slowed germination and subsequent growth 
during May. However, by month's end, conditions were improving as warmer weather prevailed. Com planting was nearly com- 
plete by June 1 in all areas except in the Northeast. 


Southern Corn Leaf Blight has been found in localized areas in 52 counties in 12 States, according to the June 8, 1971, 
report of the National Federal-State Information Center on Corn Blight. These States are: North Carolina, Georgia, Ohio, Illinois, 
Texas, Alabama, Kentucky, Tennessee, Nebraska, Iowa, Florida, and Mississippi. In the majority of counties reporting blight, 
infection is confined to volunteer seedlings in an individual field and plants in special research plots. In the few instances where 
the disease has been identified in corn planted this spring, plant pathologists indicate infection was probably caused by spores from 
local debris or as a result of on-farm shelling operations. No reports have been received which indicate field-to-field spread of the 
disease. 


SOYBEANS: Planting moved along at a rapid 
ace during the month. [Illinois * 
growers had 8& percent of the crop in by June 1, ‘ CROP PROSPECTS 
compared with only 50 percent a year earlier. 3 June 1,197] 
In Iowa plantings were 80 percent complete, : 
ahead of the usual rate, while Ohio growers were 
75 percent done, 30 percent ahead of normal 
progress. Elsewhere in the Corn Belt, planting 
was at a normal to slower than normal pace. 
Planting progress in the South Central and South- 
eastern States ranged from somewhat behind to 
near normal, Moisture was generally adequate. 
By June 1, about half of the intended acreage 
had been planted in North and South Carolina, 
Georgia, and Arkansas. Louisiana's progress, 
at 60 percent complete, was 15 points behind 
comparable progress last year. 


Pasture condition on June 1 was good to 
excellent across the Nation except in some 
southern and southwestern States. U. S, pasture

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Hay is in fair to good condition over most 
of the Nation. Some weevil damage to alfalfa j 
occurred in Missouri, Kansas, and Kentucky. Frost damaged the crop in parts of North Dakota. Harvest is moving north. The crop 
would benefit from warmer weather; growth was slowed by cool temperatures during most of May. 


The 1971 peach crop is forecast at 2,907 million pounds, 3 percent below last year and 21 percent below 1969. Excluding 
California's Clingstones, used mostly for canning, the forecast is 1,591 million pounds, 1 percent more than last season, 


Spring fresh vegetable supplies (excluding melons) are 4 percent less than last year and 1 percent below 1969, Smaller crops 
than last yearare asparagus, snap beans, cabbage, carrots, cucumbers, eggplant, cauliflower, lettuce, onions, spinach, straw- 
berries, and sweetcorn --larger crops are expected for broccoli, celery, green peppers, and tomatoes, 


Spring potato production is expected to be 4 percent below the year before. Both early and late spring crops are smaller,

Total Crop Acreage Up 3 Percent: Iinois farmers expect to harvest 20.8 million acres of field crops in 1971--3 percent 

more than was harvested in 1970. Increases in acreages of corn, soybeans, rye, barley, 
and sorghum were only partially offset by smaller acreages for wheat, oats, and hay. Crop respondents' evaluations of 
"condition of all crops" as of July 1, were generally good to excellent except for an area in the west-central and the south- 
eastern tip of the State where prospects were poor to fair. Soil moisture as of July 2 was reported short by 82 percent of the 
crop respondents and adequate by 18 percent. 


Com Acreage Up 2 Percent From 1970: Illinois farmers planted 10.7 million acres of corn for all purposes this spring--up 

2 percent from the 1970 planted acreage. Growers expect to harvest 10.3 million 
acres for grain--up 2 percent from 1970. Of the total corn harvested acreage, 155,000 acres is white corn, compared with 
81,000 acres harvested in 1970. A special seed corn survey indicated that 44 percent of the corn was planted with Blend 
seed--4, 686,000 acres; 32 percent with N cytoplasm seed--3, 408,000 acres; 15 percent with T cytoplasm seed--1, 598, 000 
acres; 3 percent with F 2 seed--320, 000 acres; and 6 percent with other and unknown seed--639, 000 acres. 


Planting underway in April in many areas was somewhat ahead of usual schedule. It progressed rapidly because of dry, mild 
weather and most acreage was planted by June 1, Cool temperatures during much of May slowed growth, but with the early 
planting, warmer temperatures and mostly adequate moisture in early June, the crop is now developing rapidly, As of July 6, 
1971 the average height of corn across INinois was 50 inches--compared with slightly over 35 inches as of the same date last 
year. Nearly 10 percent of the corn is silked. Despite dry weather, corn has good color and has been aided by recent 
scattered showers. 


Soybean Acreage Up 5 Percent: Illinois farmers planted 7,3 million soybean acres for all purposes in 1971, up 5 percent from 
1970. Indications are they will harvest 7.2 million acres for beans this year--5 percent more 

than last year. Planting, aided by favorable weather, progressed in all areas of the State this spring. The crop is now reported 

in mostly good condition and stands are generally quite even but dry weather in the western part of the State has caused some 


spotty stands. 


Wheat Outlook Improves: Prospective wheat production, at 41.3 million bushels, is 15 percent above the 1970 production. 

Illinois farmers are expected to harvest 983,000 acres compared to 993,000 acres last year. This 
year's yield of 42 bushels per acre is up 4 bushels from the June 1 forecast, and 6 bushels above the 1970 yield. As of Tuesday, 
July 6, 1971, nearly 90 percent of the Illinois wheat crop had been combined. 


Oat Production Down: Illinois farmers seeded 1, 197, 000 acres of oats this spring, up 28 percent from 1970. Seeding diverted 

acres accounted for much of the increased acreage. Farmers plan to harvest 600, 000 acres of oats for 
grain in 1971, down 2 percent from 1970. Production is forecast at 34,2 million bushels, down slightly from last year's crop, 
and the yield is forecast at 57 bushels per acre. This is 1 bushel more than last year. As of July 6, about 95 percent of the 
oat acreage has turned yellow or is starting to turn and about SO percent was ripe. Only 5 percent had been combined. 


Sorghum Acreage Up Sharply: Growers planted 200, 000 acres of sorghums in 1971, compared to only 25, 000 acres last year. 
Farmers expect to harvest 190, 000 acres in 1971, compared to 24,000 acres in 1970. 


Hay Acreage Down 8 Percent: Farmers expect to harvest 1.2 million acres of hay--down 8 percent from last year's acreage. 
The second cutting of alfalfa is slightly over one-third harvested, as of July 6. 


Farm Labor: Total employment on Illinois farms during the survey period June 21-27, was 195,000 workers, the same as 

last year. Of the total, 39,000 were hired workers, up 11,000 from the previous month and up 1,000 from last 
year. The average hired worker wage, without room and board, was $1.87 an hour, up 9 cents from the previous year and up 
4 cents from the previous quarter. The average monthly wage with house was $364, up $28.00 from the previous year and up 
$14.00 from the previous quarter, Main activities during the survey period were combining, small grains, cultivating soybeans, 
making hay, baling straw and plowing small grain stubble.

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - AUGUST 1, 1971 


Iinois' All-Crop Production Index as of August 1 computes to 147.2 percent of its 1957-59 base value. This is 25.1 
points above last year and 1.2 points above 1969. Higher production prospects for each of the grain crops mainly contributed 
to the increase in the index from last year. 


Corn Prospects Up Considerably From 1970: Production of corn for grain is forecast at 945 million bushels as of August 1--27 per- 

cent more than produced in 1970 but 1 percent less than in 1969. This year's yield, 
at 92.0 bushels per acre, compares with 74,0 bushels in 1970 and 98.0 bushels in 1969. Acreage for grain in 1971 is estimated 
at 10, 267,000 acres, up 2 percent from last year, The 1971 crop is developing quite uniformly and it generally looks good, By 
August 9, about 70 percent of the acreage had reached the dough stage and over 15 percent had begun to dent--ahead of normal. 
Southern corn leaf blight is present in most areas of the State, and damage thus far has been light except for "hot spots'' occurring 
in some southern and central counties. 


Soybean Production Up 15 Percent From 1970: A record high production of 245 million bushels is in prospect for 1971. Produc- 

tion is up 15 percent from 1970 and up 9 percent from the previous record of 225 
million bushels in 1969. The indicated yield at 34.0 bushels per acre is up 3.0 bushels from 1970 and up a half-bushel from the 
previous record high of 1969. As of August 9, soybeans were developing rapidly with over 85 percent of crop setting pods, com- 
pared with about 55 percent a year earlier. 


Winter Wheat Production Increases From July: Production of winter wheat, at 43, 252,000 bushels, is up 5 percent from last 
month's 1971 estimate, up 21 percent from the 1970 crop, but down 8 percent 

from 1969. The 1971 acres for grain, at 1,027,000 acres, is 1 percent less than last year. This year's yield is estimated at 

a record high of 44.0 bushels per acre, which compares with 36.0 bushels in 1970 and 37.0 bushels in 1969, The crop developed 

well throughout the spring and early summer, aided by mostly ideal weather conditions, Heads were filled well and harvest 

conditions were excellent. Harvest was mostly complete in the two southernmost districts by July 1 and over virtually the entire 

State by mid-July. 


Oat Production Up: Oat production is estimated at 36.0 million bushels, 5 percent above the 1970 crop but 16 percent below 
1969. The estimated yield of 60.0 bushels is 4.0 bushels above 1970 but 1.0 bushel below 1969. Most oat 
acreage was harvested by August 1--slightly ahead last year's progress. Test weights were reported good. 


Hay Production Down: Hay production is estimated at 3.0 million tons, The estimated production is 12 percent below the 3.4 
million tons produced last year and 9 percent below the 1969 level. The second cutting is nearly com- 
pleted--slightly ahead of the 1970 pace. The third cutting has begun but by August 1 it was progressing slowly. 


Farm Labor: A total of 187,000 workers was employed on Illinois farms during the survey week of July 18 through 24. This is 
8, 000 workers less than the previous month and also a year earlier, Of the total number of workers 39, 000 were 

hired, unchanged from the previous month but 5,000 less than the previous year. Family workers made up the remaining 

148,000 workers. Main farm activities for July were making hay, combining small grains, baling straw and mowing weeds.

UNITED STATES 


Crop production prospects on August 1 were an all-time high for that date. July moisture was good in the eastern half of 
the Nation and, although crop growth was slowed by cool temperatures in late July, prospects never looked better for most crops 


The August 1 "all crops" production index (1967=100) at 111 points was up substantially from last year's 100. The August 1 
composite index of yield per acre covering 28 leading crops (1967=100) was 109--7 points (7 percent) above last year. Both 
indexes are at a record high, topping the former highs set in 1969, 

Production of the four feed grains (corn, oats, barley, and sorghum) is forecast at 200 million tons, 26 percent above the 
159 million tons produced in 1970. Most of the increase is due to the prospective record corn crop resulting from a 12-percent 
increase in acres for grain plus the second largest yield of record, 83.0 bushels per acre. Growing conditions have been highly 
favorable for feed grain crops this season. Sorghum grain production is also expected to be record high because of a large increase 
in acreage plus a near-record yield. Record high yields per acre are indicated for barley and oats. Barley production is the 
largest since 1958 but the oat crop is well under last season due to an acreage decline. 


Food grain production is expected to total 54 million tons, 15 percent above last year, The winter wheat crop forecast was 


higher than a month earlier as yields exceeded earlier expectations in most major producing States. 


Production of oilseeds is expected to be 8 percent above last year, reflecting a large increase in soybeans, the major oilseed. 
Record soybean production is in prospect as a result of record yields and a 1-percent increase in acreage for harvest for beans. 


Summer production of fresh vegetables excluding melons is estimated at 2 percent less than last year. Production of the six 
major processing vegetables is expected to be 5 percent more than last year, 


Popcorn acreage for harvest is up 24 percent from a year earlier.

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - SEPTEMBER 1, 1971 


Illinois' All-Crop Production Index as of September 1, computed to 145.6 percent 
of its 1957-59 base value, down 1.6 points from August 1. This year is 23.5 points above 
last year, but 0.4 points below 1969. Higher production prospects for each of the grain 
and fruit crops more than offset a decrease in hay production from last year. 

Corn Prospects Up 1 Bushel From August 1: Production of corn for grain is forecast at 
955 million bushels as of September 1, up 
1 percent from a month earlier and 28 percent more than the 1970 corn production. 
Yield for this year's crop, at 93.0 bushels per acre, compares with 74.0 bushels in 
1970 and 98.0 bushels in 1969. The 1971 acreage for grain is estimated at 10, 267, 000 
acres, up 2 percent from last year. At the first of September, corn was reported in 
mostly good to excellent condition. Corn is maturing about one week ahead of 1970. As 
of September 7, nearly 95 percent of the Illinois corn acreage had reached the dent stage 
of maturity and over 50 percent was considered mature or safe from frost. Harvest of 
corn for grain has started--mostly in the western and southern parts of the State. South- 
ern corn leaf blight, although present over virtually the entire State, did only minor 
damage to the overall crop through August. 
Soybean Production Down 6 Percent From August: September soybean prospects were 
down 6 percent from the August 1 
forecast, but Illinois still expects a record soybean production for 1971. On September l, 
the crop is estimated at 231 million bushels, up 8 percent from the 1970 crop, and up 
2 percent from the 1969 record crop of 225 million bushels. The indicated yield of 32 
bushels per acre is down 2 bushels from August 1 but up 1 bushel from 1970. As of 
September 7, 45 percent of the Illinois soybeans have turned completely yellow and 25 
percent have begun to shed leaves. In western and southern areas, soybean harvest 
had begun. Dry soil conditions in some areas reduced soybean pod fill and hastened 
soybean maturity. 


Farm Labor A total of 168,000 workers was employed on Illinois farms during the survey week of August 22-28. This is down 
18,000 from the previous month, in line with normal seasonal patterns, and down 6,000 from the previous year. 
Hired workers at 29,000 were down 10,000 from the previous month and down 4,000 from the previous year. The remaining 
139,000 workers were family workers, down 2,000 from a year ago. Main farm activities were haying, mowing weeds, filling 
silos, farm maintenance, and routine livestock chores, Some soybean and corn harvests were also reported.

UNITED STATES 


Extremely dry weather in the central part of the Nation lowered 
crop prospects during August. Rainfall was light, especially in the 
western Corn Belt where late planted crops deteriorated. Corn, soybean, 
and sorghum prospects dropped during August. 


FEED CROP PROSPECTS* 
September |, 1971 


The "all crops" production index (1967=100) declined fractionally 
from a month earlier but, at 111, remains record high. Feed grain and 
oilseed crop prospects were lower but the improved outlook for food 
grains, sugar crops, and tobacco partially offset the decline. The com- 
posite index of yield per acre covering 28 leading crops ( 1967=100) 
declined 1 point during August but is still a record high at 108. The 
previous high was 107 in 1969. 


Production of the four feed grains (corn, oats, barley, and sorghum) 
is expected to total 198 million tons, 1 percent below a month earlier 
but 24 percent more than the 159 million tons produced in 1970. The 
decline from a month ago is because of lowered corn and sorghum pros- ‘ , 
pects in the western Corn Belt. Late planted fields are under stress in i Srwpunrs Ow All arora 
this region because of scant rainfall during August. Barley production is ; snp cory seusramisticay neronrme senvics 
up slightly from the August 1 forecast and oat production is virtually 
unchanged. In early August Corn Belt farmers were worried about the 
spread of Southern corn leaf blight but before the month ended, grower 
concern had shifted to lack of rain, Rainfall for the month was under 50 percent of normal over much of Iowa, [llinois, Minnesota, 
Nebraska, Kansas, and the Dakotas. 





Food grain production (wheat, rye, and rice) is expected to total over 54 million tons, up slightly from a month earlier and 
17 percent above 1970, Indicated production of all wheat is record high, nearly 2 percent above a month ago and 18 percent above 
1970. Rye production is expected to be 36 percent above last year. 


Oilseed production of 42.2 million tons is 4 percent above 1970. Production of soybeans, the major oilseed, is up 4 percent, 
cottonseed is up 11 percent, peanuts up 3 percent, but flaxseed is off 33 percent from last year, Although soybean prospects are 
down from a month ago in the important North Central region, a record crop is still in the offing. 


Supplies of summer vegetables (excluding melons) are expected to be 2 percent less than last year. 


The total tonnage for deciduous fruit crops is forecast at 10.5 million tons, 9 percent above last year.

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - OCTOBER 1, 1971 


Illinois' All Crop Production Index as of October 1, computed to 149.9 percent of its 1957-59 base value. This is up 
4.3 points from a month earlier, up 27.8 points from 1970, but down 6.2 points from the record high of 1967. Production 
increases for the grain and fruit crops mainly contributed to the increase in the index from last year. 


Corn Prospects Up 5 Percent from September 1: Corn production prospects in Illinois increased considerably during September 
and as of October 1, the crop is forecast at 1.002 million bushels, up 5 per- 


cent from a month earlier and up 35 percent from 1970. The October 1 indicated yield, at 98 bushels per acre, compares with 
93 bushels a month earlier and 74 bushels for the 1970 crop. Corn acreage expected to be harvested for grain declined slightly 
during September and as of October 1 is set at 10, 225,000 acres, down 42,000 acres from September 1. 


The 1971 corn crop continued to develop ahead of normal during September. With Southern corn leaf blight not as severe 
in most areas of the State as earlier anticipated, and with mostly favorable weather conditions during September, farmers 
reported better prospects on October 1 than a month earlier. As of October 4, about 20 percent of the Illinois crop acreage 
was harvested, a little ahead of last year and well ahead of normal, Grain quality was reported mostly good to excellent with 
grain moisture ranging from 12 to 28 percent. Damage from corn borer, rootworm, and stalk rot has caused some lodging, 
creating harvesting problems. 


Soybean Production Unchanged from September 1: Production of soybeans in Illinois on October 1 is forecast at 231 million 


bushels, unchanged from a month earlier, but 8 percent more than pro- 
duced in 1970. The estimated yield at 32 bushels per acre is also unchanged from September 1, but up one bushel from 1970. 
As of October 4, nearly SO percent of the Illinois soybean acreage was harvested, which compares with 30 percent on this date 
in 1970. Yields over the State are quite variable and bean size is reported to be averaging somewhat smaller than normal in 
some areas--mostly due to the dry August weather. 


Hay Production: Production of all hay is estimated at 2.9 million tons, down 5 percent from the last estimate on August 1 
and down 15 percent from the total 1970 all hay crop. Hay yields were reduced by the generally dry summer 
weather, particularly alfalfa. 


Farm Labor and Wage Rates: During the survey week of September 19-25, 142,000 family workers were employed on IIlinois 
farms, compared to 139,000 the previous month and 140,000 in September 1970, Hired workers 
on Illinois farms totaled 27,000 workers, down 2,000 workers from a month earlier but 3,000 workers more than for September 
1970. Total farm employment, at 169,000 workers, is 1,000 workers more than last month and 5,000 more than a year earlier, 
Main farm activities during the survey week included corn and soybean harvest, sowing wheat, and fall plowing. An average 
of $1.87 per hour was paid to hired workers receiving an hourly wage. This is unchanged from the previous quarter this year 
and 7 cents more than the same quarter last year. Hired workers with house furnished received an average of $350 per month, 
up $15 from a year ago. Workers on a per day basis without board or room received an average of $15.30, up 30 cents from a 
year earlier.

UNITED STATES: Com and sorghum prospects improved during September but soybean prospects declined. The bulk of the 

corn and soybean crops were mature with harvesting very active by October 1. Good rains during the month 
improved soil moisture supplies and provided favorable conditions for fall seedings. The "all crops'' production index (1967=100) 
was a record-high 112 on October 1, up 1 point from a month earlier, Feed grain prospects were above a month earlier, more 
than offsetting a decline for oilseeds, sugar crops, and cotton. 


Production o/ the four feed grains (corn, oats, barley, and sorghum grain) is forecast at a record 202 million tons, 2 per- 
cent above a month earlier and 27 percent above last year. Corn production prospects increased 2 1/2 percent from a month ago 
and sorghum grain production is now expected to be about 1 percent more than forecast last month. Oat production is 3 percent 
below a year earlier while barley production is up 14 percent from 1970. 


Production of food grains (wheat, rye, and rice) is expected to total 54,5 million tons, up slightly from September 1 and 
17 percent above 1970. Output of all wheat--winter and spring--is expected to total 18 percent more than 1970 and set a new 
record. 


Production of the four oilseed crops is estimated at a record 41.9 million tons, 3 percent above the previous high of 40.5 
million tons in 1970, Soybean production is up 3 percent, cottonseed up 9 percent, and peanut production is up 7 percent, while 
flaxseed is off 33 percent from a year earlier, Soybean prospects declined during the month but production is still expected to be 
record large.

U. S. JANUARY 1972 PROSPECTIVE PLANTINGS REPORT 


This special survey was made to obtain early information on farmers! plans to plant certain crops for harvest in 1972. These 
data, published well in advance of actual spring seeding, will aid producers in deciding whether or not to make changes in their 
plans for 1972. 


The survey covered 35 States. Excluded were the six New England States, New Jersey, Delaware , West Virginia, Florida, 
Wyoming, Utah, and Nevada. 


Crops for which intended acreage estimates are published in this report are corn, soybeans, spring wheat, oats, barley, all 
sorghums, flaxseed, and cotton, Intentions reported this early may be subject to greater departures from actual plantings than 
the regular Intentions Report issued by the Crop Reporting Board in mid-March. This is particularly true for this survey because 
of uncertainty that may have existed because of provisions of the Government Program for 1972. The great majority of the 
questionnaires for this report were completed by farmers before announcement of the voluntary set-aside program. The regular 
March Prospective Plantings Intentions Report will be released at 3 p.m., EST, on March 16, 1972. 


CORN: Growers in the 35 States surveyed intend to plant 70.0 million acres of corn for all purposes in 1972, 4 percent less than 
planted in 1971. These States accounted for more than 98 percent of the Nation's corn acreage planted last year. 


Intended acreage in the North Central Region is down 3 percent from 1971 plantings. The only acreage increase expected 
is in Kansas, where growers plan to up plantings 2 percent from last year. Intended cutbacks in other regions amount to: South 
Atlantic, 7 percent; South Central, 11 percent; Western, 4 percent. Growers in the North Atlantic States indicate virtually no 
change. 


SOYBEANS: In 1972 soybean growers intend to plant 44.3 million acres in the 27 States surveyed. Acreage at this level would 
be 4 percent above a year earlier in the same 27 States which accounted for slightly over 99 percent of the Nation's 
planted acres in 1971. 


In the North Central region plantings are expected to be 3 percent above 1971. Changes from last year range from no change 
in Illinois, to a 15 percent increase in both Nebraska and Wisconsin. Planted acreage in the North Central region usually accounts 
for about two-thirds of total acreage. 


A rise of 7 percent is in prospect in the South Atlantic region. Indicated increases by States range from 4 to 10 percent with 
the largest percentage gains in North Carolina and Georgia. 


In the South Central region growers plan to increase their acreage 4 percent with all States except Mississippi showing gains. 
Arkansas expects a 1-percent increase; Louisiana, 3 percent; and Tennessee, 9 percent. Kentucky shows the largest percentage 
increase in the region--17 percent. 


WHEAT: The prospective planted acreage of durum wheat_in the 5 major States totals 2,743,000 acres, down 3 percent from 

1971 but 31 percent above 1970. Intended acreage in North Dakota, the dominant durum State, is unchanged from 
1971. Growers in South Dakota expect to seed 12 percent less acreage and those in Montana plan a 32 percent cut, Plantings 
of all wheat for harvest in 1972 would total 57,078,000 acres based on the December 1, 1971 estimate of winter wheat and the 
January 1 prospective plantings for all spring wheat. This includes an allowance of 68,000 acres of spring wheat in the 3 minor 
States not included in the current survey, the acreage planted in these States in 1971. If realized, this will be 4 percent more 
than the seedings for the 1971 crop and 15 percent more than 1970. 


OATS: Acreage of fall seeded oats plus intended spring plantings as reported by growers in 33 States about January 1 is expected 

to total 20.8 million acres. This is 4 percent less than the 21.7 million acres seeded a year earlier and 14 percent 
below the 24.1 million acres planted for harvest in 1970, Seedings in the 33 survey States accounted for 98.6 percent of the oat 
acreage planted for harvest in 1971 in the 42 States included in the estimating program. 


SORGHUMS: Growers intend to plant 19.8 million acres of sorghum for all purposes in 1972, 7 percent below last year but 15 

percent above the 1970 acreage. The January survey covers all States in which sorghum estimates are prepared. 
Smaller acreages are expected in most States with percentage declines especially large in the East, Last year growers there 
boosted sorghum acreage as an insurance against possible Southern cor leaf blight damage. 


BARLEY: Acreage seeded last fall plus intended plantings this spring in 32 survey States total 9.7 million acres, 9 percent 
less than last year. The 32 States surveyed accounted for nearly 97 percent of the Nation's barley acreage in 1971. 


COTTON: Cotton growers in the 14 major producing States expect to seed 13, 109,000 acres of upland cotton in 1972, 7 per- 
cent above the 12, 223, 000 acres planted in these States in 1971. If these intentions are realized, 1972 plantings 
would be the largest since 1965.

UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


Prospective production of winter wheat is expected to be 
1% below last year but 3% more than produced in 1970. 
April was extremely wet in the Corn Belt and corn plant- 
ing was moving at a slow pace compared with last spring's 
rapid headway by May 1. April precipitation was below 
normal in the South and West and spring planting was on 
schedule in these two regions. Several cold spells during 
April injured winter wheat on the Great Plains and dam- 
aged fruit crops in the Pacific Northwest. Moisture on 
May 1 was generally plentiful, but some shortages exist 
in the Deep South and drouth persists in the Southwest. 


Winter Wheat Prospects Down 1% 


Winter wheat production is expected to be 1% less than 
last year but 3% above 1970. The decline from 1971 is 
a result of lower yields which were only partially offset 
by a 5% increase in acreage slated for harvest as grain. 
The current forecast is 11% below the December 1, 1971 
forecast. At 82.4% of planted area, acreage to be har- 
vested for grain is the lowest since 1963, The Govern- 
ment's additional wheat set-aside program announced in 


January along with drouth and freeze damage, were impor- 


tant factors in this large abandonment.

April Hot_and Dry in the South, Cold and Wet in North 


April rainfall was below normal over the southem half of 

the Nation. Dry soils permitted active fieldwork with 

cotton and corn planting off to a fast start by May 1. Pre- 
cipitation was below 50% of normal from Louisiana to North 
Carolina. Rainfall was heavy in the North in sharp contrast 
to last April. Weekly rains held up fieldwork in the Com 
Belt and by May 1 corn planting was just getting underway, 
in marked contrast to last May 1 when much of the corn crop 
was already in. Extremely heavy rains fell in Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, and lowa--improving the moisture supply. 
April 1972 was one of the wettest Aprils on record in Kentucky 
aad Tennessee and many lowland fields were flooded and un- 
workable. April temperatures varied considerably on the 
Great Plains. Temperatures dropped into the teens April 4 
in Kansas and Oklahoma and soared into the high 90's in 
Kansas and low 100's in Oklahoma April 12. Considerable 
damage to wheat is showing up in south-central Kansas and 
Oklahoma due to the freezing temperatures April 4. Scorch- 
ing temperatures rapidly depleted soil moisture about mid- 
month. However, late April rains greatly improved the 
moisture supply. Rain combined with below-normal tem- 
peratures in late April eased dry conditions and improved 
crop and pasture prospects.

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Pasture and Range Feed Conditions Improve 


Pasture and range feed conditions in the 48 contiguous 
States averaged 78% of normal on May 1, 3 percentage 
points above last year but 3 points below the 1961-70 
average. Growth was delayed by cool temperatures in 
the North Atlantic region while more rain was needed 
in South Carolina and Florida. Conditions over the 
Great Plains benefited from late April rains. Although 
the situation has improved from a year ago in the South- 
west (Southern California to West Texas), supplemental 
feeding has been required as pasture feed conditions are 
poor. 


Stocks were above last year in all regions of the Nation. 
However, within the North-Central Region, Illinois, 
Michigan, Minnesota, and Missouri had lower stocks than 
last year. Other States showing declines were: Arizona, 
Arkansas, Colorado, Delaware, Louisiana, Montana, New 
Mexico, Rhode Island, Utah, and Wyoming.

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UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


Early May was cold and wet--thus crop planting was 
delayed until nice weather arrived about mid-May. 
Farmers worked long hours to plant their crops and 
by June 1 planting was about normal but behind last 
spring's record pace. Soft spongy fields were still 
slowing fieldwork on June 1 in the Northern Plains, 
in the Carolinas and in the Northeast. Most other 
areas of the Nation were becoming dry on June 1 
and could use a good rain to replenish diminishing 
soil moisture. Pasture and range feed condition 
improved in May and also was above last June 1. 
Western ranges are hard hit by dry weather, Spring 
potato production is turning out 11% less than 1971. 
Spring vegetable production is above last spring. 
The Nation's 1971-72 orange crop is forecast at a 
record high. Peach production is forecast 12% and 
15%, respectively, below the last 2 years. 


Corn planting gained momentum during the third 
week of May after a slow start caused by cold, wet 
weather. In the North Central States, planting is 
over 90% completed, compared with about 99 % 
last year. Planting is virtually complete in the 
Eastern Com Belt except for a few fields in Ohio, 
Indiana, and Michigan. In the Western Corn Belt 
planting is nearing 90% completion. Progress is 
behind last year and normal in Minnesota, South 
Dakota, Nebraska and Kansas, Planting is only 66% 
complete in South Dakota, 80% in Minnesota, 93% 


in Nebraska and 91% in Kansas, In the South Central | u-s: cpcrar tent oF acRicuLTURE 


and South Atlantic States, planting is nearly complete. 
Acreage is emerging well; however, the ample subsoil 
moisture and warmer weather promoted weed growth. 


Soybean planting started a few days later than usual 
because of cold, wet spring weather. However, seeding 
gained momentum during late May as the weather turned 
warm and dry from the Deep South to the Great Lakes. 

By June 5, about 75% of the intended soybean acreage 

was seeded in the North Central States compared with 
about 85% planted a year earlier. However, in Illinois 
and Iowa, the Nation's leading soybean producing States, 
planting progress is about equal a year earlier, Many 
southern growers began planting soybeans about mid-May 
as they finished with cotton. About two-thirds of the acre- 
age is seeded in the South Central States. Arkansas growers 
had 70% of their acreage planted, compared with 62% a 
year earlier. Mississippi's progress, at 66% complete, was 
10 points ahead of last year's. 


Spring fresh vegetable supplies (excluding melons and 
strawberries) are slightly more than last year but 2% below 


1970. Larger crops than last year are expected for aspara- 
gus, broccoli, cabbage, sweet corn, cucumbers, carrots, 
celery, eggplant and green peppers. Smaller crops are ex- 
pected for cauliflower, snap beans, lettuce, onions, spinach 
and tomatoes, Larger supplies of watermelons and canta - 
loups are expected. Strawberry production is expected to 
be below a year ago. 


Spring potato production is expected to be 11% less than 
Tast year mainly because of smaller late spring production 
in California and Arizona. 


Reported pasture and range feed condition on June 1, 1972 
in the 48 States was 84% of normal, increasing 6 percentage 
points from May 1, 4 points above last year and 3 points 
above the 1961-70 average for the date. Good to excellent 
conditions with only scattered poor to fair areas were re- 
ported for States east of the Mississippi and Great Plains. 
The South Central and Southwest are still very dry although 
some rains occurred during May. Declines from May 1 in 
pasture and range feed condition were reported in only 8 
States. All of the decline was in the South Central and 
Western Regions, from 1 point in Alabama to 10 points in 
Utah.

Winter wheat_ production is forecast at 1,192 million bushels, 
2% above a year earlier and 7% above the 1970 crop. The 
June 1 forecast is 43 million bushels above a month earlier 
largely because of improved prospects in the Plains, Eastern 
Com Belt and Montana. Adequate moisture supplies and 
favorable temperatures helped improved production prospects. 
Changes in production forecasts between June 1 and harvest 
have averaged 41 million bushels for the past decade, rang- 
ing from negligible to 115 million bushels. Indicated yield 
per harvested acre is 34,3 bushels, compared with last year's 
record high yield of 35.2 bushels and the 1970 average of 
33.3. Condition of winter wheat improved considerably in 
May in South Dakota because of precipitation and warmer 
weather. Thirty percent of the crop was headed by June 1, 
slightly ahead of last year but about normal for the date. 

In Nebraska soil moisture conditions were much better than 

a month ago but portions of the Panhandle were still dry. 
Most of the acreage was headed. Wheat streak mosaic was 
in evidence especially in the south central area. Colorado's 
winter wheat condition ranged from poor to fair in the South- 
west and Southeast to good and very good in other areas. 
About one-tenth of the acreage was turning color by June 1. 


Wheat in Missouri was in good condition and 47% of the crop 
was turning and heading was well ahead of last year. Soil 
moisture was adequate in most areas of the State. The Illi- 
nois crop was in good to excellent condition, Virtually all 
of the acreage was heading by June 5. A fourth of the crop 
was turning, about average for this date. In Indiana, 90% of 
the crop was headed. Soil moisture was short to adequate 
after having been adequate to surplus earlier, About 80% of 
the Ohio crop was headed by June 5 compared with 70% a 
year earlier, Yield per acre prospects were unchanged in 
Michigan but acreage for harvest is down from the May 1 
level as additional winter injury became apparent. 


The 1972 peach crop is forecast at 2,553 million pounds, 
12% less than last year and 15% below 1970. Excluding 
California's Clingstones, used mostly for canning, the fore- 
cast is 1,253 million pounds, 22% less than last season.

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT + JULY 1, 1972 


Total Crop Acreage Down 5% 


Illinois farmers expect to harvest 19.9 million acres of field 
crops in 1972--5% less than were harvested in 1971.Decreases 
in acreages of corn, oats, sorghum, hay and barley were only 
partially offset by increases of wheat and soybean acres. Crop 
respondents on July 1 evaluate "condition of all crops" as 
generally good to excellent except for the southeastern area 
of the State, because of dry topsoil conditions. Soil moisture 
as of July 7 was reported short by 50%, adequate by 49%, and 
surplus by 1% of the reporters. Rains since then have helped 
replenish topsoil moisture in many southern areas. 


Corn Acreage Down 9% 


Illinois farmers planted 9.55 million acres of corn for all pur- 
poses this spring and expect to harvest 9.25 million acres for 
grain--both acreages down 9% from 1971. For white corn, 
39,000 acres are intended for harvest, compared to 140, 000 
acres in 1971. These acres are included in the total harvested 
acres. 


Corn planting made little progress during April and early May 
because of wet, muddy fields but made rapid progress after 
this period. By the first week in June, virtually all corn was 
planted--close to normal progress. On July 10, corn was 
reported as progressing well and was tasseling in many areas 
with 5% of it silked. Corn condition is reported as good to 
excellent by four out of five respondents. 


Soybean Acreage Up 5% 


Farmers in Illinois planted 7.55 million acres of soybeans for 
all purposes this year, up 5% from 1971. Indications show 
they will harvest 7.5 million acres for beans--5% more than 
last year. As ofJuly 10, about 20% of the soybeans were 
blooming and some podding was reported--crop progress is 
slightly behind last year's. Some replanting of soybeans 
occurred during June because of poor germination and exces- 
sive rains washing soybeans out of the ground. As a result of 
these late plantings, many soybean stands are uneven. Soy- 
bean condition across Illinois is reported as good to excellent 
by two-thirds of the reporters. 


greater than the 1971 production, This increase in produc- 
tion is primarily due to the increase in the 1972 harvested 
acres at 1.2 million acres--up 22% from last year. This 
year's yield is forecast at 45 bushels per acre, one bushel 
higher than 1971, As of July 10 wheat harvest was 85% 
complete. 


Oat Production Down 


1972 Illinois oats production is forecast at 28.7 million 
bushels, down sharply from the 36 million bushels produced 
in 1971. Yield is estimated to be 61 bushels per acre, up 
one bushel from last year. Farmers seeded 1.3 million 
acres of oats this spring, up 9% from 1971, but only intend 
to harvest 470,000 acres this year, 22% less than last year. 
Seeding on diverted acreage accounts for increase in 
planted acres from 1971. As ofJuly 10, oat harvesting was 
just underway. 


Sorghum Acreage Cut in Half 


Growers planted 100,000 acres of sorghums in 1972, one- 
half of the 1971 planted acres and they expect to harvest 
98,000 acres. 


Hay Acreage Down Slightly 


Farmers expect to harvest 1.2 million acres of hay this year, 
down slightly from the 1.22 million acres harvested in 1971. 
The second crop of alfalfa is slightly less than one-half har- 
vested. 


Farm Labor 


Total employment on Illinois farms during the survey period 
June 18-24 was 193,000 workers, down 2,000 from a year 
earlier, Of the total, 36,000 were hired workers, down 
3,000 workers from both the previous month and previous 
year. The average hired worker wage was $2.00 per hour, 
up 13 cents from the year earlier and up 7 cents from the 
previous quarter. The average monthly wage with house was 


$370, up $6 from the previous year but down $4 from the 
previous quarter. Main activities during the survey period 
were combining small grains, cultivating soybeans, baling 
hay and straw and plowing small grain stubble.

The Ilinois' All-Crop Production Index as of August 1 is 
144.8 percent of the 1957-59 base value. This is 10.3 
points below last year but 24.0 points above 1970's final 
index. 


Corn Prospects Down 14% From 1971 

s of August 1, 1972, production of corn for grain is fore- 
cast at 897, 250,000 bushels, down 14% from 1971,. but 
22% above 1970's blight-damaged crop. This year's yield 
at 97.0 bushels per acre compares with 102.0 bushels in 
1971 and 74.0 bushels in 1970, Acreage for grain in 1972 
is estimated at 9, 250,000 acres, down 9% from 1971. 


Corn planting started slowly, but gained momentum by 
mid-May, and ended in most areas on schedule. By 
August 7, 95% of the corn had silked--a little ahead of 
normal--and 50% was in the dough stage. Most corn 
throughout the State is in good to excellent condition, 
although rootworm is present in some areas. Most fields, 
however, were pollinated before the rootworm beetle 
began feeding on the silks, 


Soybean Production Up 5% From 1971 

oybean production is forecast at a record 247,764, 000 
bushels, up 5% from last year--also a record year--and up 
18% from 1970, The indicated yield of 33.0 bushels per 
acre is the same as the 1971 yield. Most soybeans are in 
good to excellent condition throughout the State, but crop 
development is slightly behind normal. 


YIELD AND PRODUCTION OF PRINCIPAL CROPS BY DISTRICTS, 


Winter Wheat Production Down 2% From Jul 

Winter wheat production is estimated at 52,800, 000 bushels, 
up 22% from 1971. This increase in production was due 
entirely to the 22% increase in the 1972 acreage which is 
estimated at 1,200,000. This year's yield at 44 bushels 

per acre is the same as last year, Wheat harvest was virtu- 
ally completed by mid-July. 





Oats Production Down 20% 

Oat production is estimated at 28,670, 000 bushels, down 
20% from last year, and down 16% from 1970. The esti- 
mated yield of 61.0 bushels per acre is up 1 bushel from 
the yield last year. As of August 7, nearly all the oats 
were ripe, and 60% was harvested--behind normal.

Cool, wet weather in the central part of the Nation increased 
crop prospects during August. Rainfall was more than normal 
in the northern half of the Corn Belt and in parts of the western 
Corn Belt. 


The "all crops" production index (1967=100) increased 2 points 
from a month earlier and at 111 is exceeded only by 1971. 
Prospects improved for feed grains, food grains, sugar, cotton, 
tobacco, and oilseeds. 


Production of the four feed grains (corn, sorghum, barley, and 
oats) is expected to total 189 million tons, nearly 4% above 
last month's forecast but 8% below last year. The increase 
from a month earlier is primarily due to improved corn pros- 
pects in the Corn Belt. Sorghum prospects are up moderately 
from August 1. Barley production is up slightly from the 
August 1 forecast but oats production is down slightly. 


Food grain production (wheat, rye and rice) is expected to 
total nearly 52 million tons, up 1% from a month earlier but 
5% below last year. Indicated production of all wheat was 
1% above a month earlier but 5% below the 1971 output. 


Oilseed production of 46.1 million tons is 12% above 1971. 
Production of soybeans, the major oilseed, is up 10%, the 
result of increased acreage and record or near record yields 
in many States.

less than last year's record crop. Although yield is the 
same as last year's record figure at 102 bushels per acre, 
acreage is down 9% from last year, at 9, 250, 000 acres. 
The crop was’all matured, as of October 10. About 10% 
of the crop was harvested, a little behind normal progress 
because of frequent delays from wet fields. 


Soybeans Unchanged From Previous Month 


The soybean production forecast is unchanged from Septem- 
ber 1, at 255 million bushels, up 8% from the 1971 crop. 
Yield is forecast at 34.0 bushels per acre, 1 bushel higher 
than each of the two previous years. As of October 10, 
about 30% of the crop was combined, compared to 88% 
harvested last year at this time.

General 

Tospective production of winter wheat is forecast at 8% 
above last year and 12% more than in 1971. April was 
extremely wet in the North and South Central regions, 
causing record flooding throughout the Mississippi River 
drainage area and delaying corn and cotton planting 
well past the normal schedule. April precipitation was 
less than normal west of the Rocky Mountains. Spring 
planting moved ahead of schedule only in the North 
Atlantic States, the Dakotas, Minnesota and the Pacific 
States, A cold spell during the second week of April 
damaged peach crops across the South. Soil moisture 
on May 1 was well above normal over most of the Na- 
tion, but drought persisted in the Pacific Northwest. 


Acreage under water increased from 7.8 million acres in 
early April to 13.6 million acres by May 7, according to 
the Army Corps of Engineers, As of May 9, the heavy 
spring rains had kept the Mississippi River at St, Louis 
above flood stage for 59 days, breaking the 58-day record 
set in 1844, 


Spring Fieldwork and Planting Well Behind Normal 


Plowing of corn and soybean land is well behind last year 
and normal, Farmers could do litt'e land preparation last 
fall because of wet weather and harvest delays--and now 
rains and wet fields are preventing spring preparation of 
land for planting in much of the country. Plowing of corn 
and soybean land in the North Central States is only about 
45% complete, compared with about 70% last year, In 
lowa and Illinois, the two leading corn States, 5 to 6% of 
the intended acreage was planted hy May 6, compared 
with 9 to 10% last year.

Stocks on May i totaled 24.2 million 
tons, 5% below the same date a year 
ago. Stocks were down in all regions 
except the North Central where several 
States had more hay on hand than a year 
earlier. However, within the North 
Central region, Ohio, Indiana, Wiscon- 
sin, Nebraska, and Kansas showed de- 
clines. Wisconsin led the drop at 16% 
below May 1 a year ago. Elsewhere, 
most States registered declines with 
one notable exception: Montana's May 1 
stocks were nearly double a year ago.

Pasture and Range Condition Good

Corn planting as of June 11] was about 90% 
complete, compared to nearly 100% com- 
plete for both last year and 1971. The crop 
is reported in mostly good condition. Soy- 
bean planting, delayed by wet weather, was 
about 50% complete by June.

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - JULY 1, 1973 


Total Crop Acreage Up 11 Percent 


Illinois farmers expect to harvest 22.1 million acres of field 
crops in 1973--11% more than was harvested last year, 
according to the Illinois Crop and Livestock Reporting 
Service. Large acreage increases in soybeans, corn, and 
wheat far more than offset decreases in oats, sorghums and hay 
acreages. Condition of most crops on July 1 was generally 
reported as good, but the heavy rains and poor planting condi- 
tions in some areas reduced stand and crop conditions, Develop- 
ment of most field crops was generally a little behind normal. 
Soil moisture, as of July 6 was reported as 31% surplus, 63% 
adequate and 6% short. 


Com Acreage Up 7 Percent 


Farmers in Illinois planted 10.1 million acres of corn for all 
purposes in 1973 and expect to harvest 9,8 million acres for 
grain--both 7% greater than 1972, For white corn, 49,000 

acres are intended for harvest, compared to 39, 000 acres in 
1972, These acres are included in the total corn acres har-

Planting of the 1973 corn crop progressed slowly up to mid- 
May because of frequent and abundant rainfall which caused 


muddy fields, Planting generally made rapid progress during // E . 
w 


most of the last half of May and early June, although rains 
did cause occasional delays, particularly in the extreme 
southern areas of the State. With the slow planting this\year,. 
plant growth on July 1 was behind 1972. 


Soybean Acreage Up Sharply From 1972 


Mlinois farmers planted 9.1 million acres of soybeans for all 
purposes in 1973, up 21% from last year. They expect to 
harvest 9.04 million acres for beans--also 21% more than in 
1972, By July 1, planting was nearly complete in most 
northern areas and about 90% Statewide, Planting was about 
80% complete in the southern parts of Illinois where frequent 
rains delayed planting. Crop progress was generally about 
two weeks behind normal and last year. Stands were some- 
what spotty and crop conditions reported mostly fair to good.

Wheat Yields Drop Sharply in 1973 


Wheat production is forecast at 39.7 million bushels, 27% 
less than the 1972 production. This year's average yield is 
forecast at 31.0 bushels per acre, down sharply from the 
45.0 bushels in 1972. Crop conditions and grain test weight 
are down from 1972 in many areas of Illinois, The lower 
yields more than offset the yg increase in acreage for har- 
vested--resulting in the lower expected production. Harvest 
was about 40% complete by July 1, behind both last year and 
average. 


Oat Production Down 


Illinois oat production in 1973 is forecast at 23,2 million 
bushels, down 16% from last year's production, This year's 
yield is expected to average 58.0 bushels per acre, com- 
pared with 63.0 bushels in 1972 and 60.0 bushels in 1971.

The 1973 yield is forecast at 32 
bushels per acre, which compares with 35 bushels a year 
ago and 33 bushels in 1971. The soybean acreage this 
year, at 9, 230, 000 acres for beans, took a big step in 
overtaking corn as the leading acreage crop in Illinois-- 
only 4% less than the total corn acres harvested for grain.

Farmers in Wlinois expect to harvest 3.3 million tons of all 
hay in 1973, down nearly 4% from last year. Of the total 


Illinois hay crop, alfalfa production in 1973 is expected to 
account for 11% of the all hay tonnage.

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - NOVEMBER 1, 1973 


The Illinois All-Crop Production Index 
as of November 1, 1973 is 160.5% of 
the 1957-59 base, according to the 
Illinois Cooperative Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service. This is 3.0 points 
above 1972 and 2.5 points above the 
final 1971 crop index. Higher produc- 
tion prospects for corn, soybeans, and 
some vegetable crops account for most 
of the increase in the index from 1972. 


Corn Prospects Down 2% from Oct. 1 
Corn production for grain is forecast at 
1.006 billion bushels, down 2% from a 
month earlier, but virtually the same 


as the 1972 crop of 1. 004 billion bushels. 


Yield is estimated at 105.0 bushels per 
acre, 2 bushels below last month's esti- 
mated yield, and 5 bushels below the 
record 1972 yield. Acreage harvested 
for grain, unchanged from last month, 
is 5% above last year. As of Novem- 
ber 5, harvest was nearly 60% complete 
Statewide, compared to 37% last year 
and the 1970-72 average of 65% for this 
date. 


Soybeans Unchanged from October 1 
The November | soybean production 
forecast is a record high 295 million 
bushels, unchanged from the October 1 
forecast. The present estimate is 13% 
above the record crop of 1972. Yield 
is estimated at 32.0 bushels per acre, 
3 bushels less than the 1972 yield. 
Acreage is 23% higher than last year. 
Harvest is now virtually complete 
Statewide, compared to 78% last year 
and the 1970-72 average of 85% com- 
plete by November 5. Harvest of the 
remaining few acres has been hampered 
by wet weather. 


Farm Labor

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - MAY 1, 1974 


Winter Wheat 


Production of winter wheat in Illinois, based on May 1 
conditions, is forecast at 68 million bushels, according 
to the IlMinois Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. If 
realized, this production level would be the highest since 
1967, The 1974 production would be 80% above 1973 
and 26% above the 1972 crop. This year's acreage for 
harvest, at 1,700,000 acres, is up 35% from 1973. 

The 1974 wheat yield is estimated at 40 bushels per 
acre, which compares with 30 bushels last year and 45 
bushels in 1972, 


Winter wheat is reported in mostly good to excellent 
condition over most of the State, Condition is reported 
the poorest in extreme Southern Illinois, where excessive 
moisture has been a problem, The crop has recovered 
well from the severe freeze which occurred in the major 
wheat area in late March, Soil moisture supplies are 
generally adequate to surplus in the wheat producing 
areas of Illinois, 


Hay Stocks 


Stocks of hay on Illinois farms as of May 1 totaled 

650, 000 tons, representing 20% of the 1973 total hay 
crop. This compares with 854, 000 tons on hand May 1, 
1973, which was 25% of the 1972 all hay production. 


STATISTICAL SUMMARY FOR MAY 1 REPORT 


Farm Labor 


There were 146, 000 family workers employed on IIlinois 
farms during the April survey period, which compares with 
132, 000 workers a year earlier, Hired workers totaled 
33,000 compared with 23, 000 in April 1973. Weather 
during the survey period this year was generally favorable 
for fieldwork, accounting for the large increase in workers 
from last year. 


Spring Fieldwork Progress 


Cor planting as of May 6 was nearly 25% complete, com- 
pared with only 5% planted last year and the 3-year (1971-73) 
average of 23% planted by this date. Soybean planting was 
just starting in a few areas as of May 6, Plowing of corn and 
soybean acreage was nearly 95% complete on May 6, com- 
pared with 42% last year and the average of nearly 75% 
complete, Wheat was reported in mostly good to excellent 
condition over the State. Nearly all the oats crop was 
seeded by the end of April, Red Clover Hay was reported 

in mostly good to excellent condition while alfalfa hay 

was in mostly fair to good condition, Alfalfa hay condition 
was lower in some areas due to problems with the alfalfa 
weevil, Pastures were in mostly good to excellent condition 
and were supplying about 85% of the livestock roughage 
requirements as of May 6, Nitrogen fertilizer materials 

were reported in short supply in many areas, Other fertilizer 
raaterials are in mostly adequate supply. Soil moisture 

as of May 3, was reported adequate to surplus over the State.

UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


General 


Prospective production of winter wheat is forecast at a 
record high 1,61 billion bushels for 1974, The winter 
wheat production forecast is 27% above the previous 
record large crop harvested last year, Citrus production 
prospects are virtually unchanged from a month earlier 
while the spring potato crop prospects are up 2% from a 
month ago, May 1 hay stocks on farms at 25.4 million 
tons are 5% above holdings of a year ago. Wheat harvest 
has started in Texas, Valencia orange harvest is making 
good progress and grapefruit harvest is progressing at the 
Same rate as a year ago, Potato harvest is increasing 
under favorable weather conditions, Volume potato 
supplies will be available during May as remaining 
States begin harvest. April precipitation was highly 
variable both in amounts and distribution, Totals varied 
from nothing across southern Arizona to over 10 inches at 
Meridian, Miss, Amounts were generally below normal 
over most of the country, with most above normal totals 
associated with thunderstorms and violent weather. Most 
of the Southwest reccived less than one-half the normal 
monthly precipitation, Temperatures averaged near 
normal for April, but were quite variable during the 
month, The month began and ended on the warm side, 
but the middle two weeks were cool and blustery.

Spring Fieldwork and Planting Ahead of 1973 and Average 


Farmers in most of the North Central States made relatively 
good progress with their fieldwork during April, Plowing of 
corn and soybean land is well ahead of last year and average. 
This operation was 90% complete in Iowa and Ohio by May 1 
compared with average progress of 70% complete for this 
date. Indiana farmers were 70% done plowing versus an 
average of 60%, Although rains caused some delays, corn 
planting got off to an earlier than usual start in the Corn 

Belt during the third week of April, and by April 28 had 
reached 7% complete, The weather turned dry and sunny 
and about 27% of the intended corn acreage in the Corn 

Belt States was planted by May 5, sharply ahead of last 
year's slow pace of 6% and well ahead of the recent 5-year 
average of 18% planted. In Iowa, the leading corn produc- 
ing State, corn planting advanced to 44% complete by 

May 5S, in contrast with only 6% complete a year ago and 

the 28% average, Ohio farmers had 40% of their corn acre- 
age seeded; Illinois 25% and Indiana, 10%. Soybean 
planting got underway the first week of May in many North 
Central States and by May 5, Ohio growers had outpaced 
other States in the Region with 10% of their acreage planted, 
well ahead of average progress. Cool, wet weather restricted 
fieldwork and spring small grain planting in North Dakota and 
northern Minnesota, but progress was better than the average 
of recent years in South Dakota, 
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Winter Wheat 


Winter wheat production is fore- 
cast at a new record high 1, 612 
million bushels, 27% above the 
previous high set last year and 
36% above 1972. The increase 
from a year earlier is attributed 
to more acres for harvest and a 
higher average yield. Prospective 
production is up 7% from the pre- 
vious forecast made last Decem- 
ber because of generally good 
weather conditions and excellent 
moisture supplies since then. 
Acreage to be harvested for grain 
is estimated at 45.8 million, 19% 
above last year and 31% above 
1972. Indicated acreage for grain 
is 90% of the 1974 crop planted 
acreage estimate set last Decem- 
ber. This compares with 89% of 
the planted acreage harvested for 
grain last year and 83% in 1972. 
Yield per harvested acre is ex- 
pected to average 35.2 bushels, 
nearly equal the record high set 
in 1971 and more than 2 bushels 
above last year's average. Yields 
are expected to average above last 
year in most States. Notable ex- 
ceptions are Kansas, Oklahoma 
and Texas where yields are expect- 
ed to average lower. 


Hay Stocks On Farms 


May 1 stocks of hay on farms 
totaled 25.4 million tons, 5% 
above the same date a year ago.

Pasture and Range Feed 


The reported condition of pasture and 
range feed on May 1 for the 48 contiguous 
States was 81%. This is near the 1963-72 
average for the date, but 6 points below 
the unusually good conditions reported on 
May 4h, gists. 


Although good to excellent conditions pre- 
vailed in most of the country, West Texas 
had severe and extreme drought. Severe 
drought conditions also existed in Southern 
New Mexico reaching into Arizona, where 
mostly very poor conditions prevailed. 
Areas of very poor conditions were also 
located in Montana and Southern Florida.

Corn planting as of June 10 was about 85% 
complete, compared with 87% last year. 
The emerged crop was reported at 81% 

of full stand compared with 85% a year 
earlier. New plantings are in mostly 
fair to good condition over the State. 
Soybean planting is about 28% complete, 
versus 55% a year ago. Frequent rains 
have caused considerable delay in plant- 
ing both corn and soybeans. The winter 
wheat prospects were being held back by 
the excess rainfall and associated disease 
problems. About 45% of the crop was 
turning yellow by June 10, compared 

with 35% a year earlier. Oats were in 
mostly fair to good condition. About 65% 
of the acreage had reached the heading 
stage, compared with the average of 50%. 
Harvest of alfalfa and red clover hay 
have been delayed by the frequent rains. 
First cutting of alfalfa hay was about 25% 
cut and red clover 20% cut by June 10, 
both less than 1973 and average for that 
date. Red clover condition was mostly 
good to excellent, while alfalfa condition 
was mostly fair to good. Sorghum 
planting was underway, but lagging 
behind the 1973 pace. Pastures were in 
good to excellent condition. 
was in surplus supply over most of the

Winter Wheat Production Unchanged 


Winter wheat production in Illinois is 
forecast at 68.0 million bushels, un- 
changed from the May 1 forecast.

Farm Labor Reduced by Bad Weather 
There were 139,000 family workers em- 
ployed on Illinois farms during the survey 
week of May 19-25, down considerably 
from the 161,000 workers a year earlier. 
Hired workers totaled 29,000, down from 
36,000 in 1973. This gave a total work 
force of 168,000 workers, down 29, 000 
workers from the comparable period last 
year. Heavy rains and muddy fields 
greatly reduced farmwork during the June 
1974 period. 
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UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


General: Wet, cool weather over the northern plains, 
most of the Corn Belt and in many southern and 
eastern areas slowed spring planting progress and crop 
development during May. Above normal temperature 
and subnormal rainfall over the central and southern 
plains allowed good planting progress over most of 

the area but caused deterioration of the winter wheat 
crop prospects, Following a good early start on plant- 
ings, the Nation's corn and soybean farmers have been 
slowed in their planting progress to about the same 
pace as last year's late planting season. Most of the 
North Central Region received above normal precipi- 
tation. The heart of the Corn Belt including Iowa, 
Illinois, and Indiana generally had precipitation 
exceeding normal by more than 50%, Some areas 

in east-central lowa and northern Illinois received 
more than twice their normal rainfall as did the 
northern portions of North Dakota. 


Corn planting got off to a rapid start in late April 
and early May but rain and wet fields delayed 
progress the last three weeks of May, Planting 
progress in the Corn Belt, at 83% complete, is at 
the same level as last year's late planting season 
and is trailing the average completion of 90%, 
Progress to the first of June has been slowest in the 
central Corn Belt with Indiana at 60% and Illinois 
at 73% complete, both trailing their respective 
averages by about 20 percentage points. The 

most progress has been accomplished on the western 
and eastern portions where progress is ahead of both 
last year'and average. Nebraska is nearing com- 
pletion and Kansas and Ohio are both 95% complete. 
Corn planting in the southern States is nearly com- 
plete. 


Soybean planting is trailing last year's slow progress 
slightly in the Corn Belt as wet weather and empha- 
sis on corn planting is again delaying plantings. 
Progress is, however, much ahead in the southern 
areas, In the North Central region, 39% of the 
crop is planted compared with 42% last year and 
planting is considerably behind the average of 64% 
for the date. The least progress has been made in 
Iinois and Indiana with only 15 and 20% planted. 
Minnesota, Ohio and South Dakota farmers have 
made the most progress with about three-fourths 

of the crop planted. In the South, soybean plant- 
ing is 46% planted compared with 34% a year earli- 
er. Arkansas and Mississippi have 35% and 42% 
planted, respectively while Louisiana and the 
Carolinas have about two-thirds of their crop 
planted. 


The 1974 winter wheat production is forecast at a 
record high 1,531 million bushels based on June 1 
conditions, 21% above the previous record pro- 
duced last year. The June 1 crop forecast is 5% 
below last month's forecast due mainly to sharply 
below normal May precipitation and above normal 
disease and hail damage in the Great Plains, Yield 
per harvested acre is expected to average 33.9 
bushels compared with 33.1 last year and the 
record high average of 35.4 bushels realized in 
1971, As May ended, harvest of the crop was well 
ahead of normal in the southern Great Plains with 
22% of the Texas crop and 10% of the Oklahoma 
crop harvested. Elsewhere in the Plains and in the 
Corn Belt crop maturity was moderately ahead of 
normal but development of the crop in Montana 
and the Northwest was somewhat behind normal as 
a result of cool weather, 
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In Kansas, the leading winter wheat producing State, prospects 
for the 1974 crop declined sharply during May due to lack of moisture 
and disease, 


The 1974 peach crop is forecast at 2,873 million pounds, 10% more 
than 1973, The forecast, excluding California's clingstones, is 

1, 303 million pounds, down 1% from last season's utilized crop. 
Production in the nine southern States is expected to total 346 
million pounds, 25% less than utilized last year and 37% below the 
1972 crop, The June 1 forecast is down 4% from the May 1 estimate.

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Good to excellent 
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Total Crop Acreage Up 1 Percent 


Illinois farmers expect to harvest 22.7 million acres of field 
crops in 1974--1% more than was harvested last year, accord- 
ing to the Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. Acre- 
age increases in wheat and corn offset decreases in oats and 
soybean acreages. Conditions of most crops on July 8 was 
generally reported as fair to good, but the recent dry period 
reduced crop conditions. Development of most field crops 
was gencrally about normal. Soil moisture, as of July 8 was 
reported as 4% surplus, 62% adequate and 34% short. 


Corn Acreage Up 7 Percent 


Farmers in Illinois planted 10.7 million acres of corn for all 
purposes in 1974 and expect to harvest 10,3 million acres 

for grain--both 7% greater than 1973. For white corn, 54, 000 
acres are intended for harvest, compared to 49, 000 acres in 
1973. These acres are included in the total corn acres har- 
vested for grain. 


Planting of the 1974 corn crop jumped off to a fast start, and 
by May 10, about 50% of the crop had been planted, far 
above normal, However, frequent rains brought fieldwork to 
a virtual standstill throughout the rest of May and early June 
and made planting completion difficult over most of Illinois, 
Crop development is quite variable because of the big differ- 
ence in planting dates, The excess moisture caused about 
15% of the acreage to be replanted. 


Soybeans Down 10 Percent 


Illinois farmers will plant 8,35 million acres of soybeans for 
all purposes in 1974, down 10% from last year, They expect 
to harvest 8,27 million acres for beans--also 10% below 1973. 
Frequent rains have hampered the planting progress, with only 
about 85% of the State's acreage planted by July 1. About 
15% of the acreage has been or will be replanted. The crop 
condition is reported as mostly fair to good. 


Wheat Yields Hurt Again 


INinois wheat production for 1974 is forecast at 52.8 million 
bushels, 40% greater than the 1973 production, Contributing 
most to the increased production is the increased acreage for 
harvest--1, 760, 000 in 1974 vs. 1, 260, 000 in 1973. Yield for

1974 is estimated at 30.0 bushels per acre, unchanged from 
1973, but 15 bushels below the 1972 yield. The crop ripened 
rapidly and, as of July 8, combining was about 90% complete, 
Plant diseases and adverse weather did considerable damage 
to the crop. The diseases caused the crop to deteriorate 
rapidly throughout the month of June, as the plants ripened 
prematurely with poorly filled heads and low test weights, 


Oats Production Up 


Illinois oats production in 1974 is forecast at 23.8 million 
bushels, up 20% from last year's production. This year's 
yield is expected to average 54.0 bushels per acre, com- 

ared with 46 bushels in 1973 and 63.0 bushels in 1972. 

ats harvested for grain is expected to total 440, 000 acres, 
2% more than in 1973, Planted acres, at 540,000 acres, is 
2% less than in 1973, As of July 8, 70% of the oats was turn- 
ing yellow, about normal, while percent of oats ripening is a 
little behind normal, 


Sorghum Acreage Unchanged 


Illinois farmers planted 95, 000 acres of sorghums in 1974 
and expect to harvest 75,000 acres for grain. These acreages 
are unchanged from last year, 


Hay Acreage Down 6% 


Farmers in Illinois expect to harvest 1.14 million acres of 
hay in 1974, down 6% from the 1,21 million acres harvested 
in 1973. Alfalfa hay acreage and all other hay acreage are 
both down from last year,

e Mlinois All-Crop Production Index as of August 1 is 
141.1 percent of the 1957-59 base value. This is 17.4 
points below last year and 17.1 points below the 1972 
final index. 


Because of the poor planting conditions during much of 
late May and early June, many farmers had to replant a 
portion of their acreage and some shifted their intended 
acreage of corn to soybeans and sorghums, Based on a 
mid-July Update Survey the corn acres for grain decreased 
190,000 acres, soybeans increased 230, 000 acres, and 
sorghums increased 45,000 acres from the July 1 harvested 
acreage for grain estimates, The extreme dry weather 
during July reduced yield prospects for corn, soybeans, 
sorghums, and hay crop. However, rains during early 
August benefited most of these crop acreages. 


Corn Production Down 12 Percent From Last Year 

1974 corn production in Illinois is forecast at 873 million 
bushels, 12% less than 1973 and 14% less than 1972. This 
year's yield forecast, as of August 1, is set at 86 bushels 
per acre, as compared with 103 bushels in 1973 and 110 
bushels in 1972. Illinois farmers expect to harvest 

10, 150, 000 acres of corn for grain in 1974, up 5% from 
last year. 


Corn planting was delayed because of wet weather which 
lasted until mid-June. Hot, dry weather in July adversely 
affected crop conditions, with this year's yield forecast 
17% below the 1973 yield. As of August 12, about 80% 
of the acreage had reached the silk stage, compared with 
100% last year and the average of 99% by this date. 


Soybean Crop Down 15% From 1973 

The 1974 hea crop is forecast at 246.5 million bushels, 
15% less than was produced last year and 5% less than the 
1972 crop. The 1974 yield is forecast at 29.0 bushels per 
acre, as compared to 31.5 bushels a year ago and 34.5 
bushels in 1972. The Illinois soybean acreage harvested 
for beans this year is expected to be 8,500, 000 acres, 
down 8% from 1973.

bushels in 1973 and 63 bushels in 1972, Oats harvested for 
grain is expected to total 440,000 acres, 2% more than 1973, 
As of August 12, virtually all of the acreage has been com- 
bined, about the same time as last year and compares to the 
average of 92%, 


Sorghum Crop Up 44 Percent From 1973 
The MMinois sorghum crop is forecast at 6.6 million bushels--

Hay Production Down 8 Percent

dry, hot July weather. Crop progress is 
behind last year and average. As of 
September 9, about 25% of the crop was 
considered mature (safe from frost) com-

The soybean crop is forecast at 246. 5 
million bushels, unchanged from the 
August 1 forecast but down 15% from 
the 1973 record high production. The 
1974 prospective yield at 29 bushels 
per acre is unchanged from the August 
1 forecast, but is 2.5 bushels below the 
1973 average yield. Acreage for beans 
is estimated at 8, 500,000 acres, down 
8% from 1973. Crop conditions are 
quite variable over the State, with crop 
progress continuing to run behind 
average. As of September 9, nearly 
20% of the State acreage had started 
turning yellow compared with 52% last 
year and the average of 60% for this 
date. 


Farm Labor 


A total of 168,000 workers was em- 
ployed on Illinois farms during the 
survey week of August 18-24. This is 
down 14,000 from a month earlier but 
up 1,000 from a year ago. Hired 
workers, at 33,000, were down 4, 000 
from the previous month but 2, 000 
workers more than for August 1973. 
There were 135,000 family workers, 
a decline of 10,000 from the July 1974 
period and 1,000 from August 1973.

ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - OCTOBER 1, 1974 


Illinois' All-Crop Production Index as of 
October 1 was 132. 8% of the 1957-59 base, 
according to the Illinois Cooperative Crop 
Reporting Service. This is 25.7 points 
below 1973 and 25.4 points below the 1972 
crop index. Lower production estimates 
for corn, soybeans, hay, and fruit crops 
account for most of the decrease in the 
index from 1973. 


Corn Prospects Cut by Freeze 

Corn production for grain is forecast at 
832 million bushels as of October l, 
down 7% from September 1 and down 16% 
from the 1973 crop. Yield for this year's 
crop is forecast at 82 bushels per acre, 
down 6 bushels from a month ago and 

21 bushels below 1973. This year's corn 
acreage for grain, at 10,150,000 acres, 
is 5% greater than last year. The 1974 
yield prospects were reduced first by the 
late planting, then by the hot, dry July 
weather and finally by the September 
freezes. As of October 7, about 80% of 
the corn acreage was mature and about 
10% of the crop had been harvested. 


Freeze Reduces Soybean Production 


Prospects 
Soybean production is forecast at 221 


million bushels, down 10% from last 
month and down 24% from the 1973 rec- 
ord production. Yield, at 26.0 bushels 
per acre on October 1, is down 3 bushels 
from last month, and 5.5 bushels lower 
than the 1973 yield. Yields were reduced 
by late September freezes which hurt 
much of the late planted acreage. Acre-

Hay Production Down 10% from 1973 
Production of all hay is estimated at 
2.94 million tons, 2% lower than the 
previous 1974 estimate on August Ly 
and 10% less than last year's production 
of all hay. Third crop cutting of alfalfa 
was virtually complete as of October 7. 


Farm Labor and Wage Rates 

During the survey week of September 22- 
28, 135,000 family workers were em- 
ployed on Illinois farms. This level is 
unchanged from the previous month but 

is down 6,000 from September 1973. 
Hired workers on Illinois farms totaled 
25,000 workers, down 8, 000 workers 
from a month earlier, and down 3,000 
from September 1973. Total farm em- 
ployment, at 160,000 workers, is 8, 000 
less than last month, and 9, 000 less than 
a year earlier. An average of $2.40 per 
hour was paid to hired workers receiving 
an hourly wage. This is an increase of 

5 cents from the previous quarter and is 
25 cents more than the same quarter last 
year. Hired workers with house furnished 
received an average of $455 per month, up 
$30 from a year ago. Workers on a per 
day basis without board or room received 
an average of $19.50, up $1.50 from Sep- 
tember 1973.

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CORN AND SOYBEAN CROPPING PRACTICES 


Each year the Statistical Reporting Service conducts corn and soybean objective 
yield surveys in Illinois. Plots are randomly selected in a statistically drawn 
sample of corn and soybeans and are visited monthly from about August 1 through 
harvest. Counts and measurements indicate crop progress and yield prospects 
throughout the growing season. 


Information in the following tables represent sample data and averages from these 
objective yield surveys. Data are not official estimates and are subject to sampling 
variations, but do illustrate trends in corn and soybean production practices. 


CORN: Plant Population per Acre and Row Widths 

Row widths of corn for grain have been narrowing slightly each year since 1969. 
Plant population per acre has been rather variable in recent years, with 1974 
indicated at 18,600 compared with 19,100 for both 1972 and 1973 and 18,000 for 1971. 





Row widths are aS measured in the field and plant population figures are based on 
stalk counts in sample plots. Average row widths tend to be slightly smaller than 
planter. row spacings because of crowding between planter trips across the field.

Average width of soybean rows in Illinois decreased each year from 1970 to 1974, 
except for 1973. Acreage planted to soybeans in 1974 decreased 9% from 1973. 


Wayne has been the leading variety in Illinois since 1967. Much of the lead held 

by Wayne was lost in 1974 to a new soybean variety called Williams. Williams was 

the second leading variety with 17.0% of the 1974 Soybean acreage. Amsoy soybeans 
(including Amsoy 71) dropped from second to third place with 16.6% of the Illinois 
average in 1974.

Winter Wheat 


Production of winter wheat in Illinois, based on May 1 
conditions, is forecast at 67 million bushels, chee (fe 
to the Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. 

The 1975 production would be 25% above 1974 and 72% 
above the 1973 crop. This year's acreage for harvest, 
at 1, 770, 000 acres is down 1% from 1974, but 30% 
above the 1973 acreage. The 1975 wheat yield is 
estimated at 38 bushels per acre, which compares with 
30 bushels for both last year and 1973. 


Winter wheat is reported in mostly good to excellent 
condition over most of the State. The crop came 
through the winter quite well, but ge fon from the 
winter freezing and thawing was greater than usual and 
may have caused some plant damage. Soil moisture 
supplies are adequate to surplus in the wheat growing 
areas of Illinois. Most areas would benefit from drier 
and warmer weather.

UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


April Weather 


Temperatures during April averaged well below normal 
across the entire Nation except in the Corpus Christi, 


Texas area and Southern Florida. Except for some 
warming late in the month, most of April's temperature 
averaged well below normal. Subnormal ternperatures 
early in the month caused some freeze damage to peach 
trees from Ohio to South Carolina and slowed develop- 
ment of fall seeded crops and pastures. Precipitation 
amounts ranged from only .01 inch for the secon 

straight month at Brownsville, Texas to over 10 inches 

at Baton Rouge, Louisiana. Unusually heavy amounts 
were received in Montana and the Northern Great Plains. 
The Gulf Coast, oil beets portions of Alabama, 
Georgia, Louisiana, and Mississippi and Northern Florida 
were also very wet. The Ohio River Valley received from 
4 to 6 inches of moisture, about 50% above the normal 
rainfall for April. There were several areas of extremely 
dry weather. The largest areas included Southern and 
Western Texas, Southern New Mexico and Southern 
Florida. The first week of April brought high winds and 
wintery conditions to many parts of the Nation, Heavy 
snow with thunderstorms immobilized parts of Illinois 
and Michigan on the 2nd and 3rd. Gale force winds 
wracked the North Central and Eastern States on the 3rd 
through the 6th, causing extensive damage and extremely 
heavy snows across New England.

April Fieldwork Slow 


Farmers throughout much of the Nation had difficulty 
keeping up-to-date with their spring field activities as 
rain and subnormal temperatures limited drying for 
any length of time. Plowing and field preparation, 
seeding small grains and planting row crops were behind 
the 1974 and normal levels in most States. Heavy rains 
caused considerable flooding from Louisiana to South 
Carolina, in Michigan, Southern Illinois and Indiana, 
and Northern Kentucky. 


In the North Central States, field activities made rapid 
progress in Illinois, Indiana and Ohio, but very little if 

any activity took place in Minnesota and North Dakota 
periee May 1. Iowa farmers were plagued with wet soil 
conditions and weren't able to do much of any fieldwork 
until the last week of the month. By per 4, only 7% 

of the intended corn acreage had been planted in this 
Region, much behind last year's excellent pace of 27% 
and the normal 16%, In Iowa, the leading corn producing 
State, only 6% had been planted, sharply behind the 37% 
in 1974. Serie deen 2 in Ohio was 15% done, whereas 
last year half of the intended acreage had been planted. 
Illinois and Indiana farmers were keeping up with the usual 
pace of 10% and 5% respectively. Soybean H oeare? in the

Winter Wheat 


Winter wheat production is fore- 
cast at a record high 1, 620 mil- 
lion bushels, based on condition 
of the crop as of May |. This is 
16% above the previous high set 
last year and 27% above 1973. 

The increase from a year earlier 
is attributed to more acres for 
harvest and expectations of a 
higher average yield this year. 
Prospective production is up 1% 
from the previous forecast of the 
1975 crop made last December. 
Acreage to be harvested for grain 
is estimated at 50.5 million, 7% 
above last year and 31% above 1973. 
Indicated acreage for grain is 91% 
of the 1975 crop planted acreage 
estimate set last December. This 
compares with 90% of the planted 
acreage harvested for grain last 
year and 89% in 1973. Yield per 
harvested acre is expected to aver- 
age 32.1 bushels per harvested 
acre, up from the relatively low 
average of 29.5 for the 1974 crop 
but below the 1973 crop average 
of 33.1. Yield per harvested acre 
is expected to average above last 
year in all major winter wheat 
producing States, except California, 
Oregon, Montana, Colorado, 
Nebraska and Ohio where yield 

is expected to average lower. 





Hay Stocks on Farms 


Supplies of hay on farms May 1 
were generally less than a year 
earlier. May 1 stocks on farms 
totaled 18.6 million tons, 27% 
less than a year earlier and 24% 
less than two years ago on the 
same date.

Winter Wheat 


Production of winter wheat in Illinois is 
forecast at 65.5 million bushels as of 
June 1, according to the Illinois Coopera- 
tive Crop Reporting Service. This year's 
estimate is 22% larger than the 1974 crop 
and 68% larger than the 1973 crop. The 
1975 estimated acreage for grain at 
1,770, 000 acres is down slightly from 
the 1,790,000 acres harvested last year. 
This year's average yield, however, at 
37.0 bushels per acre is up 7 bushels 
from the 1974 excessive moisture and 
disease-damaged crop. The June 1 

yield forecast is down 1 bushel from 

May 1. As of June 9, about 95% of the 
wheat crop had reached the filling stage 
compared to 99% last year and the aver- 
age of 93%. About 30% had started to 
turn yellow, behind both 1974 and aver- 
age. Winter wheat prospects are mostly 
good to excellent. 


Peaches 


The 1975 Illinois peach crop is forecast 
at 25.0 million pounds, over seven times 
the extremely short freeze-damaged 1974 
crop. After three years in a row of hav- 
ing the crop cut back by substantial freeze 
damage, the 1975 crop came through the 
winter and spring with only minor losses. 
As of June 1, most of the Illinois crop 
was in good to excellent condition. How- 
ever, some freeze damage did occur in 
northern and northwestern Illinois. 


Crop Progress 


Corn planting was virtually complete by 
June 1, The crop is in mostly good to 
excellent condition. The emerged acre- 
age is reported at 92% of full stand com- 
pared to 81% last year. Soybean planting 
was about 92% complete by June 9, com- 
pared to 29% last year and the previous 
3-year average of 57% by this date. Con- 
dition of most soybean acreage was gener- 
ally good to excellent. About 95% of the 
winter wheat crop had reached the filling 
stage by June 9, compared to 99% a year 
earlier and the average of 93%. About 
30% of the acreage had started turning 
yellow. Wheat was in mostly good to 
excellent condition. Oats were in gener- 
ally fair to good condition. About 40% 

of the crop had reached the heading stage 
compared to 58% last year and the aver- 
age of 49%. Cutting of alfalfa and red 
clover hay has progressed rapidly, with 
first crop alfalfa 50% and red clover 55% 
cut, both ahead of last year and average 
progress by June 9. Hay crop conditions 
were mostly good to excellent. Sorghum 
planting was about 70% complete, ahead 
of average progress. Pastures were 
good to excellent over virtually the entire 
State. Soil moisture supplies were 
mostly adequate to surplus over the State.

Winter Wheat: Based on June 1 conditions, the 1975 
winter wheat production is forecast at a record high 
1,619 million bushels, 16% above the previous 
record produced last year and 27% above the 1973 
crop. The June 1 crop forecast is nearly the same 
as last month's forecast, as declining prospects in 
the Central and Southern Plains were offset with 
improved prospects in other areas. Yield per har- 
vested acre is expected to average 32.0 bushels, 

up from the relatively low average of 29.5 bushels 
for the 1974 crop, but below the 1972 crop average 
of 33.1 bushels, Acreage expected to be harvested 
for grain, at 50.5 million acres, is unchanged from 
last month but exceeds the 47.1 million harvested 
last year by 7%. Prospects for the Nation's 1975 
winter wheat crop were generally good on June 1, 
but harvest and maturity were lagging behind nor- 
mal.

Illinois farmers this year will be harvesting 22.4 million 
acres of field crops this year--2% over the 1974 crop year, 
and 4% more since the 1973 crop year, according to the 
Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. Favorable 
weather conditions over most of Illinois this spring allowed 
farmers to plant 6% more corn than last year. Soybean 
acreage planted was 4% less than last year. Condition of 
most Fie d crops on June 30 was reported good to exccllent. 
Early planting followed by favorable weather has allowed 
most field crops to develop more ieee! than normal. Soil 
moisture as of June 30 was reported 13% short, 63% adequate 
and 24% surplus. 


Corn Acreage Up 5 Percent 


Farmers in Illinois planted 11 million acres of corn for all 
purposes in 1975 as compared to 10.5 million acres in 1974, 
This is the largest corn acreage planted in Illinois since 
1967. Growers expect to harvest for graih an estimated 
10.65 million acres compared with 10.01 million acres for 
1974. For white corn, 44,000 acres are intended for harvest 
as grain compared to 49, 000 acres for 1974. These acres 
are included in the total corn acres harvested for grain. 


Planting of this year's near record acreage jumped off to 
quite a fast start, and bY May 19, about 77% of the crop 
had been planted, far above last year's 58%. The cro 
continues to progress well ahead of last year's crop an 
the three-year average with nearly all reports of the crop 
being in good to excellent condition. 


Soybean Acreage Down 5 Percent 


Illinois farmers planted 8.2 million acres of soybeans for 
all purposes in 1975, down 5% from last year. Growers 
expect to harvest 8.1 million acres this fall. Favorable 
weather conditions allowed farmers to plant 71% of the 
soybean crop on or before May 27, far ahead of last year's

Illinois wheat acreage is estimated at 1.85 million acres 
eats for all purposes.

Oats Acreage Up 6 Percent 


Illinois oat growers planted 570, 000 acres for all purposes 
in 1975, up from 540, 000 acres in 1974, Oats harvested 
for grain is expected to total 500, 000 acres, which is up 
from 480, 000 acres harvested during 1974. As of June 30, 
25% of the oats was turning yellow, slightly below the 
average of 30%, The crop condition is reported as mostly 
good to excellent. 


Sorghum Plantings Down 20, 000 Acres 


Illinois farmers planted an estimated 100, C00 acres of 

sorghum for all purposes in 1975, and expect to harvest 
78,000 acres. The planted acreage is down from last 

year's 12, 000 acres, but the acreage for grain is above 
last year's 72,000 acres harvested.

CORN planted for all purposes is estimated at 77.5 million 
acres, virtually unchanged from 1974 and 8% above 1973, 
All regions except the North Central showed increased 
plantings from last year. 


The 67.0 million acres intended for grain in 1975 are up 
3% (1.8 million acres) from last year and 8% above 1973. 
If realized, this would be the largest acreage harvested 

for grain since 1960. Acreage estimated for grain is up 
2% in the Corn Belt, 11% in the South Central region, 10% 
in the West and virtually unchanged in the North and South 
Atlantic regions. Planting in the Corn Belt States got off 
to a slow start but progressed well ahead of schedule after 
mid-May and by June 1 was 97% complete. This com- 
pares with the slow 1974 pace of 81% and normal of 89%, 


Planting progress was equal to or ahead of normal on June i 
in the South Atlantic and South Central States. Georgia 
experienced below normal planting progress due to frequent 
rains and some replanting was necessary. A cool, wet 
spring throughout the Western States delayed plantings and 
some acreage still remained to be planted at mid-June.

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SOYBEAN plantings are estimated at 54.6 million acres, 
the second largest acreage of record. The 54,6 million 
planted acres is 2% more than the 1974 crop of 53.6 million 
acres. Growers intend to harvest 53.6 million acres for 
beans, 2% more than last year. 


Planting progress in the North Central pede was earlier 
than both last year and average by June 1. Progress contin- 
ued at a good pace during early June and remained ahead 
of normal wih 90% in the ground by June 22, Planted 
acreage in the North Central States is down 4% from last 
year. 


South Central States were plagued with flooding and wet 
fields at planting time. Soybean acreage planted in the 
South Central States is 15% more than the 1974 crop. Soy- 
bean planting in the Atlantic States is 10% more than last 
year. peer ae survey data indicate about 7% of the 1975 
soybean crop will be planted after another crop has been har- 
vested. This is about the same level as last year and com- 
pares with 5% in 1973. Brees eee of oy ae in the 
North Central States is indicated to be 4%, while other States 
average slightly more than 12%,

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT ~- AUGUST 1, 1975 


The Illinois All-Crop Production Index as of August 1 is 
179.3% of the 1957-59 base, according to the Illinois 
Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. This is 48.6 points 
above 1974 and 23.8 points above the 1973 crop index. 
Higher production estimates for corn, soybeans and 
wheat account for most of the increase in the index 

from 1974. 


Corn Production Up 40 Percent From Last_Year 


1975 Corn production in Illinois is forecast at 1, 161 mil- 
lion bushels, 40% more than 1974, 18% more than 1973, 
and up 6% from last month's forecast. This year’s yield- 
estimate, as of August 1, is set at 109 bushels per acre, 
as compared to 83 bushels in 1974 and 103 bushels in 
1973. This yield is up 6 bushels from the July 1 forecast. 
Illinois farmers expect to harvest 10, 650, 000 acres of 
corn, up 6% from last year. 


The corn crop is in good to excellent condition over 
most of the State. The crop developed well in Jul 
aided by mostly adequate moisture supplies. As 0 
August 11, nearly 80% of the acreage had reached the 
dough stage compared to 28% last year and the average 
of 48% by this date. 


Soybean Crop Up 38 Percent From 1974 


The 1975 soybean crop is forecast at 286.7 million bush- 
els, 38% more than was produced last year and 2% more 
than the 1973 crop. The 1975 yield is estimated at 35.0 
bushels per acre, compared to 24.5 bushels last year, and 
31.5 bushels in 1973. The Illinois soybean acreage har- 
vested for beans this year is expected to be 8, 190, 000 
acres, down 3% from 1974. 


Soybean development is running ahead of average. As of 
August 11, about 88% of the acreage was setting pods, 
compared with 32% last year and the average of 46%. 
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1975 Wheat Production Up 34 Percent 





The 1975 wheat crop is estimated at 72.0 million bushels, 
up 34% from last year. This year's yield is estimated at 
40.0 bushels per acre, compared to a yield of 30.0 bushels 
in both 1974 and 1973. Harvest was virtually complete by 
the third week in July, which is about normal progress. 


Oat Crop Up 16 Percent From 1974 


Illinois oats production in 1975 is forecast at 28.5 million 
bushels, up 16% from the 1974 crop. This year’s yield is 
expected to average 57.0 bushels per acre, up from 51.0 
bushels in 1974 and 46.0 bushels in 1973. As of August 11, 
virtually all of the acreage had been combined, about the 
same progress as last year and compares with the average 
of 91". 


Rye Crop Up 8 Percent 


The 1975 rye crop is forecast at 391, 000 bushels, up 8% 
from 1974, Yield is estimated at 23.0 bushels per acre, 
compared to 19 bushels in 1974. 


Sorghum Production Up 21 Percent From 1974 


The 1975 sorghum crop is forecast at 4,1 million bushels, 
21% more than in 1974. This year's acreage harvested for 
grain is estimated at 62, 000 acres, 14% below last year's 

acreage. Yield is estimated at 66 bushels per acre, com- 
pared to 47 bushels in 1974. 


Hay Production Up 10 Percent 


Farmers in Illinois expect to harvest 3.5 million tons of all 
hay in 1975, up 10% from last year. Of the total Illinois 
hay crop, alfalfa production in 1975 is expected to account 
for 66% of the all hay tonnage.

Illinois' All-Crop Production Index as of 
October 1 was 185.2% of the 1957-59 base, 
according to the Illinois Cooperative Crop 
Reporting Service. This is 54.5 points 
above 1974 and 29.7 points above the 1973 
final index. If realized, this will establish 
a new record high production index for 
Illinois. Higher production estimates for 
corn, soybeans, wheat, oats, hays, field 
seeds, and nearly all fruit and vegetable 
crops account for most of the increase in 
the index from 1974. 


Corn Yield and Production Forecast at 
Record Highs 

Corn production for grain is forecast at 

1, 203 million bushels, up 3% from the 
September 1 forecast and 45% more than 
1974. Yield is estimated at 113 bushels 
per acre, up 3 bushels from last month 
and 30 bushels above the 1974 yield. If 
realized, this would be the highest yield 
and production ever recorded for Illinois. 
The 1975 acreage for grain is estimated at 
10, 650, 000 acres, up 6% from last year. 
The corn crop developed well in September, 
progressing well ahead of last year and 
average. As of October 6, harvest was 
about 18% complete Statewide, compared

Soybean Yield and Production Also Forecast 
at Record Levels 


The soybean crop is forecast at 294. 8 mil- 
lion bushels, up 1% from a month earlier 
and 42% greater than the 1974 production. 
Yield at 36.0 bushels per acre, is up 1 
bushel from September | and is well above 
last year's average yield of 24.5 These 
estimates would also be record highs if 
realized. Acreage for beans is estimated 
at 8,190,000 acres, down 3% from 1974. 
The soybean crop continued to progress well 
in September. As of October 6, harvest was 
about 53% complete, compared with 17% last 
year and the average of 18%. Good weather 
allowed the harvest to make rapid progress 
through early October. 


Hay Production Up 11% from 1974 
Production of all hay is estimated at 3.5] 
million tons, 1% higher than the previous 
1975 estimate on August 1, and 11% more 
than last year's production.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - NOVEMBER 1, 1975 


Illinois' All-Crop Production Index as 
of November 1 was 188.2% of the 1957- 
59 base, according to the Illinois Coop- 
erative Crop Reporting Service. This 
is 57.5 points above 1974 and 32.7 
points above the 1973 crop index. If 
realized, this will establish a new re- 
cord high production index for Illinois. 
Higher production estimates for corn, 
soybeans, wheat, oats, hays, field seeds 
and nearly all fruit and vegetable crops 
account for most of the increase in the 
index from 1974. 


Corn Yield and Production Record Highs 


Corn production for grain in Illinois is 
estimated at 1, 235 million bushels as of 
November 1, anew record high. This 
production is 49% greater than in 1974 
and 26% greater than the 1973 crop. 
This year's yield is estimated at 116 
bushels per acre, up 3 bushels from 
October 1 and up 33 bushels from last 
year's poor crop. The 1975 yield isa 
new record high and surpasses by 6 
bushels the previous record of 110 bush- 
els set in 1972. This year's corn acreage 
for grain, at 10, 650,000 acres, is 6% 


tions for this year's crop have been 
mostly ideal from planting time 
through harvest. As of November 10, 
about 92% of the State acreage had 
been harvested, compared with 61% 
last year and average for this date. 
With the abundant crop and rapid har- 
vest pace, a shortage of storage space 
has occurred in many areas of the 
State. 


Soybeans Also Set Record High Yield 
and Production Levels 

Soybean production is estimated at a 
record high 295 million bushels, un- 
changed from October 1, but up 42% 
from 1974. Yield, at 36 bushels per 
acre and a new record high, is 11.5 
bushels higher than last year and 4.5 
bushels above the 1973 average yield. 
The previous record yield was 34.5 
bushels per acre set in 1972. Acreage 
for beans is estimated at 8, 190, 000, 
down 3% from 1974. Growing condi- 
tions for this year's crop were mostly 
excellent throughout the crop season. 
Harvest was virtually complete by the 
end of October, well ahead of 1974 and

Winter Wheat Production Up 30% From 1974 


Winter wheat production in Illinois in 1975 totaled 67,5 mil- 
lion bushels, up 30% from last year, according to the Illinois 
Cooperative Crop Reporting Service, Planted acreage for 

the 1975 crop was 1, 790,000 acres, unchanged from a year ° 
ago. The 1975 harvested acreage was 1, 730, 000 acres, also 
the same as last year. This year's yield averaged 39.0 bushels 
per acre, 4 9 bushels from the poor ey in both 1974 and 
1973. The 1975 Illinois crop was planted a little behind normal 
but came through the winter in mostly good condition. The 
large amount of winter freezing and thawing caused some 
heaving problems. Weather conditions during the growing 
season were ey, good and the crop riped rapidly during the 
last half of June. Harvest conditions were excellent and har- 
vest was virtually complete by. mid-July. 


Oat Crop Up 8% 


Oat production in 1975, at 26.5 million bushels was up 8% 
from last year, A total of 570, 000 acres was planted this 
es compared to 540, 000 acres in 1974. The 1975 acreage 
arvested for grain was 490, 000 acres, an increase of 16, 000 
acres from a year ago. This year's yield averaged 54,0 bush- 
els per acre, 3.0 bushels greater than in 1974. Although the 
crop was planted a little later than usual, the growing and 
harvest seasons were generally good to excellent.

Barley Production Up 9% 


Barley production in Illinois totaled 588, 000 bushels in 
1975, up 9% from the 1974 crop. Harvested acreage, 
at 14, 000 acres was down 1, 000 acres from a year ago. 
The 1975 crop averaged 42.0 bushels per acre, 6.0 
bushels higher than last year. Weather conditions for 
both the Fall and Spring crops were generally favorable. 


Rye Crop Up 4% 


The 1975 rye crop in Illinois totaled 374, 000 bushels, 

up 4% from last year's production. Rye (abel dea grantee 

is estimated at 78, 000 acres and acres harvested for grain 
at 17,000 acres in 1975, compared with 83, 000 acres 
planted and 19, 000 acres harvested for grain in 1974. 
Yield, at 22.0 bushels per acre, compares with 19 
bushels in 1974 and 22 bushels in 1973. The 1975 crop 
came through the winter in mostly good condition. Spring 
growing conditions were favorable and farmers had a 
good harvest season.

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CORN AND SOYBEAN CROPPING PRACTICES 


Each year the Statistical Reportina Service cenducts corn and soybean objective 
yield surveys in Illinois. Plots are randomly selected in a statistically drawn 
sample of corn and soybeans and are visited monthly from about August | through 
harvest Counts and measurements indicate crop progress and yield prospects 
throughout the growing season. 


Infurmation in the following tables represent sample data and averages trom these 
objective yield surveys. Data are not official estimates and are subject to sampling 
variations, but do illustrate trends in corn and soybean production practices. 


CORN: Plant Population per Acre and Row Widths 
The average row width of corn for grain in Illinois has been narrowing slightly each 


year since 1969, except for 1975 when it remained the same as in 1974. Pijant popu- 
lation per acre reached a peak of 19,100 in 1972 and 1973, but deciined to 18,600 
in 1974 and 18,400 in 1975. 


Row widths are aS measured in the field and plant population figures are based on 
stalk counts in sample plots. Average row widths tend to be slightly smaller than 
planter row spacings because of crowding between planter trips across the field.

except for 1973. The 1975 average width of row was 33.0 inches. 


Williams became the leading variety in Illinois in 1975, accounting for 28.5% of the 
State soybean acreage compared with 17% in 1974. Amsoy soybeans (including Amsoy 71) 
declined from 16.6% to 13.5% of the Illinois acreage, but still rose from third to 
second place. Wayne was the leading Illinois variety from 1967 to 1974, but dropped 
to third in 1975 with 11.8% of the soybean acreage.

Winter Wheat 


Production of winter wheat in Illinois, based on May 1 — 
conditions, is forecast at 75 million bushels, ering to 
the Illinois Cooperative Crop i pied: Service. The 1976 
mag would be 11% above 1975 and 45% above the 

974 crop. This year's acreage for harvest, at 1, 830,000 
acres, is up 6% from 1975 and 1974. The 1976 wheat 
yield is estimated at 41 bushels per acre, compared with 
39 bushels in 1975 and 30 bushels in 1974. 


Winter wheat is reported in mostly good to excellent condi- 
tion over most of the State. The crop caine through the 
winter with no apparent problems and with the unseasonably 
warm temperatures during February oeae April, crop 
development is more advanced than usual. As of May 10, 
about 70% of the acreage had reached the heading stage 
compared to 19% last year and the average of oath, Soil 
moisture is mostly adequate in the wheat- producing areas 
of Illinois. 


Hay Stocks

Corn planting as of May 10 was 69% complete compared with 
48% last year and the $2 bed (1973-75) average of 33% planted 
by this date. Soybean planting was about 11% complete as of 
May 10 as with 8% last year and the average of 3%. 
About 70% of winter wheat crop had reached the heading stage 
compared to 19% last year and the average of 23%, About 18%

UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


April Weather 


Temperatures during April approached near normal levels 
following three months of generally above normal readings. 


By areas, the Northeast, Upper Midwest and Upper Plains 
averaged up to 7 degrees above normal. Most other areas 
were near or slightly below normal. California was rela- 
tively cool with average temperatures ranging 2 to 5 degrees 
below normal. 


Precipitation favored the western Plains where it was badly 
needed. The previously very dry area of western Kansas, 
Oklahoma, and Texas received well over 100% of normal 
rainfall. Subsoil moisture has been replenished in much of 
the western Corn Belt. In contrast, however, parts of the 
mid-South and much of the East Coast had a very dry April. 
The scriously dry situation in California was only pe 
relieved by slightly above normal rain in the Northwest and 
South. 


April Fieldwork Much Ahead of Schedule 


During April farmers continued to push field preparation and 
spring planting far ahead of the pace set in most recent years. 
Planting activities slowed in the drier areas, notably some 
Atlantic Coast States, until soil moisture was available for 
better germination, but the slowdown did not kee plantin 
progress from continuing ahead of last year. At the end o 
April some areas in the North Central States, particularly in 
Iowa, were too wet to work. 


U. S. corn planting on May 2, at 32% complete, far surpassed 
the 13% planted in 1975 and average of 18%, Planting in the 
West North Central States was 18% complete, compared with 
5% last year and 13% average. In the East North Central States 
planting was 31% complete, far ahead of the 5% in 1975 and 
9% average. Planting in every major State was well ahead of 
last year. in Illinois, Seapets was 43% complete com ared 
with 13% in 1975 and 9% average. Soybean planting began in 
many of the major producing States but only a few were planted 
except in Ohio where 5% of the crop was sown, equaling last 
year's pace and average. 
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Winter Wheat 


Winter wheat production is forecast 
at 1,459 million bushels based on 
condition of the crop as of May 1. 
This is 12% below the record large 
1,651 million bushel crop produced 
last year but, if realized, would 
exceed production for all other winter 
wheat crops of record. The decrease 
in production from last year is at- 
tributed to higher abandonment (fewer 
acres expected to be harvested for 
grain) and lower average yield, 
caused mainly by drought in the 
Southern Great Plains. Prospective 
production is down 2% from the first 
forecast of the 1976 crop made last 
December. Prospective production 
has increased nearly 4% since April 1 
in the 5 States of Colorado, Kansas, 
New Mexico, Oklahoma, and Texas. 
Acreage expected to be harvested for 
grain is estimated at 47. 3 million, 
8% below last year but 1% above the 
1974 crop and well above the normal 
winter wheat acreage. Indicated 
acreage for grain is 83% of the 1976 
crop planted acreage estimate of 
57.2 million acres set last December. 
This compares with 92% of the plant- 
ed acreage harvested for grain last 
year and 90% in 1974. Yield per har- 
vested acre is expected to ‘average 
30.8 bushels per acre for the Nation. 
This is below the average of.32.0 
bushels realized last year but 1.2 
bushels above the weather- plagued 
1974 crop. Gencrally, yield per 
harvested acre is expected to be 
below last year in the Southern Plains 
States and along the eastern seaboard 
while average yield elsewhere is ex- 
pected to equal or exceed last year. 
Notable exceptions are lower yield 
forecasts in Indiana, Ohio, Montana, 
Oregon, and California.

Hay Stocks on Farms 


May 1 stocks of hay on farms totaled 25. 6 mil- 
lion tons, 38% more than a year earlier and 

1% above May 1, 1974. All States except Flori- 
da, New York, North Carolina and the extreme 
western States had stocks equal to or larger 
than a year earlier. This was primarily due 

to the generally mild, open winter that prevailed 
in the Midwest and East. 


Pasture and Range Feed 


The May 1 pasture and range feed condition for 
the 48 contiguous States was 79%. This com- 
pares with 76% a year ago and the ten-year 
average for the date of 82%. The reported 
condition indicated pasture and range feed in 

the Nation was generally poor to fair. Conditions 
in the Southeast, Southern Plains and far South- 
west were very poor to fair with some areas of 
severe drought. The remainder of the country 
recorded good to excellent conditions.

Winter Wheat 


Production of winter wheat in Illinois is 
forecast at 69.5 million bushels as of 
June 1, according to the Illinois Coopera- 
tive Crop Reporting Service. The 1976 
production would be 3% above 1975 and 
34% above the 1974 crop. This year's 
acreage for harvest at 1, 830, 000 acres, 
is up 6% from 1975 and 1974. The 1976 
average yield is estimated at 38 bushels 
per acre compared with 39 bushels in 
1975 and 30 bushels in 1974. The June 1 
yield forecast is down 3 bushels from 
May l. 


Peaches 


The 1976 Illinois peach crop is forecast 
at 16.0 million pounds, down 41% from 
1975 when weather conditions were ideal 


and no significant freeze damage occurred. 


This year minor freeze damage has oc- 
curred over most of the State with some 
areas reporting considerable damage.

Crop Progress 


Corn was reported in mostly good condi- 
tion by weekly weather-crop reporters 

as of June 14. The average height of all 
cornfields was 15 inches, compared with 
16 inches last year and the 3-year (1973- 
75) average of 9 inches. Most advanced 
fields averaged 22 inches in height, com- 
pared with 27 inches last year and 18 
inches average. Soybean planting was 
virtually complete as of June 14. The 
crop was reported in mostly good condi- 
tion, although herbicide damage had oc- 
curred in some areas. About 85% of the 
winter wheat crop had begun turning yel- 
low by June 14, compared with 75% last 
year and the average of 73%. About 25% 
was ripe, compared with 10% last year 
and 8% average. Wheat was reported in 
mostly fair to good condition. By June 14, 
about 70% of the oats crop had reached 
the heading stage and 35% was in the fill- 
ing stage, ahead of both last year and 
average. Oats were reported in mostly 
fair to good condition. Cutting of alfalfa 
and red clover hay crops was 75% or 
more complete by June 14, slightly ahead 
of last year's cuttings and well ahead of 
the average progress for this date. Hay 
crops were reported in mostly good condi- 
tion. Sorghum planting was about 85% 
complete by June 14. Pastures were 
reported in mostly fair to good condition. 
As of June 11, soil moisture was reported 
as 69% short, 27% adequate, and 4% surplus.

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UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


May Weather - Cool, Dry, Troublesome: 


Temperatures were below normal east and south of a 
line from Minnesota to New Mexico. The West was 
above normal. Cool weather generally retarded 
crop growth after the on start made during April. 
A combination of too little rain in many areas, too 
much in the Southeast and a generally cool May with 
widespread frosts dimmed the generally bright pros- 
pects provided by an early spring and posed trouble - 
some decisions for producers in seriously affected 
areas. 


Corn planting got off to a fast start this spring. Gen- 
erally dry weather during May helped farmers sustain 
the fast pace, with planting progress continuing a 
week or more earlier than normal, By the end of the 
second week of May almost 80% of the corn crop was 
planted and at month's end 96% was planted. Last 
year planting began slowly but the tempo increased 
as the month passed and at the end of May 95% was 
planted, compared with the average of 86%. In the 
North Central States planting of the 1976 corn crop 
was 97% complete by June 1. April's unseasonably 
warm temperatures encouraged farmers to get an 
early planting start, but subsequent subnormal read- 
ings slowed germination and emergence of the seed- 
lings. Many new plants yellowed from the cold May 
temperatures. Later in the month favorable germina- 
tion temperatures aided the emergence of the Iowa 
crop. The Illinois corn crop was in fair to good 
condition, The Indiana crop has grown to an average 
4-inch height, the same as the Minnesota crop. Cool 
weather slowed crop development in Michigan and 
Wisconsin. 


Soybean planting reached 72% complete at the end of 
May, compared with 62% in 1975 and 50% average. 
As farmers finished planting corn and cotton earlier 
than normal, they were able to plant the soybean 
crop ahead of schedule. In the east North Central 
States 88% of the soybeans were planted, slightly 
ahead of last year but almost double the average of 
45%. In the west North Central States planting 
reached 77% complete, compared with 67% in 1975 
and 59% average. 


Winter Wheat production for 1976 is forecast at 1, 416 
million bushels, based on June 1 conditions. This is 
down 14% from the record production of a year ago 
but up 2% from the 1974 crop. If realized, the 1976 
crop would be the second largest of record. The de- 
crease in production from last year isthe result of 
fewer acres for harvest and lower average yield ex- 
pected for this year's crop. The June 1 forecast is 
down 3% from last month, mainly as a result of early 
May freeze damage. 


Yield per harvested acre is expected to average 30.0

Peaches: The 1976 peach crop ts forecast at 3,194 million pounds, 13% 
above last year and 10% higher than the utilized crop of 1974, The total 
of all peaches except California Clingstones ts forecast at 1, 494 million 
pounds, up 8% from the 1975 and 16% above the 1974 utilized crop. Pro- 
duction in the nine southern States is how expected to total 578.5 million 
pounds, slightly above the May 1 forecast and 41% higher than last year's 
utilized crop.

The Illinois All-Crop Production Index as of August 1 is 
175.4% of the 1957-59 base, according to the Illinois 
Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. his is 12.2 points 
below the 1975 record high crop production, but 46.7 
points above the 1974 crop index. Lower production 
estimates for corn, soybeans, oats, hay, and fruit crops 
account for most of the decrease in the index from 1975. 


Corn Production Down 4 Percent From Last Year 


1976 Corn production in Illinois is forecast at 1, 194, 800, 000 
bushels, 4% less than the record 1975 production, 43% more 
than 1974, but down 6% from last month's forecast. This 
year's yield estimate, as of August 1, is set at 103 bushels 
r acre, down 13 bushels from 1975, up 20 bushels from 

974, and down 6 bushels from July 1. Illinois farmers 
expect to harvest 11, 600, 000 acres of corn for grain in 
1976, up 8% from last year. 


The corn crop was reported in mostly good condition as of 
August 6. As of August 9, about 50% had reached the 
dough stage, compared with 74% in 1975 and the average 
of 47%. Dry weather during July reduced yield prospects 
over most of the State, and moisture conditions were 
quite critical on August 1. However, since August iy 
most areas of the State have received some much needed 
rain. 


Soybean Crop Down 15 Percent From 1975 


The 1976 soybean crop is forecast at 249, 480, 000 bushels, 
15% less than 1975 but 23% more than was produced in 
1974. The 1976 yield is estimated at 33 bushels per acre, 
compared to 35.5 bushels last year and 24 bushels in 1974. 
The Illinois soybean acreage harvested for beans this year 
is expected to be 7,560, 000 acres, down 8% from 1975. 


The soybean crop is developing behind last year, but 
ahead of average. As of August 9, 90% of the crop had 
bloomed, compared with 98% last year and the average 
of 80%. About 65% of the soybean acreage has set pods, 
compared with 84% last year and the average of 51%.

This year’s yield is estimated at 38 bushels ey acre, 
compared to a yield of 39 bushels last year and 30 ushels in 
1974. The acreage harvested is estimated at 1, 850, 000 acres, 
up 7% from 1975.

Oat Crop Down 10 Percent 


Illinois oats production in 1976 is estimated at 23, 940, 000 
bushels, 10% less than last year and down 2% from 1974. The 
1976 yield is expected to average 57 bushels per acre, com- 
pared with 54 bushels in 1975 and 51 bushels in 1974. As of 
August 9, virtually all of the acreage had been combined, 
about the same progress as last year and compares with the 
average of 95%. 


Rye Crop Down 16 Percent 


The 1976 rye crop is forecast at 315, 000 bushels, 16% 

below last year. Growers expect to harvest 15, 000 acres 

for grain with an average yield of 21 bushels per acre. 

Short soil moisture and high temperatures hurt this year’s crop. 


Sorghum Production Down 16 Percent 


The 1976 sorghum crop is forecast at 3,410,000 bushels, 16% 
less than in 1975.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - NOVEMBER 1, 1976 


Illinois' All-Crop Production Index as of 
November 1 was 176.0% of the 1957-59 base, 
according to the Illinois Cooperative Crop 
Reporting Service. This is 11.6 points 
below the 1975 crop index but 47.3 points 
above the 1974 crop index. Lower produc- 
tion estimates for corn, soybeans, oats, 
hay, and fruit crops account for most of 
the decrease in the index from 1975. 


earlier expected, particularly over most 
eastern areas of the State. As of Novem- 
ber 8, about 81% of the state acreage had 
been harvested, compared with 90% last year 
and the average of 74% by that date. The 
moisture content of corn has been a little 
high this year. A shortage of storage 
space has occurred in some areas of the 
State. 


Corn Prospects Up 7 Percent From October 1 Soybean Yield and Production Unchanged 
From October 1 

Soybean production is estimated at 242 
million bushels, the same as the October 1 
forecast, but down 17% from last year's 
production of 292 million bushels. Yield 
is estimated at 32 bushels per acre, the 
same as last month, but down 3.5 bushels 
from the record-high 1975 yield. Acreage 
for beans is estimated at 7,560,000 acres, 
unchanged from October 1. This acreage 

is down 8% from 8,220,000 acres for beans 
in 1975. 


Corn production for grain in Illinois is 
estimated at 1,218 million bushels as of 
November 1. This production is 2% below 
the 1975 record-high production of 1,242 
million bushels, but 7% above the October 1 
forecast of 1,137 million bushels. This 
year's yield is estimated at 105 bushels 
per acre, compared with 116 bushels per 
acre in 1975 and 98 bushels per acre fore- 
casted October 1. This year's acreage for 
grain is estimated at 11,600,000 acres, 

the same as on October 1, but 8% above last 
year's 10,710,000 acres. Although dry weather had an adverse effect 
on the crop, particularly late planted 

and double cropped soybeans, the crop 
remained in mostly fair to good condition 
throughout the growing season. Harvest 
progressed well ahead of average in October 
and was virtually complete by the end of 
the month. 


Weather conditions for this year's crop 
were favorable during the spring, but lack 
of moisture during much of the summer period 
and some poor pollination were largely re- 
sponsible for the reduced yields from 1975. 
However, yields are turning out better than

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - MAY 1, 1977 


Winter Wheat 


Winter wheat production in Illinois, based on May 1 
conditions, is forecast at 61.2 million bushels, 
according to the Illinois Cooperative re Re porting 
Service. The 1977 production would be down 15% 
from last year and down 9% from the 1975 crop. 
This year’s acreage for harvest, at 1,570, 000 acres, 
is down 15% from 1976 and down 9% from 1975. 
The 1977 wheat yield is estimated at 39 bushels per 
acre, unchanged from the average yield for both 
1976 and 1978. 


Winter wheat is in mostly good condition in Illinois. 
Damage from the severe winter was minimal and the 
crop condition has improved considerably from the 
March and April rains and warm Cay Spal AS 
of May 9, about 45% of the acreage had reached 

the heading stage compared with 64% last year and 
the average of 38%. Soil moisture was mostly ade- 
quate to surplus in the major wheat~-producing areas 
of Illinois on May 6. 


Hay Stocks 


Stocks of hay on Illinois farms as of May 1 totaled 
574, 000 tons, representing 17% of the 1976 total hay 


crop. This compares with 781, 000 tons on hand May 1, 1976, 
which was 22% of the 1975 all hay production. The relatively 
low hay stocks currently on hand is primarily due to the heavy 
feeding resulting from the severe weather this past winter. 


Spring Fieldwork and Crop Progress 


Corn planting, as of May 9, was 78% complete compared with 
66% last year and the 3-year (1974-76) average of 50% by this 
date. Soybean planting was 10% complete by May 9, com- 
pared with 13% last year and the average of 7%, The winter 
wheat crop was heading out rapidly in the southern one-third 
of the State. The crop was reported in mostly good condition. 
Oats were also reported in mostly good condition. Alfalfa and 
red Clover hay crops were in good to excellent condition in 
most areas of the State. Pastures were in good to excellent 
condition and were supplying about 85% of the livestock 
roughage requirements as of May 9. Soil moisture as of May 6 
was reported 30% short, 55% adequate, and 15% surplus for 

the State.

UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


April Weather 


Precipitation was well above normal during April from 
New Mexico northeastward through southern Minnesota 
and parts of northern Wisconsin. The previously dry 
winter wheat area of northern Texas, western Oklahoma 
and Kansas, and eastern Colorado received 2 to 4 inches 
of rain during the latter part of the month. Heavy rains 
caused Saal in the month in Tennessee, 
Kentucky and West Virginia and later flooding in central 
Texas and southern Louisiana. 


Average temperatures for April were above normal in 
much of t ation, similar to April 1976. The ex- 
ception to the above normal temperatures was in central 
and southern Texas and along the Gulf Coast where cool, 
wet weather prevailed. 


April Fieldwork 


Land preparations and spring planting moved along at a fast 
pace during april, far surpassing the average rate for recent 
ears. This year's progress is on a par with the rapid pace 

n 1976. Farmers in the North Central States enjoyed good 
planting weather but Southern cotton producers were slowed 

y rain and cool temperatures. Topsoil moisture was generally 
adequate for germination although some dry spots began de- 
veloping in the Corn Belt. 


Farmers had planted 32% of the Nation's corn crop by May 1, 
nearly equalling 1976's progress of 33% and far ahead of the 18% 
average. About 16% of the U.S. corn crop was planted during 
the last week of April. Iowa corn farmers were 35% complete, 
10 points ahead of 1976 and almost three times the average 
tate. Wet conditions in Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky slowed 
progress compared with 1976, but planting was ahead of 
average. Soybean planting began throughout the southern 
production area a ong with a few fields in Ohio. Progress 

in the South ranged from 3 to 6% complete, slightly ahead 

of last year and average.

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Winter Wheat 


Winter wheat production is forecast 
at 1,477 million bushels based on 
May 1 conditions. This is down 6% 
from last year's l, 566 million 
bushel crop and is 11% less than the 
1975 record crop of 1, 653 million 
bushels. Prospective production 
is 3% greater than the December 1, 
1976 forecast as a result of sub- 
stantially improved moisture condi- 
tions, principally during March and 
April. Yield per harvested acre is 


expected to average 30.9 bushels per | 


acre. Last year the crop averaged 
31.6 bushels per acre and in 1975, 
32.1 bushels. Yield per harvested 
acre is off sharply from last year 
in the Pacific Northwest where 
drought conditions have persisted 
during the winter and spring. In 
the soft red winter producing areas, 
yields are forecast near last year's 
level. Yields in most major hard 
red winter producing States are 
forecast higher than last year. 
Growers expect to harvest 47. 8 
million acres for grain, 4% less 
than last year's 49.5 million acres 
and 7% less than the 1975 acreage 
of 51.6 million acres. Indicated 
acreage for grain is about 86% of 
the 55.8 million acres seeded last 
fall, equal to the 1976 percentage 
but less than the 92% harvested in 
1975. Winter wheat was in good 
condition throughout most of the 
major producing areas on May Il 
except in California and the Pacific 
Northwest. Maturity ranged from 
ripe in Florida to heading out in 
Texas and Oklahoma, jointing in 
Kansas and Colorado and less de- 
veloped in the Northern areas.

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Hay Stocks on Farms 


May 1 hay stocks on farms totaled 19.6 million 
tons, 23% below a year earlier but 6% above 
May 1, 1975. All States except New York, New 
Jersey, most of New England and the Western 
States had stocks below a year earlier. This 
was due to the extremely cold winter in most of 
the country and low production in 1976. 


Pasture and Range Feed 


The May 1 pasture and range feed condition for 
the 48 contiguous States was 76%--3 points below 
a year earlier and 5 points below the 1966-76 
average for the date. Very poor to drought con-" 
ditions prevailed in the Western one-third of the 
Nation and the upper North Central area. The 
remainder of the Nation recorded generally good 
to excellent conditions.

This 
year's acreage for harvest at 1,570,000 
acres, is down 15% from 1976 and down 9% 
from two years ago. The 1977 average 
yield is estimated at 40 bushels per acre 
compared with 39 bushels for each of the 
previous two years. The June 1 yield 
forecast is up 1 bushel from May l. 
Development of this year's wheat crop 

is progressing ahead of 1976 ana average. 


Peaches 


The 1977 Illinois peach crop is forecast 
at 11.0 million pounds, down 45% from 
1976 and down 59% from 1975. This year's 
relatively small crop is primarily the 
result of the severe winter freezes, 
which killed many of the potential 1977 
fruit buds. Entire trees were killed in 
a number of orchards. 


Crop Progress 


Corn was reported in mostly good condition 
by the weekly weather-crop reporters as of 
June 3. The average height of all fields 
on June 6 was 16 inches, compared with 

7 inches last year and the 3-year (1974-76) 
average of 6 inches for that date. Poor 
root development was reported in some areas. 
Soybean planting was about 96% complete by 
June 6, compared with 94% in 1976 and 68% 
average. The crop was in fair to good condi- 
tion. Moisture was needed and stands were 
poor in many areas. About 80% of the 
winter wheat crop was turning yellow as of 
June 6, comparea with 50% last year and 33% 
average. Nearly 15% was ripe, also well 
above 1976 and average. Crop conditions 
were mostly good. By June 6, about 65% of 
the oat crop had reached the heading stage, 
compared with 50% in 1976 and 45% average. 
The crop was reported in mostly fair to good 
condition. Cutting of alfalfa and red clover 
hay crops were 89% and 80% complete, respec~ 
tively, both well ahead of 1976 and average 
by June 6. Pasture conditions were mostly 
fair to good. Soil moisture, as of June 3, 
was reported as 96% short and 4% adequate. 
However, parts of the State have received 
beneficial rains since that date.

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UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


May Weather and Crop Summary 


May was a month of unstable weather 
for the major crop-producing areas of the 
Nation's mid-section. Thunderstorms, hail 
and tornadoes left their mark, but plant- 
ing continued at a rapid pace.California's 
drought condition improved a bit as range- 
lands and crops received some moisture. 
Winter struck a blow in the Northeast. 

Dry days during mid-month plagued the 
Southeast but some locally heavy precipi- 
tation fell late in the month. 

Corn planting progressed rapidly 
again this spring, starting later than last 
year but soon passing last year's excellent 
planting pace. At the beginning of May 
about one-third of the 1977 corn crop was 
planted; by mid-month 82% of the crop was 
in the ground and by June 1 farmers were 
almost finished planting. May weather con- 
ditions throughout most of the Corn Belt 
were almost ideal for planting. Soil 
moisture remained adequate for germination 
until near the end of the month when some 
areas needed moisture to germinate recent 
seedings. Planting corn advanced very 
quickly in Illinois, Iowa and Missouri and 
was between 75 and 80% complete by May 8. 
Planting lagged in Ohio and Indiana early 
in May when rainy weather kept farmers out 
of fields. Later clear, dry weather gave 
eastern Corn Belt farmers the opportunity 
to catch up, and by the end of May dry soils 
Slowed germination of recent plantings. 

Farmers finished planting the corn 
crop early and gave full attention to 
planting the soybean crop at a record pace. 
U. S. soybean planting reached 76% complete 
by the end of May, surpassing both last 
year's 70% and the 51% average. In the 
eastern North Central States, 87% of the 
crop was planted by May 29, slightly ahead 
of last year and over 30 points more than 
the average. Recent plantings in Ohio and 
Indiana need moisture for improved germina- 
tion but emerged plantings are growing well. 
In the western North Central States, plant- 
ings reached 84% complete with more than 
three-fourths of the crop emerged. Farmers 
in the South Central States planted 61% 
of the crop by the end of May, 5 points 
more than 1976 and almost 20 points more 
than average. Some areas across the South 
need moisture for germination. 

Winter wheat production for 1977 is 
forecast at 1,526 million bushels based on 
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June 1 conditions up 3% from the May 1 forecast. 
This is 3% less than last year's 1,566 million 
bushel crop and 8% less than the record 1975 
crop of 1,653 million bushels. If realized,this 
will be the third largest crop of record. The 
decrease in production from last year is a re- 
sult of 4% fewer acres intended for harvest as 
grain, offsetting a slightly higher yield. 
Nationally, the yield is expected to average 
31.9 bushels per acre compared with 31.6 bushels 
last year and 32.1 bushels two years ago. Im- 
proved moisture conditions-.since May 1 have 
increased expected yields in many areas. 

Harvesting has begun in southern States 
and has progressed to the low plains area of 
Texas. The Kansas wheat crop is maturing at a 
normal rate with 10% of the crop turning color 
by June 1. Rains in the Northern Plains States 
and Pacific Northwest have improved the wheat 
condition but soil moisture reserves are still 
low. 


Peaches 


Production of peaches is forecast at 2.9 
billion pounds in 1977, down slightly from last 
season's total of 3.0 billion pounds but above 
the 1975 crop of 2.8 billion pounds. Excluding 
California Clingstone production, the peach 
crop is expected to total 1.5 billion pounds, 
Slightly above 1976 and 103% larger than 1975. 
Peach production in the nine Southern States 
is now forecast at 585.5 million pounds, off 
8% from a month ago but still above the crop 
totals of the previous two seasons. Despite 
severe winter weather, the peach crops in most 
Great Lakes and Northeastern States are ex- 
pected to outstrip last year's freeze-damaged 
crops.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - JULY 1, 1977 


Corn Production Down 3 Percent From 1976 
The 1977 corn production in Illinois is 
forecast at 1,212 million bushels, off 3% 
from last year's 1,251 million bushels, 
according to the Illinois Cooperative Crop 
Reporting Service. As of July 1, the 1977 
yield is forecast at 110 bushels per acre, 
compared with 107 bushels last year and 116 
bushels in 1975. Illinois farmers expect 
to harvest 11,020,000 acres of corn for 
grain in 1977, down 6% from 1976. 


The corn crop was reported in mostly good 
condition as of July 8 by weekly weather- 
crop respondents. As of July 11, about 73% 
of the corn had silked (tasseled), compared 
with 19% in 1976 and the average of 21%. 

The average height of all fields was 71 
inches, well ahead of the 57 inches last 
year and 5) inches average. The crop was 
planted somewhat early this year, and crop 
development has remained ahead of normal 
progress since planting. 


Soybean Acreage Up 16 Percent 


Farmers in Illinois planted 8,850,000 acres 
of soybeans for all purposes in 1977, 16% 
more than the 7,600,000 acres planted a 

year ago. An estimated 8,800,000 acres will 
be harvested for beans, also up 16% from last 
year. Planting progressed at about the same 
rate as last year, but ahead of average prog- 
ress. Dry conditions along with some herbi- 
cide carryover damage caused poor stands in 
Many areas and slowed early growth. With 
recent rains, though, the crop has shown 

some improvement. As of July 8, soybeans 
were reported in generally good condition. 
About 50% of the crop had started blooming 

by July 11. Only 29% had bloomed by this 
date last year and the average for July 11 

is 26%. 


Wheat Production Down 2 Percent 

. 1eat production in Illinois for 1977 is 
forecast at 70.4 million bushels, down 2% 
from the 1976 production. Acreage for har- 
vest is estimated at 1.6 million acres 


nearly 14% fewer than in 1976. Yield for 
the 1977 crop is estimated at 44.0 bushels 
per acre, compared with 39.0 bushels in 
both 1975 and 1976. Crop development pro- 
gressed well ahead of average, allowing 
harvest to get underway early this year. 
Harvest was 97% complete by July 11, com- 
pared with 85% in 1976 and 89% average. 


Oats Production Down 20 Percent 

Oats production for Illinois in 1977 is fore- 
cast at 19.1 million bushels. This is a 
decrease of 20% from last year when produc- 
tion totaled 23.8 million bushels. Yield 
for 1977 is expected to average 53.0 bushels 
per acre, down 5 bushels from 1976 and down 
1 bushel from 1975. An estimated 360,000 
acres will be harvested for grain this year, 
down moderately from the 410,000 acres last 
year. As of July 11, about 85% of the crop 
had been combined, ahead of the progress for 
last year and average. 


Rye Production Unchanged 

Production from the 1977 rye crop is expected 
to total 315,000 bushels, the same as for 
1976. Acreage for grain is forecast at 
15,000 acres and July 1 conditions indicated 
a yield of 21.0 bushels per acre, both un- 
changed from last year. 


Barley Production Up 3 Percent 

Barley production in Illinois for 1977 is 
forecast at 533,000 bushels, up about 3% 
from last year. Growers expect to harvest 
13,000 acres for grain, and yield is fore- 
cast at 41.0 bushels per acre. 





The 1977 acreage figures are based on 
a personal interview survey of farmers and 
farmers' responses to a mail survey about 
June 1. These figures were earlier pub- 
lished on June 30. 

Crop forecasts of yields are based on 
July 1 conditions. The first forecasts o 
soybeans, grain sorghum, and hay yields 
and production will be made on August ll.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - AUGUST 1, 1977 


The Illinois All-Crop Production Index as of August 1 is 
186.4% of the 1957-59 base, according to the Illinois 
Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. This is 6.5 points 
above the 1976 index and only 3.0 points below the 1975 
record index. Lower production estimates since 1976 for 
corn, wheat and oats were more than offset by higher 
estimates for barley, rye and especially soybeans. These 
higher estimates account for most of the increase in the 
index since 1976. 


Corn Production Down 4 Percent From Last Year 


Corn production for 1977 in Illinois is forecast at 
1,199, 000, 000 bushels, according to the Ilinois Coopera- 
tive Crop Reporting Service. This forecast is down 4% 
from last year's production and the 1975 record production, 
and down 1% from the July 1 forecast. As of August 1, 
ield is estimated at 110 bushels per acre, the same as for 
uly 1. Last year's yield was 107 bushels per acre and the 
record is 116 bushels per acre set in 1975. Mlinois farmers 
expect to harvest 10, 900, 000 acres for grain in 1977, 
down 7% from last year. 


The corn crop was reported in mostly good condition as of 
August 5. As of August 8, about 80% had reached the 
dough stage and 47% had dented, well ahead of last year's 
development and the average for that date. 


sath backs Production Up 28 Percent From Last Year, 
w Record Hig 


The 1977 od a production is forecast at a record 

- 309, 750, 000 bushels, up 28% from last year and up almost 
5% from the previous record of 295, 920, 000 bushels set in 
1975. Yield for the 1977 crop is estimated at 35 bushels 
per acre, 3 bushels more than in 1976, but off 1 bushel 
from the 1975 yield. An estimated 8, 850, 000 acres will 
be harvested for beans this year, up considerably from the 
7, 560, 000 acres harvested in 1976. 


Soybean development is also progressing ahead of last year 
and average. As of August 8, 80% of the crop was setting 
pods, compared with 46% last year and 40% for the 

August 8 average. Early August rains have helped allevi- 
ate dry conditions in many areas. As of August 5, soybeans 
were reported in generally good condition. 


Wheat Production Down 5 Percent From 1976 

The 1977 wheat crop is estimated at 68, 800, 000 bushels, 
down 5% from last year's production, but 2% more than in 
1975. The estimated yield of 43 bushels per acre compares 
with 39 bushels last year and is the highest yield since 1972 
when the average yield was 45 bushels per acre. The acre- 
age harvested is estimated at 1,600,000 acres, a 14% 
decrease from 1976. Wheat harvest was virtually complete 
eh the end of the second week in July, which was slightly 
ahead of normal progress. 


Oat Crop Down 14 Percent 


Oats production in Ilinois is estimated at 20, 520, 000 bushels, 
down 14% from last year and the lowest production since 1973. 
The yield for 1977 is expected to average 57 bushels per acre, 
compared with 58 bushels in 1976 and 54 bushels in 1975. As 
of August 1, oats harvest was virtually Np api This was 
well ahead of last year and compares with the average of 

87 percent. 


Rye Crop Up 5 Percent 


The 1977 rye crop is forecast at 330, 000 bushels, 5% above 
last year. Growers are expected to harvest an average of 
22 bushels per acre from 15, 000 acres. This compares 
with last year's yield of 21 bushels per acre from the same 
total acreage. 


Sorghum Production Down 4 Percent 


An estimated 3, 328, 000 bushels of sorghum will be produced 
by Illinois farmers in 1977, 4% less than in 1976. Farmers 
expect to harvest 52, 000 acres for grain from the 70, 000 
acres they planted for all purposes. Yield for the 1977 crop 
is estimated at 64 bushels per dcre, up 5 bushels from last 
year. 


Hay Production Up 4 Percent 


Illinois farmers expect to harvest 1,210, 000 acres of hay in 
1977, compared with 1, 200, 000 acres last year, Of the 
total Illinois acreage, alfalfa accounts for 770, 000 acres. 
Expected yield is 3.4 tons per acre for alfalfa and 2.0 tons 
per acre for all other hay. Total hay production for Illinois 
is estimated at 3, 498, 000 tons, up 4% from the 1976 produc- 
tion.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT 


The Illinois All-Crop Production Index as 

of September 1, 1977 is 190.5 of the 1957-59 
base, according to the Illinois Cooperative 
Crop Reporting Service. This is 10.6 points 
above the 1976 index and 1.1 points higher 
than the 1975 record high index. Although 
1977 production estimates for corn, wheat 
and oats are below 1976, these decreases 
were more than offset by higher estimates 
for barley and rye, and the record high 
estimate for soybeans. 


Corn Production Up 1 Percent from August l 


Corn production for grain is forecast at 
1,210 million bushels, according to the 
Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. 
The September 1 forecast, up 1% from last 
month, is 3% below the 1976 production and 
4% below the record 1975 production. Yield 
for this year's crop is estimated at 11ll 
bushels per acre, compared with 107 bushels 
in 1976 and the record 116 bushels in 1975. 
Acreage for grain is estimated at 10,900,000 
acres, compared with 11,690,000 acres last 
year. 


The crop remained in mostly good condition 
through August. As of September 12, about 
92% of the crop was mature, compared with 62%

for last year and 60% for the average by 
that date. Some harvesting has been re- 
ported in a few areas, but very little has 
taken place so far. 


Soybean Production Up 6 Percent From 
August 1 


Soybean production is forecast at 327.5 
million bushels, up 6% from the August 1 
forecast and 35% greater than last year's 
production. If realized, this would be a 
record high for Illinois, up almost 11% 
from the previous record of 295.9 million 
bushels set in 1975. Yield for the 1977 
crop, at 37 bushels per acre, beats the 
previous record 1975 yield of 36 bushels 
per acre. Last year's yield was 32 bushels 
per acre. The 1977 acreage for beans is 
estimated at 8,850,000 acres, compared with 
7,560,000 acres last year. 


Crop conditions are generally good over 
most of the State. The above normal August 
precipitation helped increase yield pros- 
pects since August 1. As of September 12, 
about 77% of the crop was turning yellow, 
slightly ahead of 73% last year and 59% for 
the September 12 average. About 40% was 
shedding leaves, compared with 44% last 
year and 33% average.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - OCTOBER 1, 1977 


The All-Crop Production Index for Illinois 
as of October 1, 1977 is 188.8% of the 
1957-59 base, according to the Illinois 
Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. This 
is 8.9 points above the 1976 index and 
less than 1 point below the 1975 record 
high crop production. The increase in 

the index over 1976 is the result of 
higher production estimates for soybeans, 
hay and apples. 


Corn Yield and Production Unchanged from 
September 1 Forecast 


Production of corn for grain is forecast 
at 1,210 million bushels. This is un- 
changed from the September 1 forecast, 

but 3% below the 1976 production and 4% 
below the record production of 1975. 

Yield is forecast at 111 bushels per acre, 
the same as on September l. This yield 
compares with 107 bushels last year and 
the 1975 record yield of 116 bushels. 

The 1977 acreage for grain is estimated 
at 10,900,000 acres compared with 11,690,- 
000 acres last year. Frequent rains and 
mild temperatures slowed the progress of 
the corn crop during September. As of 
October 3, about 16% of the crop had been 
harvested compared with 11% for both last 
year and the 3-year average. 


Soybean Production Up 32 Percent from 1976 


Soybean production is forecast at 318.6 


million bushels, down 3% from the September 1 


forecast but still high enough to set a 
new record. Last year's production was 
241.9 million bushels. Yield for this 
year, at 36.0 bushels per acre, ties the 
record 1975 yield. Last year, the yield 
was 32.0 bushels per acre. Acres har- 
vested for beans is estimated at 8,850,000 
acres, well above the 7,560,000 acres har- 
vested for beans in 1976. Development of 
the soybean crop during September pro- 
ceeded at about average progress, but har- 
vest has been slowed considerably by wet 
fields. As of October 11, harvest was 
approximately 36% complete, compared with 
82% last year and the average of 63%. 


Hay Production Up 5 Percent From 1976 
Production of all hay is estimated at 
3.54 million tons, up 1% from the Au- 
gust 1 estimate, and 5% above the 1976 
production. Alfalfa hay yield is esti- 
mated at 3.45 tons per acre and all other 
hay yield is forecast at 2.00 tons per 
acre. The August 1 estimates for alfalfa 
and other hay were 3.40 and 2.00 respec- 
tively. Adequate moisture during August 
and early September helped improve yields 
from later cuttings. 


Apple Production Up 26 Percent from 1976 


Illinois total commercial apple production 
is forecast at 108 million pounds (2,571,- 
000 bushels, 42-pound equivalents), up 26% 
from last year. Harvest is well advanced 


and the quality of the fruit is generally 
good.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - NOVEMBER 1, 1977 


The All-Crop Production Index as of 
November 1, 1977 is 186.8% of the 1957-59 
base, according to the Illinois Cooperative 
Crop Reporting Service. This is 6.9 points 
above the 1976 index and 2.6 points below 
the 1975 record high crop production. 

The increase over the 1976 index is the 
result of high production estimates for 
soybeans, hay and apples. 


Corn Prospects Down 2 Percent From October 1 


Illinois production of corn for grain is 
estimated at 1,188 million bushels as of 
November 1. This production is 2% below 
the October 1 forecast; 5% below both the 
1976 production and the record production 
of 1975. Yield is estimated at 109 bushels 
per acre, compared with the 111. bushels per 
acre forecast on October 1, This compares 
with the 1976 yield of 107 bushels per acre 
and the record 116 bushels per acre in 1975. 
This year's acreage for grain, unchanged 
from last month, is estimated at 10,900,000 
acres, compared with 11,690,000 last year, 


Weather conditions for this year's crop were 
generally good throughout most of the grow- 
ing season. However, frequent rains and 
mild temperatures during September slowed 
the progress of the crop. Wet fields in 
late October slowed harvest considerably 

and progress has fallen behind last year's 
pace since November 1. As of November 7, 


about 75% of the crop was harvested com- 
pared with 80% a year earlier and the 
average of 75% for the same period. Thus 
far this season the moisture content of 
the grain has been lower than last year 
in most areas of the State. Elevator 
storage is reportedly adequate in most 
areas, 


Soybean Procuction Unchanged From October 1 


Soybean production, estimated at 318.6 mil- 
lion bushels, is unchanged from the Octo- 
ber 1 forecast and continues to set a new 
production record for the State. Last 
year's production was 241.9 million bushels. 
Yield is estimated at 36.0 bushels per 
acre, equal to the previous record of 36.0 
bushels set in 1975. The 1976 final yield 
was 32.0 bushels per acre. Acreage for 
beans is estimated at 8,850,000 acres, 
unchanged from the October 1 estimate and 
17% greater than the acres harvested for 
beans in 1976. 


The soybean crop was reported to be in 
mostly good to excellent condition through- 
out nearly the entire growing season. Har- 
vest got off to a slow start due to frequent 
rains in September and wet fields continued 
to slow down harvest activity during October. 
As of November 7, about 90% of the soybean 
crop had been combined compared with the 
average of 97%. Last year harvest was 
virtually complete by the end of October.

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ILLINOIS JANUARY PROSPECTIVE PLANTINGS FOR 1978 


-Based on the January 1 Prospective Plant- 
ings Survey, Illinois farmers indicated 
that for the 1978 crop year they have 
planted or intend to plant 22.1 million 
acres of field crops, excluding commercial 
vegetables and hay, according to the 
Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. 
This is a decrease of 1% from 1977. 


Prospective Corn Acreage Down 1 Percent 


Corn planted for all purposes in Illinois 
is expected to total 11.1 million acres 
for 1978, down 150,000 acres from 1977. 
The 1978 prospective planted acreage. is 
99% of last year's planted acreage. 


Intended Soybean Acreage Up 6 Percent 


Illinois farmers intend to plant 9.4 mil- 
lion acres of soybeans in 1978. This is 
a 6% increase over the 8.9 million acres 
planted last year. 


Oats Acreage Intentions Up 5 Percent 


A total of 410,000 acres is planned for 
seeding in Illinois in 1978, up 5% from 
1977 when 390,000 acres were planted to 
oats. 


Prospective Sorghum Acreage Down 6 Percent 


Sorghum planted for all purposes in Illinois 
is expected to total 75,000 acres, a 6% re- 
duction from last year's 80,000 acres.

U. S. JANUARY 1978 PROSPECTIVE PLANTINGS REPORT 


This report, prepared by the Crop Reporting Board, is based 
on the voluntary response of growers to a mail survey about 
January 1. Around 16, 000 growers participated in the survey, 
each reporting planting intentions for his farm operation. 
The report is intended to assist growers in making such 
decisions as they see desirable pertaining to their acreage 
plans. The published acreage intentions are interpretation 
of current reported plans based on past relationships of 
grower reports to final planted acreage estimates. Acreages 
actually planted can vary from those indicated for such 
reasons as weather, economic conditions, availability of 
production inputs, farm programs and the effect of this 
report itself on growers’ actions. 


This January Prospective plantings report includes data for 
34 major crop producing States. It covers at least 95% of 
the normal acreage for 12 major U. S. crops including 
corn, sorghum, oats, barley, soybeans, upland cotton, 
flaxseed, rice, durum wheat, other spring wheat, sugarbeets 
and sunflower seed. Actual seedings of winter wheat and 
rye were reported in "Winter Wheat and Rye Seedings, " 
December 22, 1977. 


A second Prospective Plantings report will be issued April 13, 
and will include the 48 contiguous States. Survey informa- 
tion for the report will be gathered around April 1 which 
will permit growers in all States to report their plans just 
prior to the major planting period for spring crops. In 
addition to the crops listed above the April report will 
include white corn, American-Pima cotton, peanuts, 
potatoes, sweetpotatoes, dry edible beans, dry edible 

peas, hay and tobacco. 


FEED GRAINS 


Prospective plantings of the four feed grains total 124.0 
million acres (50.2 million hectares) in the 34 States sur- 
veyed, down 1% from the 125.5 million acres (50.8 mil- 
lion hectares) planted in those States in 1977. Intended 
plantings are down 2% for corn, 1% for oats and less than 
one-half of 1% for barley. Partially offsetting these de- 
clines is a 3% increase in intended sorghum acreage. 


CORN 


Growers in 34 States intend to plant 79.3 million acres 
(32.1 million hectares) of corn for all purposes in 1978, 
2% less than last year and 4% lower than 1976. These 
States accounted for 98.0% of the Nation's corn acreage

planted in 1977. Intended plantings in the North Central 
States are down 1% from a year earlier. Indiana and 
Minnesota both showed a 2% increase from last year, the 
only two major Corn Belt States to show an increase. 
South Central States farmers expect to plant 7% less corn 
than in 1977. 


SOYBEA NS 


Producers in the 27 soybean producing States surveyed ex- 
pect to plant a record high 63.1 million acres (26.5 mil- 
lion hectares) to soybeans in 1978, up 8% from the previous 
record high of 58.3 million acres (23.6 million hectares) 
set in those States last year. All producing States surveyed 
expect increases from 1977 except Pennsylvania which is at 
the same level as last year. The only soybean producing 
States not included in the survey were Delaware, Florida 
and New Jersey. Growers in the North Central States ex- 
pect to plant 39.0 million acres, (15.7 million hectares) 
up 8% from 1977 and 26% above two years ago. 


OATS 


Acreage of fall seeded oats plus intended spring plantings 
in the States surveyed is expected to total 17.4 million 
acres (7.0 million hectares) for 1978, down 1% from the 
previous year. The States surveyed accounted for 98.8% 
of the Nation's oat acreage planted in 1977. Of the major 
States raising oats, planted acreage for 1978 is expected to 
be higher in Wisconsin and Texas but lower in Minnesota, ” 
Iowa, North Dakota, and South Dakota. 


SORGHUM 


Growers in States surveyed intend to plant 17.2 million 
acres (7.0 million hectares) of Be St for all purposes in 
1978, up 3% from 1977 but down 5% from 1976. Kansas, 
with 31% of the national sorghum acreage, is expecting 
11% more acres planted to sorghum in 1978. Texas acre- 
age, which also accounts for 31% of the U.S. total, is ex- 
pected to be down 4% from a year ago. 


BARLEY 


Acreage of fall seeded barley plus intended plantings this 
spring in the States surveyed totaled 10.1 million acres 
(4.1 million hectares) virtually unchanged from 1977 and 
16% above 1976. The States surveyed accounted for 95.9% 
of the U. S. acreage in 1977.

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AGRICULTURAL PRICES - APRIL 15, 1978 


The all-commodity index of prices received 
by Illinois farmers on April 15, 1978 was 
536% of the 1910-14 average, according to 
the Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting 
Service. The index was up 20 points from 
March and up 37 points from April a year 
ago. Compared with March, higher prices 
were received in April for corn, soybeans, 
wheat, oats and cattle, while lower prices 
were received for hay and hogs. Milk and 
egg prices were unchanged from last month.

The April 15 all-crop index at 444 compares 
with 410 in March and 497 in April 1977. 
Compared with March, corn increased 18 cents, 
soybeans increased 65 cents, wheat increased 
19 cents, oats increased 6 cents, and hay 
decreased $1.50. 


The livestock and livestock products index, 
at 614 in mid-April, was up from 606 the 
previous month and up from 500 in April 
1977. From March to mid-April, hog prices 
decreased $1.80 and cattle increased $3.50. 
Both milk and egg prices remained unchanged 
from March. 


The April 15 hog-corn ratio (bushels of corn 
equal in value to 100 pounds of live hog) 
was 19.5, which compares to 22.0 in March 
and 15.3 invApE..

UNITED STATES 


The April Index of Prices Received by 
Farmers increased 8 points (4%) to 208%

Lower prices for hogs, oranges and eggs 
were partially offsetting. The index was

Winter Wheat 


Winter wheat production in Illinois, based 
on May 1 conditions, is forecast at 32.6 
million bushels, according to the Illinois 
Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. The 
1978 production is down 52% from last year 
and down 55% from the 1976 crop. The year's 
acreage for harvest, at 960,000 acres, is 
down 40% from 1977 and down 48% from 1976. 
The 1978 wheat yield is estimated at 34 bush- 
els per acre, down 9 bushels from last year 
and down 5 bushels from 1976. 


Winter wheat is in mostly good condition in 
Illinois although crop development is behind 
normal in most areas. The northern portion 
of the State reported some heavy winterkill 
with some Statewide damage from ice, wet 
soil, and the extended cold weather.

UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


April Weather 

April temperatures were well above normal 
in the early part of the month--as much as 
12 to 15° warmer in many areas--but cooler 
air persisted later in the month. The 
Central Plains and eastward through most 

of the Corn Belt stayed wet throughout the 
month; little progress was made in land 
preparation or spring seeding. The central 
and northern Rockies, the intermountain 
area, and most of the West Coast had above 
normal precipitation. Heavy rains late in 
the month from southern Alabama to southern 
Virginia caused some serious flooding in 
the Piedmont. 


April Fieldwork 

Land preparation and spring planting moved 

at a snail's pace during April, particularly 
in comparison with the previous two planting 
seasons. Plowing in the North-central States 
lagged last year by 30 to 50 percentage points 
and the average by 5 to 30 points by April 30. 
Wet soils delayed tillage through most of 
April. Soil moisture rated adequate to sur- 
plus in most areas of the Nation. Corn plant- 
ing reached 10% on April 30, falling far be- 
hind 1977's 32% and the average of 21%. Cotton 
seeding stood at 29%, surpassing last year's 
24% and the 23% average.

Soybean planting was just getting 
started in the south central States 
by April 30. Spring wheat seeding 
advanced barely to 10%, a significant 
departure from 1977's 70% and the 43% 
average. Grain sorghum planting 
reached into Oklahoma and Missouri. 
Rice sowing was ahead of average by 
April 30 in all the Delta area except 
Arkansas. 


Plowing and disking advanced very 
slowly; many farmers in the Corn Belt 
had only 1 to 3 days per week suitable 
for fieldwork. In the South growers 
enjoyed more favorable conditions and 
usually had 3 to 6 days per week suit- 
able for land preparation and planting 
during April. By the end of April, 
plowing in the north central States 
ranged from 5 to 70% complete. Last 
year's range was 40 to 100% and the 
average ranged from 35 to 95%. 


Farmers had planted 10% of the Nation's 
corn by April 30. Most major Corn 
Belt States planted 5% or less; only 
Ohio reached 15%. Corn growers seeded 
32% of the acreage by the end of April 
last year and on the average reached 
21%. The late winter, unseasonally 
low temperatures, and a heavy snow 
melt which added moisture to already 
wet soils, all delayed early spring 
fieldwork. 


Corn planting in eastern north central 
States stood at 5% on April 30, signifi- 
cantly behind 1977's 29% and the 19% 
average. Most States ranged from 1 to 
5% except Ohio's 15%. A notable differ- 
ence was Illinois at 5% compared with 
49% in 1977. In the western north 
central States, seeding reached only 2% 
by the end of April, well below last 
year's 27% and the 14% average. Most 
States stood at 5% or less; the excep- 
tions were Missouri at 9% and Kansas at 
15%. Iowa farmers planted virtually no 
corn but last year had attained 40% by 
April 30. Progress in southern States 
at about 80% was reasonably close to 
last year's rate and the average. 


Soybean seeding was just getting started 
in the south central States; progress 
ranged from 3 to 6% on April 30, slight- 
ly behind last year. A few early fields 
were also planted in Ohio and Missouri.

Prospective production of 
winter wheat declined 3% from the December 1, 1977 
forecast, largely as a result of dry soil condition 
in the Southern Plains and excess moisture and win- 
ter damage in the soft red winter wheat area. 


Yield per harvested acre is forecast at 32.5 bushels 
per acre based on May 1 conditions. This compares 
with last year's crop average of 31.5 bushels per 
acre. Yield comparisons with a year ago by areas 
show higher expected yields in the Central and 
Northern Plains While in drought plagued Southern 
Plains lower yields are expected. The Pacific 
Northwest States expect higher yields after last 
year's severe drought. The major soft red winter 
growing area expects lower average yields as a re- 
sult of the wet fall conditions which have extended 
on through winter and spring. Moisture which began 
falling in the dry Southern Plains about May 1 may 
have been too late for some of that area but should 
provide a boost to the crop in dryer areas of west- 
ern Oklahoma and Kansas, and eastern Colorado. 

Hay Stocks on Farms 

May 1 hay stocks on farms totaled 24.0 million tons 
(21.8 million metric tons), 23% above last year but 
6% below 1976. The increased stocks this year re- 
sulted from larger production of hay in 1977.

The May 1 pasture and range feed condition was 75% 
for the 48 contiguous States--l point below a year 
earlier and 6 points below the 1967-76 average for 
the date.

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UNITED STATES CROP REPORT 


May Weather and Crop Summary 


The month of May in 1978 will be re- 
membered for its cool temperatures and 
above average rainfall in several of the 
Nation's important agricultural regions. 
Soggy fields and below normal readings 
delayed planting and slowed plant growth 
over much of the Corn Belt. Overall, the 
Plains, Atlantic Coastal States, and South 
received more rain than is usual for this 
time of year. Seasonably, most of 
California received little or no moisture. 

After two years of relatively quick 
progress in seeding row crops, farmers have 
faced a very poor planting season in 1978. 
Low temperatures and wet soils created an 
unfavorable environment to plant and 
germinate seeds. Soil temperatures in 
early May were almost too low to induce 
germination of corn seed. Later in May, 
higher temperatures, along with the ade- 
quate soil moisture prevailing through 
most of the Nation, speeded germination of 
later corn seedings. At the beginning of 
May, only 10% of the U. S. corn was 
planted, a third of last year's progress 
and half of the average progress as of 
May 1. At mid-month only 40% of the corn 
was seeded compared to 79% in 1977 and 
61% for the average. Most of the 1978 
crop was planted after the optimum seeding 
date. Near the end of May, planting con- 
ditions improved in most areas and growers 
made great strides toward the completion 
of seeding corn. On June 4, 88% of the 
corn was seeded compared with last year's 
99% and the 94% average. 

Soybean seeding took a back seat to 
corn planting until late in May. Only 5% 
of the soybeans were planted before mid- 
May with most of this acreage in the 
South. Last year, almost a third was 
planted by May 14 and on the average 17% 
is seeded. Seeding advanced rapidly late 
in the month but lagged due to the late 
start. On June 4 soybean seeding stood 
at 55% complete, 28 points less than the 
unusually fast pace in 1977 but only 15 
points less than the average. The 
eastern north central States were at 
51% on June 4 as compared to 93% in 1977 
and 81% for the average. Western north 
central States reached 59% at the be- 
ginning of June, also short of 1977's 
92% and the 71% average. In the south 
central States soybean planting ad- 
vanced to 54%, 15 points less than last 
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year and 5 points below the average. 

Production of winter wheat is forecast at 
1.31 billion bushels based on June 1 conditions, 
14% below a year ago but 2% above last month. 
The production decline from last year can be 
attributed largely to 18% fewer acres to be 
harvested for grain. Nationally, the crop is 
expected to yield 33.1 bushels per harvested 
acre compared with 31.5 bushels per acre last 
year. Favorable moisture conditions in the 
central and northern Plains and Pacific North- 
west boosted crop prospects over last year 
while dry areas in the southern Plains will 
experience lower yields. Excessive precipitation 
in the Corn Belt States has reduced yield pros- 
pects. 

Harvesting began in southern States and 
progress by June 1 ranged from 2% in Texas to 
11% in Louisiana. However, plant maturity is 
considerably later than last year with Kansas 
wheat only 80% headed. 


Peaches 


The 1978 peach crop in the U. S. is fore- 
cast at 2.73 billion pounds. This is 9% less 
than last season's total and 10% below the 
1976 crop. Excluding California Clingstones, 
peach production is expected to total 1.5 : 
billion pounds, slightly under a year ago and 
3% below the 1976 total. Peach output in the 
nine Southern States is now forecast at 539.0 
million pounds, a 1% improvement from last 
month and 4% above the 1977 crop. Only 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and Michigan are 
forecasting a crop reduction from last year 
in the Midwest, Great Lakes, and Northeastern 
States. In the Western States, crop reductions 
are forecast in nearly all areas as a result of 
mixed spring weather and some freeze damage.

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Corn Production Down 5 Percent From 1977 
Illinois corn production in 1978 is fore- 
cast at 1,091 million bushels, according 
to the Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting 
Service. This forecast is down 5% from 
last year's production level of 1,153 mil- 
lion bushels. As of July 1, yield is fore- 
cast at 102 bushels per acre compared with 
105 bushels last year and 107 bushels in 
1976. Illinois farmers expect to harvest 
10,700,000 acres of corn for grain in 1978, 
down 3% from last year. 


The majority of the corn crop was reported 
in good condition as of July 10 by weekly 
weather-crop reporters. Average height of 
corn was reported at 50 inches, compared 
to an average of 63 inches. The crop is 
10% silked compared to the 40% average. 


Soybean Acreage at Record High 
Farmers in Illinois planted a record-high 


9,250,000 acres of soybeans for all pur- 
poses in 1978, up 4% from 1977. Harvested 
acreage is expected to total 9,200,000 
acres, also up 4% from last year. Soybeans 
were mostly reported in fair to good condi- 
tion on July 10. Five percent of the crop 
has bloomed as compared with the average 

of 40% for this time period. Some soybeans 


have been replanted in the northern districts 


of the State due to recent flooding. 


Wheat Production Down 49 Percent 

Wheat production in Illinois for 1978 is 
forecast at 35,150,000 bushels, down 49% 
from last year. Acreage for harvest is 
estimated at 950,000 acres, a decrease of 
40% from 1977. Yield for the 1978 crop is 
estimated at 37.0 bushels per acre, un- 
changed from the June 1 forecast and lower 
than the yield levels of 39.0 and 43.0 
bushels per acre in 1976 and 1977. As of 
July 10, 95% of the wheat was ripe and 65% 
had been harvested. Crop development and 
harvest activities are behind, as 100% is 
usually ripe and 89% is harvested by this

time in an average year. Most of the har- 
vest activities were occurring in the 
southern half of the State. 


Oat Production Down 18 Percent 

Illinois oat production is forecast at 17.1 
million bushels, 18% below last year's pro- 
duction level. Yield in 1978 is expected 
to be 59.0 bushels per acre, 2 bushels be- 
low the previous year. An estimated 
290,000 acres will be harvested for grain, 
down 50,000 acres from 1977. Oats were 

90% filled on July 10 as compared to 100% 
for last year and the average. Only 40% 
of the crop has turned yellow compared to 
an average of 82% and 15% of the crop is 
ripe where an average crop is usually 46% 
ripe by this time. The crop is reported 
in fair to good condition. 


Rye Production Up 27 Percent 


Rye production in Illinois is forecast at 
418,000 bushels, an increase of 27% from 
last year. Yield for 1978 is 22.0 bushels 
per acre, the same as in 1977. Acreage to 
be harvested for grain is estimated at 
19,000 acres, 4,000 acres above the previ- 
ous year. 


Barley Production Down 2 Percent 

Illinois barley production is estimated at 
369,000 bushels, down 2% from 1977. Area 
for harvest is estimated at 9,000 acres, 
the same as last year, but yield is fore- 
cast at 41.0 bushels per acre, 1.0 bushel 
below the 1977 yield level. Barley is 
mostly in fair to good condition with 40% 
of the crop combined as of July 10. 













The 1978 acreage figures are based on 
a personal interview of farmers and farm- 
ers' responses to a mail survey about 
June 1. These figures were published on 
June 30. 

Crop forecasts of yields are based on 
July 1 conditions. The first forecasts of 
soybeans, grain sorghum, and hay yields

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - SEPTEMBER 1, 1978 


The Illinois All-Crop Production Index as 

of September 1, 1978 is 185.6 of the 1957- 
59 base, according to the Illinois Coopera- 
tive Crop Reporting Service. This is 0.4 
points above the 1977 index and 5.5 points 
higher than the 1976 index. Although total 
production of soybeans, wheat, oats, barley, 
and apples were below the 1977 level, corn 
production increased significantly to more 
than offset these decreases. 


Corn Production Up 5 Percent From August l 


Corn production for grain is forecast at 
1,241 million bushels, and is the second 
largest corn crop in the State's history. 
The September 1 forecast, up 5% from last 
month, is 8% above the 1977 production 
level and just slightly above the 1976 
output. Yield for this year's crop is 
estimated at 116 bushels per acre equalling 
the previous record set in 1975. This 
compares to 105 bushels in 1977 and 107 
bushels in 1976. Acreage for grain is 
estimated at 10,700,000 acres, compared 
with 10,980,000 acres last year. 


The crop was reported mostly in good to 
excellent condition through August with 
the exception of the southern most areas 


areas of the State. As of September 1l, 
about 50% was mature compared to 92% last 
year and 78% for the average. A limited 
amount of harvesting has begun in a few 
areas. 


Soybean Production Unchanged 


Soybean production is forecast at 312.8 
million bushels, unchanged from the 
August 1 forecast and 4% below last year's 
record production level. Yield for the 
1978 crop is expected to reach 34 bushels 
per acre, 3 bushels less than the record 
of 37 bushels per acre in 1977. A record 
9,200,000 acres of soybeans will be 
harvested in 1978 compared to 8,850,000 
acres in 1977 and 7,560,000 acres in 1976. 


Crop conditions are generally good over 
most of the State. As of September 1l, 
soybeans have turned yellow on 52% of the 
acreage, compared to 73% in 1977 and 75% 
for the average. Twenty-five percent of 
the fields are shedding leaves as compared 
to last year's 37% and the average of 42%.

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ILLINOIS CROP REPORT - OCTOBER 1, 1978 


The All-Crop Production Index for Illinois 
as of October 1, 1978 is 183.7% of the 
1957-59 base, according to the Illinois 
Cooperative Crop Reporting Service. This 
is 1.5 points below the 1977 index, but 
3.6 points above 1976. The decrease in 
the index from 1977 is primarily the 
result of lower production for soybeans, 
wheat, oats, and apples. 


Corn Yield Down From September 1 Forecast 


Production of corn for grain is forecast at 
1,220 million bushels, down 2% from the 
September 1 forecast. Yield is expected 

to be 114 bushels per acre, 2 bushels below 
last month's forecast. This yield compares 
with 105 bushels per acre last year and 107 
bushels per acre in 1976. The 1978 acreage 
for grain is estimated at 10,700,000 acres 
compared to 10,980,000 acres in 1977. Corn 
matured rapidly in September and despite 
late spring plantings the crop is being 
harvested on schedule. By October 10, 25% 
of the corn acreage was harvested compared 
to 28% last year and 23% for the three-year 
average (1975-77). The decrease from the 
earlier yield forecast is largely attributed 
to the damage done by the corn borer and the 
hot, dry September weather. 


Soybean Production Down 7 Percent From 1977 


Soybean production is forecast at 312.8 mil- 
lion bushels, unchanged from the September 1 
forecast. This is 7% below last year's 
record production of 336.3 million bushels. 


Yield for this year, at 34.0 bushels per 
acre, remains unchanged from last month's 
forecast and is 4 bushels below 1977's 
record yield. Acres harvested for beans 
remains at 9,200,000 acres, an increase 
over the 8,850,000 acres harvested for 
beans in 1977. Development of the soybean 
crop during September continued behind the 
average progress. Harvest began about the 
normal time and with favorable weather 
conditions has progressed rapidly. As of 
October 10, harvest was approximately 63% 
complete, compared with 33% last year and 
62% for the average. 


Hay Production Up 1 Percent From 1977 


Production of all hay is estimated at 3.73 
million tons unchanged from the August 1 
estimate but up 1% from the 1977 produc- 
tion. Alfalfa hay yield is estimated at 
3.60 tons per acre and all other hay yield 
is forecast at 2.00 tons per acre, un- 
changed from the August 1 estimates. The 
first and second cuttings of alfalfa and 
other hay yielded quite well, but the third 
cutting of alfalfa was hurt by hot, dry 
weather. 


Apple Production Down 15 Percent From 1977 


Illinois total commercial apple production 
is forecast at 92 million pounds (2,190 
bushels, 42-pound equivalents), down 15% 
from last year. Harvest is progressing 
well and the quality of the fruit is mostly 
good but variable by area.
